. Majeſty's Chancery, who perform d che Office of Heralds at Arms; 
and the Chancellor Shaffiref, - with the Son of General Czeremetoff, 
were given as Hoſtages for the Performance of the Articles. The 
Grand Vier had two fine Tents ſet up for them, and ſent to the Czar 
2000 Quintals of Biskets, ſome of new Bread; B of Rice, rοο Okes 
of Coffee, that is to ſay 2500 of our Weight; and Oſman Aga, his Kiaia, 


was diſpacch d in the Evening to the Grand Seignior with the Treaty, 


and a Letter to his Highneſs. Three Baſbatut, with each of them 1000 
Horſe, march d the ſame Day to the Czar's Camp, to beat him Com- 
pany, or rather ſecure him from the Inſults of the 'Tarrars;' who did 

not ceaſe; moving round him in ſpite of the Chiabus, and the Orders 

which the Viſer obliged the Han (nor otherwiſe ſatisfy d wich this 

Peace) to give them contrary to his Inclinatioo ung.

the Porte, by which I was permitted to go and come all over the Or- 
taman Empire without Moleſtation or Hindrance, and at the ſame 
Time, ſhewed him my Ferman or Turkiſh Paſſport, which he ſaid was 
of too old a Date: I anſwered, the Capitulations were my ſufficient 
Paſſport, and they were never out of Date. He reply d, he was 

oblig d to follow the Viſiers Orders, which were not only to arreſt

of what Bread he had bought for his own Proviſion, till the firſt Market | 
Day; and inform d me that ſome Colonies of Cofſacks, diſpets d up and 

down in the Neighbouring Villages, made and brought it to Market 
twice a Week, when every one provided as much as was neceſſary for 
his own Uſe. A Greet ſold me here the Medal () and (g) inthe Print 
XXVII. which he ſaid was among ſeveral other Silver ones which 

he had ſold to a Goldſmith of NKuſlome, and which were found in the 
Ruins of an old Town not far from Precop, towards the Biceps Pa- 
lus, which may have been the ancient + Zaphros. I deſir d him to t r. . 
conduct me thither, which he did, and T found it upon the ſame Line as 
Precap; but coud meet with nothing but ſome old thick Foundations, 
which any who wanted them demoliſhed, without any other Oppoſi - 
tion than that of the Mortar that join d then. 

Me ſet out from oe the 26th in the Morning for Kuſlome, where 

we arrivd the'2gth: Tis a pretty large Town, well peopled with 

both Turks, Tartars, Greets, Armenians and Jes, and ſurrounded 

with old Walls falling to ruin in ſeveral Places. The Tuts have di- 
vers Moſques there, built of a white ſoft Stone, which is dug from a 

Quarry near Barchiſerai, and is pretty like that at Malta. The Greeks 

have but one Church, but tis ſufficient for the Number of them that 

live there; as is likewiſe that of the Armenians and the Fewsſo Syna- 

gogue. The Harbour, or rather the Road, is not very ſafe; the Ships 
therein being expoſed to the Mercy of the Winds, and not ſneltet d by 
any High Land ;: beſides that, they are forced to Anchor at a conſide- 

table diſtance from the Town, near which the Water is ſhallow; and 

the Bottom bad; and I ſaw there: the Wrecks of two Saiguss, which 
having been driven too near the Shore by a ſtrong: Southerly Wind, | | 
were daſh'd in Pieces three Weeks before our Atrival. Theſe Veſſels | OT 
generally bring hither, and into the other Ports of the Blact Sea, | "I 
Rice, Coffee, dry'd' Figs, - Raiſins, Dates, Filberds, Stuffs, Cloth, | 

Marts, &c: and are laden back again with Slaves and Corn ; Which is 

ſtill as plentiful in this Peninſula as in the Time of Mir hridates, to 

whom it formerly paid annually ſuch a conſiderable Tribute. It is ge- 

nerally worth but ſeven or eight Paras the Killow, which weighs about 
Fiſty Pounds, ſometimes more, ſometimes leſs, according to the Na- 
ture of the Wheat; and they export beſides, Cummin, Barley, Honey, 

Wax, & r. The Tartart, who dont follow Husbandry any more than 
the Namades, have Slaves who cultivate and till che Grounxdd 
Me left this Town the ſirſt of December, in order to go onto Bac- 
chiſerai, at preſent the Capital of Crim Tartary, lying on the Night |

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Armenians,” Greeks and Jes; the three laſt of which only pay the 
Han (as the Maldauiam and Walathians be fore mentioned) an annual 
Poll Tax of a Crown and a Quarter: As for the Tarters, they (as well 
as the Twrks) ate extuſed from any Tribute, excepting ro out of every 
100 Slaves they take in their Incurfions. The Houſes are tolerably 
good, at leaſt they are the beſt in the whole Country; and the Moſques 
are for the moſt part of the Stone beſore : mention d, ſome of them co - 
verd wich Lead ; there ate beſides very good Hans or publick Lodg - 
ings for Strangers, with good Magazines to ſecure their Merchan- 
diſe, and their Water is excellently good. oo oo 
The Haus Palace is à great Pile of Building very irregular, tho it 
has its Accommodations, as Baths, c. As one enters into the great 
Court, chere are two fine Monuments of the Chams who have been in- 
tomb d there, which is a great Rarity ; for they are ſo often depos d 
by the Grand Srigniur, that Rhodes, the uſual Place of theit Exile, al- 
moſt always happens to be that of their Burial. + Thefe Monuments 
are fo handſome, that upon comparing them with the Palace, one may 
fay that the dead Hans have better Lodging than the living ones. 
That Prince has a ſmall Coin callfd Beſebelict of five Aſpres, ſtruck 
within his Palace. He who then had the Direction and Management 
of it was a Jeu, whoſe Name was Abraham." I ſoft Water runs into 
the Fountains of this Palace, which, as ſome Turks have aſfured me, 
who have had the Curioſity to weigh it, aſtef ſeveral other ſorts, is 
lighter by ſeven or eight Drachms than any in'7 artary or Turkey; all 
that I can fay of the Matter is, that I never drank any better. Their 
Springs and Rivers are generally good in Crim T, _— but don't lie 
conveniemly for all the Inhabitants, who moſt of them have only 
very deep Wells dug here and there in the Country, which are 
very bad, and only fit. to water their Horſes and make Horba; ſot 
5 reaſon they don't drink it, but content thentſelves with Milk 
The Has has 1200 Guards, call'd Seymens; Men choſen from a- 
mongſt che Tartars, and train d up from their Vouth in the Uſe of 
Cymeters, Fire-Arms and Bows and Arrows; they are paid by the 
Grand Seigmor; and a certain Number, which relie ve each ocket; muſt 
always attend him when he removes from Place to Place in Time of 
Peace; and others guard the Avenues of his Palace, where he:keeps 
his Court. In Time of War they are all obliged to 1 the 
Grand Seignior's Enemies, as well as the Han and the other Tartars in 
general. Thoſe of Cim Tartary- muſt bring to the Number of 30, oco 
Men into the Field; thoſe of Alerman, and the Defarts between 
Ou and Aſepb 29,000, and the Noghaians' moe than all the reſt 
together. Theſe laſt are not ſo ſubject to the Hum, as to ſet ve him 
out of pute Obedience; for, to fay the Truth, both thete and the 
others do ix mote out of hopes and eagerneſs of Plunder, than any 
Senſe of Duty. They march at their own Expence, wuhout any

all their Military Accoutrements, they take up their Spears and mount 


their Steeds, being as little encumbred with Money or Baggage, as 
the Knights Errant in Romances, and leading with them two or three 
ſpare Horſes to tranſport their Plunder, or remount themſelves in caſe 
hat he they ride ſhould die; which, if it ſnou d happen, they endea- 
vour to comfort themſelyes for its Loſs, by eating him in common. Thus 
they reſign to the Cate of Providence themſelves and their Beaſts, 
who muſt live upon Graſs when they can get it, and are no leſs u | 
to Faſting. and. Hardſhips. than their Maſters, Nature having taught 
them to ſcratch up the Snow. with their Feet, when the Earth is co- 
ver d with it, that they, may find out the Graſs; or elſe if they are 
near to any Trees, to feed upon the Bark or the Ends of the Branches.

Having a Recommendation from Monſ. Fabrice to M. Mrangbel, a 
Swediſa Captain, now a Major in the Guards at Szockholm, who was 
at Bacchiſerai in Quality of Reſident at the Haus Court, I went to 
viſit him, and he ſhow'd by the Reception he gave me, what a Value 

he put upon that Gentleman's Recommendation, inviting me to lodge 

at his Houſe, offering me his Table and his Horſes; and favouring 

my: Curioſity ſo far, as to conduct me to ſeveral Places near Bacchi. 
ſerai, which he thought beſt worth ſeeing. Amongſt the reſt, he car - 
ried, me to a little Town, whoſe Walls are ſtill ſtanding about a 

League off, which the Inhabirants, who have loſt ſo much as the Name 
of it, call in their Language Kale, that is to ſay. 4 Caſtle; -- We went 3 
thro the Gate that is made in the Wall before - mentioned, by which 3 
the two Mountains are join d; the Paſſage is ſomething narrow at the | 
N. E. End of Bacchi/ſerai, but grows broader on the Way to Kale. In 
our Road thither he made me obſerve a large Chappel, dedicated to 
the Panagia, by the Devotion of the Greeks. It is hollow d in one of 
the Mountains, and has nothing in it but what is Modern (as ſome 
Pictures of He and She Saints, and Lamps, ſome of which are Silver ;) 
wherein the Greeks pretend, without giving any Proof or Reaſon for it, 
that the Chriſtians, formerly in Times of Perſecution, perform d their 

Religious Exerciſes in ſecret; but which may have been ſome Cata- 
comb, ſince I ſaw many other Caves in the Heart af the Neighbouting 
Mountains, which, tho not ſo large, had very much the Air of ſuch 
Places. From hence we continued our Journey to Kale which is ſi- 
tuated * a ſteep Eminence that looks like a Peninſula, but without 
Water, the {mus whereof is cover d by this little Town. The Gate 
of it is made thro! a ſquare Tower half demoliſhed ; we paſſedithro/ 
the Town, whoſe Inhabitants are all Fews, and I found no Inſrription, 
nor any other Sign of its Antiquity, but its Walls, which were falling 
in ſeveral Places for want of repairing. It ſeem'd to me by its Situa- 
tion, to be the Neapolis of Scylurus,: mention d by Ptolemy. We went 

on to the Peninſula, the adjacent Parts of which ate naturally ſo 5 
and inacceſſible, that there is no coming at it by them but wit 
long Ladders. It is always Green, and in the middle is a Ciſtern

ſupply'd with a Natural Spring, which is never dry'd up; it is arti- 
ficially pay'd with fine Stones, and ſeem antique. The Han keeps 
ſome young Colts there at Graſs,”-which are defign'd for ſome grear 
Feaſts, as when be has any of his Sons Circumcisd, or Daughters 
Marry d; there ate beſides ſome Deer, to which a little Thieket, that 
is at the ſouthernmoſt Ead of it, ſerves both for a Refuge and Shade. 
Having ſatisfy d my Curioſity in this agreeable Place, Mr. Wranghet 
carry d me from thence to a Pleaſure-Houſe of the Cham, a ſmall 
Quarter of a League from Kale; it is only proper to take the Air in 
during the Day-time in Summer, being pleaſantly ſituated, but too 
little to lodge a Court in, wherefore the Han never lies there; it is 

_ call'd Almagick Serai. Having taken a View of the Neighbourhood of 
Bacthiſerai, and alſo of _— which is above two Leagues from 
it, and may be ſeen from , it ſtanding upon a Mountain, and 
having, as well as that, only Fews for Inhabitants, with alſo a large 
antient Ciſtern, like thoſe the Romans have leſt in ſeveral other Pla- 
ces; I would have taken my Leave of Mr. Mrangbel two Days after 
my Arrival, but he detained me yet two or three more, and introduced 
me to the Haus Vi/ier or firſt Miniſter, who receiv'd me very civilly, and 
ask'd me ſeveral Queſtions concerning the King of Sweden, which 
I anſwered to the beſt of my Knowledge. He brought me alſo ac- 

' quainted with a French Jeſuit, called Father Dubban; from whom 1 
hoped for ſome Aſſiſtanee in my Search after Antiquities, he be- 
ing a Man of Learniag and Merit, and having livd long in that 
Country; but when I made any Enquiry upon this Subject, he gave 
me to underſtand, like the Portuguese Monks at Tripoli, chat his Stu- 
dy and Application was confined only to Spiritual Affairs. He had 
agreed with ſome Armenian Prieſts for the Liberty of faying Maſs in 

their Churches, after the Latin Manner, during their leiſure Hours, 
and of Preaching in them, in the Twkiſh Language, (which he under- 
ſtood very well) to ſome Roman Catholick Slaves, or Armenian Proſe- 
lites, as alſo of hearing their Confeſſions, giving them the Commu- 
nion, and other Spiritual Functions | belonging to his Office. At 

laſt I took Leave of Monſieur Mrangbel, returning him Thanks for 
all his Civilicies, and ſer out the 5th of December, with my Turk, 
who had waited for me, in order to viſit a Myrſa, called Cypherza, to 
whom Count Taro: had recommended me in a Letter I was to'carry 
him, together with an Exgliſß Watch. We lay ar Ackmedeich, a little 

Town between four and five Leagues from Bacchiſeraz; it is the ordi- 
nary Reſidence of the Suan Galgas; he who was then fuch ſeemed 
about 28, of a middling Stature, bur ſtrong, and innured to all manner 
of Fatigues, as faſting, and lying upon the Ground like the meaneſt 
Tartar; his Complexion was a little ſwarthy, rather the Eſſect of his 
Hardfhips, than the Heat of the Climate. The Palace 'is'rarher-con- 

venient than -handfome ; we went to pay out Reſpects to his High- 
* | neſs, and were gracioufly receiv'd ; he askud me a few familiar -

Continuing our 
Journey thro ſeveral ineonſiderable Villages, we arrivd the 7rh; a- 
bout 9 in the Morning, at Cepberæs Chuflick, the Seat of Cepherza 
Arſe, to whom I preſented the Letter and Watch; he told me I was 
very welcome, and invited me to ſpend ſeveral Days wich him; I con- 
ſiented to ſtay three, and he entertained me both after the Manner 
of the Turks, Tartars and Chrifttans, as will appear by the Sequel. 
He was in a Chamber, where there was a good Fire, before which he 
made me ſit, as believing by the Sharpneſs of the Seaſon that he 
could not give me a better Place, and ordered Pipes, Tobacco and 
Coſſee to be brought; whilſt we were warming our ſelves and ſmoak- 
ing, a Dinner was prepared for us in his Hæen, which was fervd up « le ſos 
about Noon, and conſiſted of three good Diſhes, viz. one of Pillau, Slaves gene. 
another a broiled Pike, and the thitd a Raguut, which I took for Veal, 7% 4re/s 
but which was in reality Part of a Colt, as I heard aſterwards. Al- rg, 
for me, and notwithſtanding my Fellow Traveller's being a Mufſulman, and put che 
he did /abſtain from it only in publick, that he might not give a- Pies in 4 
ny Offence. I est of the Naga with ſo good an Appetite, that any lie f

Stomach if he told me what it was. I own I took ir for Veal, it not 
being at all different in Colour from that which they eat in Turiy 
where they don't: feed them with Milk as we do, nor kill them ri 
they are half Oxen, that is to ſay, as old again as with us; and T 
was fo throughly convinc d of it in my own Mind, that I faid twice 
or thrice, This is excellent Veul. Afrex Dinner was over, the Myrſa 
turn d the Diſcourſe upon the ſeveral Sorts of Diet in uſe amongſt us, 
as Butchers Meat, Wild Fowl, c and ask d divers Queſtions about 
the Preference we gave to one more than another; after which he told 
me that tho they had as many different Kinds of Meat of all Sorts 
in Cram Tartary as at Canftantimople, or elfewhere, yer the Tartars - 
eſteem d Horſe - Fleſn more than any other, how delicate ſoever, eſpe- 
cially if twas young; and, as a Proof of it, they nevet ſent Pre- 
ſeuts of Fowls or Game to Perſons of the fixft Rank, but Part of 4 
Colt, and thar no great Feſtivals; as Marriages or Circumciſions, were 


without it. I anſwered, char I could not believe hut their Fleſh was as

Trayeller was not preſent at this Converſation,” and the Myrſa deſired 
me not to tell him of it, for fear he ſhould not take it as I had done, 
the Turks having as great an Averſion to it, as either the Chriſtians or 
Fews. Supper being over, Warer was brought for us to waſh, by One 


of the Myrſa's Sons, tho'. he had ſeveral Servants and Slaves; aſter 
which we ſmoaked each of us our Pipe, and he went into his Harem, 


ſaying that he beliey'd me tired, and wiſh'd me a good Night. I ob- 
ſervd that the ſame Son pur by. my Bed-fide a Pitcher of Wine, with 
a Pot full of Water, and a Pipe and Tobacco, upon a_Twrki/s Table, 


and in a Corner a Couple of Candles, one of which he lighted; 1 


would have oppoſed all theſe Precautions, telling him that I hadmo_ 


Need of a Candle to ſleep by, and that I neither drank nor ſmoak d 
in the Night- time; but he reply d that might happen once which had 


never fallen out before, and that I might have a Mind to ſmoak if 1 
could not ſleep, upon which he retired. Next Morning, upon my de- 
claring my Surprize to his Father, that he having ſo many Servants 
and Slaves, ſhould command his Son the ſame Things as them, which 
did not ſeem ſuitable to his Birth; he anſwered, that young Men, of 
whatſoever Quality, ſhould accuſtom themſelves to all manner of 


mean and laborious Work, as if they were one Day to be Servants or 


Slaves, which might be their Fortune, either thro Poverty or the miſ- 
carrying in their Incurſions; that Sultan Galga himſelf was inured to 
them, and did not live better in the Field than the meaneſt Tartar: 
and that he himſelf was the Son of a Myrſa, and yet his Father had 
neither left him nor his Brothers ſufficient for the Honourable Subſiſt- 
ance of one of them ; that he had got what he had with his Sabre and 
Arrows in their Inroads, as had likewiſe his other Brothers, and that 
he had two Sons who mult do the ſame: He added, that his Eldeſt Son 
was to ſet out in a little Time for Circaſſia, with whom they were at War, 


ſince the annual Tribute of Slaves and Horſes, which was formerly paid 


by the Circaſſians to the Han, in order to maintain a Peace with the Tar. 


for having the Misfortune to oſe above 40000 Men, who had been de- 
feared by a Stratagem of the Enemies. He ſaid-moreover, that the 


Slaves and Horſes of that Country had been dear ever ſince, and that 


he was going to ſend one of his Slaves, who was a Circaſſian, and to 
whom he had given his Liberty, to buy ſome: there: I asked him if 
it could be done without Danger, both from the Enemy and the Cir- 


caſſians, who might remain in their own Country with the Money; he 
anſwered, yes, and gave me to underſtand that the Commerce of the 
Slaves and Horſes was carried on there as ſafely as in the Times 


of the proſoundeſt Peace, that that Nation had a ſingular Reſpect 
for Merchants, and his Circaſſian paſs'd for ſuch; that being an honeſt 
Man, and at his Eaſe, and having a Houſe, Wife and Children, 
in Crim Tartary, it was not reaſonable to believe he would abandon 
them. He informed me farther, that this Traffick was wholly managed 
by Circaſſiens, who were eſtabliſhed in Crim. Tartary, and at Taman 
emrok, and the Parts Na and by ſome (Greek ot rather Amn. 
an Merchants; and that the Turks durſt go no farther than the Sea port 
Towns of the Cimmerian Boſphorus, where they waited for the others

Whilſt Tm upon this Topick, it may not be amiſs to obſerve, that 
Busbequius ſays, the Natives of Crim Tartary. retain many Gothick Ex- 


preſſions in their Language; whereupon I enquired as carefully as 


poſſible into it; but all the Diſcoveries I coud make were, that the 
German Wars having occaſion d the Captivity of a great many of that 


Nation, and the Tartars not being generous enough to give their 


Slaves their Liberty as the Twrks do, bur taking care to marry them 


to others of their own Country, they perpetuate their Bondage for 


many Generations, ſelling the Girls if handſome, and bringing up the 
Boys to till the Ground and keep their Flocks; and theſe Children 
retain a great deal of their Fathers and Mothers Language, which 
they mix with that of the Country; but I wou d not conclude that 
this was a Remnant of Got biſin, which had been preſerv'd for many 
Ages, as ſeveral do upon the Word of Busbequius. I have heard ſome 
call a little Iſland, lying in the Bay that walhes the 1hmus of Precop, 
Guthe 3 I dont know whether tis the ſame, to which ſome of the 


Northern Authors pretend their Anceſtors the Goths, when they ex- 


tended their Dominions as far as the Tanais, gave the Name of Gothie, 


which is the ſame, and mark'd in my Map B. But the Natives of the 


Country who call'd it Gzthe, cou'd not give me any Inſight thereinto. 


Leaving therefore the diſcuſſing of theſe Difficulties ro thoſe who are- 


better verſed in Etymology, I ſhall ſpeak a Word or two more of 


Caſfa. Its handſomeſt Chriſtian Churches have been either converted 


into Moſques, or deſtroy d to build them with their Materials; and 
the others have been either given or ſold by the Turks to the Greeks 
and Armenians, the firſt having ſeven, and the others twenty; hut not 


above half of them have Divine Service perform d in them, ſome fal-' 
ling to ruin as being uſeleſs, and wanting Repairs. Moſt part of theſe 


have been built by the Cenoeſe; and one may ſtill ſee their Arms up 
and down upon them, as weil as the Paintings of ſuch He and She 
Saints as are acknowledged for ſuch by theſe latter Poſſeſſors of them;

He anſwer d, he had remarked only thaſe of 

one, before which he had paſſed twice or thrice, in going and coming 

from Circaſſia; and that he had only ſtopt to give his Horſes ſome 

Water, out of an old Fountain that was wall d in; twas thus that he 

deſcribd an ancient Ciſtern. I enquired how fat diſtant they might 

be from us; he ſaid, about three Days Journey and a half wich freſh 

Horſes. As none of the Tartars that were preſent, or others of whom 

I enquir d afterwards, cou d tell me of any other Antiquities, .I.ex- 

preſs d a great Defire to ſee theſe... I ſhou d have wondered, if he had 

made any Obſervation upon theſe Ruins, as knowing the Ignorance 

and Indifference of the People of this Country about 11 Re; 

mains. Upon my faying, that I ſnou d be glad to take à View of 

them, he offer d me one of his Servants to conduct me thither; but 

my Guide told me that he cou d find the Place, having alſo paſſed by 

it; whereupon I took leave of the Mirſa about Nine in the Morning, 

and he had ordered two of his own Horſes to be ſaddled, to carry us 
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to the firſt Keddi, Whither one of his Servants followed to bring? 
them back again ; and they were ſo ſwiſt, that they did nor ſeem to 
run but to fly. My Guide ptopoſed to me by the Way, to gb by his 
Redd: ; Lanſwer d I Was afraid it might be femov d ro Which he re- 
plyd, he knew where it was to be if it was ſo; but chat when he came 
from it there was Paſture enough till the Month of Fru in the 2 
Place where it ſtood, Wherefore we ſhou'd infallibly find it there. As 
I had no Deſire to fee any partieular Part of the Country, where there 
was neither Road Town nor Village, it did not ſignify much whe- 
ther I went to the North or the Eaſt, fo that I did not turn too mueh 
out of the Way I had propoſed to my ſelf.

took our Horſes. Immediately aſter appeard his Wife, wirk two

The grey Stones, like Granite Marble, in the Foundations of the 
Temple above- mentioned, are dug out of ſome of the Neighbouring 
Mountains; between which and choſe of Circaſſia, there is a Colony 
of Nag baians, that extends very far from Eaſt to Weſt. Theſe Tartars, 
eſpecially they amongſt whom we were to paſs, are much leſs hoſpi- 
table than thoſe which I had ſeen in the Plains, and dont ſo much 
regard the Hans Orders, or the Treaties of Peace between the Cæar and 
the Porte; above all, they who are towards the Caſpian Sea: for it is 


not in the Power (if it were in the Will, as it ſeldom is) of their Beys, i

ing him to Drath with Arrows, or ſtabbing ; but this Crime is very 
uncommon amengſt them, therefore let us return to Theft, which is 
leſs fo: The Robberics: committed by them upon one anocher, con- 
its generally of Horſes; and the guilty Perſons are diſmounted 
Knight Errants, who have loſt their owa in ſome Incurfions, and have 
no more, nor any Money to buy one, and are therefore obliged, by 
extreme Neceſliry, to fupply themſelves gratis from their Neighbours;

In che mean while, I beheld theſe Inhabitants with an extraordinary 
Admiration, for I found them as univerſally handſome and well made, 
as I had the Meg haians on the contrary; and I dont believe out f 
above 300 Perſons who were round about me, thete was one that 
cou d be chlłd Ugly; or at leaſt I did not ſee one, tho there were De. 
grees of Beauty amongſt them. Two of the young Men that diſputed 
which'ſhdu'd entertain us, taking hold of the Bridles of our Horſes, 
were leading us each ſeparately to their own Houſes; and my Tartar 
cou d not avoid going whither he was conducted, but by telling chem : 
that he was my Guide and Interpreter, and that I cou d not be with- 
out him, unleſs ſome body of the Family whither they were carrying 
me underſtood Greek: or Turtiſb, promiſing that he wou d petſwade me 
the next Day to come and lodge with him that held the Bridle of his 
Horſe: Nevertheleſs, we both diſmounted at the ſame Houſe; where 
the young Man that had led me thither took our Horſes. Being en- 
tred, the Landlord and Landlady, with two young Daughters, gave 
me their Hands, and then put their on, the firſt to his Beard, and 
the othet to their Foreheads. The Garments of the Men and Women 
were of Furrs, the one of a white Sheep, and the other of black Lambs, 
the Wooll of which was very fine; theſe Furrs were made as repre- 
ſented in the Figures (e) J) (g) of my Map JJ. 
The Head-Dreſs of the Daughters, when in the Houſe, conſiſted onl7 
of a little Stuff Cap; which (as they ſaid) the Men likewiſe wear in dum - 
mer, inſtead of one like tlie Figure (g). Their Hair was divided into two 
Treſſes, and of the ſame Colour with their Eyes, which are generally black; 
tkhoſe of theſe Maidens were large and ſhining, like the Stars at that time 
in the Firmament, (for it Froze hard) as are almoſt all thoſe of the Fair 
Sex in this Country. Their Shape was not, as in moſt Parts of Europe, 
a Slave to Art, but free and eaſy, like that of the fine Statues which 
the Antients have leſt us of Venus, or of thoſe celebrated Beauties 
who have really exiſted formerly. The youngeſt uf the Daughters 
was 11 Vears old, and was what they call a perfect Beauty. Theſe 
two Maidens ſtrove which ſhou d ferve me moſt; and took, the one 
my Cymeter, and the other my Quiver and Bow, to hang upon a 
Hook. Then the Landlord making me ſit by the Fire, one of them 
offer d to pull off my Boots; which I oppos d, as being a thing which 
ſeem d to me too much beneath, and unfir for her; but my Guide, 
who was now become my Interpreter, ſaid it was the Cuſtom, and 
that the Miſtreſs herſelf muſt have done it if ſhe had no Daughters; 
whereupon I let her. Then the other pouring ſome warm Water into 
a wooden Tub, the ſame Interpreter told me I muſt let her waſh my 
Feet; which I did not hinder as being willing to conform to the Man- 
ner of the Place I was in. In the mean while the Mother, who had 
ſome Remains of a good Face, which Fifty Years had not been able to 
deſtroy, kilfd a Fowi and pick d it; whilſt one of the Daughters skinn d 
4 Hare, which her Brother had caught the Day before: This done, 
they cleans d them, eut them both in pieces, and put them into a Pot 
Half full of Water, which dre w my Eyes by its Singularity: It was of 
a grey Stone with red Veins, not ſo hard, but as heavy as Ie) 
7583 | p they 
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chey told me that it was found in the Heart of one of che Mountains = 


which we had paſſed; and that when twas dug it was ſo ſoſt/ tliat 
they had no Trouble to cut or hollow it to make a Pot, or any other 
Veſſel; and indeed I ſaw ſeveral other of the ſame ſort, which wou'd 
reſiſt the Heat, and harden without ſplitting or breaking. 
After the Meat had been upon the Fire about half an — — 
added to it ſome Prunes, dry d Cherries, and Rock Salt, which is 
very common in Circaſſia; and a little before it was enough done, 
they pour d in ſome Milk: Whilſt they were boiling, the Landlady had 
kneaded a ſort of Cake of Cummin, which ſhe had flatred like Oar 
Bread, and ſet. to bake upon the Aſhes. Supper being ready (I ſay 
Supper, becauſe it was ſix Hours before all was dreſs d) it was ſeryed 
up in a great Baſon of the ſame ſort as the Por, with the Cake; and 
how odd ſoever this Medley of Victuals, and this Sauce, appeared to 
me, the Talcan had left ſo great a Vacuum in my Stomach, that I 
found it very palatable, or at leaſt eat enough to make them think 
ſo; as for my Noghaian, he liked it as well as the beſt Horſe Fleſn 
that could be got. The Landlord was the only one of the Family 
that ſupped wich us; and the Landlady and her Daughters brought 
us ſome very good Apples, Virgin Honey, and a ſort of preſerved 
Rasberries, and ſetvd us round with Drink from time to time. Our 
Liquor was Bora and ſower Cows Milk, which they keep in Skins, as 
they do that of Horſes in Tartary. In a word, we were perfectly well 
treated after the manner of the Country. | n a! TS 
We had ſcarce finiſh'd our Repaſt, and my Landlord was asking me 
divers Queſtions about the Motive of my Journey, when a Circaſſian 
entring with the Youth who had taken our Horſes, ſaid, That there 
was one of them which had been ſtolen from him abour four or five 
Months before, and accuſed my Nogbaian of being the Thief. He 
ſwore by his Beard and his Head, that nothing could 'be more falſe; 
but, as I cou'd only witneſs for him out of his own Mouth, which 
was a Teſtimony not much regarded, we went before the Myrſa, 
who receiv'd me very civilly, but look'd with an evil Eye upon 
him, as thinking him undoubredly the Robber : However, he heard 
his Reaſons, and believd what we ſaid to him, which was, that I 
had bought it of a Tartar; and that the Noghatan, who was ſpeak- 
ing ro him, was as innocent of the Robbery as the Child unborn, if 


the Beaſt was ſtolen : But the Man ſwearing that he knew it to be 


his Horſe, and wou'd have it, I cou'd find no other Expedient, than 
to have him told that I wou'd pay for it, if he wou'd let me have it 
for a moderate Price, or elſe it ſhou'd be reſtored to him. The 
 Avrſa thought this juſt, and the Proprietor was ſatisfied with it, and 
asked me if I had any thing to exchange for it; upon which I carried 
him to my Lodgings, (after having promiſed the Myrſa to return to 
him,) and he choſe ſome of my Toys; to which I added a Couple of 
Crowns in * Coupiques, of which I had taken a ſmall Quantity at Caffe, 
which finiſh'd the Bargain. Their manner of Trading conſiſts (as I be- 
lie ve Ive already hinted) in exchanging one Commodity for another; 
for the moſt Part of the Circaſſians not underſtanding the Value of mint- 
ed Silver, which they often melt down to adorn the Hilts of their 
Sabres and Hafts of their Knives, which are excellent; and the right 
Owner of the Horſe being a Cutler, I bought three r of him out

of ſeveral that he went to fetch me. pr 


_ ® Conpique, « little Muſcovite Coin about the _ of Tivo thirds of # Peony 
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Having extricated myſelf from chis Trouble, return d tothe Mas 
tal gixechini Thanks for his Civility, and made him a Preſent of alittle 
Teleſcope, unh uhich he ſeem d mighrily pleaſed; and invited me to 
dine with him che next Day; and as it was late, I took my leave of him 
in order to go to my Lodging, where I found a Bed prepar d for me, com- 
oſad of divers Sheep Skins ſowed together, and laid one upon t öcher, 
— For the Mattreſs, and others for the Covering; the Plow 
was of Catton ſtuffed with Wool, and had a ſquare Piece of Einnen 
d to ãt on that fide which I was to lay my Head upon, as there 
was anqther on that part of the Coveriug which was next to my Face. 
Theſe Skins are hung out to air as ſoon as one riſes; upon Poles like 


the Cloths of our Dy ers. By the Bed- ſide they put a great Potringer : 


of Milk; which d did not oppoſe, tho I had no need of it, as judging 
it another Cuſtam of the Country. Next Morning, as ſoon as I was 
up; I had ſeveral Viſits from Perſons of both Sexes who were indiſ- 
poſed, vi. two with intermitting Fevers, and four others with Colds; 
upon which I gave the firſt gentle Cathartives, with a very little of 
my Drugs, to the end that if the Quality of them did no good, the 
Quantity at leaſt might not do any harm; and I made the ſecond take 
ſome Drops of my Balm of Mecca, and ſent them home, ordering them 
to keep themſelves warm in order to ſweat; for ſince I had given out 
that I was a Pbyſician, I was obliged to ſuſtain that Character, that 
J might not be ſuſpected of being an Impoſtor. My Landlord wou d 
fain have had me alſo to have been a Merchant, at leaſt he was con- 
vino id in his own Imagination that I was ſo, after the Bargain which 
he had ſeen me make with the Cutler for the Horſe, and he ask'd me, 
if I wou'd not buy any young Maidens ? I anſwer'd, no, I not being 
able to ſtay long enough upon the Road to carry them with me ſo far; 
my Intention being only to gather ſome medicinal Plants in the Coun- 
try, and then return as faſt as poſſible by the favour of the Froſt. But, 
reply'd he, the Plants are dry, and covered with Snow at this Seaſon. 
I fajd that was very true, but that ſome were ſo tall that their Stalks 
 2ppearcd above the Snow; and that they did not loſe their Virtue by 
being dry, becauſe tbe only Parts which had any were their Roots; 
and (added my Interpreter of his own accord) he makes uſe of an Axe 
ts dig them out, he having without doubt imagined that my Search af- 
ter Antiquities in the Ruins above-mentioned, where I uſed this Axe, 
had been after Plants. He told me afterwards, that the Landlord had 
anly asked the Queſtion, in order to offer one of his Daughters to 
me; for it is common there for Fathers and Mothers to traffick with 
their Children, as being taught either by their own Education, or the 
Merchants, to think that at leaſt the Girls will be happily provided for, 
by being advanced into the Harem of the Grand Seignior, where they 
may became Empreſles ; or elſe into thoſe of the Baſhaws, and other 
rich Perſons, ' where they will have fine Cloaths and rich Jewels, and 
have every thing thar is moſt delicious in Life. This Prepoſſeſſion, 
Which is generally received, makes the Daughter, when ſold, part with 
her Mother without Regret; and the Mother, on the other hand, wiſn 
ber good Fortune and . a proſperous: Journey; and it was not out of 
Axexſion to Slavery, that the Circaſſians refuſed to pay the annual 
Tribute before ſpoken to the Ham, bur becauſe they had nothing 
giyen them in return ; and their Beys and Myrſa's receive theirs partly 
in Slaves, partly in Horſes, which they bring them without Compul- 
ſion; and mych more frealy, ſince they have contributed by their good

Conduct to the delivering them from the other; and theſe Myrſa's ſell 
them to the Merchants of Temrok, Taman and Caffa, and to the Per- 


ſians, or any others that will buy them; and preſerve them from be- 


ing carried off by force by the Noghaians, who are very unwelcome ' 


Gueſts amongſt them, ſince the laſt Expedition ſo unfortunate to 
themſelves ; and I obſerv'd immediately, that my Guide was look d 
upon with an evil Eye. 1 88 RET 215316 ladacghd 
I went to dine at the Myr/a's, who treated me very handſomely 


wich two Diſhes, dreſs'd according to his Country manner; the firſt 


was roaſted, the ſecond and the principal boiled, and the beſt of che 


ſort that IJ had ever eaten, being compoſed of Mutton and Fowls cut 
in pieces, with Cummin, Prunes, Raifins and Onions, which gave it a 


good Reliſh. I ask d whence they had their Raiſins? they anſwered 
from Aſtracan, and ſeveral Parts of the Country, where they grow na- 


turally. The roaſted Diſh was a Quarter of a Buck, which the Myrſa 
ſaid he had himſelf kill d with an Arrow; this was too dry for want 


meſticks. The Myrſa having a Pipe brought of Wood, and only one 


of being baſted with Butter, as with us. There were ten of us at Din- 
ner round a bare Table without any Cloth, but well waſhed and very 


clean, which ſerved us alſo inſtead of Plates, every one cutting the 
Piece which he took out of the Diſh into Mouthfuls upon it; our 

eats were little joint Stools, or pieces of the Trunks of Trees clum- 
ſily made into this Shape, after a manner that ſhow'd that Sculpture 
was not much in vogue in this Country. Moſt part of the Ten at the 


Table were Strangers, who were come to dine with the Mrſa without 


Invitation, by the Privilege of Hoſpitality ; and as ſoon as it was over 
they retired without ſaying any thing; che others were his chief Do- 


Joint, with a Head after the Tark:/b Faſhion, began to ſmoak ; and 1 


drew out one of ſeveral Joints with my Bag of Tobacco, and kept him 
Company. After he had finiſh'd his firſt Pipe, I preſented him with 


my Bag to try my Tobacco; he did, and prais d it; whereupon I ſaid, 
that I had at my Lodging ſome more of the ſame, with a Bag entirely _ 


new at his Ser vice; and accordingly I went and fetch'd it him, and 


he accepted it with a great deal of Satisfaction. He ask'd me divers 
Queſti ons about the Motive of my Journey, as well as another to the 


ſame purpoſe as that of my Landlord's, with regard to my buying ſhe 
Slaves, ro which I gave a like Anſwer ; and he ſhew'd himſelf very 
honeſt, in telling my Guide that he ran a great Riſque in that 


Country, and that he had been already ſollicited to detain him as 
a Slave, and make him till the Ground, and do other laborious 


Work contrary to his natural Profeſſion, as did ſeveral of his Coun- 
try-men, who had been ſurpris'd in their. Incurſions into Circaſſia; 
but that he was willing to favour him; and if he continued to 
accompany me, he muſt paſs as a Slave bought by me in Circaſſia, 


and that he wou'd ſend one of his Servants with us, who was about 
to return home, as being uſeleſs to him, to atteſt it, as his Maſter 


that ſold him ro me, and who might travel with us through the Caun- 


try, and ſee us out of Danger. This Compliment (as may eaſily be 


imagin'd,) diſturbd the Noghaian very much, but the Expedient the 


Myrſa found comforted him a little; he explained the Subſtance of it 
to me, and I bid him thank the Myrſa for his Generoſity, and offer d 
to buy a Horſe for his Man, if he had none of his own; he anſwer d, 


that he had one at leaſt as good as ours, and that the Circaſſians were 


all as well furniſh'd with them as the Tartars; and which was more, 


that the Women rode as well as the Men, and went a hunting, and 
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ſhot with Arrows as dextrouſly, which was what the Tartarians of 
the ſame Sex could not do. This Account ſeem'd to me very proper 
to ſerye as a Foundation for the Hiſtory (whether true or falſe) of the. 
Amazons, which ſome have placed in this Country; and, in effect, 
ſaw afterwards divers of them on Horſeback, with their Bows and 
Quivers faſtned behind them, and riding like the Men, with Hawks 
upon their Fiſt. This AMyr/a was young, and but newly choſen, and 
not married; but he had ſeveral young Maidens, which he had re- 
_ ceived in Tribute, who ſerved him, and he expected Merchants ro buy 
the handſomeſt. The Women dreſs the Victuals in this Country, and 
do all other Houſhold Affairs. Tet | 

Having given him to underſtand, that I intended to proceed on my 
Journey the next Day, he ask'd, which Way I defignd to ſteer my 
Courſe ? I ſaid, I had a Mind to view Aſtracan, and from thence to 
go as far as 4/oph, if it was feaſible: He anſwer'd, He did not ſee any 
Impoſſibility in it; and that the Peace being concluded between the 
Tarks and 25 covites, I ſhould meet with free Entrance every where. 
Hereupon I took my Leave of him that Day, and we ſet forwards the 
next, as had been agreed on in the Company before, after having made 
ſome little Preſents to the Family where I lodged, If I would have 
followed the Advice of my Tartar, after the Buſineſs of the Horſe, I 
ſhould have turn d back; for he was afraid of meeting with a Maſter 
for the other, who might, as he ſaid, as well accuſe me of being rhe 
Thief, as himſelf; and he doubted whether, in that Caſe, we ſhould 
find another Myrſa ſo honeſt to clear us fo eaſily of ir. Tis true, he 
knew that the C:rcaſians were more ſevere upon Robbers than the 
Noghatans; and that they don't entirely eſcape upon reſtoring what 
they have ſtolen: However, his Fear did not ſtop here; for he was ap- 
prehenſive, that when we were advanced a good Way into the Country, 
his pretended firſt Maſter ſhould make as if he was the real Owner of 
both of us, and ſhould ſell or truck us as actual Slaves, either belong- 
ing to himſelf or the Myrſa, to cultivate the Earth, according to the 
Cuſtom of their Country; and the evil Glances which the Circaſſians, 
in ſome Villages thro' which we paſſed, darted on him from their fine 
Eyes, confirmed him the more in his uneaſy Apprehenſions; however, 
he took great Care to hide them from the Myr/a's Servant, who rode 
before us ar ſuch a Diſtance, that he could not have heard us, had he 
underſtood the Tongue in which we talked. Nevertheleſs, my Cu- 
rioſity to go as far as the Caſpiun Sea, and have a View of Aſtracan, got 
the better of all the Diffidence which he could have infuſed into me: 
So I told him, that as for the Circaſſian, IJ had no manner of Fear of 
him; but that, to avoid finding another Owner for my Horſe, we would 
only ſtop in the Villages to furniſſi our Sophra and our Hebbey, and buy 
Barley and Oats for our Horſes T. This pacify'd him a little, or at 
leaſt made him ſilent; and the next Day, after taking that Reſolution, 
happening ro come to a Village towards the Evening, and the Circaſ- 
ſian propoſing to paſs the Night there, he anſwer d for me, that I de- 
ſign d to make as much Haſte as I could, and had rather reſt two or 
three Hours near ſome little Wood, according to our uſual Cuſtom.

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Tho' we had a wild Gooſe ready pick'd and raw in our Sophra; with 


Bread and Cummin, I made him ask a Cica//ivn, at whoſe Hur we 


ſtopp d, (and who uſed che urmoſt Efforts, that the Civiliry and Hoſpi- 
tality of his Country could diate, to detain us,) if he had no Meat; 
he anſwer'd, that he had a Piece of Venifon, bur that it was not dreſs d; 
the Nag haian anſwer d, that was no matter, and enquired whether he 


ſmoak d, and if he choſe to have ſome Tobacco, or Conpique, in ex- 
change; he deſired the firſt ; whereupon he gave him his Hands twice 
full out of his own Bag: I thought it too little, and would have gi- 
ven him as much more of mine; but he inform d me, that the Man 


was more than ſatisfy d. Tis hardly credible what vaſt Plenty there 
is of Veniſon, and all ſorts of Game, in this Country, in ſpite of the 
great Quantities that are killed, all the World being Hunters; and 
tho they have Numbers of Sheep and Oxen, they live almoſt en- 
tirely upon Veniſon and Wild-Fowl, during the Winter. Their Sheep 


are good and very large; and the Wool is ſo ſoft and ſo long, chat 1 
believe it would make excellent Cloath, if they had the Art of wea- 


ving it. Nevertheleſs, they do make a fort of greyiſh Stuff, being a 
Mixture of the natural Colours of Camel's and Dromedary's Hair, and 
Wool, very clumſily and ill wrought together: The Circaſſians, Cal- 


mucks, Noghaians,. and ſome Cofſacks, cloath themſelves with it. As 


for their Furrs, they are generally of Lamb Skins, ſtirch'd together, 
which they ſometimes wear with the Skins outward, like the Lap- 
landers. Having got the Veniſon, we continued our March, and halt- 


ed near a Wood a little before Three in the Morning by my Watch: 


In ſpeaking of which, it may not be amiſs to obſerve, that both the 
Circaſſians and Noghaians, who had ſeen me pull it, to look what a 


Clock it was, imagin'd it to be an animated and ſupernatural Ma- 


chine, and ſurrounded me in Throngs to examine it, without being 
able to comprehend the Nature of ir, there being very few, if any, 


that knew what it was, except the Mhrſas ; wherefore I would not 


draw it out any more in publick, to ayoid their troubleſome and ig- 


norant Admiration. We obſery'd pretty conſtantly this Method of 


Travelling, ro ſtop and reſt our ſelves under a Tree near ſome River 
or Fountain, buying our Proviſions of the Inhabitants of Villages 
through which we paſs d, or elſe of ſome Hunters that we met in the 
Fields. The Circaſſian cut the Gooſe in Pieces, in order do roaſt it af- 
ter his Country Faſhion, which was to ſplit it upon a Stick made ſharp 
at both Ends, the firſt to ſpit it, and the ſecond to faſten in the Ground, 
and turn it to the Fire, ſometimes one Side, ſometimes the other, till 
it was quite ready; bur as the Earth was too hard, dy reaſon of its 


being frozen, ro thruſt it in immediately, he held it in his Hand be- 


fore the Fire, which the Tartar had kindled whilſt he was preparing 


the Spit and the Meat, till the Ground was thaw'd enough round a- 
bout, by the Heat, for him to fix it in. Nature alone ſeems to 
have taught theſe People this Manner of dreſſing their Victuals, with- 


out any Trouble, as well as the Laplanders, who are at anotſier 
End Wo the World, and who do the ſame; as I ſhall obſer rx in che 
uel. : | | y | en ONT 
be pe Country of Circaſſia is very agreeable, on Account of the Va- 
riety of Plains, Mountains, Woods, little Lakes, Springs, and River 
with which it is every where diverſify d; it is fertile beyond Imagi- 
nation; every thing grows there almoſt witchout ſowing, at leaſt whar- 


o « 


thrives 


ever they ſow, which is commonly Barley, Oats, and Cummin, and 
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thrives as well as one cou'd wiſh, after only once ſlightly turning up 
the Earth, which they do but juſt open as ir were to put in the 

Grain. As we approached the Caſpian Sea, I obſerv'd ſeveral Salt Pirs, 
ſome of them entirely Natural, with Rock Salt; and the others of ſo 
rich a ſort, that there was very little left for Art to perfect. I Was 
informed that there was a Number of the like all over the Country, 
eſpecially upon the Borders of this Sea. This Salt coſts almoſt no- 
thing, but the Charge of tranſporting it from one Place to another, 
and is particularly uſeful for ſalting and pickling Fiſh ; and as for the 
Carriage it coſts bur a Trifle, being either upon Promedaries or Ca- 
mels, which are both very common there, and very little Expence to 
their Owners, living upon great dry Herbs, whieh are to be found up 
and down in great abundance, and which other Animals won't touch. 


On the 13th in the Morning, we arrived on the Side of the Caſpian Sea, 


between the Northern Mouth ef the River Szrel, and the Southern one 
of the Volga, without any other ill Accident, than ſome of the above- 
mention'd Glances darted at my Noghazan, which did him no harm; 
the Circaſſian taking care ro anſwer thoſe who were dangerouſly curious 
to know what he did in that Country, that he belonged to him. As 
for me, I ſaw nothing offenſive in their Looks, not being ſo much a- 
fraid as the Tartar, tho'perhaps I might have as much Reaſon ; on the 


_ contrary, I thought them very agreeable, as coming from handſome 
large Eyes for the moſt part Black, as I've obſerved before. A ſtrong 


South Wind had blown for three Days, and had raiſed the Waves to 
an extraordinary degree; inſomuch that the Sea was in a perfect 
Storm, and I had the Curioſity to taſte its Water, and found them 
as ſalt as thoſe of the Black Sea, altho a greater Number of Rivers 
diſembogue themſelves into it. : 8 

The Shore of this Sea is very ſandy, and that for a good diſtance; 
and tho it had ſnow'd and frozen for ſome Days before, we found no 


Snow within half a Cannon Shot of the Water, and more in ſome 


Places; which might perhaps be the Effect of the Warmth of the Sand, 
if it did not proceed from the hot Vapours of the Sea, or from both 
theſe Cauſes together. Coaſting along the Shore, in order to advance 
towards Aſtracan, we met with divers Huts belonging to ſome Fiſner- 


men, who were Muſcovites, or Coſſacłs, or at leaſt Subjects to the Czar, 


where we ſtopt to eat. We ask d them for ſome Fiſh, but they had 
none freſh, excepting a ſort of Lobſters, very common there as well 


as in the Black Sea, which they call * Lacuſſa. They had not been 


able to fiſh ſince che flormy Weather; bur inſtead of freſh they gave 


us our Choice of divers ſorts of pickled, dry'd and ſmoak'd Fiſh, and 


we pitched upon that which they call in Turkiſh + Kiliſpbaloub, and 
in Italian Piſce Spada, or Sword Fiſh, as common there as in the 
Black Sea. I asked theſe Fiſhermen ſeveral Queſtions about the Qua- 
lity and Variety of the Fiſh, which they caught both in the Caſpian 
Sea and the Volga; and they gave me to underſtand, that there was as 
much as they could deſire or wiſh for, both in one and the other; and 
the Overplus, which is ſmoak'd, pickled, and exported from thence 


into Muſcovy, and ſeveral other States, together with the excellent

Volga forms, before irs diſemboguing itſelf into the Sea, as much 


within 70 as can be deſired: for the ſalting of their Fiſh ; and that 
almoſt without any other Expence or Trouble, than ſtooping and ta- 
king it up. The Volga (according to the Teſtimony both of theſt 
Fiſhermen and others, of whom I have enquired ſince) does not onl 
furniſh a vaſt Quantity of the Fiſh above-mentioned, but aboun 


with all the other ſorts that the Rivers that are the moſt famous in

Whilſt I am preparing this for the Preſs, the Czar by his Expe- 
dition to the Caſpian Sea; and Miriweis, a Hero before unheard of, 
riſing like a Comet from the Eaſt, with an \unparallel'd Succeſs de- 
throning the Sophy, ſubverting the : Perſian Monarchy, and making 
himſelf formidable to the Ottoman Empire, have render'd theſe Parts 
lately ſo famous, that the curious Reader may perhaps think it an un- 
pardonable Omiſſion in me, being almoſt upon the very ſpot of ſo 
fruitful of great Events, ſhou d I altogether paſs them over in Silence. 
The Motive that induced his Czarian Majeſty to the undertaking 
ſuch an Expedition are variouſly reported; ſome aſcribing it to his De- 
fire of making himſelf Maſter of the River Daria, wh ich had been 


repreſented to him as abounding with Golden Sand; others to an In- 


vitation from the Prince of Teſis, and another Prince in Georgia, to 
take Advantage of the Diviſions of the Perſians, to free them and 
others of the Greek Church, from their Subjection to the Sophy ſome 


to a Deſire of enlarging his Dominions, and making himſelf Maſter 


of the Caſpian Sea. However it be, certain it is his Pretence was to 
revenge himſelf on ſome Rebels in Dagueſtan Tartary, who had at ſe- 
veral times committed barbarous Ravages upon his Subjects, and 
maſſacred divers Ruſſians; and if the Muſcovite Accounts may be re- 
lied on, his Majeſty has no Reaſon to repent his Enterprize, havin 

already got Poſſeſſion of the whole Province of Dagueſtan, „ and made 
himſelf Maſter of all the Country as far as Derbent, in extent about 
500 Miles, as may be ſeen by my Map of the Ca/pian Sea. What the 


Iſſue of this Attempt may be, if the Czar ſhou'd think fir to purſue his 


Conqueſts next Campaign, is not eaſy to determine, efpecially if he 
ſhou'd be oppoſed by Mzriwezs, who ſeems as fortunate in all his Enter- 
prizes as his Czarian Majeſty ; and, by his laying Siege to Derbent, (far 


from fearing his Power) appears reſolved to put a ſtop to his Progreſs, 


if not return the Invaſion by another upon his Czarian Majeſty's Do- 


_ ' minions; and he wou'd meet with more inſuperable Difficulties in 


maintaining his Footing, if the Ottoman Porte (as according to ſome 
Advices they inclin'd) ſhou'd interpoſe in favour of the Prince of Da- 


; gueſtan; (whom tis reported that the Grand, Seignior has receivd into 


Protection,) with the other Mahometan Princes; tho' poſſibly the 
Turks may ſtand Neuter till they ſee on which Side the Scale will turn, 
it being a Principle of the Porte s Invincibility, as of the Pope's Infal- 
libility in Politicks, always to eſpouſe the ſtrongeſt Party, and de-

On the other hand, if Alexandria was built of the Banks of the 73. 


pais, how then coud Alexander march his Army immediately thither, 
after the taking of Qropolis, which inconteſtably ſtood on the ſide of the 
River Cyrus, and might very probably be the preſent Schamarhia, and 
is above 1200 Miles diſtant from it. Upon the Whole, Quintus Curtis 
muſt have miſtaken the Name of the River whereon Alexandria was f. ; 
cuated ; as poſſibly the others have thePlace whete ir ſtood, in taking 
ir for Derbent. To return to the City itſelf, hence this Digreſſion has 
inſenſibly led me, according to the Accounts of fome Armenians of 
Caſa, Who had been there, and of whom I enquired: It is defended b) 
a ſtrong Caſtle, with a good Harbour, about 400 Paces from the Caf 
pian Sea; and two Walls extending themſelves from the Town to the 
Seca · ſide, entirely ſhut up the Paſſage, whence it is call'd the ITron- 
Gate, from the Difficulty of taking it. Having mention d the River 
Daria, and its Golden Sands, as one of the Inducements of the Czar's 
Undertaking, it may perhaps be expected I ſhou d ſay ſomething of 
that likewiſe ; but here again I confeſs my ſelf at a loſs, for, upon 
the ſtricteſt Enquiry, I can't find any Aſiaticł River, except the Pacto- 
lus, either amongſt the Ancient or Modern Geographers or Hiſtorians, 
endued with that Quality; and as for thoſe near Terky, Taku, Derbent, 
Schamachia, Cc. the only famous ones are the Kurr or Cyrus, and the 
Araxes, neither of which have ever been ſaid to have that Property. 
Such as it is, there is a little River of that Name below Derbent, 
bur T believe his Czarian Majeſty's Engineers were the firſt who found 
the Secrer of its abounding with Golden Sands. Some will have this 
Pactolus, tho unknown to Q. Curtius, and the ancient Geographers, 
to have given riſe to the Fable of the Golden Fleece. Others pretend, 
that it was founded upon an ancient Commerce eſtabliſhed berween 
Colchis, now Mingrelia, and Siberia, for Sables, black Fox Skins, 
Ermin, and other valuable Furs, which turning to vaſt Account to the 
Merchants who dealt in them, gave Birth to the Story of the Argo- 
nauts, who were only Traders to thoſe Parts. As to Miriueis, all the 
Account that can be given of him muſt be extracted either from Letters 
we receive now and then from Correſpondents in Twrky, or from the 
News Papers, which are ſo variable, as to be little to be depended 
upon. According to theſe, he is one Day marching at the Head of a 
conſiderable Army to beſiege Derbent, having made himſelf abſolute 
Maſter of the Perſian Monarchy ; another, he is demanding the Prote- 
Qion of the Porte, and offering her Homage ; and a third, the Perſians 
are diffident of him, and implore Aſſiſtance of the Grand Seignior, for 
which they will pay him a yearly Tribute. However, all agree that 
he is by Extraction an Usbeck Tartar, and of Princely Blood, in which 
alone he differs from that fortunate Uſurper Oliver Cromwell, from 
whom he ſeems to have copied, having like him cover'd his Rebellion 


with the Veil of Religion, the Publick Good, and relieving the Peo- 


ple from Tyranny and Oppreffion, till he found himſelf ſtrong enough 
to throw oft the Mask, and avow his real Deſigns. And this his bold At- 
tempt, like Olivers, met with its Succeſs ; and from a petty Prince of an 
inconſiderable Province, he now ſees himſelf Sovereign of a potent Mo- 
narchy ; and if Report be true, has form'd Views upon Aſtracan, and 
even Caſau, of which probably the Turks wou'd rather ſee him Maſter 
thantheCzar; who, if the Manifeſto publiſhed in ſome Papers be genuine, 
"is like to have full Employment ro maintain his Conqueſts both againſt 
him and the Porte, which ſeems reſolved to diſpute them with him: But 
Iſhall now reſume the Thread of my Diſcourſe.

was inform d) of the Calmuck Breed, as were the four others. I heſe 
Calmuc hs deſired ſome ſmoak d or dry d, Fiſn, in exchange for a Deer 
which one of them had kill'd, and carried behind his Saddle. The 
Fiſhermen ſhew ed them ſeveral ſorts, of which they :choſe. as many 
and what kind they pleaſed; for he Who had the Deer filld a Leathern 
Wallet, each Pouch of which might hold about Fhirty Pound, which 
he faſtened in its Place, without making any; Bargain, and almoſt 


without ſpeaking, or having any Conteſt with the Fi ſnermen, who 


only handled the Veniſon, to ſee if it was fat. In the mean while, 
the other ſix Calmucks caſt ſeveral Glances upon us, whereon my No- 
gbaian put a diſmal Conſtruction in his own Mind, as he gave me

Atſter their Departure, I ask d if all the Calmucis were ſo made, I 
would not ſay ugly, not to ſhock my Naghaian; and they anſwerd 
me by his Mouth, that they were, or within a little.

ſeldom did venture out in this Seaſon, on account of its frequent Tem- 
peſts. I wont enter here into an Examination or Diſcuſſion, whether 
its pretended ſubterraneous Communication with any other Sea, be Fact 
or not; and I will confeſs, that I can no more conceive how it ſhou d 

be poſſible, than how the Sun, by exhaling a ſufficient Quantity of its 
Waters, can hinder it from * the; prodigious Addition 
and Confluence of ſo many large Rivers as diſembogue themſelves 
into itz wherefore leaving ſuch Diſquiſitions to nicer Heads, I ſhall 
return to the Calmutks in general. I found by the Anſwers of the

As we were pteparing to depart from theſe Fiſhermen, the old Man 
happeniag to have the, Curioſity to ask whither we were going; my 
Circaſſian anſwering, to Aſtracan: He ſaid; Take Care how you ap- 
e pear before the Gates of it, for fear of being ſeiz d and ſuſpected 


* of being Twrks, the Governor having received Orders from the Car

cauſed a great deal of Trouble to a Prince who had not been ſo abſo- 
lute, ſo powerful, and ſo ſucceſsful in ſurmounting his Misfortunes, 


as the Czar. I remember that when the News of this Injunction reach d 
Conſtantinople, they look d upon his Majeſty as the greateſt Tyrant in 
the World ; and tis hardly to be believ d how much the Minds of ſome 


' Greeks, who were before well. affected to his Intereſts, as being of the 
ſame Religion, were alienated from him; inſomuch that they ſaid, that 
if, according to certain Projects which he had formed, he ſhould one 
Day render himſelf Maſter of Conſtantinople, they would ſooner fol- 


low the Turbs, and ſettle in Aſia, than ſubmit to ſuch a Sovereign. 
The Beard is the moſt ſacred thing imaginable among the Eaſtern Na- 


tions, Who would rather ſuffer almoſt any Part of their Body to be 


cut off than it, they look upon it as a Mark of Liberty, and conſe- 
quently the Loſs of it, as a Badge of Slavery; for inſtance, the Tur- 


Eise Servants muſt not wear one, no more than the Slaves, but only 


Whiskers ; nor the private Soldiers, or any other Perſon in the Army, 


who have not ſome Command of themſelves ; and both among the 
Turks, and other Eaſtern Nations, there can no greater, or more ſenſible 
Affronts be offer d, than to the Beard; and to curſe any Man's, or threa- 
ten to cut ir off, is more than to beat him, or either to call or make 


his Wife or Daughter a Whore. This Superſtition extends even to 
their Horſes Tails, of which I ſaw an Example in an Armenian; who 
happening to ride by where a Company of Zzxgliſþ Gentlemen were 


diverting themſelves: in the Country, was invited to drink by one of 


them whoſe Horſes he took Care of, being a Farrier by Trade; ſo he 


diſmounted, and faſten'd his Steed to a Hedge. As they were all very 


gay, they endeavour d to make him ſo likewiſe; and in the mean 
while, one of the merry Company cut off his Horſe's Tail: When the 
Armenian (who had not obſerv d it till he was ready to mount) per- 
ceiv'd-it, he broke out into terrible Exclamations and Complaints, ask- 
ing what Crime he had committed, to have his Steed ſo ſpoil'd, and 
in ſhort would never get upon it afterwards; and the Gentleman, Who 
had play d him this Trick to appeaſe him, was forced to give him his 
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own, Which was tather better than Worſe, and make his Servant

mount chat Which was mutilated, injured, and diſgraced in the Eyes 
of his firſt Maſter; and when we enter d that Patt of Pera which is 


calld Beoglou, all the little Boys ſurrounded. the Horſe to ſtare and 


levy at it; and the Turks ſitting in their Shops, being ſurprized with 
the Noyelty of 4 laid to one another, Back back ne deli guia- 
ourler, Look, look ar theſe Fools of Infidels. 


After the Fiſherman's informing us of the new Rupture between the 


Turls and Muſcovites, my Noghaian wiſh d himſelf any where rather 
than where we were; and his Fear was ſtronger than ever, and ſuggeſted 
ro him; that the Calmuc s aforeſaid might be gone to wait for us in the 
Country, to make us Slaves, and that the dry Proviſion they had ta- 
ken were a Sign they were going upon their Inroads. Upon his ac- 
quainting me with theſe his Apprehenſions, I ask d the Fiſhermen what 
theſe Canucks did with their Fiſh, they who were not reckon'd great Fiſh- 
Eaters: They anſwer d, that they eat part of it, and exchanged the reſt, 
for Cummin to make their Falcan, with the Circaſſians and Coſſacks, who 
prefer d it to their Veniſon, becauſe it was lighter, and would keep 
without ſpoiling. I own, conſidering within my ſelf that I was in an 
Enemy's Country, with the Paſſports of the 15 Tartary, and the 
Baſhaw of Bender, I found that the Fears of the Noghaian were conta- 
gious, and had made an Impreſſion on my Mind; and I ſaw but too 

well that the Courage of the Tartars conſiſted in having a Multitude of 
Men and good Horfes, ro plunder and eſcape from Purſuits: How- 
ever, without declaring my Thoughts to him, I gave over my Deſign 
of viſiting Affracan and Aroph. Having ſatisfy d our Landlords for 


what we had eaten, and for the Caviac, ſmoak'd Salmon, Carp, and 


other Fiſh, wherewith the Noghaian furniſh'd his Sophra, and the Cir- 
caſſian a Leather Sack, we departed : Nevertheleſs, I had a fancy to 
ſee Aftracan, at leaſt at a Diſtance, and outwardly, ſince I had loſt the 
Hopes of viewing it within; and he 0 coming on within two Hours 
after leaving the Fiſhermen, we halted upon the Sea-ſhore, to hold a 
Council upon what Road we ſhould take, and how I ſhould ſatisfy 


my Curiofity. Whilſt we were ſmoaking our Pipes, we fix d upon this 


Reſolution, to ride briskly all Night, to the end that at Break of Day 
we might find our ſelves near enough this City to have a Sight of it; 
ſo I took Care to hide my Turłiſb and T artarean Paſſports, and we ſer 
forwards about Six at Night, in order to put our Deſign in Execution; 
which we did very ſucceſsfully, without any other Accident, but meet- 
ing with ſome Calmuck and Coſſack Horſemen, who, in all Probability, 
taking us to be ſome of their own Party, paſs d pretty near without 


ſpeaking to us. Having advanced within a few Miles of {fracan, * 
and not daring to approach any nearer, as not being ſure of pole 


an Examination by the Muſcovites, I look d about for a riſing Groune 

in order to conſider it to Advantage, in which an excellent * Te- 
leſcope of Campanas aſſiſted me very much; and its Walls regularly 
terraſs d with the Spires of its Churches, and the Roofs of its Houſes, 
yielded an agreeable Proſpect; and 1 have been informed fince, that

In the mean while, as we were 125 the Road, I reyolved in my 
Mind with Admiration, how Nature had placed almoſt under the ſame 
Air and Climate, the handſomeſt People in the World, betweeen two 
the moſt ugly and hideous. ; I mean the Circaſſians, between the Mag- 
hajans and Calmucks ; from each of which they are only ſeparated by 
fome Mountains and Rivers. The free, eaſy, and well - proportion d 
Shape Fett of the Men and Women, xecall'd into my Mind the Idea 
ok the fine Antique Statues which I had ſeen in Ita; and not finding 
any Crooked, of Cripples amongſt theſe Nations, no more than among 
the Turks, I concluded, that the Priſon in which, our Women confine 
their Shapes, in order to make them ſeem ſmall and ſlender, and which 
ſome of them dont let out even when big with Child, was the prin- 
cipal Cauſe of ſo many of their Children being lame and deformed ; 
as the Liberty. which all the Eaſtern Nations, giye to. theiss; was, an 
the contrary, the Reaſon of that natural Beauty, of which theſe Sta- 
tues are ſuch finiſh'd Copies. The fine Make of their Horſes in gene- 
ral, ftruck me alſo wich an Aſtoniſhment little inferior. We continu d 
our Journey Night and Day almoſt without ſtopping, bug only to eat, 
reſt our ſelves a few Hours, and feed. our Beaſts, and that in the open 
Air, excepting in four Villages, where we lay, for the Reaſons which 
F ſhall relate in the Sequel; in. the others which we paſs d through, 
we only took ſome Proviſion. for our ſelves, and Barley. or Oats for 
our Courſers, halting afterwards. near ſome River or Wood, eſpecially 
where we found any. that was dry and fit to make a Fire. The firſt 
Village where I took up my Lodging, was about ſeven Days Journey 
from the Mouth of the River Strelli, as near as I could judge by the 
bending. of our Courſe, We lay here on Account of ſome Ruins, 
which we met about two Hours and a half before we came at it, 
Which I had a Mind to get ſome Information of, Theſe conſiſted of 
diyers Heaps of Stones amongſt ſome Briars, with ſeveral Fragments 
of Walls, ſtill. cemented together with a Mortar, which Time nor the 
Injuries of Weather had not been able to diſſolve or ſeparate. A- 
mongſt the fineſt of the Materials that remain d, were divers ſquare 
Stones of different Sizes, as hard as Marble, and of an Aſh- Colour; 
and after haying. hunted: up and down all over the Place, for about 
tuo Hours, L found a long flat Stone alſo of an Aſh Colour, and on- 
Iy cut into a plain Square, about a Span and a half in Thiekneſs, and 
three broad, and it was formerly longer, as I judged by ſome little 


broken 
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broken Pieces of the ſame Colour, which I believe had been Part of it. 
I copied from it the Characters of the Print XX VII. N. (6.) which are 


unknown to me, and no Body could as yet explain them; however, 


I have repreſented them as well as the Injuries they have ſuffer d from 
Time would permit me: Probably they may be the ſame Age with thoſe 


in the Books found by the Mathematicians employ d by the Czar ſome 


Time ſince, in taking a Survey of all the Coaſts on the Caſpian Sea; 
the rather, becauſe they, for the moſt part, reſemble them; (as T have 
been inform'd by thoſe who have ſeen both ;) they are in the ſaid 
Print ſomething leſs than in the Original. kt OT ee 

Near this Stone I obſerved a hollow Place, which ſeem d to 
me to have been the Entrance into ſome ſubterraneous Cave, though 


now choak d up with Earth; and two ſquare Conſoles alſo of Stone 


entirely plain, without any thing to ſet them off, which were on each 
Side of it, confirm'd me in my Opinion, and that the Stone, with the 
Inſcription upon it, had been the Architrave. I could not meet amongſt 
theſe Ruins with any Ornaments of Architecture, nor any other In- 
ſcriptions, or ought elſe that was worth remarking. They are but of 
ſmall Compaſs, eſpecially on the N. and S. E. where they are bounded 
by Woods and Mountains, at the Foot of one of which they are ſi- 
tuated, and have on their S. E. a little rapid and clear River, admira- 


ble for the Softneſs of its Water, a Quality it has in common with moſt 


part of the Rivers in this Country. I enquired in the Village that 
was neareſt to them upon our Road, if they could inform me any thing 


about them; but could not ſo much as hear any Name they had, be- 


ſides that of the Old City, a Name uſually given by the Eaſtern Peo- 
ple to all thoſe of whoſe real ones they are ignorant. I ask d, if no 
Body had found any old Coins thereabouts; and they told me that a 

oung Man in the Village had ſome Pieces of Silver, with two carvd 


Stones that he had brought from thence. I deſird to be conducted 


thither, and he ſhow'd me his whole Stock, which was the Silver Me- 
dal in the Print XII. N. (31. ) and one of Braſs mark d (e) in the Print 


XIV. and the 3 Cornelians 14. and 16. in the XXIVth, and (h) in the 
XXV1Ith ones. He ſaid he had exchang d fix of the firſt ſort for three 


Knives with a Cutler, who had melted them down to make the Han- 
dle of a Mrſas Sabre. This Village was very ordinary, and conſiſt- 


ed only of ſuch Huts, as thoſe T have repreſented in the firſt; and the 


Inhabitants uſed us with ſo much Humanity, that T ſuffer d my ſelf 
to be over - perſwaded to paſs the Night there, and they almoſt foughe 
who ſhould entertain us; but the Proprietor of the Medals and Stones 
carry d it, by our Choice. Being enter d, a young Boy pulld off my 


Boots, and a Girl brought me ſome warm Water in a Bowl to waſli 


my Feet, whilſt others took Care of our Horſes; in a Word, we 
were treated every where as in the firſt Village, at leaſt with very 


little Difference. Fhey dreſſed! here for us halt: a young Wild Boar, - 


and a quarter of a Kid, which they out in ſmall Pieces, and roaſted 
ſeparately, after the Manner of that Country. My Circaſſian would 
not touch the firſt no more than the Naghaian, being both Mabome. 
tans; whereupon I made them ask my Landlord, of har Reli- 
gion he was; and he gave me to. underſtand that he was of the fame 
as the other Circaſſians of rhe Mountains, viz, that which had been 


left them by their Anceſtors, and was taught by their Elders; and my 


Circaſſian, who had been of the fame, gave me an Account of it, by the 
Mouth of my Noghaian, tho a very confuſed and imperfect one, 
Yor. I - | which

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which Account other Perſons of more Underſtanding, who have ſpoke 
of it ſince to me, did not contradict, and was in Subſtance thus: The 
Circaſſians of the Mountains are ſomething like the Druids, proſtratin 

themſelves before old Oaks, and other Trees, wherein they believe 
ſome inviſible Deities reſide, who are capable of granting the preſent 
temporal Bleſſings they defire ; for as for any future and ſpiritual Hap- 
pineſs, which all choſe who believe the Immortality of the Soul, (how- 
ever they may diffet in other Points of Religion) pray for, they ſeem 
not ſo much as to have any Idea of it. They go in Proceſſion round 
theſe Trees, with lighted Torches, and faſten Wax-Tapers to them; 
and at ſome Times of the Year they ſacrifice divers Creatures under 
them, as Oxen, Sheep, Lambs, Goats, c. and their Elders, who 
are as it were their Prieſts, and choſen from amongſt the moſt aged, 


diſtribute the Meat about to the Aſſiſtants, and carry ir to the Sick 


and Poor, who are abſent. Theſe Elders (according to the Accounts 
of ſeveral Greeks and Armenians, eſpecially the latter, who have been 
converſant with them, and have ſeen their religious Ceremonies), don't 


ſo much as know how to read, and repeat a ſort of Form of Prayer, 


which they tranſmit and hand down to Poſterity as they have recei- 
ved it from their Anceſtors. Several Trees, whoſe Trunks and firſt 
Branches were blacken'd with Smoak, with Coals, Aſhes, and other 
Traces of Fires, which I obſerv'd here and there near them, were ſuf- 
ficient Confirmations to me of this their Cuſtom. As for the reſt, no- 
thing is more amphibious than rhe Religion of the Circaſſiaus in gene- 
ral, it being a Compoſition of ſeveral others ; for they who live moſt 
to the 8. E. and N. W. are moſtly Pagans; they who are neareſt the 
Tartars and Perſians, are for the moſt Part Mahometans, or at leaſt are 
eircumcis d, and have a great deal of Mabometiſin mix d with their Su- 
perſtition; and they who have moſt Commerce with the Aduſcovites. 


Georgians, Mingrelians, and Armenians, have adopted many Greek an 


Armenian Ceremonies, and ſome of them are even baptized; in a 
Word, both their Knowledge and Practice in Matters of Religion, is 
2 meer Chaos. Our Landlord (as I found) was eircumcis d, without 
being either Mahometan or Few, and he ear Swine's Fleſh, contrary to 
the Law Which preſeribes Circumcifion, as perhaps my Cirea/fan 
would have done likewiſe, if he had not been reftrain'd by the Exam- 
ple of the Noghazen. They made me here the ſame Propoſal with re- 
ſpect to She-Slaves and Horſes, as they had done elſewhere, which I 
declined: after the like manner. © 105 er 
As I faund theſe People ſtill handfomer and handſomer, in Propor- 
tion, as I advanced amongſt the Mountains, and ſaw no Body who 
was ſear d with the Small-Pox, I bethought my ſelf to ask them, if 
they had any Secret to preſerve themſelves from the Havock which 


that Diſtemper makes among ſo many other Nations: They inform d 


me, that 'twas owing in a great meaſure to their ineculating them; 
whereupon I deſir d to be told their manner of doing ir, which they 
explain d to me exactly enough for me to comprehend it without ſeeing 

the Operation; tho by my diligent Enquiry in all the Villages thro 
which we paſs d, I found an Opportunity of being preſent when it was

The Circaſſian of Cepherza Myrſds, who had appointed to meer us 
at a Slave Merchants of his Acquaintance, having finiſh'd his Affairs, 
and ſuppoſing by my long delay, that I had alcerd my Reſolution 
of paſſing through this City, and was return d back another way, had 
been gone about ren Days.. This Merchant, among five handſome 
Girls, the eldeſt of which was not thirteen, had a little Ca/muck about 
eight, whoſe Skin was as white as Snow; but ſhe had in her Face all 
the Deformity of her Nation, and ſeem'd to me very proper to repre- 


ſold them me for the ſmall Lucre of 


ſent the Devil, according to the Notion of the Erh:opians, who paint 


him White: Surpris'd at ſeeing ſo ugly a Creature among ſo many 
beautiful ones, I ask'd what he intended to do with that little Mon- 
ſter; he anſwer d, that he had bought her to ſerve the Wife of one 
of his Friends, who was very handſome but very jealous. 

Me lefc Calbata on the 25th, and ſer forwards for the Palus Mæotis; 
and in our Way on the 27th we paſs d by a Colony of Naghaians, a 
little leſs deformed than the firſt, who entertained us very cvilly, as 
well as the Circaſſians, Georgians, and Mingrelians that we met as we 
enter'd the Champian Country; and we made no ſtay any where bur 
Juſt to reſt and refreſh our ſelves. On the 31ſt we reached rhe Eaſtern 
ſide of the Palus Mzotis, about fourty Leagues above Temrok: and ſee- 
ing ſeveral Sacks in an open Road without Town. or Village, I 
ask d whither they were bound, and found that the moſt part of them, 


which were deſigned for Conſtantinople, had prudently refoly'd to Win- 


ter at Fegnikale or Caffa, and two of them to venture on to Killia 
with the firſt fayourable Wind. As I cou'd not propoſe to meet with 
any thing new, worth my Curioſity, in returning to Bender thro Crim 
Tartary, I reſolved to ſpare my ſelf that barren Fatigue, by embark- 
ing on board one of the latter; whereupon I agreed with the Reys for 
my Paſſage, having firſt ſatisfied my Noghaten beyond even his Hopes, 
by preſenting him, beſides five Piaſtres, with the two Horſes that I 
had bought for my Journey. He gave me a thouſand Bleſſings and 
Thanks, and deſited a Certificate of his good Conduct to ſhow the 
Baſhaw of Fegnikale, he being (as he ſaid) to paſs thro that Town; 
and from thence to Reeves to ſell his Horſes there to a Tark of chat 


Place, who had defired two or three a long while. I told him, that 


the Reys being to, ſtop there ſome Hours, I wou'd go and thank the 
Bafhzw in Perſon, and aſſure him, that I was very well ſatisfy d with 
his Service ; ſo conjuring me not to forget it, he took his leave of me, 

and ſet forwards on his Journey. V

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join'd: by the Mahomeran La w,) ſuffer d me to put on board his Veſſel. 
As for the ref}, the Houſes of this City are but ordinary, and ſadly 
built; but tis very populous, and there is a Mingrelian Church very 
plain, wherein Divine Service is celebrated in that Language, ac- 
cording to the Rites of the Greet Church. There are befides two 
Moſques, one of which is tolerably handſome, and may have been 
built of the beſt Materials of the ancient City, there being ſome 
Granite Columns finely poliſſd. The Reys took in here ſeveral Min- 
grelian Slaves; great part of which were ſold by their Mothers like 
the Circaſſians, but were incomparably leſs beautiful. He alſo took in 
ſome Honey and Wax; and the Wind changing to the North Weſt three 
Days after our Arrival, we hoiſted ſail again; but it did not remain 
ſo long as the contrary. one, which had brought us to Sebatopolis, for 
giving place to a tempeſtuous South Eaſt, it drove us up two Days 
afterwards towards Crim Tartary, a great deal faſter than we deſired. 
Hereupon the Captain repented his having put to Sea in this Seaſon, 
and ſwore by his Beard, that if it ſhoud pleaſe Heaven to let him 
gain any ſafe Harbour, he wou'd Winter there. As for me, I chang'd 
my Deſign of going by Sea to Conſtantinople, into a Reſolution of go- 
ing by Land to Bender, and we had the good Fortune to reach the 
Port of Keſeve on the gth. I had no ſooner landed, than IJ made a 
Preſent to the Reys for the Time I had been on board, and recommended 
the Care of my Marble Head to one of his Sailors who was a Greek, 
giving him a Direction to ſend it n by the firſt Veſſel 
that he met which was bound thither; after which I look d out for 
another ſort of Carriage. Upon Enquiry, I found a Tartar of Aker- 
man, who had a Waggon with two Horſes, ' and was returning thither, 
and I agreed with him to carry me as far as Precop, or farther, if 1 | 
was ſatisfied with him; but in very few Hours he gave me reaſon 
enough to the contrary, after the following manner: Happening in the 
Night- time to paſs by a Meadow, where ſeveral Horſes were feeding 
without a Keeper, he ſeeing that I was laid down in the Waggon, an 
believing me aſleep, as I was indeed almoſt, tho I made ſhift to keep 
my Eyes open enough to obſerve him, leap'd down, and ſtopping his 
Horſes gave them ſome Handfuls of Hay to employ them; than ta- 
King a little Bag made of Hair, (call d by the Turks and Tartars Torba) 
wherein: they uſually put ſome Barley, which they give their Horſes, 
ys thruſting their Heads in, and faſtening it to their Necks; he very 
ſJoffly drew near: that which ſeem d to him to be the beſt ; the Crea- 
ture: ſmelling the Provender, vety familiarly put his Head into the 
Sack, which the Tartar tied about his Neck, and taking hold of his 
Mane, led him to the Waggon where he faſten d him with a Rope; 
then getting up into his Place, drove away as hard as poſſible. A lit- 
tile aſter meeting one of his Countrymen, who was going to the City 
whence: we came, and ask d him where he had gotten that Horſe ; he 
aner d confidently,” and ſo: loud that T heard him, Alla verdi, G 
Has given it ine. Upon reflecting on what I had ſeen and heard, fear- 
ing chat this Vällain might play me a Trick, by ſhowing me ſome 
ach Piece of his att, and pretend that Providence had preſented him 
with ſomething of mine which I ſhoud not be willing to part with, 
J reſolyed to diſcharge him at the firſt Village that we ſhou'd come at; 
but an Hour or two afterwards I falling faſt aſſeep in good earneſt, he 
quitted his Waggon a ſecond time; for ſome Trick which I did nor ſee,

perhaps of che ame Nature ; and ir Happen d, that his Horſes being 


thus left to themſelves, began to run full Speed a- croſs the Fields, and 
the Night being dark, the Waggon was ſoon out of tlie Tartars Sight. 
Iwaked in a Surprize, and in vain call d upon him; and the Horſes 
continuing to gallop, ſeiz d on the Reins as well as I could, and ſtopt 
them, and for | 
their Legs, after having given them Tore Handfulls of Hay; which 
was faſten d behind the Waggon, to amuſe them; then I began afreſhto 
call Mebenet (which was his Name) as loud as ever I could, but no Body 
anſwer d; fo not knowing what to think of this Accident, the Cauſe 
and Circumſtances whereof my falling aſleep had hinderd me froni 
finding our, and being ignorant where I was, I reſolved to wait for 


Day; which hardly began to bteak, before I perceiv'd a Tarrar haſten- 


ing towards me, and crying, Allah, Allah, whom my Guide had ſent 
one Way to feek his Waggon, whilſt he was looking for it another. 
This Man carried me to a Village at a ſmall Diſtance from the Place 


where he found me, and an Hour after I ſaw Mebemet arrive, who 


had (as he faid) been running all the Night, and was heartily tired: 
Fe excuſed himſelf, by pretending that he had ſtopt for a natural Oc- 


 eaſion, after having given his Horſes ſome Hay. I did not © pot Hy 


him with his Theft over Night, nor let him know that I ſuſpected he 
had left his Waggon for ſuch another Job; but judging the Tartar 
whom he had ſent to ſeek me ro be of better Principles, I agreed with 
him to carry me as far as Bender. He was an old Man about 60 Years 
of Ape, and prov'd afterwards not leſs honeſt than I thought him; fo 
T took my Baggage out of the Waggon, and paid Mehemer for half 
the Way berween Keſſeve and Precop, tho we had not come near ſo 
far, that I might get rid of him. The old Man had two Hotſes; bur 


_ they were but indifferent, and he confeſsd as much himſelf beforchand; 


bur added, that they were good enough to carry me to a Keddiabour 


eight Hours riding beyond Precop, where he had freſh ones, with Which 


(as he ſaid) we might reach Bender in four of five Days. We ſaddled 


our Steeds, mounted, and arrived at Prerop the next Day before Noon; 


and the Orbey being there, I went ro Tee him, and told him how uſe- 


ful the Paſſport from the Han his Father had been; he receivd me. 
very kindly: He was in the ordinary plain Houſe before-mention'd in 


ſpeaking of this City, ſitting upon a Spb, after the Turks Manner; 
among orher Things; he enquir d, if Thad heard how the Governor 
of Azogph had refuſed to evacuate that Place? I auſwerd, that the Ba- 

Pat of Fegnicale had told me of it; © Ah! ſays he, if the Vier Bal. 
rag Mebemet would have been adviſed by the Han my Father, it 
had not been now in the CSurs Power to give Orders ro his Go- 


% vernor contrary to the Treaty; he ought to have taken and cartied 


„him to Conſtantinople as an Hoſtage and Secutity for the Perfor- 
„ manee of the Conditions, and have kept him there till the Execu- 
tien of them.“ He ask d me divers other Queſtions about my Tra- 
vels, to Which T returmd ſuitable Replies; bur ſeeing ſome Body come 
to him, who faid loud enough to be heard by me, The Horſes are 
feudy, and concluding, He was going to ride ont, I took my Leave ; 
he wiſſrd me a good Journey, and I went to my Guide, whom 1 had

'ſeveral'others, and amongſt rhe reſt, two te come from

car they ſhould take their Career again; ry'd two of 
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the Fear of being made Priſoners ; and that when Ali Baſhaw, whom 
the Porte had ſent thither as Governor, thought of taking Poſſeſſion, 
and a great Part of the new Fortifications were already demoliſhed, the 
Muſcovite Governor came to tell him, he had Orders to ſuſpend the 
Demolition of the reſt, upon the News of the Depoſition of the Vſier 
Baltagi Mehemet, his C xarian Majeſty fearing that his Succeſſor would 
perſwade the Grand Seignior to renew the War; however, he offer d 
to continue the Thaim to him and all his Retinue, in Hopes that the 
new Viſier would be for Peace; but that they would not depend up- 
on Uncertainties, and thought it was the ſureſt Way to retun. 

Having dined at Precop, we ſet forwards on our Journey, without 
taking any Proviſions along with us, but a Loaf of about 2 Pounds, 
which I bought of a Janigary; my new Guide aſſuring me, that there 
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was Fleſh enough at the Keddi whither we were going, and might 


reach Calbournont next Evening before nine a Clock. But having enter d 
into the Deſarts in Search of the Keddi, we could not find it, and he ſaid 

he feared it had removed; and a thick Fog falling in the Night, which 
made it too dark to travel, we ſat down and eat moſt of our Bread, 
and ſlept three or four Hours, (he upon a Piece of Felt, and I upon my 
Carpet, ) leaving our Horſes to feed upon what Graſs they could come 


at. The Fog continuing next Day, we paſs'd that, and great part of 


the Night following, in wandering ſo unfortunately, that we could not ſo 
much as ſee the leaſt Mark where the Keddi, we were looking for, 


had been, nor of any others. In vain he call'd. as loud as he could, 


ſometimes upon one, ſometimes another; not ſo much as the Eccho 
of an Anſwer was heard : Whereupon we diſmounted about Midnight, 
eat the Remainder of our Bread, and lay down, as before, till Day- 
light; when we continued our Journey, or rather Rambling: The Fog 
growing thicker, confounded us entirely, ſo that we rode up and down 

without ſeeing any Brack; and the third Night coming on, and being 
extremely dark by reaſon of the Fog, we reſted our ſelves, and re- 
freſh'd our tired Horſes, in a Place where there was a good deal 
of Graſs, but moſt Part withered, having our ſelves only ſome To- 
bacco to divert our Hunger and Thirſt, which began to be violent, 


eſpecially mine. The next Day (the Fog continuing) we reſigu d our 


ſelves up to Chance, going ſometimes to the right, ſometimes to the 
left, meeting only with ſome Wild Goats that ran up and down hy 


Thouſands, which I thought at firſt a good Omen, expecting that we 
ſhould. ſoon meet the Keepers; but my Guide quickly drew me out of 


this pleaſing Error, by informing me that they were all wild, and ſo 
ſwift that they would outſtrip any Horſe or Grey- hound. In the 
mean while, he was ſo much concerned, and lamented in ſuch mo- 
ving Terms his having plunged me (tho unwillingly) into this Mis- 
fortune, that he prevented all the Reproaches I might otherwiſe have 
caſt upon him; asking a thouſand Pardons, and aſſuring me that a like 
Accident had never happen d to him before, and ſhowing, his Sorrow 
for it, even ſo far as to ſhed Tears. The fourth Night being at laſt come, 


we paſs d it as we had done the preceding ones; what moſt incom- 


moded me, was Thirſt, not having been able to find any Water be- 
tween. that Place and Precop : As for the Tartar, he neither complain d 


of that nor Hunger, having been uſed to frequent Faſting when up- 


on his Incurſions. The fourth Day, which we might the better call ſo 
by

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by the Te ga Miſts, the Sun ſhone our; and ſhewed'us at the fame 
time 'our: or, in having turned our Backs upon the Blat Sea, W. e 


as we ſhould'have kept aleng the Side of it as" much as we ebüld; 


hereupon facing about, we ditected our Courſe by this' auſpici ous Pla 
net: But my Guide's Jade at laſt ſunk under the Fatigue, without its 
being in his Power to make him ſtir, whatever Blows he ſtruek him; 
Veins, and making the Law yield to Neceſſiey, drank the Blood 
which came from it, and invited me to do the ſame; but how yi6- 
lent ſoever my Thirſt miglit be, I found that my Averſion to that Was 
yet ſtronger. In the mean while, we held a Council about the Dan- 
ger we were in of dying with Hunger, and it was reſolved to kill the 

Florſe and eat him 3 and we were juſt going to put it in Execution. 
when 1 diſcover d a Man riding about 4 Quarter of a Mile from us, 
whom I ſhow d ro my Tartar, and bid him haſten as faſt as my Steed 


_ . wou'd carry him to overtake him, whilſt I wou d wait for him ſitting 


upon my Portmanteau, which I took off to eaſe the Creature. He 

did as I deſited him, and teturned in about half an Hour to tell me, 

with a Joy that ſeem d to have made him already forget his paſt Hun- 

ger, Thirſt and Fatigues, that this Man belonged to a Kedadi of 2000 

Horſes; which had been at Graſs ſive Months, and were about half a 

3 ue from thence, and that he wou'd come in a Minute to conduct 
t 


ither 3 he did ſo accordingly, and mounting my Guide behind 


him, I placed my Portmanteau upon my Steed, and we rode directly 
to the Reds where the Maſter, or Chief of the Keepers, received us 
very civilly, and made us ſit down by the Fire in his Olla. As my 
Thirſt was exceſſive, and very troubleſome, I begg d him to give me 
ſome Water; he anſwer d, that they had none but that of a Well his 
Men had dug, which was ſo bitter that it was not drinkable even for 


Horſes. I ask'd him what uſe they made of it; and he ſaid they 


waſh'd themſelves and boil'd their Victuals with it; and that they car- 
ried their Horſes every five, ſix or eight Days to ſome River or Pond, 


which was ſufficient in the Winter; at the ſame time he brought me a 


large Porringer full of Mares Milk fermented, ſuch as I had fo often 
drank amongſt the Noghaians, which I empried, my Drought making 
me think it the beſt Liquor that ever I had taſted in 1 0 and my 
old Man, to whom they gave ſuch another, acquitted himſelf of it as 
well. After this (that we might wait for Supper the more patiently) 


they brought us a great Piece of cold roaſted Horſe-Fleſh, which we 


eat with all the Appetite that one may reaſonably be ſuppoſed to have 
_ after faſting above three as Nighe approaching, we ſaw the Horſes 
brought home ro the Keddi by 12 Keepers; after which we went 
into the largeſt of their Obes, where was a great Fire, and round a- 


bout it three wooden Spits, with ſeveral large Pieces of Fleſh, which 


were turned by three Men, and made a Triangle. One of the Keepers 
having taken a wild Goat with a Hare, I ask d him how he did to 


catch it, my Guide having told me that no Courſer or Grey-hound: 
cou d run ſo ſwift or ſo long; he anſwerd, that they took a Grey- 


hound upon a Horſe, and that when the Steed was weary with gal- 
loping, they let the Hound flip. Hereupon I began to examine this 
Creature, whoſe Hair was ſnort and harſh ;' I found that it had over the 


Upper Jaw a ſort of Pouch, in which one might put at leaſt both ones 
Hands, and wherein were two Holes which ſerved as Noſtrils. Ten- 
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quir'd if; they. were all made ſo, he ſaid Tes; and added, that when! 
they, were running, this Pouch was filld with Wind, and ſeemd by its 
Bigneſs to be a ſecond Head. He uncaſed it himſelf, whilſt another 
did the ſame by che Hare and having drawn, them, they cut them 
both in pieces, and made a ſecond: triangular Spitfull.

I enquird concerning the State of the War againſt the Muſcouites, 
and I heard that the Twrks had made a great deal of Noiſe (as uſual) 
about Az9ph not being delivered to them at the Time agreed uon; 
that the Grand Seignior had even ſent, or pretended to ſend, Circular 
Letters to the Generals of his Troops, commanding them to hold 
themſelves in Readineſs to march in the Spring ; ſuch Orders at leaſt 


were publiſh'd, and the firſt, Interpreter of his Sed Majeſty gave 


me a Copy of them, the Tranſlation whereof is in the Appendix. But 
the Muſcovite Hoſtages had conjured the Sublime Porte to pardon their 
Maſter's Delay in executing the Articles of the Treaty, ſwearing that 
his Intentions were ſincere, and promiſing immediate Satisfaction; 
whereupon-the Imperial Clemency took Place of Reſentment, and Con- 
ferences of an Agreement were already enter d upon, at which the 
Engliſb and Dutch Embaſſadors aſſiſted. 
The Han was at Cauchan, whither I want to pay my Reſpects, and 


return him Thanks for the good Uſage and Civility I had receiv d, by 


the Means of his Paſſport. He gave me a very gracious Reception; 
and ſeem d, by the Queſtions he ask d me, to hear with ſome Satis- 


faction the ſhort Account I gave him of my Journey, and the Coun- 


tries thro; which I paſs d, eſpecially Circaſſin. 

On the 27th of April a Capigi Baſhaw, from Conſtantinople, demanded 
Audience of the King, and was admitted with a pretty deal of Cere- 
mony ; ſeveral Sea Officers, who had been to receive him at his 
Lodgings, accompanying him thither, beſides divers Zchoadars of the 
Baſpaws, and his own Servants.

In the mean 
while, the Swedi/s Miniſters had prepoſſeſs d _ King 8 
nion, that this Peace was confirm d with the good Offices and Inter- 
poſition of the Britiſh and Dutch Embaſſadors, Sir Robert Sutton and 
Count Colyear ; whereupon. his Majeſty calld them Voluntary Media- 
tors: And ſome haying added, that it was chiefly, if not wholly, 
owing to the Credit and Influence the firſt had over the Minds De. 
the Turks, this Prince declared War in. good earneſt againſt him; 
highly reſenting that a Miniſter of a Queen, who was a Relation, and 
in Amity with his Majeſty, ſhould preſume to act ſo contrary to his. 
Intereſt, without any Permiſſion, or Orders from his Miſtreſs. - This 
War was carry'd on againſt his Excellency, both with the, Tongue. 
and Pen, complaining that he had been acting under-hand, and. 
concerned himſelf with excuſing the Muſcovites ſtaying in Poland; nay, 
they pretended to have ſome * Extracts of his Letters to Nienna, as. 
Proofs of it; and wrote to England, that he had nor only travers d, by 
all imaginable Means, the Meaſures which his Swediſb Majeſty: had 

_ enterd into with the Porte, ſince his Arrival at Bender, in order to 
retrieve and re-eſtabliſh his Affairs, but had thrown off the Mask, and 
openly eſpous d his Enemies Intereſts. They added, that Baron Go/tz,. 
an Envoy and Creature of King Auguſtus, was continually, with his 
Excellency, and that he was entirely influenced by the dn and 
Muſcovite Money ; in ſhort, no leſs Satisfaction was inſiſted on by, his: 
Majeſty, than his being recalled and diſgraced. Mr. Fabrice, having 
in vain endeavoured to deſtroy theſe Impreſſions, ſent word to his EX. 
cellency what was laid to his Charge: I took the Liberty to do the 


ſame ; and he anſwered me, that he was pre-acquainted with it, and 


that Mr. Funck abſtain'd even from the common Civility uſual among. 
Miniſters of Potentates in Amity together; and that n en 
Officers had left Conſtantinople without taking Notice of him, which, 
his Excellency added, is the only Wrong they can do me. As for the Ex- 
tracts, theſe are his very Terms; © Mr. Fabrice writes me word, that

The Troops waiting at Bender for the King of Sweden's Departure; 
having deſired, by Mr. Grothuſen, his Majeſty. to let them know whe- 
ther his Royal Intention was to ſtay, longer, or be going, that they 
might take their Meaſures accordingly; his Majeſty returned them no 
Anſwer, but order'd his Miniſter at the Porte to ſollicit ro00 Purſes, 
or 500,000 Dollars to defray the Expences of his Journey, and a nu- 
merous Convoy, which was promis d, and he obtain'd 1200 Purſes, as 
I ſhall obſerve in its Place. In the mean while, I made a Tour to 
Conſtantinople, and was inform'd from Sir Robert Sutton's own Mauth,

| * They did not ſhew theſe Extrafls, but I found them afterwards among ſome. Papers. Tres 
deem'd from' the Tartars after the Aion at Warnirza, and there was nothing of t Nature 
in them. I found alſo, among ſt the ſame, a Letter from Dy. Robinſon, late Nhe, London, 
excuſing Sir Robert Sutton ? Proceedings, ſo far as ſaying, that be had Orders from the old Mi- 
niſtry to prevent the War with the Czar, and that be bad none contrary from the.nem'ine, bus 
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chat the King of Sweden did him more Honour than he deſcrv'd, in 
calling him Mediator; that he was indeed invited to be preſent at the

tual Performance of the Articles ſtipulated at the Pruth, than they 
receded from them, ſeeming perſwaded by the Reaſons he gave them, 
vi. that twas not a thing to be propoſed to his Czarian Majeſty, to 
deliver up a Place as dear to the Mſcovites, on Account of Numbers 
of their Saints buried there, and reverd there, as Mecca is to the Ma- 
hometans; and that for Poland, few or no Ryfſians remain d there that 
were in the Czar's Servicde. . Oe 

I went to pay a Viſit to Dr. Tinone, a very good Friend of mine, 
and a Gentleman of Merit and Learning, who had ſtudy'd ſome time 
at the Univerſity of Oxford. As he was reviving the PraQice of ino- 
culating the Small-Pox, which had formerly been in Vogue in Greece, 
and was then almoſt diſuſed there, he heard with Satisfaction an Ac- 
count of what IT had obſerv'd in Circaſſia, in that Reſpect; and a few 
Days afterwards he preſented me with the Diſcourſe upon that Head 
in the Zypendix. Having finiſh'd ſome little Buſineſs at Conſtantinople, 
T returned to Bender, towards the latter End of September, and found 
there the Brigadier Eoſander, who was come with Diſpatches from the 
King of Pruſſia to his Swediſh Majeſty, who receiv'd him very. graci- 
ouſly. Twas whiſper'd, that he was not only intruſted with Toltrtic 
tions from the former, but alſo from King Auguſtus, who courted the 
Friendſhip of the Suediſb Monarch upon any Terms but renouncing 
the Crown of Poland; and that his Orders were to enter upon 
the Negotiation of a Triple Alliance between thoſe three Potentates, 
by Virtue of which King Auguſtus ſhould remain upon the Throne, 
and the Rick of Priſa ſhould have Hretin ſequeſter d into his Hands, 
with Tome ' other, Conditions not publiſh'd; which being agreed on, 
theſe rwo Princes engaged themſelves to preſerye to his ]’ Ma- 
jeſty his German Tertitories, and to enable him, by their Aſſiſtance, to 
recover ria and Narva: There is in the Appendix an Extract of a 
Letter of Count Welling to the Chancellor Mr. Mullern thereupon. 
As the Swediſß Court continued their Exclamations and Invectives 
agaitiſt Sir Robert Sutton, I found them ſo full of Prepoſſeſſion, that

in a Condition to give real Demonſtrations of her Friendſhip ro:Swe- 
den. They added, that a Peace was under-hand refolv'd on between 
the two Courts; that my Lord Bolingbroke was actually at Paris; and 
that the irteparable Loſs of the Hollanders, who had ſuffer d the moſt, 
would oblige them to do the ſame: That Conferences were already 
held at Utrecht, and that the Earl of Strafford and Biſhop: of Briſtol

The Aga, with Meſſieurs Arfuid/on and Clinkonſtrom being returned, and 
having confirmed the Report above-mentioned, that there actually were 
Ttoops remaining in Poland, the Porte declared War anew, for the third 
Time, againſt the Muſcovites, or at leaſt made a great deal of Noiſe about 
it, and pretended as if they wou d. The Viſier TuſuffBaſhaw was depos'd, 


and Saliman Aga, a Man without Judgment or Experience, was put in 
his Place, or, to ſpeak properly, was the Cloak under which Ali Ba- 
ham, the Grand Seignior's Favourite and Son in Law, began to go- 
vern openly, the Sultan and new Viſier ſetting their Names to what -

The Muſcovites were forced to make another Retreat to the Seven 
Towers, even to an Expreſs of the Cæars; and Baron Go/tz, who was 
at Conſtantinople, was ſent to Adrianople to keep Company with the 
. Palatine of Maſſovia, the new Embaſſador from the Republick, who 
was but juſt arrived there, and was arreſted, with his numerous Reti- 
nue of 300 Men. In the mean while, the Grand Seignior, who perſiſt- 


ed in his Reſolution of ſending the King of Sweden away in the Win-

ter, under Favout of the Ice, for: the; Convenience of the Tartars; 
diſpatched: Orders to the . Baſbaw of Bender, to tell him to get teady 


by that Time: To which his Majeſty anſwered, that his Highneſs had

The Nes of the War's being declared, cauſed, as may be imagin d, 
a great deal of Joy at Bender ; the Han went in Perſon to give the 
King an Account of it, after having ſent him the fullowing Preſents 
by a Myrſa. x. A fine Plume of Heron's: Feathers, with a Roſe of a 
large Balaſs Ruby ſet round with ſmall Diamonds. 2. A Sabre and a 
Circaſſian Knife, embelliſhed with Turquoiſes and little Rubies. 3. A 
Bow with a Quiver of Arrows, enriched with Pearls and other precious 
Stones, which had been given the Han by the late General Mazeppa. 
4. A ſine Circaſſian Horſe of an Jſalella Colour, with magnificent 
Furniture, after the manner of the Country; the Bridle and Pottal be- 
ing cover d over with little Pieces of Silver gilt, exquiſitely; inlaid, and 
the Saddle with Crimſon: Velvet and a Capariſoni of green Cloth, each 

of them ſet off with rich Gold Embroidery. The King gave him ſuch a 
Reception, as ſhow'd how agreeable the News was to his Majeſty; and 
the Diſcourſe turning upon the Journey, the Han ſaid, that with God's 
Aſſiſtance, if his Majeſty pleaſed to prepare himfelEfor it, they wou d 
ſer: forwards with the firſt hard Froſt in order xo have all the Winter 
before them, that being the moſt convenient Seaſon for the T artars. 


The King anſwer d, that he only waited for the Money he had de- 
for that Intent, and that he had given Orders to his Envoy to

ſollicit for it at the Porte. The Han promiſed to write about it next 
Day; and after ſome Proteſtations of Friendſhip on both ſides, he 
retired, being accompanied to his Palace by ſeveral Sei Officers. 

In the mean while, the Palatine of Maſſovia, who was very well 
uſed, bating his Conſinement, offetd Hoſtages in the Republick's 
Name, of which he wou'd be himſelf one, as a Security for the King 
of Sweden's Paſſage through Poland, where he promiſed they ſhou d 
pay him all the Honours that his Majeſty cou d reaſonably expect, from 
a Nation reduced to fuch a low Ebb by the Misfortune of War, and 
their inteſtine Broils, provided he wou d paſs as a Friend; and that 
Six Hundred Noble Poles wou d receive and compliment him upon their 


Frontiers, and ſhoud go before him during the whole Road, till his 


Majeſty ſhou d arrive upon his own Territories, to order and procure

realy attempt to take Advantage of the favourable Difpoſitiohs that 
feveral Poles might retain for him, by ſolliciting them himſelf, or ha- 
ving chem ſollicited, to any Tumult or Revolution during his whole Pal- 
ſage 3 im a word; that he ſhou'd'paſs as a Friend. 2. That, without 
pretending to ſupport King Staniſlaus, he ſhou'd leave the Republick at 
liberty to chuſe their Sovereign if they were not ſatisſied with' him 
then reigning, without attempting to influence their Election by Force 
of Arms. I am uncertain whether Mr. Grothuſen propounded theſe 
Points to his Majeſty in the ſame manner they were expreſs d to him; 
but I know that Sultan Galea, in a ſecond Viſit I made him, declared (by 
way of complaining of Mr. Grothuſen, as having deceiv d his Father,) 
that he had ſworn, and even brought Aſſurances in Writing from the 
King, (which TI hardly believed) char he wou'd begin his Journey at the 
appointed Time, and not excite any Commotion in Poland; which ſa- 
tisfying the Han, his Father, the Money was deliver d. However it was, 
the Money was put into the Hands of the Swedes, and was ſoon 
gone, greateſt Part of it being given to the Poles; and the King ſent 
Orders to Mr. Funk, his Envoy, to demand 1000 Purſes more of the 
Porte. In the mean while, it beginning to freeze pretty hard; the Ba- 
ſaw waited on his 'Majeſty the 7th of December, to repreſent to him 
that the Froſt being come; it was time to think of his Journey, and de- 
fired him to prepare for it; and Mr. Groi huſen anſwerd for che King, 
Dont you trouble your ſelf, we ſhall be ready as ſoon as is neceſſary. 
Some Days after, the Froſt increaſing in ſuch a manner, that 'twas 
believed to ſet in for Winter; and the Tartars, who dont love to 
be long in one Place, (eſpecially where there is no Plundet) beginning 
to gro impatient at their Stay near Bender; Sultan Galga went on the 
roth, in his Father's Name, to tell the King that he muſt ſer out on the 
15th; but his Majeſty gave him no other Reply, but that he wou d 
ſend to the Han about it; whereupon the Prince contenting himſelf 
with begging him not to defer it, retird after having made a very ſhort 
Viſit. The 11th, Mr. Grothuſen wrote a Letter to the Han in his Ma- 
ſters Name, which I never had; but the Contents of it ſeem to have 
been not at all ſatis factory by the Hans Anſwer, and a Letter to Mr. 
Mullern in the Appendix, which import, that if the King did not depart 
as à Friend, according to his Word given to the Grand Seignior, that 
he was apprehenſive leſt he ſhou'd be obliged to it Nolens Yolens ; 
and his Majeſty (as appears by his Letter to the Han of the 13th) an- 
ſwer dit in ſuch a manner, as gave him to underſtand that if they at- 
tempted ir, he was reſolv d to repel Force by Force. The Han havin 
inform d the Baſbat of theſe his Sentiments and Diſpoſitions, ad 
conſequently of the Danger which they had incurred by delivering the 
Money before the Time; the Baſbamw alarm'd, as may be well imagin'd, 
went to his Majeſty to reiterate his Prayers and Inſtances for his 
Departure; but he expreſly told him that he was not ready, but that 
he wanted another Supply, and had given Ordets ro his Envoy to de- 
mand it, and waited for it in order to his ſetting out for Sweden. The 
 Baſbaw judging himſelf loſt at this Declaration, figh'd and cry'd out 
with a loud Voice, Ir will coſt me my Head for having deliver d 
the Twelve Hundred Purſes contrary to the Orders of the Emperor 
my Maſter; and I fear your Majeſty will meet with ſome Violence 
if you don't depart.” Be in no Apprehenſion on my Account, ſays

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Debts, the Han and Baſhaw thinking that the Deſign of paying them 


before his Departure might detain his Majeſty, whoſe Tenderneſs of 


Honour they knew well, propoſed not only to oblige his Creditors to 
have Patience till he ſhould be in his own Dominions, and in a Capa- 
city to ſatisfy them, bar knowing they had taken Advantage of the 
Neceſſity of his Officers, who (as they were well inform d) had enter d 
into Engagements for One hundred Crowns, when they had not re- 
ceived the two Thirds of it, they offered to make them ſwear both the 
Debtors and Creditors upon the moſt Sacred Books of their reſpective 
Religions, how much they had lent and borrow'd ; ſo that they ſhou d 
not return more than they had receiv d, the Alchoran not allowing to 
lend upon Uſury: But his Majeſty made Anſwer, that if any Officer 
had received but Ten Crowns, and had given his Note for One Hun- 
dred, he ſhou d pay them. They repreſented beſides, that they ſhould 
be ſupplied with all Neceſſaries for his whole Journey, as Proviſions, 


Waggons, Horſes; but that Prince was ſtill immoveable. 


During theſe Tranſactions, Things continued in the ſame poſture, and 
the King continued working himſelf at the Intrenchments and Palliſades 
of his Palace. On the r 5th, the Swedes flattering themſelves by reaſon the 


| Turks made no further Motions, publiſhed in the Camp that the Orders 


afore-mentioned were feigned, and that what had paſſed was the effect 
of a Faction of King Auguſtus and the Muſcovites, who had gain d over 
the Tartar Han and the Baſhaw by Preſents. On the 20th, the Chief 
Poles having heard this Report, it had ſo much Influence over: them, 
as to induce them by Night to quit the Suburbs, where they were quar- 
tered by the Orders of the Han and Baſbau, with an Intent to return 
to his Suediſb Majeſty ; but they cou d not do it ſo ſubtilly, but that 


the Janigaries and Lipta s, or Lithuanian Turks of that Quarter, ſeiz d 


part of their Attendants and Horſes, eſpecially thoſe of Count Taro, 


who in this Rencounter loſt all his Circaſſian and Arabian Horſes, (of 


which he was very curious,) excepting two or three, with which he 


had eſcaped with ſome of his Officers. On the 21ſt, ſome Horſes for 


General Poniatousti and Mr. Grothuſen being come from Comſtantinople, 
were ſeiz d and made Prizes by the Baſbaw. On the 23d, a ſmall 


Party of Swedes retook from the Tartars ſome Proviſions and the Men 


that were bringing them, whom they had ſeiz d. On the 24th, the 
two Tchoadars of the Han and Baſhaw return d from Adrianople, 
with the News, that 'twas reſolved in full Divan, at which the Grand 
Seignior had preſided in Perſon, that not only the firſt Orders ſhou'd be 


put in Execution, but that if the King of Sweden.cou'd be taken alive, 


he ſhou d be conducted in a Waggon to Salonicty, or ſome other Place; 
and that if he happen d to be kill d, his Death ſhou'd not be laid to 
the Charge of any Muſſulman as a Crime, but as a Puniſnment for 
his Ingratitude and Rebellion againſt the Suſtan his Bene factor; and 
that the Muphty had given his Fetfa even for the Maſſacring him and 
all his People, if they ſhou'd be obſtinately bent upon Reſiſtance, and 
defending themſelyes ; and that a Capigi Baſhaw was to bring theſe 
Orders in Writing with the Fetfa. This News was carried to 


Count Tarlo, by a Tartar who was his Friend, calłd Cepherza: Myrſa, 


and he communicated it to his Majeſty, who was not at all moved at it. 
The 26th Mr. Fabrice ſent the Letter in the dentin ae Fs all 
this to Hamburgh. On the 3 rſt, the Capigi Baſhaw being arrived, a Mſa 


and. {za was ſent to the Kingꝭto give him Notice of theſe new Orders, and 
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know his laſt Reſolution ; his Majeſty anſwered, that 'rwas the ſame as the 
firſt: Upon which they — 

mediately made Publick, and the King gave out his for his Defence. 
Hereupon ſome of his Chaplains threw themſelves at his Feet, and 
conjur d him not to expoſe the ſhatter'd Remains of Pultowa, to the 
melancholly Conſequences of the Violence of Turks and Tartars; they 


told his Majeſty, that every one being Maſter in his own Dominions, 


it was no Injuſtice in the Turks to bid Strangers, whom they had given 
Lodging to and maintain d, to return home, and even to force them to 
it, if they refuſed to do it of their own accord; but that on the con- 
trary it was both Unjuſtice and Ingratitude, which was a great Sin, 
in theſe Strangers to fight againſt their Benefactors, in order to ſtay 
amongſt them whether they wou'd or no. The King, to whom this 
Harangue was very diſpleaſing, interrupted them, and ſaid, If you 
© have a mind to Preach, chuſe another Place, and other Auditors; 


our Buſineſs here is to Fight; at the ſame time turned his Back 


upon them. All theſe Attempts were to no purpoſe, and he remain d 
immoveable; and the Poles quitted his Majeſty a ſecond time, and 
retired to the Town, from whence the Fanizaries a little after began 
to march out to the Number of 3000, crying out Alla, Alla, &c. 
and the Topigis, to the Number of 200, follow'd, with ten little 


Braſs Cannon, two middling Mortar-Pieces, and three Waggons loaden 


with Ammunition. The Han and the Baſhaw, with the Buiul Imma · 


our and the Chiaous Baſbaus, and their Rerinue, paſs d all in good Or- 
der by Liptamabanne in Print XXX. N. III. where we had our Houſes 


about 2000 Lipkas, or Lithuanian Horſe, coaſting the Nyeſter, poſted 
themſelves at N*. II. and the Tartars'at Ne. HI. the Fanizaries at Ne. 
IIII. the Han encamp d at I. with the Seymens at 2, 2, the Baſhaw and 
the Bearers of the Sultans Orders at A in the Plan XXX . 
All Things being diſpoſed for the Attack, and the Artillery ready 


to play, they ſent once more to ask the King if he pleaſed to depart 
as a Friend, and immediately. The [Meſſenger was a Colonel of the 
Janigaries, who addreſs d himſelf to Mr. Grothuſen, with whom he was 


acquainted ; and he having inform'd his Majeſty of it, (who was then 
on Horſe · back viſiting the Poſts, and commanding every one to defend 
them well) he knowing the Subject of the Meſſage, woud not ſoe 


wich this Reply; the Orders were im-

At firſt they met with a vigorous Reſiſtance, e- 
ſpecially from the Janixaries, who relying on their ſuperior Number, 


endeavoured to break and divide the Royal Battalion; and they had al- 


molt gain d their Ends, with the Loſs of twelve of their Comrades, ſo 


far that ſeveral had ſurrounded the King, whilſt a greater Number kept 
the reſt in play, till his Majeſty, having kill'd two, and wounded a 


third, tnis, being exaſperated at the Sight of his Blood, fell upon him, 


and clove the Top'of a Cap made of Sables, which he then wore, al- 


moſt like a Grenadier's, with a Cut of his Sabre, and had lifted his Arm 


in order to give him a ſecond more fatal Blow, but the King put it by 
with hisSword, and his left Hand, by graſping the Blade of the Cyme- 
tre in the middle, which hurt him ſlightly : In the mean while a Jann 


ry, who was deſirous only of raking him Priſoner, to obtain rhe Ba-

His Majeſty's Arms being thus ar Li- 
berty, he ſent another Janiz ary that was near him dead to the Ground, 
and pur himſelf again at the Head of his People, whom he rallied, re- 
new'd the Fight, and made himſelf Maſter of the Field, or rather Hall 
of Battle, in leſs than an Hour. From thence paſſing into his own. 
Chamber, he found it full of Turks and Tartars, who were plundering, 
and who, for the moſt part, at his Approach opening (with the Strength 
that Fear and their preſent Danger lent them) two Windows that 
were barricaded, eſcapd by leaping thence ; but his Majeſty ſeeing. 
two that were ſquatted in the Corner, and hid one under the other, 
holding their Piſtols cock d, rather to defend themſelves rhan attack

His Majeſty, with his brave Troop, of which he had loſt but eight 
or nine, clear d in the ſame Manner all the other Apartments of Turks 
and Tartars, who ſav'd themſelves, ſome by Doors, ſome by Windows, 
with a Speed and Agility not natural to the Turks, leaving at leaſt 20 
upon the Spot. This done, the King had all the Doors and Caſements 
made faſt, and diſtributed every one to his Poſt, placing at each Win- 
dow Barricades, as many as his little Number wou'd permit, with Mus- 
kers, of which there was no want, to fire on the Beſiegers; they ha- 
ving even to ſpare, which belong d to thoſe who were kill'd, and-Pow- 


der and Ball in the Loft, where neither the Janizaries or Tartars had 


been. The Scene being thus changed, they fired through the Barri- 


cades of the Caſements upon the Enemy, who were aſſembled in 


greater Numbers, and which encreaſed continually upon the News 
which was ſoon ſpread of the Advantage gain d by the King, the Fa- 


annon not doing the Execution that was hoped for, both for want of 
being well pointed, and the Stones being too ſoft, (the Holes they 
made heing no larger than the Size of the Balls, there were hardly 20 
in the Walls that were ſtav d, tho above 200 Shot were fired) the Be- 
ſiegers had not the Courage to aſſault, and make themſelves Maſters 
of 32 or 33 Men, ſhut. up in an ordinary Houſe, with weak Walls, tho 
there were aboye 3000 Tarks and 10000 Tartars, and they had alrea- 
dy loſt more than 200 Men, which were killed by the Beſieged from 
the Windows, incluſive of thoſe ſlain in the Palace. In the mean while 
Ny were reſolv'd to take the King alive; above three Hours. were 


_ already ſpent in vain. in endeavouring it, and they had but loſt their 


len and their Time; which the Han and the Baſpau, with the Bear- 
ers of the Sultans Orders, ſeeing; and being aſhamed of it, thought of 
a Stratagem to force them out, Which was to ſet the Houſe on Fire, 


which (ſaid they) muſt oblige the King to come out, to avoid being 


burnt, and the Multitude will be ready at all the Avenues to fur- 
round him and his People. Orders being given between Four. and 
Five a Clock, the Tartars, faſtening Matches and other lighted Things 
to their Arrows, pour d them down upon the wooden Roof, ſo that 
it ſeem d to rain Fire upon it; and the — — Straw and 

00d, and whatever they cou'd find moſt combuſtible, laid it to the 
largeſt, Door, and in leſs than a quarter of an Hour the Houſe ſeem'd: 
all, in Flames. Notwithſtanding: which, the Beſieged did not ceaſe 
firing, and the King ſent Me(ſieurs Malllerg and Roſe; with five Men, 
to try to extinguiſn the Fire, and himſelf got upon the Roof, which be - 
en to ſink in, in ſome Places; bur: after ſome uſeleſs Attempts to 
teak it down with Turiiſſi Harches, and Sabres, (Preſents of the Grand. 
Seignior an Tartar Han,) that happend very opportunely to be 
there, the Flames getting too great a Head, his Majeſty: went down 
only with two Men to ſeek for Water, in Marſhal Duben s Apart- 
ment; and finding, only Brandy and Wine, they filld their Hats 
with, it, and held them to others above to throw upon the Fire, 
and ,perceiv'd: but too late that twas making it rage, inſtead: of ex- 
tinguiſhing it, eſpecially the Brandy (a Miſtake! or Inadverſion ra- 


ther to be attributed to the Confuſion in which one may well, ima- 
gine he and his People then were, than ro the Ignorance of its Na- 
Leinen | 6 5 ture, ff 


ture, unleſs any one will - ſay that his Majeſty never drinking any 
thing but Water, might not know the Effects Brandy wou d produce, 
which is not at all likely in ſo diſtinguiſhing a Prince. Howeyer, the 
Scarciry of Water was ſo great, that the King finding himſelf exceſſively 


thirſty, as well by the Heat of the Fight, as the Flames; and nor 


being able to meet with a Drop, drank a large Bumper of Wine, the 
only one he had ever taſted ſince his leaving o tactbhalm. The Fire be- 
ing now Maſter, burnt and conſumed the whole Roof in leſs than 


three Quarters of an Hour, with all the Grand Seignior and Haus Pre- 


ſents that were in the Loft, which conſiſted of Turkiſß Bridles and Sad- 
dles embelliſh'd- with Jewels, Houſings embroider d with Gold or Sil- 
ver, and Tents; beſides the ſaid Sabres, a Number of other Goods 
which a Woman who had hid herſelf. in a Corner of it, had ſaved and 
concealed there from the Sight of the Plundererss. 
The King, ſeeing no Probability nor Hopes of extinguiſſſing the 
Flames, took himſelf a Musket, and was ſhooting through the Batri- 
cades, when the Element having ſeiz d the Cieling, made it ſplit and 
ſink in like che Roof, without his Majeſty beingralarm'd, or at leaſt 
ſeemingeſo: On the. contrary, as if he was the more animated bychis 
Danger, he braved it, and continued firing, and ordered his People to 
make a hotter Fire than ever upon the Beſiegers; inſomuch, that ckeſe 
cried out, with the greateſt; Aſtoniſnment in the World, Alla, AHlla, 
God, Cod; and after their manner, Mill the King let bimſelf de burnt, 
or is he, and all his Men, naturaliz'd to the Flames like Salamanders 2 
In fine, the whole Palace was but one burning: Pile, in the midſt 
whereof this Hero, this Northern Hercules, ſeem d reſolvd to conſume 
himſelf, as is related of the fabulous one ; when his Partiſans, Wa of 
which had :already been buried under the flaming Ruins, expreſs d a 


Deſire either to preſerve: themſelves; or periſh: more gloriouſly; the 


Drabant'Wallberg was the firſt who! ſaid to the King, Let use gone, 


Hie, the Place is no longer Tenable, ur muſt not be ſe cruel nor unjiſi to

our: ſelues, to ſtay to bè burnt aliue, let us go out. His Majeſti; who 


did not then diſcover how diſpleaſing this Compliment! Was 00 him, 
but has ſince made the Speech- maker ſenſible of it, anſwer di: On, 
71g better to: die: here: ike brave Men, defending: om felues" to bie la 
Gaſp, and ſo immortalige our Courage and Refiftance;' than to er 
aur ſelves to our Enemies, the Han and Baſhaw, for te ſale uanſbort 
whom his Majeſty created à Colonel at that Inſtant for his Bravery, 

perſwaded him to it after a manner that flatter d the Kings Temper, and

tary, a Valet de Chambre, and a Footman, for his whole Retinue. He 
was in the middle of the Lipkas, ſent by the Baſhaw, very plainly 
dreſs d after the French Mode, and ſmoaking his Pipe on Horſe- back 
and tho? Mr. Fabrice had been intimately and long acquainted with 


him, and had even kept a Correſpondence with him by Letters,

Party and that of the King of Sweden, becauſe his Majeſty had 
deprivd him (at leaſt Titulary) of the Poſt of Great General of 
Lithuania, which had always been both (ſaid he) de Jure & de Hacto in 
his Family, to give it to Prince Miſnouusty, the Capital Enemy both 
of him and his Houſe, at leaſt as he pretended. This Count had 
declared ſo viſibly for King Auguſtus, that he left no body any 
room to doubt of it, and conſequently had drawn upon himſelf the 
Hatred of all the Swedes, and all the Poles of their Party; and 
though they had made their urmoſt Efforts to retain him on their Side, 
by offering him the Poſt. of Great-Treaſurer of the Crown, in lieu of 
that which had been taken from him, he had refuſed ic, proteſting that 
he would not hold his. Charge, bur of the Republick, and that he 
neither expected it from King Stani//aus, the King of Sweden,” nor even 
King Auguſtus himſelf, who (as he ſaid) had no Power authorized by 
the Laws to. give the Employment belonging to the Family of one 
Noble Pole, to that of another. N ee e 
On the 26th King Staniſlaus ſent a Memorial to the Porte, contain- 
ing his Intentions and Propoſals, which were then a Myſtery to me, 
though twas whiſper d that twas upon his Swediſh Majeſty's obli- 
ging him to lay aſide all Thoughts of Agreement with King Auguſtus, 
or of renouncing the Crown of Paland; and at the fame time tepre- 
ſenting how favourably the Poles were diſpos d to him, and promiſing 
Cammiek to the Porte, on Condition they wou'd ſend an Army upon 
85 Frontiers to encourage them by their appearing to ſupport them. 
n the 27th Count Sapieha having been adviſed, either with or without

ſign againſt him, ran away, which he was the more eaſily perſwaded to, in 
that that Prince had caus d one of his moſt faithful Domeſticks ro be ſeiz'd, 
who eſcaping, inform d him in the Evening, that one of his Highneſs 8 
Servants told him, in a threatning manner, and ſwearing, © That the 
“Count Japzeha, ſooner or later, muſt expect no other Treatment than 


his Couſin met with: This Couſin. was (as the Count himſelf faid) 


poniarded ſome Years: before in the Prince's Chamber; beſides that the 
Baſbaw of Bender (to whom (ir not being in his Power) he had not made 
his Court after the Twrk;/o Manner, as his Enemies Prince Miſiowisty and 
the Palatine of Kiow, had always taken care to do, by Preſents, which 
is the Wedding-Garment, without which a Chriſtian ought not to appear 


before a Turk, and eſpecially before 1/mae! Baſhaw) had declared himſelf 


his Enemy; however it was, he took the Alarm, diſappear very inconſi- 


derately, in the Night- time, without being provided even with the Paſſport 


of the Tartar Han, who had always ſhown him abundance of Good- 
will, and (as he own'd himſelf) wou d not have refuſed him that, for 
his Security in his Paſſage to Poland, if he had communicated to him 
his Deſign, and his Apprehenſions. His Gentleman of the Horſe, whom 
he had not taken with him, perceiving that his Maſter was gone, pur- 
ſued him, not to join, but betray him, and give Notice of his Flight 
to ſome Swedes, who were in Quarters ſome Leagues from Bender, up- 
on the Road he had taken, and had no hand in the Calabalik.* Theſe 
loſt no Time, but overtook him the next Morning near a Fountain where 
he was ſitting to let his Horſe feed, and reſt a little. They ſeiz d 
and made him Priſoner, taking from him all his Papers, which they 
put into the Hands of King Sraniſlaus. Among the reſt, there was a 
Copy of a Letter to King Auguſtus, wherein he made him Proteſtati- 
ons of an inviolable Fidelity, and hinted to him to ſend ſome Preſents 


to the Tartar Han, who ſeem'd very much diſpos'd to ſerve him, if he 


would diſengage himſelf from the Muſcovites, the Alliance with whom 
gave Umbrage to the Porte. He added, that the Baſhaw, being a 
very ſelf-intereſted-Man, his Majeſty muſt not expect any good Offices 


from him, without he gained him over by his Liberality; with other 


Expreſſions as little advantagious. This Letter was carried to the 
Baſhaw by Prince Wisnowisky, accompanied by the Palatine of 
Kiow ; it was interpreted to him after the moſt proper manner, to in- 
creaſe his Coolneſs, or rather Hatred to the Count, telling him, that 
he repreſented him as one of the moſt untractable eus, who wou d 
do any thing for Intereſt, and from whom nothing was to be hoped 
for without it. Mr. Fabrice happening to enter ſome time after, the 
Baſhaw turning the Converſation upon the Count, asked why they 
had not already beheaded him? He anſwered, that twas not uſual a- 
mong Chriſtians, without great Reaſon, and many Formalities of Ju- 
ſtice. „ ſo, (added he) would only. be a Muſcovite Spy leſ5, By 
which one may judge how much the Baſhaw was prepoſſeſſed againſt

' To return to the King of Sueden: He was conducted a Pri- 
ſoner to Demirtaſb, by little Journeys of three or four Leagues a Day; 

and different Reports were ſpread concerning the Porte's Inten- 
tions, as to its Treatment of him. Ar one time 'twas ſaid, that 'twas 

reſoly'd to confine him in the Caſtle of Candia; at another 'twas given 

our, that he wou'd be ſent to ſupply the late Count Tekety's Place at 
Nicomedia; at leaſt this laſt I was poſitively aſfured of by the Seraskier 
of Benders Kiaia. Theſe Reports, whether with or without Grounds, 
had this Effect, that the French Embaſſador went to beg the Caima- 
can of Conſtantinople, and the High-Admiral Ibrahim Baſhaw, to inter-

ſame time to procure a Squadron of Men of War from the King his 

Maſter, to reconduct that Prince into his own Dominions, and deliver 

the Porte from the Ex pences and Trouble that might be caus d by his 
Stay there. Twas ſaid, the Engliſſ Embaſſador, having (as was given out) 
receiv d Orders from his Court no more to intermeddle with the Czar's 
Affairs, to the Prejudice of the King of Sweden, made the ſame Of- 
fer : This, ar leaſt, is certain, that his Excellency did not appear any 
oe in the Accommodation of the Muſcovites and Turks, as the Dutch 
mbaſſador continued to do, on the contrary, and that publickly, even » 
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the laſt; The Caimacan wrote about it to the Vier, and the Captain 
Baſhmo went in Perſon to Adrianople;; and whether it was through 
their Interceſſion, or the Grand Seigniors altering the Reſolution: be- 


fore-mention'd, his Majeſty was carried ro Demotica, a little City on 


the Weſtern Side of a ſmall River without Name, which diſembogues 
it ſelf into a larger, call d Mariſa, fix ſhort Leagues from Adrianople, 
noted in my Map B. This Place, which I ſaw-afterwards, ſeems to 
be fituated where the Ancients. placed Platinapolis, for which I bes 


lieve the Medal (19) in the Print XXIX. was ſtruck. However, 1 
bought it there of a Greek, with the (i and two like (a+) in the Print 


XII. There is now no other Inſcription remaining, but the Word H 
(on the Walls of an old Caſtle) which ſignifying To tbe People, gives 


ground to believe it may have been a Free City, and from whence ic 


probably derives its Name. I bought here likewiſe the Medal of Al. 
dera, N& 13. Print XXVIII. and that of Trajanopolis, Print XXIX. 
N? (10) with (16) (20). It is a pretty neat Place, tho it has but few 
good Houſes; that wherein the King lodg d belong d to an Aga, and was 
pretty convenient. The Greeks live ſeparately in the Old Caſtle, ſur- 
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rounded with miſerable decaying Walls, kept in ill Repair, where they 


have a Church, ſell Wine, get drunk, dance and quarrel at liberty. 
The Houſes without are all Tartiſbs; his Majeſty was lodg d in the 


beſt, which was entirely furniſhed after their manner. The Seliffar 


Aga Ali Baſhaw, Son-in-Law and Favourite to the Sultan, and Yifier 


in Petto; or to explain myſelf more intelligibly, the Governor both of 
his Highneſs and the then her Salman Baſpaw, ſaid to the latter, 


Send Word to the King of Sweden that he is welcome thither, and 
“e thac if he pleaſes he may ſtay. there all his Life ; that the Porte 
will ſupply him with all manner of Neceſſaries for his Subfiſtance ; 


* and I believe, added he, that by what I have heard of him, I know | 


* him well enough to aſſure you, that he won't remain there above a 
„ Year, without asking Permiſſion to be gone; but above a ine: 
© no ready Money.” Saliman Baſhaw indeed ſent this Meſſage, bur 


gave it a more civil Turn, and accompanied it with a pretty fine 


Horſe, ordering a Thaim to be allowed him accordingly, conſiſting of 
Bread, Meat, Oil, Spice, Butter, &c. and this Thaim, which was re- 
gularly given every Day to the King and his Retinue, was ſo ample, 
that ſeveral Swedes fold the Overplus to che Greeks. The Yifier how- 
ever went beyond the Counfel of Ali Baſhaw, in granting him alſo a 
ſmall Sum of Twenty-five Crowns a Day for Wine, which the Tark;fÞ 
Law does not only forbid them drinking, but even co give it in Kind 
to their Gueſts whoſe Religion allows it them; and that alſo for Pork, 
on which the ſame Injunction or Prohibition is laid. Orders were alſo 
ſent to the Seraskier of Bender, to furniſh the Swedes who were ſtill 
there wich the like, tho twas not in ſo great a Quantity. In the mean 
while, Mr. Fabrice; with whom I had-ſtaid behind, having done all the 
Service that lay in his Power to the Swedes, (beſides procuring them 
their Liberty who were not freed before his Majeſty's Departure) we 
ſet out from thence the Beginning of March, and reach d Aurianople 
about the Middle of the fame. Sale „ 
During cheſe Tranſactions the Seraskier of Bender Tſmarl :Baſhaw, 


the Chiaous Baſbaw, the Muphty, and the Tartar Han, were almoſt 


ſame who had met with the like Fate Five Vents before, fbr bein 
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all depoſed at the ſame time. Cuplan Gherai, Brother to the laſt, the 
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defeated in Circaſſia, ſucceeded in his Room; the Porte believing that 
it ought always to be infallible and invincible, when the contrary hap- 
pens, impute it to the Fault of its Generals and Officers, and fo puniſhes 
them as if guilty of Treaſon or Cowardice, as I have already hinted. 
However it was, the ſame Galley that was ſent to fetch him from 
Rhodes, to ſer him again at the Head of the Tartars, tranſported Del- 
vet Gherai to that Place of Exile. The Chiaous Baſhaw was ſtrangled, 
the Seraskier of Bender baniſh'd to Sinope, and the Muphty only depriv'd 
0 (( | DS 
The Han Deluet Gherai and Iſmael Baſhaw expected no better Treat- 
ment, as ſoon as they had delivered the 1000 Purſes above mention d 
to the King of Sueden, and found that his Majeſty wou'd not depart 
without as much more; as for the reſt, their Fall muſt be attributed to 
the Inconſtancy of the Porte. Ibrahim Baſhaw, formerly a Waterman, 
who. had ingratiated himſelf with the Grand Seignior, by an Accident 
which I ſhall relate immediately, communicated Mr. Deſalleuress Propo- 
ſal, concerning his Majeſty's Return, to the Divan; tho this was what 
at that time leaſt diſturb'd the Porte, which only made it ſerve as a Pre- 
rence for obtaining its Ends of the Muſcovites and Poles. After ſeveral 
ſecret Audiences, which (twas reported) he had of his Highneſs, not fo 
much upon that Head, as the 2 with the Potentates afore- men- 
tioned, he was on the 29th of March advanced to the Dignity of Prime 
Hier, and complimented generally as ſuch. Hereupon he ordered 
Mr. Brue, who was then become more the Interpreter of Sweden than 
France, to write to the Ambaſlador to come to Adrianople. The Court 
of Demotica expreſſed a great deal of Joy at that Change, for they 
perceived that this Viſier was as good a Swede as Frenchman; but with- 
al, he was of a. violent Temper, without any Politeneſs, and in a 
word a downright Tarpawlin, underſtanding nothing bur the Sea. 
The manner of his leaving his Boat to be the Head of the Ottoman 
Fleet, is ſingular enough to deſerve relating, and was thus : 2 
The preſent Grand Seignior ar the Beginning of his Reign uſed to 
walk about the City of Conſtantinople and the adjacent Villages, ſome- 
times in the Habit of a Dervi//o, ſometimes in another Diſguiſe, with 
two or three of his moſt; faithful Creatures differently dreſſed, ſo as 
not to be known. At one time he wou'd thruſt himſelf among the 


-Fanizaries to hear what was ſaid of him, or his Government, and 


ſend in the Night to ſtrangle, and fling into the Sea, thoſe whom 


he found by their own Diſcourſe to have had the greateſt Share in 


the depoſing his Brother, or who ſeem'd the moſt diſaffected and 
likely to ſerve him after the ſame manner. Ar another time he wou'd 


go into ſome of the large Boats, that carry Twenty, Thirty or Fifty 


Perſons from Europe to Aſia, or from Village to Village; and being in 
one of theſe, as his Men of War and Gallies were returning from -crui- 
ſing againſt the Spantards, Italians and Malteſe, our Ibrahim, then one 
of the Watermen, ſaid to his Comrades, loud enough to be heard by 
all the Paſſengers, Dye ſee theſe. Veſſels, how they return as they 
* went. out? They ſtrive to avoid meeting the Infidels as much as 
they can, ſheltering themſelves ſometimes: in one Harbour, ſome- 
times in another, and eat the Grand Seignior's Bread without doing 
any thing for it; I know their Ways, I have been Sailor and Pilot 
on Board ſome of them, and when I propoſed to go in ſearch of 
** tlie-Infidels in Places where I was ſure they were, they 7 2 
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Fool ; but if I had been Commander of one of them, I won d ne-

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ver have returned into Conſtantinople Harbour, without ſome Prize. 
The Grand Seignior hearing this, had a Curioſity to make Tryal of 
his Bravery at Sea; and ſome Days afterwards ordered the Captain 
 Baſhaw to take him as Under · Captain, and give him the Command of 
one of his Men of War as ſoon as he ſhoud put to Sea again; this 
was done accordingly, and 1brahim the firſt time brought in two Prizes, 
a Genoeſe Veſſel, _ a | | 

in that Poſt, but he diſtinguiſhed himſelf by ſome ſuch Action whi 1 
ſo pleaſed the Sultan, that he created him his High Admiral. This 
Account of his Advancement he gave himſelf to Mr. Deſallkurec, and 
ſeveral others, but we ſhall ſoon ſee. how he was tumbled down when 
arrived at the higheſt Poſt in the Ottoman Empire. . . 
On the zoth, the new Han Carplan Gherai arriving at Adrianople, 
had a publick and very fayourable Audience of the Grand Seignior, 
beſides divers ſecret ones, which made it judged that his Highneſs 
put a great deal of Confidence in his Counſels and Conduct. He was 
very much careſs'd by the /i/er,: and. complimented as well by all the 


Miniſters of the Porte, as thoſe of Foreign Courts. Meſſieurs Gro» 


thuſen and Poniatowsky, among the reſt, went to wiſh him oy in 
alt. 


the King of Sweden's Name, and offer him his Majeſty's Friendin 

He receiv'd them very graciouſly, promis d his in return to the King, 
and ſaid he wou'd do him all the Service that lay in his Power. In 
ſhort, he gave a favourable Reception to all the Compliments: that 
were made him upon his Reſtoration, excepting thoſe of the Muſco- 
vite Miniſters, who not being allow d ro ſtir out of their Houſes, ſent 
to congratulate him by Mr. Theks, the Dutch Interpreter. , He pretend- 
ed that they ſhou'd engage themſelyes to induce the Czar to pay the An- 
nual Penſion of 80000 Crowns, from which his Czarzay Majeſty had 
got himſelf exempred by the Treaty of Carlowitz; and that an Article to 
that purpoſe ſhou'd be inſerted expreſly in that which they were endea- 
vouring to ſet again on foot with the Sublime Porte. For this End they 
had obtaia'd Liberty of the depoſed VJiſer Soliman Baſbate, to come out 
of the Seven Towers and be at Adrianople, where the new Vier 1bra- 
him Baſhaw ſtill kept them Priſoners in their own Houſe, (being the 


Malteſe Bark; and no Year paſſed whilſt he was 
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ſame wherein himſelf had liv'd before his Promotion to the Dignity of 


VHiſier) giving them more reiſon to apprehend a War than hope for 
Peace. The Han returned the Preſents with which they accompanied 
their F ee of Congratulation, ordering them to be told, that 
when the Article of the Penſion ſhou d be ſettled and fign'd, he wou d 
accept them. Upon this theſe Gentlemen ſent him Anſwer, that it 
ſhou d not be theit Faults, if he did not obtain his Demand; that they 
wou d write about it to their Maſter, without whoſe Permiſſion they 
begg d his Highneſs to conſider twas not in their Power to regulate 
ſuch an Article; that, as for the reſt, they had not yet had liberty of 
the Sublime Porte, to enter into Conferences with her Miniſters about 


renewing the Treaty, nor even to ſend their own Interpreters: And 


indeed (as I've before obſery d) twas the firſt Interpreter for the Durch 
Nation; who being entirely devoted to their Service, took Cate of their 
Affairs, and ſollicited, intreated, promiſed and made Preſents for them 
to the Porte, meeting with Affronts, Injuries, Reproaches, Complaints, 
Menaces, but ſeldom with good Words; but was ſaid to be very well 
paid, and promiſed much more by the Muſcouites in rexurn for his Trow-

Departure was no longer talked on. On the other hand, the Palarine 
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ble. The Han, inſtead of being ſatisfy d with their Reaſons, was con- 
tinuälly threatening and making as if he had Orders from the Grand 
Seignior to depart and repair to His Troops, with which he gave out 

he Was to begin Hoſtilities, as in plundering, taking Slaves, 1 OW 
Mr. Deſalleures reach'd Adrianople ſome Days after the Hans Arri- 
val, afid this Ambaſſador with Mr. Brus tranſacted all Affairs at the Porte 
for the Swedes, which they cou d not do for themſelves in Perfon ; en- 
deayouring to induce the Han and the Turks to perſiſt in their Demands 
on the Czar, and their Tb of War, and that with as much Zeal 
fforts to the contrary; and the King's 


of Maſſovia and Baron Goltæ, with their Retinue, were almoſt as 
cloſely confined at "(x as the Muſcovites, and were in a fort of 
Inquiſition, for they indeed ask d nothing of them, but ſeem d defirous 
of their offering ſomething of their own accord, ſo that they ſhou d not 
complain of their Deſigns, neither wou'd they directly infringe the 
Treaty of Carlowitz.

If his Majeſty was not then out of Order, the great Reſt that had

- Whether the V, did nor rightly undetftahd the Reſpett due to 
Ctown'd Heads, br the Civility to be obſervd by an Inferior to a Su- 
perior, Which, ſetting aſide the'Aaughrineſs üſually inſeparable from 
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Prime Vifter, ought ro oblige him to wait upon the King, inſtead of pre · 
tending to expect his Majeſty's coming to him, or whether he really belie- 
ved that he was indiſpoſed, or both, he never expreſs d any Reſentment a- 


gainſt the Swedes for it. His Inclinations ſeem d to be more rurn'd to War 


chan Peace, and he appear d deſirous of ſignalizing himſelf by Land, as he 
had already done by Sea; and when the Muſcovites, whom he always 


kept confined, demanded, by the Interpreter before -· mentioned, to have 


the Conferences open d, for which they had been brought from Conftanti-. 
nople, he made Anſwer, that he would carry them into the Field with 


him, and talk of Peace upon the Frontiers. This amphibious Hero: 


not only threaten'd the Czar, but the Poles; and he ſeem'd, by the 


warlike Preparations. for which he had given Orders, to be wholly. 


intent upon renewing the War, when he was ſeiz'd as he came out of 
the Serag/io, and ſtrangled, and his Body thrown into the River. 

Mr. Fabrice, who was always welcome to the King, as contribu- 
ting to his paſſing his moſt agreeable Moments, by the Sprightli- 
neſs of his Wit, had taken a Lodging in a neighbouring Villa e, 
call d Caragatæ, in order to be nearer the Court, and aſſiſt his Majeſty 
to laugh at the Caprices of the Porte, inſtead of being chagrind at 
them. Ali Baſhaw Cumurgi, after this, began to exerciſe the Autho- 
_ rity of Viſier, but without aſſuming the Title, till ſome Months after- 
wards. He treated the King of Sueden after the ſame Manner he 


had advisd So/rman Baſhaw, without ever mentioning his Departure; 


and he even ſent Mr. Deſalleures back to Conſtantinople for having done it, 


or demanded ſomewhat in his Favour. However, the Muſcovites and 


Poles did not immediately find their Account in this Change, as they 
had flattered themſelves; the Han was inflexible upon the Article be- 
fore mentioned, and they continued to keep them in a Cage (to uſe 


that Expreſſion) to force them to ſing, that is, to bring them to their 
own Terms; and the firſt were not releaſed but upon the Promiſe of 


120, 00 Crowns, once for all, for the Han, and a great deal more 

for the Sublime Porte.

The Change of Air began at this Time viſibly to be detrimental to 

his Swediſh Majeſty, and in ſpite of his happy and ſtrong Conſtitution, 


he was attack d by a Tertian Ague,and that pretty violent. Juſt at this 


JunQure, ſome Affairs calling me to Chriſtendom, partly for his Ma- 
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jeſty's Service, partly for my own Buſineſs, I reſolv d firſt to make a 


Tour to Conſtantinople, and ſet out for that Place the middle of May. 


On the Road I was overtaken by the K:/lar Aga, who was depos' d, 


accompanied by ſix Men Servants, all better mounted than my ſelf, 
eſpecially the Aga himſelf. A little after I came up with his Harem, 
conſiſting of two coyer'd Waggons; and as I:lay at Ponte Piccolo, in 
a Han where they took up their Lodging, I had a View of his Wo- 
men: There were four of them, young, pretty free with their Veils, 
and not at all ſcrupulous of ſhowing their Faces, in going in and 
out of their Room, which was near mine, to take the Air. Tis not 
eaſy to imagine what Uſe ſuch mutilated Creatures, as I have repre- 


ſented thoſe of his Colour to be, can make of Women, * having not 


ſo much as the leaſt Mark to diſtinguiſh of what Sex they are; and 
twould be incredible, if Experience did not daily ſhew it. Tis odd 
they ſhould take a Pleaſure in raiſing Deſires they can't ſatisfy, neither

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in themſelves nor their Odalicłs, for they dont take any by Contract, 
no Turliſß Women being willing to have fuch titular Husbands; where- 
fore they buy Slaves, who are forced by their Condition to a loathed 
Complaiſance for their monſtrous Maſters. The Niſfar Aga, leaving 
them there under the Guard of ſome Eunuchs of his own Colour, went 
on that Night for Conftantinople, where I arrivd next Day. 1 

After a Stay of about fix Weeks, I ſet out again for Adrianople, in or- 
der to Are on my intended Journey. On my Road thither, between 
Ponte Piccolo and Ponte Grande, I overtook ſome Tchorbadgis, or Tur- 
kiſh Captains, whom I had known at Bender; they were going (as 
they ſaid) with their Companies to Corchin, which the Porte was for- 
tifying. I told them that a great many Troops were already march'd 
that Way; to which they anſwer d, That's true, but we have Or- 


4 ders to form a Body upon the Frontiers of Poland. What (faid I) 


to wage War with the Poles? No (reply d they 2 but to take Poſ- 
& ſeſſion of Caminick, which is offer d us by King 18 
© moſt Part of Poland in his Intereſt. But (added I) if the Poles, 
& who favour him, ſhould nor declare themſelves, what will do 
de then? If they ſhou'd not (rejoin'd one of them) King Anguſtus 
&« will be apprehenſive of our entring Poland, and declaring War, and 


therefore will himſelf offer it; and tis no Matter from whom we 
4 receive it, provided tis deliverd up. But (continued I) if neither 


et the one nor the other ſhould happen, what then? Then (faid they) 
te we ſhall return; the Grand Seignior pays us for both going and co- 
% ming.” I arrivd at Adrianople the roth of 7. and went next Day 
to Demirtaſh to ſollicit my Diſpatches, which were 3 and got 
ready the 12th, but not preſented to the King to ſign, on Account 
of his having a pretty violent Fit of an Ague. Nevertheleſs, his Ma- 
jeſty look'd as chearful as if. nothing ail'd him, and never made any 
Complaint, being no more afraid of the Shocks of a Diſtemper, than 
the Dangers of War. Having got my Diſpatches, I ſet forward on 
my Journey with a Lithuanian Servant, hiring Horſes at Adrianople for 
Ha there being no Menzil-hane, or Poſt-Houſe for Horſes, at 
Muſtapha Pacha Cupral or the Bridge of Muftapha Baſhaw; where I ſtaid 
fome Hours to take a View of the Bridge, which is both long, large, 
and of Stone; and another Packet was ſent me there from the Swedi/> 
Chancery, by one of his Majeſty's Interpreters. I was no longer at 
Hermanly than whilſt T cou'd get two Horſes for my ſelf and my Ser- 
vant ; tis a pretty large Town, and very populous, having two hand- 
ſome Moſques, a fine Han, and another Stone Bridge ach leſſer, and 
built by the fame. _ F s 
From hence I purſued my Journey by Ghenge Mahane, a little Vil- 
lage, but inconſiderable; Papaſſi, another ſomething larger, with 
a Han and a little Moſque ; and at Night I reach'd Philippoh,, where I 
lay at Menzs{-hane, or Poſt-Houſe. The next Morning, before my 
ſetting out, 1 had a Curioſity to ſee this Town, but I could ngr diſco- 
ver any Inſcriptions in it; it is very long, bur not broad, anfl has ſe- 
veral good Stone-Houſes, amongſt a greater Number of Wooden Ones, 
with four or five handſome Moſques. I bought here of a Goldſmith 
the Silver Medal, Which was formerly ſtruck of Braſs for this City,

A little Ship of rhe ſame Metal gilt, which is made to move very cu- 
riouſly with its Sails, by Springs and little Wheels. They ſhew there 
likewiſe a Number of pretious Veſſels of different Figures, of Gold, Sil- 
ver, Onyx, Agate, Lapis Lazuli, Rock Chryſtal, with Vials of Ame- 
thyſts and Turquoiſes. There are alſo Medals of ſeveral Emperors, 
moſt part of them of Gold. One may ſee there the Figures and Heads of 
divers Roman Emperors cut upon Amethyſts, Emeralds, Cornelians, G. 
all antique, and an antique Head of Alexander the Great, perfectly well 
cut upon an Onyx. The Alchymiſts may behold in it with Emulation 
two Miracles of their great Work, if true ones, viz. two Golden Blades; 


one whereof they ſay was of Braſs, and the other which they affirm was 
Lead, and have been Tranſubſtantiated into this Metal; after which Art 


ſo many have been ſo long ſtudying. A Bunch of Grapes, with ſome 
Gold, which (as they ſay) was found in the Vineyard of Tokay. A 
Place of Agate, whereon are the Words Chriſto Nato, which (they fay) 
were written by the Hand of Nature it ſelf. The Arms of the pious 
Haufe of Auſtria, done by the ſame Hand upon a Hyacinth, with a Ca- 
pital L. A Reman Buckler, whereon is the Figure of a Peacock repre- 
fenred, by Emeralds inlaid in it.

miration than the Order and Symmetry of his Church; tis a bold 


Pile of Building, after the manner of the Holy Chappel at Paris, bur 
| incomparably larger. The Steeple of this vaſt Edifice is of an extra- 
ordinary height, and is all of hard Stone; and the Ornaments and Fi- 
gures = it are cut out with ſuch Delicacy, as if they were wrought 
upon Wax. cf DET —_ 3 
Upon entring this Church, ones Eyes are entertain d by Thirty three 
ſumptuous Altars, in as many noble Chappels, that ate worthy of and 
entirely anſwerable to them for their Architecture and the Painting 
wherewith they are Embelliſhd. The Head Altar and the Tabernacle 
which is above it, and which (they ſay) came from Palermo, are two 
Maſter-pieces, and were not brought to the Perfection wherein they 


are now ſeen, at a leſs Expence than above Three Hundred Thouſand - 
Florins. In the Cliurch-yard, one is invited to obſerve a Pulpit of 


Stone, very plain; whence they pretend, that St. Capiſtran, of the 
Franciſcan Order, preiched in Latin to the People, and that he 
was waderſtood even by thoſe who wete entirely Strangers to that 
Language. The other Churches, as well withiour as within the City, 
are not deſtitate of their reſpective Beauties, neither in Architecture, 
Seulptute, not Painting, not to mention the Richneſs of their Sacred 


Vrenſils or Sacerdotal Ornaments. Tlie Monaſteries, or Religious 


Houfes, are fo many ſtately and large Palaces; among which they 
give the Preference to thoſe of the 'Feſuits; the one conſecrated to 


St. Ignatius and St. Frincis Xavier, accompanied with a fine College, 


and che other the profeſs'd Houſe ; and aſtet to thoſe of the Auguſtines, 


the Dominic aus, the Carmelites; the Frantiſtans, and the Fathers of the 


Trinity, for their Riches and the Quantity of ſuck Ornaments as before- 
mention'd;; and to thoſe of the Franciſcans on the new Market Place, 
the Capuohine, the Pariſh-Charck of the Virgin Mary, chat of che Au-

in the Churches of Count Harrach, they cut off (out of Malice, as 
twas ſuppos d) a Piece of one of Luthers Buskins, faſtening to it a 


Paper with theſe Words, Ex Caligis Divi Lutheri, as they do to the 


Relicks to diſtinguiſh them, then enclos d ir in one of the Shrines: 
This done, they carried it to his Highneſs, who (as the Hiſtory goes) 
was wholly ignorant of the Impoſture, and he ſeal d. it with: his: own 
Signet, and ſent it thus to the Biſhop of Vienna, who being a Branch 


of the Family of the Count of Harrach, had deſired theſe Relieks, 


which the Duke in Civility granted. The Cheſt being come, he had it 
placed in the Chappel; where they had no ſooner been, than they caſt 
forth (as the Hiſtory adds) an intollerable Stench, and each Piece be- 
ing thereupon examined by the Biſhop, in Preſence of his. Clergy, 
and che Fraud diſcover d by the Inſcription, they threw the Piece of 
Buskin into the Fire, on which the Stink ceaſed, and a moſt agreeable 


Smell ſucceeded in lieu thereof. . 


The Suburbs (between which and the City is a great empty Space 
forming a very large Creſcent) are perfectly handſome, being advan- 
tageouſly ſet off and diverſify d by a Number of fine Palaces and Mo- 
naſteries for both Sexes, with delicious Gardens; and they ſeem to 
make various little ſubordinate Cities, among which that call d Leo- 
poldjtat deſerves more than the Name of a little City, being of a great 
Extent, and having a great Number of fine -Houſes. 3 
In the mean while, continual Proceſſions were made, and publick 
Prayers put up, for the entire extinguiſhing of the Plague, which at

E firſt Town that I reach'd in Holand was Deventer, which is 


large and populous, but fortify'd after the old Manner; it is ſitua- 


ted on the River 7/7, and was taken in 1672 by the French, who quit- 


ted it two Years afterwards, The ſecond was Amersfort, which ſtands 
on the River Ems; and the third was Utrecht, where was his Excel- 
lency Dr. Rebinſon,. then Biſhop of Briſtol, late of London, in Quality 
of Plenipotentiary from the Queen of England. I had a Letter for him 
from Mr. Fahrer the Brit;/þ Miniſter to his Suediſb Majeſty, which

deal of Kindneſs, and did me the Honour to keep me to dine with

It contains beſides the puplick Trea- 
ſure, a ſurpriſing Variety of valuable, uncommon and curiousRarities ; 
and the Carvers and. Painters haye diſplay d their utmoſt Art in contri- 
buting to adorn it within. The ſecond is entirely worthy of theRiches 

which are 115 by Commerce out of thoſe Countries, as well as the 
Arſenal, which depends upon it; and that of the Admiralty is alſo very 
ſine. The Churches are very handſome, tho without the interior Orna- 
ments of Sculpture and Painting, which were baniſh'd by the Reforma- 
tion; the Caluiniſt Religion being predominant in that Country. Their 
Civil Government is ſuch throughout the Seven Provinces, chat tho all 
ſorts of Religions are tolerated there, even Numbers the Names where= 
of are not Known elſewhere, yet one never hears of any Faction or 
Diſorder; and (which is very uncommon amongſt other Nations, if 
we except the Turks) they never perſecute each other, or ſhow any 
manner of Hatred, on account of the Difference of Faith or Opinions: 
But the Clergy are not allow d to meddle with Temporal Affairs which 
concern the State; and if any one ventures to do it, he is obliged ro 
leave the Country in leſs than Twenty four Hours; and there have been 
Examples of Miniſters, who, having digreſſed from their Text to make 
ſome Reflections on that Head, have not had pots Liberty on coming 
out of the Church to go home again to their own Houſe. 
I ſtaid but three Days at Amſterdam, which I ſpent with a great deal 

of Satisfaction in viewing it; I lodg d at the City of Lyon, where I 
found a number of Foreigners, moſt part French; and amongſt the reſt 
the Marquis de Langallerie, who was continually diſputing with them 
about the Times, eſpecially the Peace which was negotiating at 
Utrecht. He was very much inflam'd againſt the King of France; 
whole Service and Religion he had quitted ; and he endeavoured to 
ſully his Glory in making ſo fortunate a Peace, after rhe moſt unſuc- 
ceſsful War that ever France had carried on: He ſaid, that his Maje- 
ſty had lately taken the ſame Meaſures for the obtaining ſuch Terms, 
as formerly for the Acquiſition of ſo many Places, viz. (to make 


Uſe of his own Words) by metamorphoſing himſelf into a Golden 5 


Shower like another Jupiter, in order to gain i Miniſtry 
by Preſents; which he averr'd. as poſitively as if he himſelf had 
ſeen * given. A French Gentleman anſwer d, that ſuch RefleQi- 
ons became him much leſs than any body elſe, being himſelf _ 
ject of that Princes; adding, that it was true that the Peace muſt 

coſt ſomewhat, but that the Terms were ſo good, and ſo much be- 
ond whatever they had dared hoped for in France, that they cou d not 
ut look upon it as a Miracle of Politicks of that great Prince's Work- 
ing, which wou'd eternize his Wiſdom, and increaſe his Glory, for be- 
ing thus ſuperior to his Enemies in the Cabinet, after having been 
conquer d by them in the Field of Battle.

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_ I found the Nation very much divided on account of the Peace newly 
made; and the Duke of Marlborough, who never fled from above One 
Hundred Thouſand armed Men, now forced to do it by ſome few well 
pore ones without any Arms. As for the //higs, they feem'd as dif 
atisfy d at this Peace, as the Tories were pleaſed with it. I went the 
next Sunday after my Arrival, to ſee Divine Service 2 in

However extraordinary and diſreſpectful the Manner may Teem, 
wherewith the Examiner has treated a Subject ſo ſerious as Religion, 
it was thought, by the Partiſans of the Church of England, fo ingeni- 
ouſly and wittily invented, and ſb proper to inſplire.an Averſion td the 
Roman Catholick Religion, and the utmoſt Contempt of Caleèius Re- 
formation, by repreſenting the one ab Impoſture and Cheat, and the o- 
ther as a School of Fanaticiſm and Diviſions, that it gain d many Ad- 
miters amongſt Perſons of the firſt Rank. This, join d with the Mo- 
deration and Wiſdom he aſcribes to the EN] Reformation, which 
he every where extols under the Name of Martin, and his writing 
for the Government, got him (as is ſaid) recommended to the Queen 
for x Biſhoptick ; and twas affirm d that he woud have had one, if a 
certain great Prelate, not believing that any dne could be a CHitian, 
and ridicule fo ſharply, and in fo prophane 2 Manner, thoſe who bear thact 
Name, had not diſſuaded her Majeſty from it, by the ſcrupulous Deli- 
cacy of his Remonſtrances; tho he coud not hinder his obtätning 
another honourable and gainful * the Church.

not) I ſhall only add, that I have heard Preachers of all theſe three 


ſorts of Religion inveighing even more bitterly againſt one another, 
uſing worſe Expteſſions, fuller of Paſſion, and even contrary to what is

Stockholm,-after having exclaim'd in the moſt paſſionate and groſs man- 
ner in the World againſt Calvins Reformation, concluded: with theſe 
Terms, That if he knew any of his Children that had a mind to embrace 
that Religion, he would cut their Throats with:his own Hands. 
There is no Country in the World where the Liberty of Writing and 
Talking is greater, and the Danger leſs, than in Great Britain, provided 
the Manner is not too open and barefaced. As that of a Layman, in re- 
ſpect of the Trinity, which he attempted to ridicule, uſing this Compari- 
ſon, among others as inſipid; he repreſented a Perſon taking three Pip- 
pins of an old Apple - Woman, and offering to pay but for one, telling her, 
that if ſhe were a Chriſtian, ſhe ought to be contented; ſince, according 
to the Chriſtian Religion, Three were but One: But his Pippin coſt him 
very dear, for he loſt a Place of 6 or 800/7.. per Annum, and his Libel 
was burnt by the Hangman. So had been that of another before; who 
haying given too great Looſe to his Imagination on a Paſſage of the 
Holy Scripture, which ſays, that they who hade true Faith ſhan't die, 
but be tranſlated as Enoch and Elijah into the Heavens. He pretended 
that he had that true Faith, and conſequently ſhould never die, but be 
thus tranſlated; and inſinuating, that if the contrary ſnould happen, 


twas a Sign that the Promiſe was not divine, or true, ſince he had all 


the Faith requir d for the Tranſlation; he was expell'd the Houſe of 
Commons, of which he was a Member, for his Inſinu ation. 

They write againſt the Government with yet leſs Hazard: A Parlia- 
ment is no ſooner diſſolv d, than Hundreds of the moſt biting Ballads and 
Satires are made upon it and the Miniſtry; and the Licence that is 
taken between the Diſſolution of the Old and chooſing a New Parlia- 
ment, reſembles that which is uſual in Boats upon the Thames, where 
all manner of Scurrilities and Invectives go for nothing, and even 
Kings have heard themſelves calld Rogues and Whore-maſters, and 


Queens Strumpets, c. But one may ſay, that the Liberty is in ſome Re- 


ſpects too great for the Common People, who, not having good Senſe 
nor Education to make a right Uſe: of it, commit a thouſand Diſor- 
gers and Inſolencies. About Which I have heard many Engliſʒi Gen- 
tlemen abroad, upon obſerving the different Behaviour of foreign Ser- 
vants, and thoſe of their own! Country, complain, that no People in 
the World were ſo unhappy in that Reſpect, for that none paid greater 
Wages, or were worſe ſer yd. Beſides, added they, (which is very 
ſhameful, and not practis d even in the pooreſt Nation that is) They 
raiſe Contributions upon thoſe who: come to eat at our Tables, and have 
made it cuſtomary to ſtand ready at the Door, againſt the Gueſts come 
out, to retei ue ſome Gratuity; which they expeti as their Due, or elſe will 
ü them: And that Things were come to 
that paſs, that a Servant looking for a Maſter, did not ſend to his old 
one for a Chatacter; but that if a Gentleman wanted to hire one, his 
own Servants muſt give him a Character before he coud get one: Al 
- wwhich-(ſaid he) g fo our dear Libet.

As I miſs d ſeveral things of Value, eſpecially ſome 
Silver Medals, not to be had again for Mony, which cou d not have 
been taken but by herſelf, or choſe ſhe admitted, I advertis'd her 
three times in the News, without heating at all of her; but ſometime 
after, ſhe, by her Seducers Advice, having been Chriſten d again, chat 
I might not lay any Claim to her, appear d publickly, and ſaid to one 
of my Acquaintance, I now dont fear my Maſter; Tue been baptiz'd by 


the. Biſhop of London, and am Servant. to 4 Knight, who is a Member of 


Parliament. Upon Enquiry, I found the whole, except her being chri- 
ſten d again, falſe ; the Biſhop being attack d with a Fit of Sickneſs, of 
which he neyer recover d, and ſhe being Servant to a ſingle Woman in 


a Joyner's, Houſe, whoſe Sirname was Knight, and the Parſon: who 


baptiz de her being only a ſimple Prieſt of the Church of England. I 
had her carried before a Juſtice of the Peace, whither ſhe was accom- 
pany d by her new Miſtreſs, (whoſe Character I will not enter into) 
and a Gang of ſix other Perſons, headed by an Attorney, who not 
only told me that ſhe, was as free as my ſelf, and that I had no Right to 


claim her, but threaten d me with a Law-Suir for accuſing her of Theft, 


and ſome of the Gang then preſent; of inyeigling her from my Service. 
She being thus countenanced, whatever I coud-fay to juſtify my 
Charge, avail d nothing; three of them ſwearing voluntarily, that I 
had declared her Honeſt, and own d to them that I had loſt nothing. 
I in vain reply d, that I had not before ſhe kept them Company. I 
was ſingle againſt a Multitude, and a Stranger in the Country; but the 
Juſtice not being ſo to the Wench or her Miſtreſs, looking compaſſionate- 
3 on, undervalud my Medals, as not being a Judge of Antiquities,

mighr eaſily imagine ſhe was, if he underſtood any thing of Geography, 
by asking her Country. Some Perſons, to whom I complain'd of it, 
inform d me of another Abuſe, of yet worſe Conſequence, vis. their

Some time after my Arrival, I receiy'd divers Letters ſtom Twrky, 
acquainting me amonꝑſt other things, that the $64;/h Courr was ſent 
back to Demorica, and having found Credit with ſome Franls at 17 
rather redeem'd from the Fanizarics and Tartars, who had plundered 
them at Marnitæa) Horſes, Furniture, with Table-Clotks, Knives, 
Sr. a la Franca; and that the King rode out evety Day, and din d in 
publick as at Bender; and Mr. Grothaſen and Marſhal Dulent kept 
open Table as formerly. That the Sublime Porte had intimated to

It is famous in the Proteſtant Hiſto- 
ry for the Peace in 1552, which reſtored their Freedom to the Duke 
of Saxony and the Lanaſgraue of Heſſe, and gave Liberty ef Conſci- 
Lintzz ence to Germany. The (a) fourth is leſſer,” but more regularly built, 
moſt of its Houſes being of Free · Stone, and flat- roof d, after the Na- 
lian Manner. It has a fine Imperial Caſtle, where the Court of Vienna 
Crems took Refuge, when that City was beſieged: The fifth is agreeably 
ſituated upon the Brow of a Hill, the Roof of which is waſhed by the 
Danube; it is well walled in with good Trenches, 
Vienna. J arrived at Vienna the 1 5th, where I ſtaid but four Days, which I ſpent 
with a great deal of Pleaſure by the Means of Mr. Morhoſf and Mr. Fury, 
and purſued my Courſe down the Danube, for Buda; and ſaw on my Way 
thither the Cities of () Presbourgh, Javarin, (c) Komoron, and (a) Strigo- 
nium. The firſt is in Upper Hungary, and is a large and pretty handſome 
City; tis the Place where the Emperor is crown'd'\King of Hungary, 
Javarin, Ar- and where the States of that Kingdom aſſemble. The ſecond is in the 
rabo. Lower Hungary, and ſituated upon the Confluence of the Raab, with 
| the Danube, where it forms an Oval Iſle, call'd Shut, as repreſented 
upon my Map A. It is only remarkable for being 9 by 
Komoron. Art and Nature; the Country People call it alſo Raab. The third 
ſtands upon the Eaſtern Point of Shut, and is call'd the e for ha- 
ving (as they ſay) never been taken; it has a good Citadel, with all 
the Advantages both of Art and Nature for its Defence. The Calvi. 
niſt and Lutheran Religion bear equally the ſame Sway there, and it 
is very well peopled, but its Houſes are but ordinarily built. The 
Strigonium, fourth is a finer City, and as well fortify d by Art, tho? not ſo ſtrong 
buy Nature; it has been ſeveral times taken, and re-taken, by the 
| Turks and Imperialiſts'; but the latter have kept it ever ſince the Vear 
1683. Tis the Reſidence of the Archbiſhop, Primate, Chancellor, 
and Preſident of the Council of State of the Kingdom of Hungur. 
8 Being come to the City of (e) Buda, I ſtaid there a whole Day, in 
order to take a more exact View of it, than I had of the others afore- 
going, which I only ſaw en paſſant, and very ſuperficially. It has been 
very ill uſed by 4 Arms of the Turks, Germans, and Hungarians ; 
and twas the Reſidence of the ancient Sovereigns of that Kingdom, 
from whom twas taken by the Turks in 1541, and made the Seat of 2 
Baſpaw, or Beglerleg, who liad under his Government all the Country 
between the Teiſſe and the Danube, incluſive of Aggria and Novigrad, with 
all the Louer Hungary, from Gran Nauiſca, and the Eaſtern Part of Sclavo- 
nia, with a great Part of Servia. The Imperial Troops, commanded by 
Duke Charles of Lorrain, re- took it from them by Storm in 1686, and 
it remain d and was yielded to the Emperor by the Treaty of Carlamitæ. 
The Breaches were not quite repaired when I paſsd through it, and

I told him No, 
and that I did not believe the Emperor (however zealous he might be 
otherwiſe for the Propagation of his Faith) ſo bad a Politician to di- 
ſturb his Hungarian Subjects upon that Head. But (anſwer d the Prieſt 
who was preſent) the Feſuits have ſo much Influence over him and his 
Miniſtry, and are fo much our Enemies, that tis in their Power to 
make him alter his moſt merciful Reſolutions. However, at laſt I 
ſaid enough to diſpel their Fears; and the firſt provided me two,good 
freſh Horſes with another Poſt-Boy, for I then rode, there being no 


regular Poſt Waggons in that Part of the Country. Next Day I went 
thro a pretty large Town, but forrily built, call'd Keskemers, with Keskemetz.

Its Fortifications are a Medley 
of the Modern and the Antique; but the vaſt Quanticy of Water, 
wherewith tis ſupply'd by its Situation in a ſort of Moraſs, and which 
fills its Diiches that are pretty deep, makes all Approaches difficult, 
and its Streets very dirty. Its Houſes are all wooden, and the pub- 
lick Market, where the Shops are, is very large; but that altogether 
does not make it a fine City, ar leaſt it was not then, for I have not 
ſeen, it ſince twas taken by the Germans, to whom the Turks yielded it 
up lately by the Treaty of Paſſarowits, after having kept it above One 
hundred and.ſixry Years. One of the Fanjzaries of the Garriſon con- 
ducted me before the Ba/haw, who, being inform'd who I was, and 
whicher I was going, receiv'd me very civilly ; and I was attack d with 
an Ague next Day after my Arrival, almoſt like that which ſeiz d me be- 
tween Cyprus and Jaffa, but indeed not ſo violent; I told his Kiaia of it, 
and that I was reſolved nevertheleſs to ſer out forthwith for Conſtantino- 
ple; he adviſed me ro go down the Danube for Killia, where I ſhoud not 
fail of a Sazque for that City, as being the eaſieſt way of travelling inmy

Legend, Divus Czſar, on the Reverſe, and the ſame ſitting on a tri- 
umphal Chariot drawn by four Elephants, with this Inſcription, 
TRIUMPH. GALL. that of Octavianus Ceſar Auguſtus ; his Buſt 
is repreſented upon this Medal crown'd with Laurels, with this Legend, 
D AUGUSTUS, and a Temple on the Reverſe. Theſe Medals, 
with a great many of the latter Roman Emperors, as Constantius, 
Dioclefian, Theodofras, ſix (like the Gold one mark d (6) in the Print 
XIII. found at Caffa) of Conſtantine, Fulianus, Probus, of Julia 
and Flaccilla, which were mingled with thoſe above - mention d, were 
ſold me for about a third more than the Value of their Weight by the 

Owners. Alcho' char of Conſtantine (a), Cc. in the ſame Print, is 
among the moſt common Ones, I have had it engravd on account 
of its Reverſe, and of what Hiſtory remarks of the Greek X that 
croſſes or is interwoven with the Greek P, and forms a Monogram of 
Jeſus Chriſt, upon the Labarum or Banner; which Monogram the Pa- 
triarch's Ble///zg, in the Print XXII. forms pretty diſtinctly with his 
Fingers. Some will have it, that theſe Characters wherein the X makes 
a perfect Greek Croſs, were firſt brought in Uſe at the time of the Ori- 
flame, or Viſion of Conſtantine, between the Rhine and the Danube, as 
they pretend. Others aver, that the Croſs was made uſe of by the 
Pagans ; and to prove it, do cite ſeveral Sepulchral Lamps, the Tomb- 
| ſtones of the ancient Goths, ſome of which are repreſented on the

Print XX XII, and; ſoem to countenance and ſupport this Opinibi; at 
they anſwer to the firſt, who alledge as a Proof of their Aſſettiunn 
that Julian the Apoſtate had them taken out of che Roman Rnſigns, 
mark d (a) or the Raman Eagles; that this Emperor did it in Oppo⸗ 
ſition to Cenſtantine, who had ſanctiſied or chriſtianized them; and

vels. I found there alſo Medals of Aauanople, with che Creſcent like (að* 
in the Print. XII, and like (x5) in XXIX. Thoſe who pretend to the beſt 
Knowledge of Pagan Antiquities ſay, that the Cygſcent, or New Moon, 
was a Deity of Aae e whoſe Worſhip Constantine extirpated, in 
changing the Name of Bizantium into that of Neu Rope, and Cunſfanti- 
nople, no call'd Stamboll by the Turks, ro whoſe Creſcent it abeys; tho 
there is not, that I know of, any ſuch thing repreſented on the Medals 
ſtruck. hy its ancient Inhabitants, (not even on my ſine Medallion of that 
City, N. (16) in the Print XXVIII) as chere is on the aforeſaid ones, and 
many more.

the Princeſs his Spouſe,” and the reſt of his Family; under che Guord 
of the faid Company of Fanizaries, without meeting with any other 
Reſiſtance than Tears. Whatever Care was taken thar none of the 
Prince's Domeſticks ſhou'd eſcape, two of them got off wich ſome 
Jewels; one of which made the beſt of his Way to Aadrianople, aud lay 
hid at an Engliſß Merchant's, with his light but valuable Booty”; bur 
being diftovered, the Merchant was ſeiz d as well as him, and caſt in- 
to Pelton by the Boſtangi Baſhaw of that City, where he paſs daa Night 
very unpleaſantly, and 3 would have fpent ſome others worfe, if 
ſome Friends had not effectually interceded for him with the Befangi 
Baſhaw, repreſenting to him, that this Merchant did not fo much as 
know that there was ſuch a Man in his Houſe, as the fugitive Dome- 
ſlick; who had inſinuated himfelf with his Greet Servants; which the 
ſaid Domeſtick having confeſs d himſelf, the Merchant was releas'd. 
The Prince and Princeſs, c. were no ſooner artivd at Conſtantino- 
ple, Where the Capigi Baſhaw conducted them, than they were put un- 
der the Boftangi Baſhaw of that Places Cuſtody, to ſqueeze them. II 
5 them there to their tragical End; which Ill mention in its proper

We lay at Thrae/i, and left it the 22d by Break of Day to continue 
our Journey through as rich Variety of Objects as before; and paſſing 
a little rapid River, three Leagues from thence, called by the People 
Galatzz of that Country Argwes, we went to lie at Galatæ, a great open Town 
in Moldavia, without any Caſtle, having five large Monaſteries; that 
of St. George, called by the Greeks, 1. Mead Moyagnes ; 2. Ar. Nie 
NO.; 3. Ln ),; A. AY. Acunrer©- ; 5. Miytmi©- ApyuyſerD©c ; 
wherein there are bur five or fix Colozeros, or Monks, who ſubſiſt by the 
Charity of foreign Merchants, who generally lodge and put their 
. Merchandize there. The 25th we pafs d the Nurb, at a little Village 
ancient Hie- call d Girptlis, and at Night reachd Timorum, a large one of 600/Hon- 
raſys. ſes, 'furfounded with gteat Gardens, abounding with all forts of Fruit 
Trees, and Vineyards. Happening to lodge at a Prieſts, who treated 
us very civilly, Lask d him if he did not know any one who had old 
ö Coins ; he carry d me to a Vine. Dreſſer's, who ſold me ſive Latin ones 
| of Cortlianus Pins, and three Greek ones, as N. (28.) in the Print X NIX. 
| | and two like (c) in the Print XIV. which he found (as he ſaid) in 
| digging his Garden; they were ſo black and dirty, that he did not ſo 
| much as know they were Silver. As he left the Price to my Genero- 
| ſity, I gave him more than the Value of the Silver; and made a {mall 
| 1 Preſent to the Prieſt, -as an Acknowledgment for his Hoſpitality. Af 
ter which, heating of another Greek, that there were ſeveral Veſſels 
at 'Kw/tangi, bound for Conſtantinople, T left my Fellow- Traveller, and 
crolsd the Danube, ſome Miles lower, at Faccia, in order to take the 
Baba. Advantage of them. From hence I went on to Baba, where I made 
no Stay, nor farther Remarks worth adding to my firſt -Paſfage thro 
this Place. 9 28 : "OR WO 
A Greek Merchant, Who was come from Nuſtangi, happening to call 
at a Houſe where we ſtopt, 'inform'd' me, that all the Ships were ſaild 
for Conſtantinople the Day before, with a fair Wind; and added, that 
I could not find any otliers but at 7/mael and Killia. My Ague continu- 
ing its Viſits by Fits, tho pretty moderate, T reſolv d for one of thoſe 
Places, in order to go thence by Sca to Cynſtantinopie, leſt rhe Fa- 
* nog | e 
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tigues I ſhou'd meet with by Land ſhou'd occaſion: a Relapſe 3 upon 
which I went on to Tulcia, and thenee to 7/mae/; where finding no 
Veſſel ready, I fell down the River to Kz/#a; diſtant from thence about 
Eight Leagues, whither I order d my Things to be carried to a Greek 
Prieſt's, with whom I had lodged Three Years before. 


I begg'd of him to enquire if there was any. Saique ready to fail for 
Con/tanimople, and he brought me to a Tark:ſs Captain who was to 


eq * 


ſer out for that Place as ſoon. as the Weather wou'd permit, and pro- 


miſed me a Cabbin in his Veſſel, and ro ſend me word what time I 


ſhou'd be ready, as he did at Break of Day on the 3oth ; the Wind 
and the Current favouring us, we found our ſelves before Noon be- 
yond the Mouth of the Danube, which was Ten or Twelves 
Leagues lower, having firſt paſs d by ſeveral Iſlands abounding in 
Fruit and Wine, which ic waſhes wich its Waters, before its diſem- 
boguing itſelf into the Black d; bur it falling towards Evening, 
and even changing for one that was contrary, then blowing hard, 
we made for Kuſtangi, the ancient Conſtantia, about Fifty Miles be- 
low the Danube s Mouth, where we caſt Anchor before Midnight; 
and the Wind continuing againſt us, I went aſhore the next Day to 


Kuſtangi or 


view it. It is very little, and the Houſes are generally low, and wor- 


thier of a Village than of a Town, if one excepts thoſe of a few Turks ; 
neither are there any Trees, nor hardly any Verdure, and conſequently 
tis not very agreeable. - It is built upon the Ruins of the ancient Con- 


ſtantia, as is apparent from ſame Remains of its Walls and Corruption 


of its Name, but is not at preſent above a Mile in Circumference ; 


whereas, by what is ſtill viſible of the former, it muſt have been four 


Miles round. I found amongſt theſe Ruins divers Pieces of Marble; 


ſome of them with Greek Inſcriptions, bur ſo much defaced, that I 
cou d not make any Senſe of them. I bought there of a Greek Gold- 
ſmith Thirteen Silver and Fifteen Braſs Medals, moſt part of Conſtans, 
Conſtantius, Conſtantine, and others as common, except three of Tomi 
like N. (J) in the Print XIV. and that of the Ka//atians N. (2) in the 
Print XXVIII. The Wind. being ſtill contrary, fearing ic woud con- 
rinue ſo too long, and my Ague being pretty much abated, I refolv'd 
upon going by Land; and was the more incited to it by the Deſire of 
ſeeing the Remains of ſome of the formerly famous Cities, ſituated on 
the Coaſts of the Black Sea, as they are repreſented in my Map (B), vis. 
Tomis, Kallati, Bizone, Dioniſyopolis, Apollonia, Marcianopolis, Meſſem- 
bria, &c. Accordingly I took a Horſe with a Guide the 2d of Zune 


early in the Morning, and reach'd Tomi, calld by the Turks Pangulz, 


and Tomiſwaro by the Greeks, about Nine in the Evening ; and having 
often experienced the Hoſpitaliry of the Greek Prieſts, went to lodge 
with one of them, who by his Reception did well anſwer the Experi- 
ence, I ask d him many Queſtions about the Place and Ruins, which 


he call d Pagli Cora, the Old Town; but the Anſwers he gave me were. 
not at all ſatisfactory, whatever he might himſelf think them. Hap- 


pening to name Ovid, the famous Latin Poet, who, according to Hiſtory, 
was baniſh'd hither by the Emperor Auguſtus; he reply d, with a 
ſmiling Aire, as if well appris d of his Misfortunes, © I know what you 


mean, he was a Roman Catholick Saint, who ſuffer d Death for his 


Religion: I'll ſhew you to Morrow ſome Remains of the Tower 
< where he was confin'd.” In a word, he ſeem'd to pity my Igno- 
rance, and 1 did not care to be at the Trouble of curing him of his, 
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but left him in his pleaſing Error. Next Mormng I roſe abbut Break 
of Day and as ſoon as he was up alſo, we went together vo ſee the 
ſaid Remains, which were but very inconſiderable, as well us fome 
others, which I took to be the Ruins of the Walls of che ancient 
Tomis, but without the leaſt Infeription. I deſired him to ſend ſome 
Children to enquire among the Iahabitants if they had ahy untique 
Coins, promiſing to reward them for their Pains, and pay woll for fuch 
as ſhou'd be found. He ask d me what I intended ro do With ſuch old 
Braſs Pieces, and whether I was a Goldſmith; for, fail he, "no bo 
keeps the Gold or Sitver Mony, but carries it immediately to the "Goldſmiths 
of Baba or Varna. I told him, 'twas not the Metal which I valued; | 
bur that I wou'd buy them whatever they were, and wou'd' give a 
better Price for them than either the Braſiets or Goldſmirhs.- I per- 
ceivd that he pitied my Fancy, tho he comply d with my Deſite: 
and in a little while ſome Boys brought me a good Numbet, amongſt 
which were ſeveral Latin ones of Conſtantine und Eliopabal. of ulis 
Mammea, Fulia Sabina, of Alexander Severus, of Haurianus, e. too 
common to be inferred ; and ren Greek ones, vis. two edin d for the 
City of Tomis like N. (34), three of the Kallatians like N. (24) 
inthe Print XXVIII. two of the Bizonians like N. (41), and three of 
the Meſſembrians like N. (9) inthe Print XH. all Braſs; for which 
they demanded but as many Paras, and I gave them fix more than 
they ask d. Finding my Strength too much impaired by my Illneſs, to 
continue my Journey on Horſeback, I hir d a Waggon with two Horſes 
as far as Varna, where I arrived the next Night, and took up alſo my 
Lodging at a Prieft's, to whom my Hoſt at Tn recommended me; 
and not being able to proceed by Land, reſdlyd to go by Sea; and 
there being ſeveral $azques in the Harbour, I agreed with the Maſter 
of one which was to fail with the firſt fair Wind. In the mean while 
I walk ' d up and down to view the Place, which is pretty populous, 
and inhabited both by Turks and Greeks, tho moſtly by the latter. I 
found there alſo ſome Ruins, and pretty conſiderable, but without In- 
ſcriptions as well as thoſe aforementioned. Upon enquiring, as ufual, 
after Medals, I bought of two Greeks three Medals of the Dyuniſudol-. 
litans like N. (.) four like N. (21), and (37) in the Print XXIX. With 
many Latin ones of Annia Fauſtina, of Julia Auguſta, two Medallions 
of Agrippina like N. (42.) in the Print XII. all of Braſs, and none of 
Silver or Gold, becauſe the Goldſmiths had melted all ſuch which they 


had of theſe pretious Metals. 5 AN 8 5 
The Wind continuing contrary, I took a Waggon for Kullati, but 
met chere only with a few Ruins not worthy Obſervation, nor the 
Pains I had been at to ſee them, and returned back the ſame Evening 
to Vun; when ſome Greet Boys, whom my Landlord had ſehr to 

ſeek after Medals, brought me among other very common ones, four of 
the Marciunqpolitans, like the four mention d, one of Kallati like (2), 
and three of the Mieſſembrians like (1 2) in the Print XX VIII. On the 
Sch, it ſblowing fair I went aboard, arid we ſet Sail, and on the roth 
arriv'd in the Mouth of the Channel, where being becalm d, T hired a 
Boat for Conſtantinople; when, my Ague 'increafing, I took the Jeſuits 
Bark, which in leſs than eight Days freed me from ſuch a troubleſome 
Companion. We heurd about twelve Days after the News of her Royal

R. Fobrice being at Tartarho, a Village chr tee Mites Aiftanr 
from Demorica, I inform d him of my Arrival and Recovery; 
and heard for Swediſþ News, that the Generals Leven and Raub were 
come-to Demotica; the firſt with Letters from the Princeſs Uirica the 
King's Siſter, and the States of Sweden, to invite his Majeſty to return 
to his Dominions, who had already taken 'thar 'Reſolation ; and the 
Second, to demand her Royal Highneſs in Matriage for the Hereditary 
Prinee of Heſſe Caſſel, unto Which this Majeſty had given his Conſent. 
The Reaſons of the King's being mov'd to depart, and the Swedi/h, 
or rather French, Tranſactions at the Porte, for tie Court at Demotica, 
= related thus : "His "Majeſty ſeeing no farther Proſpect, and being 

weary, of depending on the Tarks or the Re-eſtabliſhment of his 
Affairs with che Muſcovites, Tent word to Mr. Defattenres, the French 
Ambuſſador, who fince Mr. Funbs being diſmiſsd took care” of his 
Intereſt ar the Porte, to ler the Grand Seignior know that he intended 
to ſet out for his own/Dominions, and was deſitous of returning Thanks 
to his Highneſs, by a Miniſter for thar purpoſe, for 'all rhe Fayours he 
had receiv'd from him during his Stay in the Ottoman Empire. His 
Excellency, in Compliance with the King's Deſire, went with Mr. Brue, 
who was become more a Swediſh than a French Interpreter, to ac- 
quaint the Vier, then Ali Buſhaw Cumurgi, with it. The Vier made 
no Obje@ion ; but only ask d Mr. Brue, how long it was ſince his Ma- 
jeſty had been removd from Demirtaſb to Demotica ; to which he 

(after recollecting himſelf a little) anfwer d, About Eleven Months.

« intends to take: His Majeſty being inform d of this at Demotica, 
comply d with the Demands of the Porte. In the mean while Money. 
was exceſlive ſcarce at that Court, and no Stone was left unturn'd to 
procure ſome at any rate, not only for the Embaſſy, but (which was 
more neceſſary) for his Majeſty's Journey; there being little or no 
hopes of getting any of the Porte, after the Counſel of the Viſier was 


known to have been given to Saliman. Mr. Deſalleures and Mr. Brue 


had indeed induced ſome Merchants of their Nation to advance a lit- 
tle; but twas bur a Trifle, tho they might make their own Conditions, 


for his Majeſty wou d not ſuffer them to be diſputed. The Engliſh 


Treaſurer, (who had already before the Cataſtrophe at Bender, ſup- 
plyd him with very conſiderable. Sums, great part of whieli had been 
id) was the boldeſt; but they had as yet only his Promiſes; at leaſt 
lenr bur little at a time. On the other hand, Mr. Grorow/en who 
(as was faid) had adviſed the King to the Embaſly, repreſented it to 
is Majeſty (contrary to the general Opinion) as a means to obtain ſomg 
of the Porte, either as a Preſent or a Loan ; and the King looking on 
him as the fitreſt for both, nam'd him in his Chancery as the Perſon 
whom he deſign'd for his Envoy ; upon which Mr. Mullern ſtrove to 


prevail on the King to alter his Reſolution, remonſtrating to his Maje- 


ſty how neceſſary Oeconomy was, at a Time when they had no ready 
Mony, and but ſmall hopes of any; as alſo how little Mr. Grothuſen 
was capable of Management, he naturally loving to be profuſe. and 
make a Figure, without troubling himſelf about the Conſequence: But 
theſe Reaſons, with ſome others of the like Stamp, inſtead of diſſwading 
his Majeſty from his Choice, only ſervd to confirm him in it; and 
Mr. Fabrice, being acquainted by Mr. Mullern with it, adviſed him not

Grand Seignior on the 12th of July, and arriv d on the 17th at Pera, with 
a Retinue of ſeventy Perſons, both Officers and Domeſticks, and two 


Secretaries to the Embaſſy. He diſmounted at the Exgliſb Treaſurer's, 


who yielded up his Houſe to him, whither the Porte ſent Velvet Cu- 
ſhions and other Furniture belonging to a Sopha, according to Cuſtom. 
Next Day he notified his Arrival to the Publick Miniſters of all the 
Porentates at Peace with the King his Maſter, excepting thoſe 'of 

England and Holland, which was by his Maſter's Orders; who look'd 
upon theſe Miniſters as his Enemies, for the Share he thought they 
had in renewing the Peace with the Czar. Mr. Grothuſen, having 


cquippd all his Retinue magnificently, had his firſt Audience of the

them ſhould be difallowed, . and the Debts reduced into their real 


State, by making both the Lender and the Borrower take an Oath up- 
don their reſpective Laws, how much the one had advanced, and the 
other receivd; and that the Accounts, being ſo. liquidated, would be 


ſo very little, that it would not be worth the Creditor's while to fol- 
low his Majeſty into Sweden, as ſeveral were preparing to do; but 
that the Merchants, who had disburſed the Money for the Expences of 
his Majeſty's Journey, might, by the Aſſiſtance of the French Embaſſa- 
dor, take upon themſelyes the Charge of clearing them. The King, 
ever generous and great, anſwer'd to this Offer, F any of my Officers 
' bave given a Note for a hundred.Crowns, tho they have receiv'd but ten, 
I have the Whole paid in Sweden; and order d a Horſe and fifty Crowns 


to be given each of the Creditors, that they might follow him. All 
Things being in Readineſs, they got on Horſeback about Ten in the 


Morning, and arriyd at the Tent aforemention'd about Four in the After- 
noon. | In

la the mean while, Apti Baſhaw, ' Seraskier of Bender in the room 
df Iſinael, had Orders to provide the ſame Things for the Swedes, who 
were there, as at Demoticu; that is to ſay, to furniſh them with Wag- 
gons and Horſes for their Return, and to bear their Expences as far as 
the Frontiers, and they were then actually upon theit Match to join 
his Majeſty in Mulacbia; but King Sraniſſuus, with ſome Pals, had 


taken a By- Road fome Months before to Deux Ponts, which was aſ- 


ſign d him for his Reſidence and Subſiſtence by his Swedifh Majeſty, 
till he ſhould be in a Condition to render him more effeual Services. 
The King, being arriv'd one of the firſt at the Tent pitch d for him, 
diſmounred and went into it; he was ſcarcely ente d, when the Ca- 
pigi Baſhaw- made him 'a Compliment in the Emperor his Maſter's 


Name, who wiſh'd him a good Journey, and ſent him che Tent, with 


a Sabre whoſe Hilt was embelliſſid with Jewels, and eight Horſes. His 
Majeſty bow'd his Head, and ſaid that he thank'd his Highneſs for all 
his Civilities; then came out of e Tent to view the Horſes, which 
were all Aralians, and amongſt which there were two as fine Mares as 
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one could deſire. Mr. Grothaſon, having, amongſt other rich Goods, 


redeem'd ny _ of _ Piltage — Wee a rich Fur of Sables, 
gave it, by the King's er, to Capigi Baſhaw. His Majeſt 

Palsd the Night under this Tent, and next Morning early they — 
rinued their March towards Naſſic, which was the Road agreed on. 


Mr. Fabrice having ſtill ſome. little Affairs to ſet in Order, we ſtaid at 


 Adrianople till the th, when we ſer out in the Afternoon to join his 
Majeſty, which did not coſt us much Time, fince they did not travel 
above three or four Leagues a Day; which might be interpreted as a 
Piece of Civility in the Tarks, they not thinking it ſuitable ro the Re- 
ſpect due to their Royal Gueſt, to urge his leaving the Grand Sejgnior's 
Territories, by taking long Journeys. That very Night we reach'd 
the Camp; for moſt part of the King's Retinue lay in the Fields, near 
a little Village call'd Bacchikoj, much too ſmall to contain all the Peo- 
ple. Every Conack, or Place where they were to lodge, was mark d 
out before-hand ; and a Chiaoux, with one of his Majeſty's Quarter- 
\Maſters, and an Interpreter; took care to ride foremoſt, -and provide 
all Things neceſſary, as well for rhe refreſhing as lodging both of Men 
and Horſes. As twas the. Quarter-Maſter's Buſineſs to aſſign Quarters 
to every one, according to his Rank, I gave him Notice of our Arri- 
val art Bacchikoz, that he might get us one; and he being very willing 
and ready to ſerve Mr. Fabrice, (as indeed moſt were) anſwered, Ton 
foall have one of the beſt, have only a little Patience. In the mean 
while, Mr. Fabrice was waiting on his Majeſty; and half an Hour af- 
ter the Quarter-Maſter meeting me, ſaid, The Yillage is full, but Ge- 
neral Hordh will give you part of bis Quarters, and conducted me chi- 
ther, Where I found two Waggons in a Field, one for the General's 


Baggage, and another wherein he travell'd, being fomewhar indiſpos d. 


I thank d him with a Smile for his Care in providing for us, but told 
him I had no Occaſion to give him any Trouble for a Lodging i Dio, 
or in the open Air, under General Harabs Waggons, ſince there was 
no other coverd Place; however, he was a good honeſt Man, and 
meant it for the beſt. I went from thence to look for Me. Fabrice, 


out of Reſpect; but he no ſooner ſaw. me, hut he calld me bhychis

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ted partly by Turks, partly by 
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ing for us, and where it was; I anſwerd, yes, and that it was under 


General Hordh's Waggon, or in the open Air; that the General wou'd 


take the firſt Pair of Stairs as his Right, and lie in the Waggon, and 

favour us with the inferior Apartments, which the Quarter-Maſter had 

taken upon himſelf to obtain for us. The King laughed very heartily; 

however we got Tents from the Turks. Afterwards his Majeſty mount- 

ed on Horſeback, and rode about ſome time; then went home to Sup- 

per, and ſo to Reſt for four or five Hours. SE a1 in ee 

On the 6th, the King, always extraordinary, ſeem'd to take Pleaſure 

in putting the Turk:/þ Gravity into Confuſion ; for at One in the Morn- 

ing he order d the Trumpets to ſound to Horſe, as a. Signal for March- 

ing. The Capigi Baſbau, the Chiaouz, and other Turks awaking, were 

ſurpriz d to hear that his Majeſty would get on Horſeback at that 
Time, but durſt not contradict it, as knowing generally that they wou d 
get nothing by it. The Night was very dark, every one mounted, 
and they began their March by Tongligh, to find out the right Road, 
among ſeveral Defiles form'd by Mountains and Woods, wherewith 
Bulgaria abounds, which made Travelling, eſpecially in the dark, very 
difficult. We arriv'd at Commorava, the Village deſign'd for the next 
Conack, before Day ; which his Majeſty, always an Enemy to Repoſe, 
and deſpiſing Fatigues, no ſooner ſaw break, than he got again on 
Horſeback to take the Air, in which he ſpent five or ſix Hours with 
the voluntary Companions of his Toils, who choſe to accompany him, for 
he never commanded any one to do it, as I have ſaid ſomewhere elle. 
At his Return, Mr. Fabrice, who had heard what had happen'd in the 
Nocturnal March, inform'd the King, in his merry Way, that ſeveral 
Waggons were broken in the Defiles, and the reſt not yet come up ; 
and that the Turks, who were bur little uſed to this Metamorphoſis, or 
Tranſpoſition of Night into Day, look d very grave and ſleepy. Ab, 
ſays his Majeſty, tis good to rouſe them, and teach them to be watchful 
ſometimes. The King being told that Dinner was ready, ſat down to 
Table with Meſſieurs Grothuſen, Mullern, General Hordh, Mr. Fabrice, and 
ſome other Perſons of the firſt Rank. Dinner being over, the King 
walk d out for an Hour, and rode for five more with a greater Reti- 
nue than in the Morning, all thoſe who had eaten with his Majeſty 
accompanying him, beſides ſeveral others. His Majeſty eat a light 
Supper, and went to Bed pretty early; and at Two in the Morning, 
being pleaſed with his Journey of the Night before, order'd the ſame 
Signal to be given for Marching, and ſo continued Travelling ſometimes 
earlier, ſometimes later in the Night, as far as Nuſſick, where we got 
on the 12th; and the Number of Waggons broken, and left behind, 
amounted to upwards of twenty ; which being told the King, he 
laugh'd and ſaid, Me have more than we want. I found nothing re- 


markable upon the Road from Adrianople to Ruſſick, but the Ruins of 


an ancient Town, call'd by the Turks (who knew not irs right Name) 


. Exhy Stambol, which (as I have obſery'd elſewhere) ſignifies an old Ci- 


ry; neither are the Greeks a jot leſs ignorant. Theſe Ruins are beyond 
Tehalickava and Ruſcarat; the firſt a very ſmall Village, where we 
lodg'd after leaving Commorava; and the ſecond a little, but very a- 
greeable Town, with two fine Moſques, and a handſome Han, inhabi-

"Me Fabrice, in Compliance with the King's Deſire, left all his Acten- 


dants but three behind and we ſet out — ſame Pay from Ruff ick for 
Tirrgon, a little Town that Ive mention'd elſewhere, on the other ſide 
the Danube, where we lay that Night, becauſe it was late, and there 


were no Horſes uy for us to go farther. On the 14th, before Day, 


having got good freſh ones, we purſued our Journey towards Bychareft, 
where we arrived about Three in the Afternoon; but made no longer 


Stay than to change our Horſes, and procure an Order from the new 


Prince, for furniſhing us with chem throughout his Territories as far 
as the firſt City in Tranſylvania: He granted it us very eiyllly, an 
ſent one of his Servants to fee it put in Execution. 
Buchareſt is a large open City, at preſent the Capital of Malachia; 
tis pretty populous, but dirty and irtegularly built: The Princes Pa- 
lace is ſpacious and convenient, and that's all. The Mens Drefs is little 
different from that of the Greeks ; and that of the Women is generally 
Vor.

We left this City about 
Five in the Eyening, and at Seven paſſed by a pretry ſpacious and mag - 
nificent Edifice; Whereupon we ask d our Guide What it was; who 
inform dus, chat twas a Palace call d Magocbon, founded hy the laſt 
Prince of Malachia, and we had the Curioſity to take a View of it. 
Twas a large Pile of Building very regularly. and handſomely con- 
triv d after the European manner, adorn d with good Paintings and well 


fancied Cielings; but the Furniture had been taken away by the Offi- 


cers of the Porte, at the depoſing of its unfortunate Maſter. It has a 
fine Garden belonging to it, and lies near a little Rivulet, and a Pond 
that abounds with Filk. Twas then converted into a Han for the Eu- 
tertainment of Travellers; and Mr. Fabrice having taken a Cook along 

with him, who had bought ſome. wild Fowi, of which the Country 
has great Plenty every where, we ſtaid to ſup and reſt our ſelves ſome 
Hours; after which we got again on Horſeback, and travelld all rhe 
Night, which was very ſerene. We went thro ſeveral Villages re- 
markable for nothing but their Populouſneſs; the Houſes being only 
miſerable Huts, pat, of Branches interwoven one within the other,

and plaiſterd over with Mortar and Cow - dung intermixt; and without

ſtopping but to change Horſes, which were very good every where; 
and paſſing over a fertile Country agreeably diverſify d with Fruits and 
other Trees, we reached Tergovitz the next Day early in the After- 
noon, where we dined. Tis a very ancient Town, and was, as may 
be ſeen by its old Walls, formerly larger than at preſent; its Houſes 
are generally ſmall and ill built. The Structure of this Caſtle is an- 
tique, but not ſo large as the Palace before mention d, and is very ir- 
regular, having been repair d at different times, and ſome Apartments 
added to it for the Convenience of the late Prince's Family; who, as I 
before hinted, reſided there for the moſt part. The Town's greateſt 
Ornament is a Church, whoſe Paintings (contrary to the uſual Cuſtom 
of the Greeks) are pretty good. As we only ſtaid to take freſh Horſes, 
and have a tranſient View of theſe Things, we mounted again, and 
immediately began to enter amongſt Mountains, where we only met 
with four large Villages, vi. Criſoulitæ, Scala, Rofnau and Nouca, * at 
the laſt of which we lay, and ſent back the Prince's Servant, Mr. Fa- 
brice having firſt made him a Preſent, according to his uſual Generoſity, 
aſter he had procured us Horſes to carry us as far as Cronſtat, the firſt 
Town in Tranſylvania on that ſide. Before our Arrival there, we paſſed 


over a Chain of prodigious ſteep Mountains, call d in the Tarki/o Demir 


Carpates 
Mo, 


Capi, the Iron Gate, F which may ſeem to them the ſame that is be- 
tween Philapopoli and Niſſa, and is divided into two Parts by the Da- 
nube. We met only with a Raman Catholick Hermit, in a little Hut, 
upon the Top of the higheſt of them, which ſtartles thoſe who look 
down from it, with its dreadful Precipice: Neyertheleſs, one muſt go

alſo paſſed by a little Fort garriſon d by German, which ſeparates the 


Prineipalities of Malathia and Tranſylvania, whete we ſhewed our Paſs- 


ports. Thence we entered into an agreeable Plain, which led to * Cron 


Cvonſtat where we arrivid:the 17th: in the Morning, after having taken 
up our Lodging in a Village ſome: Leagues from it. This City is well 
fortify d, and inhabited partly by ſome of Saxon Original; partly by 
Germans, and partly by Hungarians, and a few Maluchian and Buga. 
rian Families. The Governour and Magiſtrates, who had Orders ftom 

Vienna to pay his Majeſty Imperial Honours, (to uſe their own Terms) 
that is to ſay, to receive him with as much Reſpect as if the Emperor 

were to come that way in Perſon; were much ſurpris d to hear that he 
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intended to paſs Incognito, and wou d diſpenſe with it. Mr. Fabrice

had a Number of Viſitants of the beſt Faſhion on that account; and 
as we went thro the Streets we were ſurrounded with Multitudes of 
the Common People, to which a young Greek, who ſerv'd that Gentle- 


man as Valet de Chambre, and was dreſs d aſter the Eaſtetn Faſhion, 


did not a little contribute. We left the Town diſſatisfyd at the 
King's Reſolution, and took the Noad for Hermanſtadt next Morning 
F . . oh Cie Tim 5 
80 2 the ſecond Poſt-Houſe we met an Officer diſpatched by General 
Steinville, Governour of the Country, to enquire about the King's 
March, and what time his Majeſty wou'd arrive at the Imperial Fron- 
tiers. This Officer, taking us for Swedes, ask d us Queſtions ſuitable 
to his Orders; and Mr. Fabrice told him, that he might ſpare himſelf 
the Trouble of going farther, ſince no one wou'd know when, nor 
which Way the King would paſs: He bid him alſo inform his Excel- 
lency, that *rwas his Majeſty's Deſire they ſhou'd not take the leaſt 
Notice of him, even if they ſhou'd diſcover him. He anſwer d, with 
Surprize, that Orders were every where diſtributed, and Diſpoſitions 
made for his Reception, and for bearing the Expences of him and his 
Retinue, thro all the Emperor's Dominions. Mr. Fabrice reply d, that 
the King did not at all doubt of the Emperor's Generolity ; and that he 
ſhou d think himſelf as much oblig'd, and ſer as great a Value upon 
the Honours deſignd him, as if he had actually :receiv'd them. Upon 
this the Officer return d back, and we continued our Journey the ſame

Road. Towards Evening we reach'd f Hermanſtadt, where he had Hermans 
got before us, and had already ſpread the News of the King's Inten- ſtadt. 


tion. One of the Magiſtrates took the pains to come himſelf to the 
Inn where we diſmounted, to be inform'd of the Truth of it from 
Mr. Fabrice's own Mouth, who had been repreſented to him as one of 
the firſt Swedz/p Generals. He receiv'd alſo ſeveral other Viſits from 
ſome of the Heads of the City, who expreſs d a great deal of Diſſa- 
tisfaction, to ſee themſelves depriv'd of an Opportunity of ſhew ing 
(to uſe their own Terms) their Veneration for a Prince, whom they 
look'd upon as another Gu//auvus Adolphus, and one of the main Pil 
lars of the Proteſtant Religion. Some of them having afterwards taken 
a Fancy, that either Mr. Fabrice might be King, or that his Majeſty 
might be in his Retinue, our Inn was beſieged by Numbers of People, 
who ſtard as if they woud devour us with their Eyes, whenever we

appear d a che Windows, or went out. This City is large, well 
built, and ſtrongly walled in, and is firuated? upon che River Zalua, 
whencge it deriv d its Name Zelinium, which ic ſtill retains amongſt the 
Tranſiiuanianc. It is a ſort of Colony of Sexens.> We ſpent the Night 
there, aud next Morning Mr. Fabrice went to make a Viſi to the Head 
Burgomaſter, aud carried me with him, and were receiy d with all rhe 
Civility imaginable. A Jeſuit droppd in whilſt we wete there, and 
we ſooh diſeover d by his Queſtions, that his Curioſity to enquire con- 
cCernisag be King of Sueden had the greateſt Share in his coming. He 
made but a ſhort Viſu, and leſt us with the Burgomaſter; who toſd 
us, chat the Roman Catholicks, and even the Feſurrs, lived in better 
Intelligence with the Proteſtants there, than in any other part of 
Tranſulvama and Hungary; and that they convers d with one another, 
and their Clergy abſtained from inveighing in cheir Pulpits, and wri- 
ting againſt each orher. His Imperial Majeſty; far from diſturbing the 
Proteſtant Inhabitants on Account of their Religion, not only allows 
them freely to profeſs it, but alſo leaves the Civil Government of the 
City to them, being ſatisfy d with having there an Under -· Governout, 
who is a Raman Catholick, and has but the Shadow of Authority. 
One muſt alſo do them the Juſtice to own, that they are very Loyal 
Subjects to the Emperor; and dont, like ſeveral others of the ſame 
Religion, intermeddle or join with the Malecontents of that Coun- 
et ie one i aa: att et . 
We were ſcarcely got to our Inn, when we ſaw a Meſſenger 
enter, who had been diſparched by Baron Golrtæ, to enquite what 
Rout his Sue d¹iν Majeſty wou d take, and was to carty back an 
Anſwer to his Excellency, who was deſirous of meeting him: But Mr. 
Fabrice, who knew him, having inform d him of the King's Reſolution 
to paſs Incognito, and not give Audience to any one upon the Road, 
not even the firſt of his Subjects, this Courier returned to his Maſter, 
who was but three Stages from Hermanſtadt, whither we followed and 
overtook him. As ſoon as we arrived the Baron embrac'd Mr. Fabrice, 
and was locked up with him for almoſt two Hours and a half, "reac 


which a good Dinner was 'dreſs'd for them; and when 'twas ready 
they were call d, came out, and we fat down to it. The whole Dif- 
courſe was, upon Tarky,' and eſpecially. of the King, till the Cloth was 
taken away; and his Excellency, contrary to his natural Temper, 
laughd heartily at the Counſel Mr. Fabrice had given his Majeſty, that 
he might not be known whilſt on the Way to Sweden; and ordered his 
Servants, who had dined before, not to loſe Time, bur to get all things 
in Readineſs for: departing immediately. A Quarter of an Hour aftet 
the Horſes/were put to his Chaiſe ; which done, he took Mr. Fabrice 
in it with him, and his Secretary and I went in a Poſt Waggon; and 
we reached * Meiſſemlurgh the Beginning of next Night, being the 
19th, This City ſtands very agreeably upon a little riſing Ground, is 
water d by the River Ompay, and looks upon a vaſt and charming 
Plain, diverſiſyd by plough'd Fields and Meadows. Its Fortifications 
are good, and they were then at Work to enlarge and make them more 
regular; its Extent it not ſo great as Hermanſtadt, nor is it ſo hand- 
ſom, but it is ſtronger: It was before that the Reſidence of the Princes 
of the Country, as it is now of the Governours. We only ſtaid here

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to change Horſes, and went to lie, or rather reſt ſome Hours, at the 
firſt Poſt beyond it; after which we again ſer forwards and trayell'd 
as faſt as the Horſes would go, without over-ſtraining them. We 


din d the 21ſt at (a) Clauſemburgh ; Which Place is large enough, but in- Clauſem- 
differently peopled, and irs Houſes are very old-faſhioned, and for the burgh. 


moſt part kept but in ill Repair. There are four Churches built in 
the Form of a Latin Croſs, and the greateſt is Arian, one Lutheran, 
one Refornied, and the leaſt for the Roman Catholicks ; by which it 
appears that the Liberty of Conſcience. is not fo much diſturbed by the 
Emperor, as is complained of by the Hungarian and Tranſybuanian. 
Malecontents. Theſe Churches are not at all remarkable. That be- 
longing to the Roman Catholicks having been the laſt built, is the moſt 
regular; it will eaſily be judged that the others were alſo originally 
in their Poſſeſſion, but have changed Maſters by the Prevalence of the 
Reformation. The Country is every where fruitful and pleaſant, and 
| (if one excepts ſome Towns and Villages here and there deſtroyed in 
the Heat of Wars) entertains the Sighr with an agreeable Landskip of 
Plains, Meadows, little Hills, arable Fields and Woods. 8 
Purſuing our Journey by Conod, Perund, Sonber, Majir, Egni, Bred, 
Siliy, Kerma, Deda, Shombro, Stzale, Margita, and Lethapally, we 
| reach'd on the 23d in the Evening () Debrezzin, a City of the Upper 
Hungary, in the Earldom of Kalo, more populous and not fo ill built 
as Clauſemburgh. Its Civil Government is in the Hands of the Cal. 
viniſts, who very prudently held neuter during the Revolutions in 
Times paſt; but after the reducing of Zo/mac and Caſbom or Caſſovia, 
put itſelf under his Imperial Majeſty's Protection. We ſpent the whole 
Night here, and the next Day we purſued our Road on the S. W. and 


within few Miles from the Dependences of Tokay. This is a pretty ſtrong Tokay. 


Place, moſt pleaſantly ſituated on the Confluence of the Teiſſe and 
Bodroch, according to all the Accounts I heard of it; for I never went 
to ſee it, tho I paſs'd twice ſo near; and I have been 1 with 
my Negligence by ſeveral Travellers, who ſaid, that had they been in 
my room, they would at leaſt have gone and taſted the famous Nectar 
of that Name on the very Spot: To which I anſwer d, that they might be 
diſappointed in this Reſpect, if what IT have been told by ctedible Per- 
ſons, that there is none of the right Tokay Wine to be got for Money, 
is ſtill fact; for I remember Prince Tekely, who had once the Place 
and the Country in his Poſſeſſion, aſſur d me, that the Soil which pro- 
duces it is of ſo ſmall a Compaſs, that the whole Product was reſerved 
for the Uſe of its Sovereigns, and eſteem d a Preſent worthy of crown d 
Heads. The ſame has been confirmd to me by others, who added, 
that that ſmall Spot of Ground encloſes ſeveral rich Veins of Gold; 
that the Bunch of Grapes, with ſome Particles of this precious Metal 
which is in the Imperial Treaſury, was found there; and that ir was 
propos'd to the Court of Vienna, to open thoſe Veins ; but the Propo- 
ſals were rejected, not to loſe ſo delicious and certain a Preſent of Na- 
ture as that Wine, for an uncertain one. And that, as for the other 
ſort of Wine, which grows in the neighbouring Parts, under the ſame 
Name, and is alſo very much eſteem d, it was ſold off before-hand to

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foreign Merchants, and almoſt as ſoon exported as made; ſo that 
there is none, even of that ſort, or but very little good to be found in 


the whole Country. 


We paſs'd through Trewardi, Wiwary, Hordeus, little Villages fi- 


|  tuated upon continued Paſture Lands, where I obſerved as fine and as

large Cattle grazing, as in England. Afterwards, 3 behind us 
Boroſto, Tcheiga, Arogolatz, Haduari, Arrad, and Kerwoa, large Villa- 
ges, lying in a very rich and fat Soil, we arriv'd at Buda the 27th, 
where we lay, and i found nothing new to add to my former Remarks 
upon it. Setting out from hence, we reach'd Vienna the 29th, after 
having paſsd by Fareſwar, Doraek, Neydorff, Neiſmall, Congo, Raab, 
Hochſtraſen, Jarendorſt, Altemburg, and Fiſchia, moſt of them Vil- 
lages; of which 1 ſhall ſay, as of Buda, having ſeen them all in my 


former Journey this Way, except ere „which I had left on 


one ſide to ſee Presburgh ; nor did I loſe any thing by the Change, it 
not being near ſo handſome nor ſo conſiderable. I. 

Mr. Fabrice went to the Imperial Court of Vienna to make an Excuſe 
for the King of Sweden's Reſolution of travelling incagnito, and return 
Thanks for the Honours deſign d him; and Baron Go/rtz, having ſome 
Reaſons for taking Breſlaw and Berlin in his Way, ſer out on the 2d 
of November with the Secretary before - mention d, whom I found to 
be properly one of the Duke - Adminiſtrator of Holſters. Mr. Fa- 
brice and my ſelf alſo left this City the next Morning, in order to croſs 
Bohemia and Saxony, in our Road to — where we hoped to 
hear News of the King. On the 7th we reach'd Prague, a City well 
enough known by the ſeveral Sieges it has ſuſtained, the different Ma- 
ſters it has had, its Beauty, and its Extent. It may be calld Tyipalis, 
being divided into the Ola, the New, and the Little Cities. The firſt is 
ſituated on the River Moldau, and is join d (together with Little Prague, 
which is on the Weſtern Side of it) to the New One (which is on the 
Eaſtern Side of the River) by a magnificent Stone-Bridge with twenty 


four Arches, adorned with divers fine Statues. Among theſe they de- 


ſire one to obſerve that of St. Nictpovicenus, like that of which I took 
Notice at Vienna, near Leopoldftadt, which (as they ſay) is but a Co- 
py of this at Prague. They pretend, that it is ſer up on the ſame 
Spot whence that Saint, by Order of a King of that Country, was 
formerly thrown off and drowned in the River, for having preach'd'roo 
boldly againſt his Amours. The Things moſt worthy Obſervation at 
Prague, are in this Part of it; there is the Cathedral, a fine and bold 
Structure; and the old Palace Royal, become Imperial ſince by the 
depoſing the laſt King of Bohemia. This Palace is ſet off with all the 
Beauties of the Time in which twas built, and of the Gothick Order, 
which principally reigns therein. There is likewiſe a Citadel, which 
paſſes for one of the beſt in Germany; as does alſo another, ſituated 
on an Eminence without the City, whence it almoſt entirely commands 
ir. Nor is the Univerſity to be omitted, where John Huſs and Ferom 


of Prague taught, tho' it is little frequented now to what it was for- 


merly. Our Stay in this City was but three or four Hours, one at 
leaſt of which was ſpent at Dinner, and the reſt I made uſe of ro 


Tee the Place as ſuperficially as I deſcribe ir. We met there at our

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lan General Daldorff; or rather he, hearing that we were there, came 


to find us, and gave Mr. Fabrice all manner of grateful Demonſtrations 
of that Friendſhip which had ſucceeded his former Averſion already 
mention'd. He was waiting for a Paſſport from the Court at Dreſden, 
which he had deſired his Friends in Saxony to ſollicit for him, in order 
to go through that Country to Hamburgh. _ > 


Having left Prague, we met at the ſecond or third Stage (if I re- 
member right) the Princeſs of Tuſcany, or at leaſt the Lady that 


was married to Prince Gaſton, of that Name. Our Poſt-Boy told us 
it was her, for otherwiſe we ſhould not have taken her for a Prin- 


ceſs, nor even a Woman, . by her Equipage, which was. partly 
that of a Hunter. She had a Coat very cloſe, with Boots, a Fur 
Cap, and wide Breeches like a Dutch Sailor, walking in a Fenny 


Ground with one of her Attendants, who held a Piece loaded, ready 
ro preſent. her on the firſt Occaſion that ſhould offer; the reſt 
were waiting near her Calaſh, which was but three or four Paces 
from the Road by which we paſs d, nor the. Miſtreſs above twen- 


ry. I remember that my Fellow-Traveller in 1710, from Florence to 


Rome, told me, (in ſpeaking of Prince Gaſtoru's Marriage with this 
Princeſs) of their ſudden Separation ; that this Prince was hardly two 


Hours a Bed with her (ſome others ſay not at all) cer he took Poſt 


to fly away, and has never ſeen her ſince. I don't know whether 


ever their Highneſſes gave any Reaſons for it, ar leaſt I never heard 


them; or whether it be one of the Effects of human Antipathy, for 
which none can account. The People of the Country ſaid, that her 
Highneſs made her chief Delight in Sporting and Fiſhing.; the Coun- 


where with it ſwarms, as well as by the great Quantities of Fiſh with 


which Rivers, Lakes, Ponds, &c. are ſtored ; which, with the arable 


Fields, Meadows, Fens, Woods, Cc. make a rich and beautiful Variety. 

We paſs d by no other Town till the 9th, when we came, to Aulſgb, only 
conſiderable for its Situation on the Eaſtern Side of the Elle; and at 

Peterſwalda we enter d into the Cope Saxony, which J found to be 

ſuch as the Swedes, who had made there a Golden Campaign, (to uſe 
their own Terms,) deſcribed it, that is to ſay, a delicious Country, in- 
habited by a People generally worthy of ir, by their natural Beauty. 
As we approach'd (a) Dreſden, or at leaſt within a Mile or more of it, 
I counted to the Number of forty four fine Villages, and never leſs 
than fifteen or ſixteen at a time within Sight. We arrivd at the City 
on the 1 1th, which is worthy of that rich Neighbourhood ; it is ſtrong- 
ly wall d or fortify d, and defended by a good Citadel, and divided by 
the Elbe into two Parts, under the Names of Neu and Old Cities; its 
Churches, Palaces, Houſes, &c. are fine, and regularly built; the E- 
lectoral Palace is a well deſign d and magnificent Structure, ſumptuouſly: 
adorn d with rich Furniture, and good Paintings. The ſame may be 
ſaid of the Stables, whoſe Stalls are divided by fine Pillars, and fill d 
(Cat leaſt were then ſo) with a curious Choice of Horſes of a foreign 
Breed. There is another Palace, a good Walk from the City, not 
near ſo large as this, but built more after the modern, and adorned 
with fine Paintings, beſides a Number of Curioſities, that are Amuſe- 
ments worthy of Virtuoſos. However, this may more juſtly be ſtiled

To return to 
the City ; fome Officers told me at Bender, that his Swediſh Majeſty = 
after having reduced the preſent King of Poland to go the Treaty o 
Travendal, by which he was only permitted to keep the Title of King, 
Baron Stralheim, a Gentleman known by his witty Expreſſions, think- 

ing this Viſit both dangerous and raſh, and having in vain endeavour d 
to diſfuade his Mafter from it, told him at his Return, that a great 
Council of War was held in the City: His Majeſty ask d if he knew 
upon what Account? He anſwer d, I am not certain of it, but I belieus 
it is upon what they ſhould da when your Majeſty was there. And what 
ſhould they have done, rejoin'd the King > Have Ant your Majeſty there 
till you had broken off the Treaty of Renunciation of the Crown of Po- 
land. 4h, King Auguftus durſt nat do that, ſaid his Majeſty. He 
never ſo much as thought of it, added Mr. Stralbeim, as your Majeſty's 


good Luck woud have it. The Arfenal is abundantly ſtored with Arms 


of all Kinds, the moſt part taken from their Enemies, eſpecially the 
Furks, at the Siege of Buda, not to mention ſeveral other ſorts of 
Spoils, as Coats of Mail, Saddles, Brides, Tascug, &c. 1 | 

Having ſtaid two Days in this City, we again took Poſt the x3th 
ro continue our Journey towards ee whither ve Solan to 
go, expecting there to hear News of the King of Sweden, We took 
up our Lodging that Night at (2) Leipſick, where we arrivd time enough 
in the Afternoon to ſee it before we departed, which we did the next 
Day in the Morning. This City is adyantagioufly ſituated up n the

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We dined three Miles from thence, and towards Evening arriv'd at 
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Qurdlingburgh, chiefly famous for an old Abby of the ſame Name, Quedling- 
which embraced the Confeſſion of Aurburg in 1539. The Nuns of burgh. 


this Place (who are call'd Canoneſſes) are oblig d ro prove their No- 
bility for eight Deſcents. The King of Poland had juſt then procured 
a Canonſhip for the Counteſs of Koning ſmark, for whom his Majeſty was 
known to have Eſteem enough. Hiſtory obſerves, that in Imitation of 
an old Cuſtom of the Druids, (who were Judges both'in Spirituals and 
Temporals, and uſed ro determine Cauſes under high Trees, gene- 
rally Oaks) the * Abbeſs of Quealingburgh had decided Cauſes in Ci- 
vil Matters, and pronounced Sentence under a very'high One, which 
was between this City and Halberſtadt in the Year 1652. We lay that 
Night at + Halberſtadt, which is only remarkable in Hiſtory for being 
built by the Cheruſci, and for having a Column of one ſingle Stone, 
which 1 believe is Granite Marble, and call'd * Rolands's Pillar; ſuch 
a Monument was, they ſay, formerly a Sign of Liberty in divers German 
Cities. If Curioſity had been the Motive of my Journey, or J had tra- 
vell d alone, I had not fail'd going to ſee: Baumanbol, which is at moſt 
but a Mile diſtant from thence ; but as it was, I was forced to be con- 
tented with hearing a Deſcription. of it from my Landlord, or rather 
from his Son, a Student, who told me that the Entrance is ſo narrow, 
that only one Perſon can go in at a time; and that tis a real Laby- 
rinth, where ſome People were loſt for want of a good Guide, or bu- 
ried alive, by the falling in of the Earth; for, added he, entire Skele- 
tons were found there of Perſons, who were believ d co have wanderd 
without being able to find their way back, or to have been over- 


whelm'd by the ſinking in of the Ground; bur I rather concluded by

Setting out from Hallerſtadt, at Break of Day, we reach'd on the

x5th ++ Holfenbuttel between to and 11 a- Clock, where Mr. Fabrice Wolfenbats 


went directly to the Ducal Palace, to pay his Reſpects to the Duke; 
bur he was diſappointed, for his Highneſs was at Brunſwick. I took 
the Opportunity to go and ſee the Library, which I had before heard 
extoll'd as one of the ſineſt in Germany; and had not been long there, 
er one of Mr. Fabrice's:Servants came to tell me, that we muſt depart 
for Brunſwick: immediately after Dinner. Hereupon I made the beſt 
uſe I coud of the little Time allow d me, to take a View of the moſt 
conſiderable Rarities in it; and xhe Undet-Libraty Keeper, who was 
then there, ſnew'd me a great deal of Complaiſance. The Apartment 
which contains them is finely contrived and illuminated, the Books 
well choſen and taken cate of, and the Manuſcripts very uncommon, 

in great Number, and ranged in excellent Order. Tis enough to ſay,

The Ducal Palace (of which I only ſaw the Outſide, and two of its 
Apartments) is a tolerable Piece of Architecture, and makes a fine 
Figure. The Furniture (if one may judge by what I had a View of) 
is rich; and I was inform d, that tis adorn d with a Number of fine 
Paintings, and indeed, ſome of thoſe in the Chappel belonging to it 
are excellent; nor is the Chappel itſelf without its ſingular Beauties. 
As to the City, it is not large, but well fortify d. 7 55 5 

Leaving this Place betwixt Two and Three, we arriv d before Four 
at I Brunſwick; and diſmounted at Mr. Auguſtus Fabrice s, Privy - Coun- 
eellor and — -—aggn 24 to the King of Great Britain, at the Con- 
greſs for the Affairs of the Electorate. The Reception he gave a Bro- 


ther he dearly loved, aſter an Abſence of Fiye Years, may be eaſily 
imagin d, and we ſtaid here five Days. This City is pretty large, and 
its Fortiſications are good, tho neglected and antique: It is fituated 


on the: Oker as well as Molfenbuttel, whence. it is diſtant but a German 
Mile. Tis divided into Five Parts, whence it has been firnam'd Pen- 
tapaliſt, or the Five Cities; its Government is wholly Lutheran, and 
at ſuch Enmity with the Zews, that none of that Nation may paſs one 
Night chere without paying a Ducat Fine. No other Religion was al- 

low'd to be fteely proſeſs d within its Juriſdiction, till the late Duke 
Anthony (who turn d Raman Catholick ſome few Years before his 

Death) built a very pretty Church there, and had Maſs ſaid in it; bur 
ſince his Deceaſo it has been converted by the Lutherans: to their own 
Uſe. The Plenipotentiaries of the Congreſs at Brunſwick, for ſettling 
the Affaits in the North, paſſed. thei Time in this City, much after the 


_ - ſame manner as thoſe now at Cambray have ſince done for about Two 
Vears, and had as little Buſineſs as the latter ſeem to have as yer. Their 


moſt agreeable. Hours were ſpent in Aſſemblies, Balls, &. and one 
Night, when there was one at the Duke of Yoffentutre[s, whete Mr. 


Falrics happen d to be, with thoſe Gentlemen, playing at Cards with

(Mr. Fabrice: to have a-Conferetive 
with the Duke Adminiſtrator of Holſtein, and afterwards join his Ma- 
jeſty) and my ſelf for ſome private Affairs that required my Preſence 
in that City. When me came to Harburg, we were there infonm duthut 
his Highneſs had paſſed by, and: deſign d, as was believ'd; fore 
ſund ; whereupon Mr. Fabrice ſent to the Poſt - houſe, in orderitsfollow 
by the ſame Rout; and I took leave of him to ſet out for Hamas, 
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promiſing to rejoin him as ſoon as my Buſineſs was finiſh'd. . Some 
Days after he wrote me Word, that he had overtaken his Highneſs two 
Stages from Stralſumd, and that they had been receiv'd the molt gra- 
ciouſly in the World by his Majeſty ; that Baron Go/riz was on his 
Way from Berlin, and expected there every Houiun.

Hlamburßhb. X 8 I can make no new Obſervations upon Hamburgh, I ſhall ſay

1 lictle of ir, but only for the Connexion of my Travels. Tis 
a handſome large Haus Town, ſituated 30 or 40 Engliſb Miles from the 
Mouth of the Eile, on its Northern Side; and divided into the new and 
old Cities, as Dreſden. It is ſtrongly walled in, and its Forrifications 
are regularly and agreeably lined with Turf. Its Churches are gene- 
rally large and fine, or at leaſt have all the Beauties of their Times; 
the Statues and Images of Saints, r. which were reverencd in them 


by the Roman Catholicks, are ſtill for the moſt part preſerved therein, 
as Ornaments, by the Lutheran Reformation- Ill name the Domo 


firſt, as the former Cathedral, tho' not the fineſt ; its Biſhoprick was 
re · united to that of Bremen in 850, whoſe Biſhops alſo continu'd to 
be ſtil'd ſo of [Hambwgh : And when even the Archbiſhoprick of Bre- 
men was ſeculariz d in 1678 to the Swediſh Crown, the Swediſh Kings 


and Queens were acknowledged Titular Archbiſhops of the firſt, as 


well as of the ſecond; till that in 1720, by a Treaty concluded be- 
tween the King of — and the Queen of Sueden, the Dukedom 
of Bremen was yielded to his Britiſh Majeſty with all its Revenues, 


and conſequently the ſame Titles and Rights. St. Nicholas and St. Ca- 


therines may claim the firſt Rank of Beauty, and St. Peters take place 
after them. Sr. Fames's is pretty well, and is eſpecially recorded in Hi- 
ſtoty, and diſtinguiſh'd by the Sirname of Meyer's Church; from the 
Doctor's Seditious Sermons, as they are call d to this Day, preachd in 
it 3 or the Troubles and Diviſions aſcrib'd to him. The Government, 
who allow and grant all manner of Privileges and Liberties in Tempo- 
rals to Strangers, of whatſoever Nation and Religion for Encoutage- 
ment of Commerce, is not ſo generous in reſpect of Spirituals; for 
only the Courts of Vienna 2 England have Chappels within the 
Walls of the City: for the free Exereiſe of their reſpective Religions; 
nay, even this Liberty has been violated of late in the Houſe and 
.Chappel of the Emperor's Miniſter, which have been pull d down or 
abuſed, at the rate ſufficiently known, by the Populace, Who have — 
gs - - "at 
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(to uſq their Expreſſions.) His Imperial Majeſty has reſented this ſo 
much the higher, that this Commonwealth enjoys his Protection; and 
his Imperial Majeſty leſt but two Ways n Pardon fot ſuch a 
rebellious and audacious N ; rhe firſt, 77 tu or more Senators 
ſhould ga ta beg that Pardon at the Foot of his Throne at Vienna; and 
the fecond, That another more magnificent Houſe, with a Chappel, ſhould 
be rebuilt in Hamburgh = is Miniſter, at the Expence of the City. 
Others, tho they diſapprove indeed the Action, ſay that it has been 
chiefly occaſion d by the Jeſuits and other Catholick Prieſts, who cannot 
be 15 where they find the leſs Protection, but will meddle not only 
with other People's Religion, even in their own Homes, to make Pro- 
ſelices, but tod much with State Affairs; it is the general Complaint 
of the Proteſtants againſt the Zeal of thoſe Fathers for the Propagation 
of the Catholick Faith, &. Thofe who accuſe them with having gi- 
ven Occaſion to that Tumult, add, for Inſtance of their Charge, chat 
the Exgliſi have never been moleſted nor diſturk'd in their Chappel, ot 
in the Exerciſe of their Religion, (tho' not look'd better upon than the 
Raman Cathalicks) becauſe their Pricſts diſturb no. Body abroad in this 
nor any other Reſpect; which puts mę in mind of à Meſſage which

The Brite Merchants in Hamburgh make a very bandſome Figure; 
and live up to the Character of N of Condition, no way deroga- 
ting by their Actions, any mare than by their trading Profeſſion, from 


the genteel Blood that runs in the Veins of the moſt part. I was re- 
commended particularly to Meſlicurs Charles Gare and ahm Hanbury, 


who, with their Friends, loaded me with Civilitieg: They kept a fine 
Stable well ſtord with Exgliſt Horſes, and a Pack of Hounds of the ſame 
Nation; they gave me the Pleaſure of hunting the Hare, as well as that 
of Bowling, for the Company has a fine Bowling- Green in the new Ci- 
ty, which is a ſpacious Spot of Ground ꝑleaſantly ſurrounded with 
Walls and Trees, and aceqmpany d with a pretty Houle for cating and 

drinking, &c. The Houſes, both in the new and old City, are for the 
Generality after the old Faſhion ; hut there are a pretty many others 
after the modern ones, which pleaſe very much: That of Baron Gor/zs 
is of Free · ſtone, and one of the fineſt; nay, ſome give it the Precedence 


over all, for the Order and Maguificeace of its Structure. The Town

habitants were to the laſt deeply incenſed > en ay they having 
hardly ſpared the Reformed Churches of the French and Dutch, where 
Divine Service is perform'd for thoſe of theſe two Nations after their 
own Manner. (a) The Jews, not being able to obtain the ſame Favour 
of their Synagogue, were then rebuilding it after a handſomer Model. 
(as was faid) than before, and it was almoſt finiſhed, and was the fineſt 
Edifice of the ſort that I have ſeen in Chriſtendom ; for the Roman Ca- 
tholick Church was burnt rather accidentally, by its being too con- 
tiguous ro the Houſes which the Swedes ſet fire to, than by any 
Defign, they not being willing for its ſake to ſpare thoſe Buildings. 
My Landlady, a Widow, was one of the moſt exaſperated againſt 
them, and greateſt Sufferer, as ſhe told me; with the utmoſt Reſent- 


ment; and here is the Subſtance of her melancholy Account. 


© Count Steinbeck left here, whilſt he was purſuing his Victory into 
“ Holſtein, a Lieutenant-General to burn and plunder us; having been 
<« offer d 300,000 Crowns to ſave our Houſes from the Flames, he or- 
e der'd a Candle to be lighted, and ſaid to the Bearers of the Propoſal, 
* The 300,000 Crowns muſt be brought me before this Candle is burnt out, 
<* or the Town ſet on Fire.” In vain they repreſented ro him, Thar 
* the Gates of Hamburgh being ſhut, where every one kept his princi- 
< pal Stock, and Night coming on, it was impoſſible to lay down the 


d whole Sum before they were opened; bur that they would pay 
© 100,000 Crowns upon the Spot, give Hoſtages, and the reſt next Day 


before Noon. All theſe Remonſtrances were of no Efſect, (added ſlie) for 
ehe immediately ſent Soldiers, with Officers at the Head of them, and 
* Torches in their Hands, into every Houſe ; and I my ſelf, ſaid ſhe, 
te had then juſt been delivered of a Child, and loſt my Husband about 
* three Months, in vain implored and conjured the Incendiaries to have 
* ſome Regard to my Condition ; bur all Supplications and Tears on- 


i mor them fo far, as to rake my Bed and my Quilt, and carry 


* them into the middle of a neighbouring Garden, whilſt my Maid, 
* who had ſav'd what ſhe could of my beſt Things, help'd me to crawl 
„ thither with my new-born Infant, more likely to have been both 
* kill d by the Cold than to have cſcap'd with Life. I lay thus in the 
* open Air, and ſaw, with a Terror eaſier to be imagin'd than deſcrib'd, 
*the Town all in one continied Flame. 

The Inhabitants ſaid generally that the Hamburghers, being jealous 
of their Neighbourhood in reſpect of Commerce, had given under- 
hand a great Sum of Money for this tragical Expedition; which ſeems 
to have been founded more upon Conjecture than Truth. But tho' they 
did think by this Means to deſtroy Altena for ever, they were very 
much deceiv'd, and bought very dear the Pleaſure of Revenge, and the 
ſhort Advantages they reapd in the Interim, by the Suſpenſion of its 
Commerce; ſince the Town began to be rebuilt more handſomely than 
before, as ſoon as the Inhabitants ſaw themſelves out of Danger of 


their Enemies, whoſe Victory prov'd moſt fatal to themſelves; for it 


ſeem d to be an ignis fatuus, which led them in this Precipice. Ton-

ning hen, by its Complaiſance in opening them its Gates, became their 
Priſon, and laſt his Maſter. Fortune, which began to declare againſt 


(% The Roman Catholicks, the Reform'd, and the Jews of Hamburgh, go to Altena 7 
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Holfein ; Experience (as they faid) having already ſhewn, that the Fort 
was not only intended for this End, but to facilitate the Reduction of 
Kiel, which obeys the Dukes of Holſlein independently of the Kings of 
Denmark: For Hotftein, being both Royal and Ducal, contains a Number 
of Places and Diftrias, that belong wholly ro the Duke of Holſtein, 
as others do to the King of Denmark; for Inftance, Kiel and New- 
munſter. There are alſo ſeveral that are dependent on both, where they 
equally tax the Nobles, whenever the Affairs of the State demand it; 
and theſe Nobles, being like petty Sovereigns over the common Peo- 
ple, diſcharge and eaſe themfelves of the Burden, by laying it upon 
and taxing them in their Turn, and that fometimes to a gteat Hard- 
ſhip ; inſomuch that if his Daniſs Majeſty impoſes the Sum of 50,000 
Crowns upon a City, dependent in common upon them both, the Duke 
does the ſame, according to the mutual Agreement founded upon their 


Power. Kiel at that time, with all the reft of rhe Ducal Hol/tern, 


was fubject to the King of Denmark; to whom Tonmninghen, by 
opening (as I have already hinred) its Gates ro the Swediſh Gene- 
ral, gave Ground to pofſets himſelf of it, as well as of the reft. It 
is 'reſtord, with its Dependencies, to the preſent Duke, by the laſt 
Treaty between Sweden and Denmark ; but Gothorp and Sleſwick te- 
mains in the Hands of bis Daniſh Majeſty by the fame. 

Kiel is a very handſome City, and ſtands as well as can be deſired 
for Commerce, in a Gulph of the Balticł Sea, and upon a Peninſula, 
whick may be call'd an Hand: in regard of the Ditch thar belongs ro 


the Caſtle, which feparares it entirely from the Continent. Its 


advantagious Situation, and the frequenting of irs Harbour by Mer- 
chants from the greateſt Part of Europe, were the Occaſion of Duke 
Frederick the Firſt's ſending in 1663 that famous Embaſſy into Peſa, 
which paſling thro! h Aitor „coaſted along the Weft of the Caſpian 
Sea, and fo went by Land to ll, in order to ſettle a Trade between 
that Country and Hoſſſein. Having finiſh'd ſome Affairs which we had 
in this City, we return d to Hamburgb, where a little after we ſaw a printed 
Manifeſto, or Declaration, of the Cheualler ae S. George's, who tiled him- 
ſelf therein James HE. King of England, &c. and dated it in che 14th Year 
of his Reign. In this Declaration, he exhorted thoſe whom he term d 
his faithful Subjects, ta re- unite themſelves together, to receive and 


_ * acknowledge their lawful King ; telling them, that the well-known 


* good Intentions of his Sifter Queen Ame, had been the Cauſe of his 
keeping Silence, and remaiging unactive during her Reigg. 

On the other Hand, all the Wee tate Who Were at War wich the 
King of Sweden, were preparing to go and axcack bim in e Ned 
and ſome Differences that had happen d between the King of Pruſſia and 
that Prince, which Tf mention hereafter, had made him likewiſe his E- 
nemy. The News from Straelſund, were full of nothing but the continual 
Motions of his #tediſþ Majeſty from Place to Place, and the Fatigues 
he underwent, (even ſo far as to forget eating and drinking, ede 
with the extraordinary Care he took to put the City, and the Iffe of 
"Rugen, in the beſt State of Defence that was poſſible. Some time af- 
terwards, high Words having pafs'd between Baron Goertz, and one 
of the Miniſters of the Prim Court, it went ſv far, that they chal- 


eng d each other to a. Duel, and the Place of..Rendezueus was agreed 


upon, chey both came thither, but not upon the. ſame Day, (as 
tuas related publickly- in FZzmmurgh) by treaſon of the Difference of

where his Daniſh Majeſty was to review them, I had the Curioſity to 
ſee his Troops, Who were ſome of the fineſt 1, had ever ſeen. . They 
were 40,000 Men, Horſe and Foot, and might all be call d choſen, well 
made, and well cloathed. The firſt were finely mounted, and the ſe- 
cond were inferiour to them in nothing but in being on Foot, and made 
as fine à Figure as any Infantry cou d do. The Grenadiers did not 
ſeem to give place even to the Eugliſßñ; of whom the Mareſchal de 
Luxembourg ſaid, that if he had 30,000, he wou d take the moſt im- 
pregnable Towns in the World, and (to make uſe of his own Terms) 
dethrone even Lucifer himſelf. All this Army feem d excellently diſci- 
plined, and had ſery'd for the moſt part in Flauders, with a Reputation 
ſufficiently known. The King was on Horſeback, in a Suit of Red 
Velvet laced, upon a fine Saniſh Genet, with a Plume of Feathers in 
his Hat: His Officers alſo had Scarlet ones, with à Silk Scarf of the 
ſame Colour. Nee been entertained for Five or Six Hours 
with this fine Military Sight, I went to a Coumry Seat a little diſtant 
thence, that was hired by Mr. Ch. Gore, to whom, and to 19 of the 
Britiſh Company, his Daniſs Majeſty had been graciouſly. pleaſed. to 
8 Liberty of Hunting all about the Country. I found chere 
the Deputies of Hamburgb, ro whom that Gentleman had lent it, to 
carry thither the Preſents of Wine; Proviſion, and other Refreſhments 
deſigu d for his Majeſty ; (this being a little Tributary Acknowledgment 
which they pay him from time to time, for the quiet Poſſeſſion of tho 
City.) They were then preparing to return to Hamburgb, having al- 
ready offer d thoſe Preſents. As for myſelf, I had a good Bed and 
plentiful. Table; (Mr. Gore, who was not there himſelf, having fene 
Orders for that purpoſe: ) The Houſe is handſome, and accompanied 
wich a pleafant Garden. I ſtaid there three Days very agreeably with 
one of his Friends, and return d to Hamburgh. . 1 5 
In the mean while, what (one wou d have thought) ſhou'd have put 
a ſtop to the War, and ſaved the King of Sueden his German Pro- 
vinces, was what haſten d the Loſs of them, by reaſon of the little 
Confidence. this Prince placed in thoſe. who were yet his Friends, the 
Kings of Great Britain and Pruſſia. His Prufſian Majeſty had, for 
the ſake of 400, 00 Crowns, redeem'd Stettin and the Swedsfſp Pome- 
rania, out of the Hands of the Northern Allies, with a defign to keep 
it in Sequeſtration till the Peace ſhou'd: be concluded, and that Sum re- 
ſtored to him; and what ſeem d to evince the ſincere Intentions of his 
Pruſhan Majeſty, was, that he admitted the Troops of Hol{ein, who 
ueere in a manner the Allies of Sueden, jointly with. his own, after having 
concluded the Treaty of Sequeſtration wich the Duke Adminiſtratots, 
and Count Welling, Senator of Sweden and Governor of Bremen and 
Verden. The King of Great Britain had done almoſt the like in reſpect 
of Bremen, which was reſign d to his Majeſty by the King of Denmark, 
for between 7 or 800,000 Crowns. For Verden was already puwned 
to his Britiſb Majeſty, for a great Sum of Money advanced te the

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King of Sedet';) and fo the Wir was retnov'd'froni Germary by theke 
means, according to the Intent of the Treaty of Neutrality. On the 
other hand, the Emperor continued his Exhortations to the King of 
Sweden, to induce him to revoke his Proteſtation againſt this Tteaty, 
and to prevail with him to ſend Plenipotentiaries to Brunſwitk, where 
thoſe of his Imperial Majeſty had been ſo long) as being a more certain 
way than that of Arms to preſerve his German Territories. The Land- 
grave of ' Heſſe Caſſel likewiſe made uſe of his beſt Arguments for the 
ſame purpoſe, and to prevent the Encreaſe of Enemies to Sweden, who 
had already too many of them; but his Swed; Majeſty, always inca- 
pable of Fear, and unwilling to receive Laws or Conditions, did not 
give to theſe Exhortations and Arguments the Attention willi'd for, 
ſent no Plenipotentiaries to Brunſwick, denied his Royal Aſſent ro both 
Sequeſtrations, and the Fire of War broke out with more Violence. 
In the mean while the Czar's Troops, who had retited out of Pomerd- 
nia, by virtue of the Agreement concluded between the King of Pruſ- 
ſia and the Duke Adminiſtrator, &c. before his Swedzſp Majeſty's re- 
turn, having receiv d a Sum of Money from his Pruſſlan Majeſty for it, 
were waſting with Sword and Fire the Coaſts of Finland, and the Iſles 
of Aland. The Hereditary Prince of Heſſe Caſſel, who having married 
the Princeſs Utrica of Sueden, was conſtituted there Gencraliſſimo, 
had his Hands more than full, with the ſmall Number of Forces he 
commanded, to hinder their penetrating farther' into the Country. 
Moreover, his Sediſe Majeſty gave Orders to one of his Squadrons 
to go and attack the Daniſb Fleet where-ever they could be found, 
even tho' out- number d. Count Welling being then at Stralſund, in 
vain endeavour d to perſuade him to revoke it, by his Remon- 
ſtrances of the State of Affairs in Sweden, which did not allow of 
running ſuch a riſque; but the King remain d immoveable. This 
Squadron ſaild, and met the Danes between the Iles of Femern 
and Laland, and was defeated by them; at leaſt fix Veſſels dif- 
abled from fighting, and taken with all their Men, and another was 
ſunk. | This News made thoſe (who knew what had expoſed the Com- 
mander to this fatal Blow) ſay, that his Majeſty had loſt ſeven Men 
of War by his own Orders; and Count Welling, who had the chief 
Hand in the Treaty of Sequeſtration, having not been able to engage his 
Majeſty to conſent to it, and ſeeing that his Advice was both uſeleſs 
and diſagreeable, ask d leave of the King to retire from Stralfund, 
(under pretence that the Air did not agree with his Conſtitution, which 
was otherwiſe but very weakly,) and obrain'd it. Not long after, his 
Majeſty, who had been entirely and indefatigably taken up ever fince 
his Arrival, in having all the Paſſages fortify'd that might facilitate 
the Approaches of the Enemy, order d the Ifle of UſZom to be attack d, 
which the Pru//ians were poſſeſs d of by virtue of the Treaty of Seque- 
ſtration, and they were diſlodged, as not expecting any ſuch thing. 
Hereupon his Pruſſian e formally declared War againſt the King 
of Sweden ; who, on the other hand, ſollicited the King of France, 
(ho had juſt concluded the Peace, and had his Arms at liberty 
on all Sides) to join him with 60,000 Men, and thereby reduce all his 
Enemies to reaſon in one Campaign : But his moſt Chriſtian Majefty 
made him almoſt the ſame Anſwer to this Demand, that he had done 
to the Chevalier de St. George; who, upon Advice of the Death of 
Queen Ane, came Poſt Incognito from Lorrain, to repreſent to him the 
favourable Diſpoſitions of the Scotch, Triſh, and even great 3 
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A. De La (Mara TAANE BA 


of Engliſh, who (as he ſaid) only wanted to be ſüpported by [ſome 
Power like that of France, and deſired ſome of his Men of War land 


Froòps for that purpoſe. This Anſwer (according to ſome diſintereſted! 
Frenchmen, who pretended to be well inform d of the Truth) wis:this;: 


F won't ſuppiy you with' ſo much as one Boat, I will die in Peace: if I 
can, However, his Majeſty did more for the King of. Sweden, offer d 
him his Mediation to accommodate Matters, which was accepted; and 
the Count de Cro:f} came to Stralſund, and went barkwards and for- 
wards to this end from the Court of Pruſſia to that of Sweden, there ſpas: 
ring no Pains, but twas all in vain; as were alſo the Endeavours of 
rhe Lanugrave of Heſſe Cafes War being reſolvd on all Sides, the 

King of Pruſſia attack d U/Zom with a Force ſufficient to carry it; 
whilſt the Dani Vice · Admiral took or deſtroy'd above 50 Veſſels; moſt 
of them Privateers, who were in the Swine. Theſe Privateers were par- 


ticularly encourag d in the Exerciſe of that Profeſſion, by the Advantages

granted them by the famous Placaert publiſh'd in their Favour, which 


ruin d ſo many Merchants who were at Amity and Correſpondents 


wich the Swedes, and even the Swedes themſelves, to whom the Condi- 


tions ſeem d impracticable; which particularly obliged the Eigliſi to 


continue ſending a Fleet into the Baltic Sea, to protect their Commerce: 
The King of Great Britain, as Elector of Hanover, followed ſoon 
the Example of the King of Pruſſia, his Co-Director in the Circle of 
Lower Saxony, declaring alſo War againſt the King of Sweden, for al- 
moſt the like Reaſons ; and he began it by joining ſome Hunouerian 


Troops to thoſe of the Danes, for the Blockade of * Miſinar. Wiſmat: 


About the middle of July I ſet out from Hamburgh, with deſign to 
go to Sfralſund; but cou'd not put it it Execution for Reaſons that T 
am going to mention. I purſued my Journey by Trittow, Simlo and 


Gradebufch, none of which are better than Villages, and hardly known in 


Geography, till the latter was render d famous by the Battle fought near 
it in 1713, and the firſt ſpoken of for the King of Denmarks:having 
review'd his Army in its Neighbourhood. From hence I paſſed by 


Miſinar, which I had a Sight of on my Left, at the Diſtance preſetibd 


by the Blockade, conſiſting of a flying Camp of the Troops before- 
mention'd, which guarded a Line of Circumvallation drawn round the 
City.

It was formerly one of the moſt conſidera- 
ble Hans Towns for its Commerce; but has begun to loſe that Ad- 
vantage ſince the Swedes, having rendred themſelves Maſters of the 
Fort Murnemule, during the firſt Career of their Succeſs, impoſed arbi- 
trarily a Duty upon all Goods exported or imported; and the Dukes 


of Mecklenburg (according to the Inhabitants Complaints) have treat- 


ed them rather like Tyrants than Sovereigns and Protectors, which they

Remarks on the Iſlaud 
of Gothland by the Way; on the Caſtles of 
Dolarna and Waxholm, and the Situation of 
Stockholm. Deſcription of this City; its Har- 
Bour, adjacent Places, W inter- Diverſions, &c. 


Sweden, I left Zubeck rhe 2oth, in Company with the Maſter of 
1er, who was a Lubecker, and a Merchant of the ſame Nation, de- 
ſigning alſo for that Country. The Wind being fair the 22d, we ſer 
out, and it continued favourable enough to carry us (a) 80 Suediſb 
Miles on our Way to Stockholm, when its Inconſtancy forc'd us, the 
25th in the Evening, to change our Courſe, and hold for Miaby, the 
Capital of the Iſle of Gorhland, whiere we ran into Harbour. 
Wisby. This City was formerly as much noted for its great and vaſt Com- 
merce, as at preſent it is little known on that Account: Its Maritime Laws 
and Regulations were heretofore follow'd all over and beyond the Bal- 
tick, as they are ſaid to be actually in Sweden to this Day. It is ſitua- 
ted on the Sea-ſide, on the Weſt of the Iſland, whence its riſes, and a- 
greeably extends itſelf ro the Top of a little Hill. The Harbour is 
large, and was better in Times paſt than it is now, eſpecially in ſome 
Places, which the high Winds (after having deſtroy'd the Piers that | 
kept out the Sea) have all choak'd with Sands. 5 
Within its Walls and Suburbs were once counted thirteen large 
Churches, and fix Monaſteries well fill d, and ſtill better endow'd ; of 
all which there is none left entire bur that of St. Mary, which has re- 
'tain'd the Name, but not its Revenues, nor the Veſſels, Candleſticks, 
Lamps, Branches of Gold and Silver, and other rich Utenſils it had 
when the Roman Catholick Religion (which has fince given Place to 
the Lutheran) reign'd there, no more than its two ineſtimable Car- 
buncles, recorded in the Gothic Annals. VVV 
The ſame City has ſeveral fine Springs and Fountains of very good 
Water, that ran through as many Canals, and divers large Ciſterns 
yer to be ſeen, either entire or half deſtroy'd: From all which it is 
evident, that Nature has contributed no leſs ro its Beauty and Con- 
venience than Art. Its Caſtle was ruin'd by the Danes in 1679. The 
Iſland is about 18 Miles in Length from South to North, and fix in 
Breadth; more or leſs in ſome Place. r 
Some Hiſtorians do it the Honour of calling it the firſt Colony of the 
Got hs, and other People of Scandinavia, that ſpread themſelves in greater 
and leſſer Swarms, and formerly wander d up and down the fineſt Parts of 
the World.

Stockholm. The Proſpect of Stockholm is both magnificent and agrecable, eſpe- 


cially after having doubled the Point of a little Iſland, on the right, 
calld Bactholmen, on which there is a large and high Brick Warehouſe, 
formerly made uſe of to keep Salt. There are others likewiſe of Tim- 
ber, very long, but low built, that heretofore were the Magazines f 
the Pitch and Tar belonging to a Company of Merchants, who had 
engroſs d all that was made in Sweden: Bur that Company is come to 
nothing; for having rais d thoſe Commodities to too exorbitant a Price, 
it fore d England to have them made by her own Subjects in America, 
whence now they have for fifteen, and at moſt twenty Shillings, what 
formerly they were oblig'd to pay four, and ſometimes five Pounds for. 
On the left, over againſt this little Iſland, or rather Rock, (which is 
ſtill call'd Tzarhof, or Tar. Marker) begins the South Suburb, ſeeming 
to come out of the Water, then riſing and extending. itſelf in the Form 
of an agreeable Amphitheatre, upon a long Tract of Rocks, as far as 
a Stone-Bridge, (forty Paces long, and nineteen broad). by: which tis 
join d to the City (A), as is he ötcbern Suburb, by chree others of 
l. een 
Having thus paſs'd this Iſland, you come to another leſſer on the 
right, call'd Blockhus-Hotmen, mark'd (M) in the ſaid Print, on which 
there ſtands an old Stone Tower near the Water- ſide, where they ca- 
reen Ships, &c. Beyond this laſt preſents irſelf another, mark d (N), 
which alone is larger than the other two: Upon this you ſee. two 
high and ſpacious Warehouſes of Brick, one coverd with Braſs, and 
divers others of Timber, with ſeveral others of the ſame. There are alſo 
three long Rows of Buildings, mark'd (20) (21), of which two ſeem to lie 
in the fame Line, and are only ſeparated by the Diſtance of ſome Paces 


toward the South-Eaſt of the Iſland; the other is in the North-Weſt. The 


two firſt contain a great Number of good Rooms, which it is faid were 
at firſt deſigned for the-Gardes du Corps, and the third for Stables for their 
Horſes, tho they never were put to thoſe Uſes. Beſides this, there are 
a pretty many ſmall Timber Houſes, as (22) and other ſorts of Build» 
ings, which T ſhall not particularize, no more than their different Uſes. 


This third Iſland goes by the Name of Nie Skepholmen, ot the New 


Iſland of Ships, deriyd from the Royal Fleet that lay there before ir 
was transferr'd to Carelſcroon; or elſe from the Ships, Gallies, &. that 
uſed to be, and are ſtill building there, tho in leſs Number; as a fourth 


Ilfland, that has a Communication with it by a Bridge, at the end of

Which is a ſmall Timber Church for the Seamen, is now, call d 
Gamla"Shepholmen, or the Old Iſland of Ships, for having been of the 
ſame Uſe; The laſt is all cover'd with very magnificent Houſes, regu- 
larly built, moſt of them after the modern Manner, and is join d to 
the Continent of the Northern Suburb (L) by an artificial Neck of 
Land, over-againſt the Bridge (24), which they ſay is not very ancient; 
and the Caſtom has not yet prevail'd of calling it a Peninſula. © 


In the Neighbouthood of the Suburb is a pleaſant Park, of which 
(K) is a Parr, all along which theſe Iſlands (or rather Rocks ho- 
nour'd with chat Name are ranged: Between them and the Con- 
tinent lie the Men of War, with ſome Gallies. The Ground of this 
Park, which is uneven, but high, eſpecially towards the Water, 
with che Iſlands diſpoſed as T have ſaid on one fide, and the Ridge 


of ſteep Rocks, on which the South Suburb was built, on the o. 


ther, encloſe the Harbour, and ſerve it for two natural Piers, by 
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which it is renderd one of the ſafeſt, moſt commodious, ach next to

' hereafter. The Northern Suburb; in Swediſh call'd Noremall; might 


well paſs for a great City, by reafon of its long and fpacious Streets 
full of high and handſome Houſes, that are ſet off and have theit 
Doors and Windows lined with Marble or Free Stone from GotÞlang, 
and heir Rooms payed with that of Oeland, or what comes from be- 
ond Sea. Its Churches are more remarkable for theit Bulk; the 
Height of their Steeples, and their Copper Roofs, than on any othet 
Account; and the greateſt Magnificence of its many Palaces conſiſts in 
being likewiſe cover with that Metal, tho' there are ſome in which 
à good Taſte of Architecture is happily enough expreſſed. * Among 
the Churches, that which bears the Name of St. Clare, to whom it wa 
dedicired by its Founder King Magn. Ladiflaus, as was alſo a Mona- 
ſtery of Chriſtian Yeſtals, is the largeſt, and its Steeple the hi heſt 
in all Sweden; and there are few any where elſe that exceed it. Next 
ro this, chat of St. James ought to have the Preference: It is built of 
Brick, and like the other coverd with Copper; bur with a Steeple 
incompatably leſs. The others, with the l part of the Houſes, 
eſpecially towards the Extremity of this, (as well as thoſe of the South 
Suburb) are altogerher made of Timber; from which 1 ſhall take the 
Oppottunity of obſerving, that _ are many Ciries in Sweden, the 
Builditigs-of which, without any Exception, are entirely of the ſame; 
tho there is not a Country in 45 World, where thete is greater abun- 
dance of Stones ag Well as Trbes Bur it muſt be confeſs d, that there 
are few! Places where the firſt are more impropet for Building, or the 
ſecond* yield leſs Fruit; which was the Reaſon, char being asked by 
a Natiye what found moſt remarkable in Sweden, I jol ingly an- 
ſwer d, Stonet of 1d uſe, and Trees withont Fruit. Howevet, tð do Ju-

As to the Prohibition found in ſacred 
Writ againſt the making of any Figures, or corporal: Repreſentations of 
Things Heavenly and Spiritual, they ſay, that this Prohibition only 
concerns the Adoration ; and that the Commandment irſelf explains it 


in that manner, by adding the Words to Morſbip them. Near this Church, 
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which I hear was but lately burnt down, is the Garden (26) that faces 


the ſame Palace, and is call d n Garden; which Name, conſider- 


ing the Ingenuity in laying it out, the Contrivance of the Parterres, its 
Fets Deaus, ſumptuous Green-houſe, Cc. it is not undeſerving of.

Between this Houſe, and the Wall of the Royal Garden, is part of 
the artificial · Neck of Land already mention ; and the Paſſage which 
formerly the Water had there, was call d Nectſrom or Neptune s 
Stream. But, not to be tired with viſiting too particularly every part 
of this Suburb, let us poſt our ſelves upon a Mount about the middle 
of it, which is very loſty, and call'd Brunckberg,) famous in the Hi- 
ſtory of this Countty for the Defeat of Clriſtiern the Tyrant.

In the ſame manner many others ate to be 
ſeen with boutidary Columns throughout the Country, to diſtinguiſh 
the other Provitices ; beſides a great number of high Poſts that on

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The Southern Suburb (whicher this long Bridge, which lies below the 


Stone one, conducts) may pals for a pretty large Town, conſidering the 
Advantages it has, like thoſe we have obſerv'd in the Northern one; 
for it has two large Churches, even more regular and of better Archi- 
tecture than thoſe on that, with ſeveral Palaces, and a great many fine 
Brick Houſes ; but I hear about 5000 Houſes. zh; one of the 
Churches have been lately burnt dow wm. 
Without ſtaying here, as we have done in the other Suburb, let us 
enter the City, and in order to it, paſs over (E) a Place that might be 
call d a dry Bridge, it ſtanding upon Arches, without any Water under- 
neath. This Bridge is 76 Paces in Length, and x6 or 17 in Breadth; 
at the two Extremities are two Eminences, one higher than the other, and 
between them is the Publick Warehouſe for Iron and Copper, common- 
ly calVd Fernwagh, or the Iron Ballance. It is lined on both Sides 
with Iron Balliſters, for the Space of 37 or 38 Paces, and cuts through

a large round Tower, (the Remains of an ancient Fort) whereof nothing 


is left ſtanding but the two Sides, which are farther aſunder than the 
Bridge is wide: Theſe, with two Rows of Shops, built of Brick, and 
cover d with Iron, line or border it from 35 or 36 Paces more. This 
ſort of Bridge is ſupported by a very thick Vault of the Tower, which

Shops of each Side, that leads to Skepbro, we come to a Draw- bridge,

It muſt be own d that he claſhes with, and draws upon him, almoſt 
all the Greek, Roman, and other Hiſtorians ; eſpecially when he pre- 
tends that Greece has receiv'd the Taſte of Sciences from Sweden, where- 
as his Anceſtors the Gorhs.. ſtand every where atcuſed of having de- 
ſtroy d the moſt illuſtrious Monuments of Arts, Sciences; and Polire- 
neſs ; inſomuch as they have left in the ancienc Capital of the World 
but one ſingle Temple ſtanding, of ſo many excellent Pieces of fine Ar- 
chitecture which adorn d it. They are tax d with having never ſigna- 
liz d themſelves better in any Art but that of War, and valud nothing 
more than Force and Conqueſt; as may be partly inferr d from the very 
Etymology of the Names which they gave to the falſe Deities they 
worſhip d. For Thor in their ancient Language ſignifies Valiant, Mar- 
lite, or Enterprizing ; Otheim is Deſtroyer; and Frigga, Plenty or 
Plunder. The firſt is repreſented, as I have ſaid already, with Light- 
ning in one Hand and a Mallet in the other; the ſecond with a Naked 
Sword and Buckler ; and the third likewiſe with a Naked Sword and a 
Bow. Tho' an Italian Author has given the Nations of the North at 
leaſt the accidental Honour of the Origin of his Mother-Tongue, by 
ſaying that it ſprung from the Mixture of thoſe People with the La- 
tins; or, to ſpeak more properly, from the Corruption of both their 
Languages. Theſe are his Words: Di duoi Popoli ſi fece un Popolo, e 
di due Lingus un Linguaggio, da cui Latineggiando la Barbarie, e Barba- 
reggiando la Latinita, nacque la bella Lingua Italiana. Of two they 
made but one People, and of two Languages one Speech; which by 
< Latinizing the Barbarous Words, and Barbariſing the Latin, had pro-

To return from whence the Runick Cheer have led us, I ſhall 


obſerve that the Hiſtory of Sweden informs us, that in the Place where 
now the Piles on which the Butchery and the Draw and Srone-Bridges 
are, there was a Neck of Land, which made a Peninſula of the Ground 
on which the City is built: That this Peninſula was call'd Aguiſia; and 
after this Neck of Land was cut, Sfockho/men, or the Iſle of Trunks ; 
as to the Origin of this ſecond Name, it varies. The Account whichi is 
thought to come neareſt the Truth, is what follows: The Mellern being 
infeſted with foreign Pyrates, it was thought adviſeable ro ſtop up their 
Paſſage with Trunks of Trees and Maſts tied to one another, as the Place 
which now is call'd Noreſtrom, or North. Current, at (C. D.) and was then 
the only Channel through which that Lake emptied itſelf into the Sea, 
from whence this Current was call d Sroctſund, or the Streight of Trunks, 
and runs ſtill with Rapidity under the Northern Bridges. It is added, 
that Sr. Olaus, King of Norway, having declar d War againſt Skorhonung, 
King of Sweden, to revenge the Death of his Father, whom Saris Sko7- 
houung's Mother had ſhamefully cauſed to be killd, was with a nume- 
rous Fleet got up into this Lake, had pillaged and burnt the City of 
Birca, beſieg d that of Sightuna, ravaging and plundering all that came 
in his way; that whilſt theſe Things were doing, Skorhonung, having 
drawn together all the Strength he could, and fortify d himſelf in the little 
Iſland (B), then call'd Kedesker, now Redgerholm, ſhut up the ſaid Current, 
with Chains of Maſts, more narrowly than it had been till then, wich 
a Deſign of making himſelf Maſter of che King of Norway's Perſon, as 
well as his whole Fleet.

This Cit is not now wall'd in and fortify d by Arr, as they ſay it 
was formerly; but Nature, which makes all Acceſs to it on the Sea- 
ſide fo di t, (by the Windings and Turnings through the Labyrinth 
of Tfles and Rocks, ſpoke of before,) has furniſh'd it with large and 
deep Ditches, filld by the Lake and the Sea, on the Land-ſide ; and. 
inſtead of Ramparts, has thrown up high Hills that form Defiles, which 
a few Men may cafily defend, and make it very dangerous for any 
hoſtile Army to approach the Suburbs with the leaſt Oppoſition. As 
theſe are the preſent Advantages of Stocthoim on the defenſive, fo here 
are Diſadvantages it labours under to act offenſively. A Suradiſb Fleet 
lies very ſafely in its Harbour; but to go in queſt of an Enemy, it is 
as difficult for Ships to get out, as it is for others to get in, for the 


Reaſons mention d. It is, as it were, block d up for above four Months 


in the Year, by the Ice; and the different Winds that are neceſſary for 


it to gain the Sea, aſter the Ice is broken, require alſo ſome Time: 


During all which the Enemy is at Liberty to prevent it, as being free 
from ſuch Obſtacles, and may ravage and lay waſte the Coaſts of 
Sweden, and its Maritime Places in Germany. They ſay theſe were the 


Reaſons which induced Charles XI. to remove his Fleet to Carelſcroon. 


The City of Srochholm is not ſo large as either of its Suburbs, tho ir 


extends over the whole Ifle, from whence it had its Name; nor had 
it ever, before the late War and the Plague, above 30, ooo Inhabi- 
tants; but to make amends, it has in its little Circumference (which 
hardly exceeds a quarter of a 1 uy that is requiſite to render it, in 


the Eyes of good Judges, one of the fineſt Cities in the North of Eu- 
rope : As three large Churches, built indeed after the Gothic Order, 


and divers ſumptuous Palaces; not to mention ſeveral Publick Ediſices, 
and lofty Brick-Houſes, many whereof are Pieces of fine Architecture, 


and are magnificently cover d with Braſs or Iron, two Metals with which 


-Sweden is plentifully furniſſi d by Nature, and wherein its greateſt 
| Riches conſiſt | he 


The largeſt of the Churches is (3) the Cathedral, dedicated to St. 
Nicholas. It is nobly adorned within, and enriched with a fine Organ, a 


very handſome Pulpir, and two Royal Seats or Thrones, of an extra- 
ordinary Sculpture; to which may be added a Number of coſtly Tombs 
of different ſorts of Marble, beaurified with the Arms, and Buſts, or 


Statues, of the Perſons buried therein. Among theſe Statues, that of 
St. George on Horſeback is particularly admired ; the Saint is repre- 
ſented as combating and trampling under him a Dragon of a monſtrous 
Size, and delivering miraculouſly, from his inſatiable Fury, Cleodolinda, 


Daughter to the King of Lydia, and twelve other young Virgins de- 


voted to his Rage. The firſt of theſe is in a kneeling Poſture, with 


her Hands join d, before her victorious Preſerver ; the whole is as large 


as the Life, except that of the Dragon, which alone equals all the reſt 


in Size, as being an imaginary Monſter, and therefore not conſined to any 


natural Bigneſs.

It 
paſſes for a Maſter - piece of Art and Invention. On the Left, oppo- 
ſite to the aforemention'd, is another of a leſſer Size, wherein is de- 
ſcribed the Crucifixion of Jeſus Chriſt and the rwo Thieves; and they, 
who are the beſt Judges of ſuch Performances, eſteem this alſo as excel- 
lent in its kind.

* Swediſh Ell 5s near #wo Engliſh Feet. * 
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Chriſt their Lord and. Maſter, and to that intent he converted them into 
Specie. He brought off likewiſe from the Imperial Palace, amongſt a 
great Quantity of other pretious Spoils, that ſo famous and valuable 
Cabinet which Don Antonio Pimentel del Prado, then Miniſter of Spain 
at the Court of Sueden, had the Addreſs to recover from the Hands 
of Queen Chriſtina, who was as liberal and free in diſtributing the 
Spoils of conquer'd Enemies, as her Father and the Sueaiſb Officers 
had been prodigal of their Blood to purchaſe them. © 
This Spaniard (tis ſaid) had a prodigious Aſcendant over the Spirit 
of this Queen, of whom he cou'd gain almoſt any Point; and this Af 
cendant was perceptible to all the World, nor only whilſt he remain'd 
in Sweden, but even after he was gone ; which one may ſufficiently 
judge by this one Example : Some Months after the Revocation of this 
Miniſter, (who, tho' abſent in Body, ſeem'd perpetually preſent in her 
Mind, and to govern all her Thoughts and Actions,) for juſt before her 
Abdication, ſhe ſent a poſitive Order in Writing to the Reſident of Portu- 
gal to depart the Kingdom inſtantly ; in which ſhe gave an evident Proof 
of her Complaiſance for Spain, even to the taking the Regal Title 
from the King of Portugal, and ſtiling him not only in Contempt the 
little Duke of Braganza, but calling him the unjuſt Uſurper of the 
Crown he wore. This, with ſome other Proceedings, alrogether as 
extraordinary, which this Princeſs was guilty. of, after the Arrival of 
that Miniſter, gave Grounds to a French Author, who has written of 
the Tranſactions at that Court, to make the following Reflections: 
“The Reſidence of Pimentel in Sweden did more Miſchief to that King- 
* dom, than if the Emperor had ſent thither 50,000 Men to regain his 
“ Cabinet. Twas with this ſame Miniſter that ſhe diſcourſed (as 
they aſſured me there) publickly, and in theſe diſreſpeAtful Terms of 


Jeſus Chriſt. © Ever fince we can trace in Hiſtory the Events which 


« have happen'd to Mankind, one cannot reckon Fifty Years which 
* have paſs d ſucceſſively in an Univerſal' Tranquility, and not Forty 
<« ſince the Time of Chriſtianity. The Virgin Mary (ſays ſhe) had 
« hut one Son, and that Son has been, and ſtill is, the Cauſe of Trou- 
ce bles, Diviſions, Perſecutions, and bloody endleſs Wars amongſt Us; 


e if ſhe had had Two, what wou'd have become of Us? To which Y 


(as they ſay) he anſwerd, Madam, He ſaid the Truth in ſaying, I am 
not come to bring Peace to the World, but the Sword. 1 % 
From this Church we will go to that of St. Francis, (15) as being 
the next in Bigneſs, tho' farther diſtant: It is firuated upon the little 
Iſle mark d (B), whereon, as the Hiſtory of the Country informs us, 
Skothonung fortified himſelf to ſurprize dr. Olaus. Tis ſaid, that it 


was founded by the King Magnus Ladiſiaus in 1270, with a Monaſtery 


of Franciſcans of that Order, which they call'd there Gromunkor, or 
Grey Monks, on account of the Grey Colour of their Habits, to di- 
ſtinguiſh them from other Monks and Fryars, who formerly ſwarm'd 
there. From them the Iſland was call d Gromunkholmen, as was alſo 
the Bridge Gromnnkbron, from their paſſing over it. This Church is 


not by far ſo rich, nor ſo well adorned within, as the other ; bur its 


Steeple, tho' not the higheſt, paſſes for the fineſt in either Ciry or 
Suburbs. Tis the moſt uſual Burial-Place of the Royal Family, ſince 
the Time of its Founder, who has his Tomb there with this plain and

Hic jacet Sepultus Sereniſſimus Princeps ac Dominus Magnus Suecorum 
Cot horum Rex, Birgers Ducis, præfatorum Regnorum Gubernatoris, Fi.

lt may perhaps ſeem ſtrange, that I mention this Church in the Num- 
ber of thoſe in the City, ſince it ſtands upon a different Iſland; but 1 
hope it will be a ſufficient Excuſe, that this Iſle is much nearer the 
City than any other Land, as being ſeparated only by a narrow 


Channel of Mellern 28 Paces wide, as may be ſeen by the fore - men · 


tioned Bridge, which reaches from one Shore to the other, and is ex- 
actly of that Length. „1 l 2208 ein 5 
Me will next paſs over to the other Church, (6) dedicated by its Foun- 
der to St. Gertrude, ſituate in the middle of the City, and call d at pre- 
ſent the German Church. I have left it to the laſt, as being the leaſt: 
Its greateſt Magnificence conſiſts in being cover d with Copper, as are 
alſo the other two. Some will alſo brag of the Chimes, which they 
value here as one of the moſt harmonious Sets in the World. They 


ſeem, indeed, in general to pleaſe the People of this Country; and one 


wou' d imagine they thought they did not diſpleaſe even the Dead, 
ſince they ring them at their Funerals to ſuch a degree, as very much 
diſturbs the Living, unleſs they reckon them (as the Ancients did) 
an Alarm of Terror, as well as a Sound of Joy. Chriſtian Hiſtory 
mentions alſo two Temples built formerly in this City, and dedi- 
cated one to St. John, and the other to St. Dominick, with two Mona- 
ſteries for the Monks of thoſe two Orders; but as we can only ſpeak 
of them by Hearſay, we will not ſearch into their Ruins, but go on to 
the other moſt remarkable Buildings. Hb \ 
The Royal Palace (1) wou'd naturally claim our firſt Regard, if it 
had not unfortunately been reduced to Aſhes a fewDays after the Death 


of Charles XI. (whom it had like to have ſery'd for a Funeral Pile,) 


and twas with great Difficulty they ſaved his Corpſe, which then lay 
in State therein ;) or rather, if the Hurry and Expences of the late War 
had not hindered Count Teſin, who has imbibed in Italy a thorough 
Taſte of fine Architecture, from finiſhing that whereof he had drawn 
the Plan, and laid the Foundation upon the Ruins of the other. The 
Walls, which are raiſed up ſome Toiſes, are magnificent Beginnings, 
which promiſe ſome time or other advantageouſly to recompence the 
, Crown-for the Loſs of the other, if ever it's brought to Perfection. 
The other, which they call the Old Caſtle, is now only to be ſeen in 
Prints: It was ſtil'd before the Fire the Royal Caſtle, and was (as they 
ſay) but a confuſed Heap of Apartments after the Gothic Order; and 
the ſame Element that has. now conſum'd it almoſt entirely, began 
ſome time before to declare War againſt it, and exercis'd its deſtructive 


Power over ſeyeral Parts of it. Here the forementioned Count had 


already ſignaliz d his maſterly Skill, in a handſome Chappel, and a 


fine Facade or Front after the Italian manner, as well as in the Royal 


Stables. The firſt of theſe was again conſum'd, bur the Facade and 
Stables were preſerv'd, by having the Advantage of the Wind ; the 
latter ſtand on a little Iſland, whereof I promiſed to ſpeak more am- 
ply, ſeparated from that of Stockholm by a ſmall Branch of the Mellern 
running before the ſaid Front. This Iſland is call'd Hilge Andes Hol- 
men, or theIſland of the Holy Ghoſt, is not above 400 Paces in Cir- 
cumference, and is entirely coverd by the Stables, a Palace ger” 
| wit 
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wich Braſs, ſome Houſes and Shops, moſt of which are Brick or Free 
Stone. But the Royal Stables ought not to be paſsd over inSilence, being 
very well worth the viewing. Tis a Pile of Building in length on the 
Outſide 144 Paces, and in breadth: 20; in the Inſide x40 Paces long, 
and between 17 and 18 broad, with two Wings no way inferior to it. 
The whole Edifice is enticely plated with Iron, and enliglitened wirh 


100 large Windows. The main Body is vaulted with a noble arch'd 


Roof, and contains two Floors 130 Paces long, capable of ranging in 
two Rows about 100 Horſes, and divided by 48 beautiful Pillars aſter 
the Tuſcan Order, which ſuſtain the Roof; and are diſpoſed at an 
equal Diſtance in ſuch a manner, that each of them has a ſort of 
wooden Palliſade cover d with Plates of Iron, which reaches five Paces 
from the Pillar to which tis faſten'd-to the Wall, againſt which are the 
Mangers and Racks. e grad 1 fu Vo; 


Before I leave this little Iſland to re-enter the City, Fll take a flight 
View of a Palace with # BrazenRoof built at D.) adjoining ro the Sta- 
bles. It formerly belonged to the Family of Count Brabe, and fell a 


| facrifice to the Crown by the Reduction of the Royal Grants, which 
haas fince beſtow'd ſome of the Apartments on the College of Anti- 


uities for a Repoſitery of their Curioſities. Theſe, with a little Li- 
te depending chereupon, for the Society to afſemble in whenever 
there is Occaſion, which very rately happens at this Time, are all the 
molt remarkable Things in this Palace; its Building is very indiffe- 
rent, and after the Gothick Taſte, and its greateſt Magnificence con- 
ſiſts in its Brazen Roof. The Antiquities therein preſerved are ſeve- 


ral ſorts of Arms belonging to the firſt Kings of this Country, which 


they ſuperſtitiouſly buried with them; making it, according to the Re- 


ligion of choſe Times, which eſteem d it Sacrilege to touch them: But 


the late Mr. Ruabecł, and other Members of the College, have ſince 
made no ſcruple to violate the Pagan Cuſtoms, by digging, and taking 
them up again. There are likewiſe ſeveral Coins of the Eaſtern Empire 
ſince Otho the Great, and of the Engii/h Kings Ethelred, Canutus the 
Great, and Harold; with ſome Arabian Pieces, which are owing (asthey 
ſay) to the Incurſions and glorious Pyracies of the ancient Goths, and 
other Inhabitants of Thule, a Name which they here, eſpecially Mr. Rad- 
beck, affirm, has always belong d of right to Scandinavia, preferably to 


the North of Great Britain or Ireland; to both of which ſeveral Latin 


Authors, as Claudian, Fuvenal, Statins, Cc. have given that Title. They 


keep here beſides a Hatchet and a Shoemaker's Cheſt, on which are 
the antient Runice Almanacks, which I ſhall hereafrer ſpeak of. The 
Library is indeed but ſmall, but very valuable on account of the Trea- 


ſure it contains, . Agr in antient Chronological Manu- 


ſcripts, Letters Patent, &c. which are the moſt proper to give a good 
Inſight into the Beginning, Progreſs and Changes in the City of SYock- 
holm ; as well as other Affairs relating to Sweden, and the afore-men- 
tion d Antiquitics ; But theſe are not rang d into an Order to be view'd 
to that Advantage and Satisfaction that a curious Enquirer wou d wiſh 
for. This College is annexed to that of the Chancery, and is under 
the ſame Preſident; nor has it at preſent but two Aſeſſors, one decre- 
tary and one Interpreter of the Gathict Language. To do Juſtice to 
the Merit of Me. Nicholas Kedder, the eldeſt of the Aſſeſſors, I muſt 
own, that beſides his being Maſter of ſeveral Foreign W 57 At 
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has acquir'd a perfect Skill not only in the Gorhick, Anglo-Saxon, and 
Ruſſian, but alſo in the Roman Coins; which latter he has been oblj- 
ged (for particular Reaſons) to diſpoſe of in Fayour of Mr. Chriftian 
Naude, a great Admirer of choſe precious Relicks of Antiquity. Paſ- 
ſing hence into the City, and croſſing the Court of the Royal Palace, 
| You will find at (2) in rhe ſame Plan, the Habitation of Count Te/iv. 
This Houſe is but little, but tis an ineſtimable Structure, and exquiſite- 
ly deſign d, and worth its Architect and Maſter's Ability. The Bank 
(4) (I mean chat which they call che new one) is a ſumptuous Edifice, 


and one of che principal Ornaments of the City, which is all that can

The Roof of this Building is a la Manſarde ; a Manner well enough 


known, and uſed in moſt part of modern Edifices of any Figure; both 
here and elſewhere.

two Lions courhant, in Braſs gilt, looking one of them towards the 


City, and the other towards the Mellern; and almoſt at the two Ends, 5

_ vailed in Sweden, when there were General Diets of the States of che 
Kingdom, the Nobiſity kept their Moetings it the Hall beſore men- 
tiond, as they haye begun to do again, ſince they have ſhakn off the 
ſaid Yoke. Theſe Eſtates diſcontinued their Aſſemblies as Eſtates of che 
Kingdom under Charles XI. who (as the Author off che Grat of Sweren 
has well obſerv d) left them not ſo much as theit Name; but after ha- 
ving ſtrip d them of their Authority, commanded they ſhou d be calld 
the Eſtates, of the King, and that they ſhou'd aſſemble only at his 
pleaſure. The Secret Uſcott, which anfwers to whatwe call in Engliſh 
the Secret Committee, meet now in one of the Chambers below, when- 


ever there are any particular Caſes to diſeuſs. The Members who 


compoſe chis private Aſſembly, are about One Hundred in Number, 
choſen from among the Nobles, HAcciglaſticis and Citizens : The. Pen- 
ſants were formerly admitted; but at the firſt Meeting they wete ſound, 
as tis ſaid, ſo ignorant chat they yete excluded, as being ĩncapable of 
being of any Alliſtance in Caſes that were brought before them.

ble Marks of his Diſpleaſure, in ordering Mr. Mullern, his Chancellor 
in Tutky, to write to them with Contempt, and ſignify, That if they 
were not ſeparated when that Letter ſboud come to their Hands, or at 
leaſt did not immediately diſperſe after the Receipt of it, he uon ſend 
them one of bis old Boots, with expreſs Command to do nothing but what 
that ſhould. preſcribe them. His Majeſty gave yet more matifeſtProofs 
of his Anger after his return into his Dominions, not only to the Senate,

companied with an Honour, which they refuſe to the latter, however 
profitable and beneficial to the Publick. For: which Reaſon a young 
Swede, who does not follow the Army, (which is what ſuits moſt with 
the Inclination of that People,) wou'd rather chuſe to be call'd Com- 


miſſary, or Secretary, tho with a Salary which (if he diſcharges his 


Truſt with Integrity,) is hardly ſufficient to cloath him decently, than 
to go into a Merchant's Compting-Houſe, where he may live hand- 
ſomely and at his Eaſe. In fine, there is no Nation-where the Profeſ- 
ſion of a Merchant is more deſpiſed; or leſs in Faſhion; tho never ſo 
advantageous to its Maſter or the State; and ſome, after having been 
ſuch ſeveral Years, and acquiring by that Buſinefs conſiderable Eſtates, 


have purchaſed a Title, to purify themſelves (as it were) from that 


Blot in their Eſcutcheon. I muſt do Juſtice nevertheleſs: to ſome. Swedes 
of my Acquaintance, to own that their Education has not infected 
them on this Reſpect; but that they underſtand Commerce per- 
fectly well, eſteem it as it deſerves, and exereiſe it both to their 
own Profit and the Benefit of their Country. Theſe have often la- 
mented, in my Company, that general Contempt it lies under, and 
that they were not able any way to remove it; and have named 
ſeveral Strangers, who have, thro' this Neglect, been brought into 
Sweden, to do what the Inhabitants were too proud to ſtoop to, 
both in reſpect to Trade, and the Improvement of the Mines.

Tis alſo an Epiſcopal Seat, and has 
a College, which they call in dwediſb Gymnaſaim; and a publick School 
for the Inſtruction of Vouth. It is celebrated in Hiſtory for the two 
ſolemn Acts of the States General paſſed there in 1527 and 1544; 
the firſt whereof authoris d the Temporal Power (Which was then in 
Hands leſs ſcrupulous than in former Times) to re: unite to the Crown 
the moſt conſiderable Grants and Revenues that had been alienated 
from it by a religious Zeal and Bigottry in Favour of the Church z/ 
and took away from the Clergy the Share they had in the Management 
of Civil Affairs. The Number of theſe alienated Grants amounted (as 
they ſay) to 13000 Palaces, Caſtles and Farms; of which. the King 
Magnus Ladullaas, and Queen Margaret, Daughter to Ingerus, were 
reckon'd chiefly to have been the Donors and Benefactors, they ha- 
ving diſtinguiſh'd themſelves, by enriching almoſt every Church and 
Monaſtery with the moſt valuable of their Treaſures, beſides their 
founding and endowing ſeveral new one. 
| King Guſtavus, and his Succeſſors, diſtributed the greateſt part of 
them among thoſe Perſons who had ſignaliz d themſelves moſt by their 
Services, both in the Army and Cabinet. But in the Reign of 
Charles XI. they were re- united to the Crown by the Calling in of the 
Grants, as I have before ſpecified. The ſecond Act made the 


Crown, which was before Elective, Hereditary in the Family of Cu- 


Koping. 


Having taken up our Lodging that Night at Meſteras, we purſued” 
our Journey on the 12th more to the Eaſtward than we had done be-: 
fore; and continuing our Courſe by eaſy Stages, (as not being in any 
Hurry, or if we were, being able by the Swiftneſs of our Carriage in 


little Time to recover our loſt Ground) we were contented to reſt 


that Night at Arbogs, a City diſtant but five Miles from whence we 
departed. About a Mile and a Quarter before, we paſſed thro a long 
narrow City calld Koping, which is divided into two Parts by a little 
River that takes its Name from thence, and diſembogues itſelf in the 
Mellern, into which it yearly brings from 18 to 20000 * Shippunds of

 Arboga is a City of an indifferent Bigneſs, wherein are two Churches 
and a Town-Houſe, and Magiſtrates or Burgomaſters, as at Encoping, 
and almoſt all other Towns of any Note. It has alſo a publick 
School. Its Buildings are of Wood, as are other ſuch like Cities,; 
bur it is advantageou Iberer within a quarter of a Mile of a Na- 
vigable River, which diſcharges itſelf into the Mellern, and is capable

On the next Day, we viſited another Forge which belong d 
to Madam Lillieſtrom, and is call'd Upboga-Bruck ; it has three 
Hammers, and delivers yearly 3 of a very good ſort, 
and well wrought, mark d N (46) in the ſame Print. This Forge 
is ſituate in the ſame Pariſh, about three quarters of a Mile di- 
ſtant from the foregoing. Its Miſtreſs gave us a very handſome 
Reception; nor wou d ſhe ſuffer us to take our Leave, before we 
had likewiſe drank off the aforeſaid Welcome. On the röth, we 
made a Viſit to another of thoſe Cyclops, whoſe Name was Fohn Chri- 
ſtianin, who alſo treated us with the accuſtomed Ceremonies ; his 
Forge, call'd Siverskabruck, has but one Hammer, and generally works 
900 Shi s, more eſteem'd for irs being well | wrought, than for 
the Goodneſs of its Metal, mark'd as (c). There are alſo in the 
fame Pariſh ſeveral others, of which I know nothing but by report, 
as Eleby Bruck belonging to Mrs. Mary Leylle, which with one Ham- 
mer works 900 Shippunds of good Iron, mark d as (k); thoſe of Ben- 
amin Larſſon call d Saderby and Abby Brucks, that have each but one 
Hammer, and work tolerably well oo Shippunds, mark d as (o); 
Storbro. and Ofterhamar' Brucks, of which Adam Leylle: is Owner, the 
firſt whereof has three Hammers, and the ſecond hut one, deliver 3000 
Sbippunds of the ſame; Metal, valuable both for its Goodneſs, and be-

with moveable Shops, furniſhed with different ſorts of Merchandiſe, 
brought there:fromFockbo/m,, and other Suediſb Cities or Provinces, on 
nccount of a Fair that is kept there every Vear that Day.

than for its Goodneſs, and mark d as (x); Norbyhamer, Adam Leyles, 
has but one Hammer, and ſends yearly 900 Shippunads of goed and well 
wrought! Iron, mark'd- as (r). To the North Weſt of Arbapa; a 
Nortti of 'Koping, in the Pariſh of Ramnes, are Me, Ramm, Fer. 
manu, Bickhammer and Surabrucks: The firſt belongs to Madam Buy, and 
has cg Hammers, which ſend from 2000 to 1200 Shigpunds' of Metal, 
neither reckon d good nor well wrought; mark d as () ; the ſecend 
is Jauabim Chriſter s, with three Hammers, ſending 3000 Shippurnds of 
the fineſt Iron and well wrought, mark d as NA x3. the third is Ma- 
dam Cronftrom's, which with two Hammers ſends 1500 of good Metal, 
but ill work d, and matk d as (t); the fourth has for Owner Swen 
Katfteen, with one Hammer, that beats but o Ditto of ordinary Me- 
tal, mark d (54) ; and the fifth is Madam Cronfter's, eee as much, 
and as ill wrought, and mark d as (b).

Leaving theſe artificial c Znas, on the 19th' we reached Orebro, 
the Capital of Nericia; which Province, as well as many others in this 
Kingdom, has ſeveral Pariſhes particularly bleſsd by Nature with the 


Advantages of Wood for Firing, and rapid Torrents that fall with Vio- 


lence upon the Wheels, which move and actuate the vaſt Bellows and 
Hammers of ſuch large Forges, as Axberg and Keilſe. In the firſt of 
theſe is Axberghammer, having three Hammers, belonging to Careſon, 
that work 2000 Shippunds of the beſt ſort of Iron, mark'd as N. 48. 
in the ſecond is Froſnidablbruk, whoſe Maſter is Mr. John Morin; it 
has alfo three Hammers, and ſends 1200 ditto of well tempered 
Iron, mark d as N. 47. and Blockas-hytia belonging to Mr. Holmberg, 
which has three Hammers, that work the ſame Quantity, and as well 
rempered, mark d as (55). The Iron of theſe two Forges is in great Bars, 
the moſt proper for the Eugliſb Markets. e e en 165 
The Pariſh of Boderna has, among other Forges, LAſurebrule, now 
enjoy d by Capt. Roſenholm, who has alſo a handſome Houſe built by 
the deceaſed Mr. Boy, its former Maſter, as was likewiſe the Forge: 
It has two Hammers, that afford 1500 Shippunds of tolerable good Me- 
cal, but ill wrought and mark d as (u). It has alfo Bratfors and No- 


which alſo belong d to the above- mention d Mr. Boy, with two Ham- 
mers that work pretty well about 1200 Shippands of Iron mark d 
On our Arrival at Orebro we found the Market -Plaee wholly covered 


al Rendezvous for ſeveral Merehants, eſpecially xhe Citizens of Stock- 
holmand:Goftemburg, who have the Privilege to treat immediately _= 
” 
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kpatrons of that Province, and the Places circumjacent,. for 
whatever Iron they find moſt: for their Uſe ; which having bought, 
they ſell directly to Strangers, who have not the ſame Liberty. This 
City is ſiruated near the Lake Hielmer; which, ſince its Union with 
the Mellern, by a Canal about a Mile long cut by Art, furniſhes Water 
Carriage, to convey. the Iron and other Merchandize as far as Staci- 
Halm. It has a great Church of Brick and Free-ſtone, but ill built, 

and another leſs of Wood, adjoining to an Hoſpital of the ſame 3 a8 
are alſo all the Houſes, except an old Caſtle, built after the antique 
manner and inhabited. There was (as they ſay) formerly over che 
Gate of this old Caſtle an (O) made very Oval, which has either been 


effaced by Time, or ſome Hand deſigned 4 It was intended (as ſome 


afficm) to repreſent a certain Part which -Modeſty forbids to name; 
and Hiſtory informs us, was given for Arms to the City, and ſtampt 
on all the Coin of the Kingdom by Queen Margaret. But others aſſure 
me, that this (O) which has given Birth to ſuch an obſcene Fiction, 
was fer there before the Reign of that Queen, as being the Initial Ler- 
ter of the Name of the City, as (G) is at that of Gefie ; and that it 
was ordinary in thoſe Times to make it fo O vll. 

Orelro is the Place where the Governor reſides; he has undet his 
Juriſdiction (beſides Neriria) great part of Weſtmanis to the Sputh 
Weſt, and of Vermelaudia to the North Weſt. It is famous in Hiſtory 
for a general Aſſembly of the Clergy held there in 1029, Which ex- 


tioguiſh d the Flames of Pargatory, aboliſhed the Sacrifice of the Maſt, 


and confirm'd the Act of the Eſtates at Neſmania, by reducing the 


exorbitant Revenues of the Clergy } who, beſides their Spiritual Gar- 


riſons in rich Monaſteries,' had alſo their Temporal Strong - holds in 


the beſt Caſtles: In a word, they put a final End to the Roman Ca- 
tholick Religion, and broke all the Bands of rhe perpetual Celibaty of 
the Prieſts, Monks and N uns —ͤ 

Aſter Mr. Zack/on and I had for the Space of ten Days taken our 
Share of thoſe Diverſions of the Fair, which were moſt to out Taſte; 


or, to ſpeak more propetly, after having rather fatigued than diverted 


our ſelves ; our Fellow-Trayellers having finiſh'd-theic mercaatile A.- 
fairs, we went together to viſit Mr. John Erenpreus, (the Ditector- 
General of the Cuſtoms) at a Forge of his call d edwobruck, about three 


Miles to the North Weſt of Orebra, whither he had invited us. He. 
has there a very pretty Seat, together with a large Garden, and ſeve- 


ral Arable Fields and Meadows, which cou d not he diſtinguiſſid from 


each other, by: reaſon of the Snow that then coverd them. We were 


entertain d, during three Days that: we remain d there; wich good 
Cheer, good Beds, and good Humout; and you may be ſure the /#e/- 
eume was not forgotten. The Forge (which: is juſt adjoining to łhe 


Houſe) is ſituated, as that alſo is; in the Patiſh of Linda, or Lindberg, 


and has but one good Hammer, which yields ordinarily from 8 to 900 
_Shippands of well vrought Iron, mark id as N. 43. There is, beſides 
this: Forge, to hammer andi frame the Oar into Bars, another lite: ſart 
of a Shop, with a leſſer Hammer and Bellows, that are put in Moxion 
aby the ſame Water which actuates the others. It ſerves to form ſome 
Part of the wrought Iron to Bayonets, Hahnmers, and Hatchets, Cc.

Pertabruk, with two Hammers which beat but 800 Hippunds of Iron, 
but that is eſteemed for the Goodneſs of its Metal, and being well 
wrought. It is mark d as N. 29. Bahrbruck belonging to Eric Phi- 
lipſon, with one ſingle Hammer, works from 800 to 900 Shippunds of 
Iron, in every Reſpect equal to the former, and mark d as N. 2 r. 
Dalskars Hyttabrucks belonging to Oloſt Ohman, has but one Hammer, 
that works the ſame Quantity as the other, tho inferior in Quality, 
and mark'd as N. 3. On the 2d of February we proceeded from 
| Wedwo'to Gamelbobruck, whoſe Bruck Patron is call d John Malmyn in 
the Pariſh of Orſawore ; which Forge works about 3000 Shippunds of 
Iron, that has not the Reputation of. being well temper'd, and is 
mark'd as (h). We were retain'd here till the 3d of February, and 
treated in the uſual manner.

Hedhammar, with one ſingle Hammer, 
beats almoſt as much, and of a very good ſort, mark d as (d). Sher- 
"whbruck beats but from 4 to 500 SHippunds of a worſe fort, and mark d 
as (&). Urtersbem forges about 1300 ditto, no ways better than 
the former, and belonging to Mr.-Utterclous,” and mark d as (q).

The Inhabitants of Salbsberg ate for the moſt 
part Miners, and concerned in the ſaid Mine, they being at alb the 
Charge of working it, and paying a quartet of their Pibfirs to the Crown, 
which gives each of them a certain Meaſure of Arable Land, that theß 
ate neither permitted to alienare or ſell. s to the beginning of this Mine, 
the Reports thereof are very uncertain; ſome ſayings that iti was fuſt 
found out by bertain Finlanders above 500 Mears ſinee, whilſt others, on 
the contrary, Larve they can find no Traces of it beyond 200 
Fears, and affirm. that it was diſcover d under Steno Sture, who had 
it broken open upon the coming into Sweden of pne Gylbert, the!

the 25th in this Town, which is all built of Wood, even to the Church, 
and not a quarter of à Mile from the aforeſaid Lake. I lodged at the 
Poſt-Houſe; where Sen my Landlady, according to the Humour of 
her Sex, more talkative than her Husband, I asked her all the Que- 
ſtions I cou'd concerning the King's Journey. And ſhe told me, that 
ſhe very well knew he had paſs d that Way, tho he would be incog-. 
nito; and that ſhe had ask d one of the Servants, who was that bald 
Man, which her Mind gave her was the King? To which he anſwerd, 
that it was Major Carl; and that ſhe Was confirm d in her Opinion, 
ſince his Departure from Car//adt, .whicher he went, by ſome Perſons 
who knew him perfectly well. She added, that upon this Surmiſe 
ſhe had het ſelf put a Cuſhion upon the Sledge, that was deſigned for 
this Prince; but that upon his getting on, as ſoon as he petceiv d it, 
he threw it away, and order d them to put Straw in its Room. Tho | 
T was aſſured that he had quitted Car//adt ſome Days, I was reſolv d. Carlftade; 
to take the ſame Rout ; and on the 26th early in the Morning reach'd: 
this City, which is a little larger than the other, and three Miles more 
to the Northward of the Venmner. Its agreeable Situation, at the En- 
trance of two large Rivers, which diſcharge themſelyes into that Lake, 
i publick Magazine of Iron which comes from the Forges in Ferme- 
mala, and its being the Place of Reſidence of an Eccleſiaſtical * Su- 
perintendent, (who ſeems in my Opinion to want only the Name of 
Biſhop,) is all that makes it remarkable. They told me here, amongſt 
other Circumſtances of the Royal Journey, that this Prince having ta- 
ken up his Quarters at the Superintendents, his Lady thinking his 
Majeſty travelld a little too Apoſtolically, eſpecially with reſpect to 
Linnen, employ d all the Hands ſhe cou d get to make him half a 
Dozen Shirts of the fineſt Cloth that cou d be found in the City; and 
bundling them up in a Napkin, put them upon the Sledge that was . 
prepared for him. But the King having obſerved the Bundle, ſery d it 
after the ſame. manner as he had done the Cuſhion at the Poſt-Houſe at 
Chriftineham, ſaying, That he woud have no Baggage. . I heard alſo, 
that he was gone tô join the Prince of Hef? Caſſel; who, twas be- 
liey'd, had already penetrated with a Body of Troops into the Daniſs | 
Rae between a, pitiful Village call d Vaſterua and Eda-chanz, a Eda akanz- 
little Swuediſb Fort upon the Frontiers 
Having inform d my ſelf what Courſe. his Majeſty had taken, I reſted 
till Noon at Cariſtadt; after which I. went in a Sledge to overtake 
him. I had already trayell'd above ſix Miles, when about Seven in 
the Evening a thick Snow that had continued falling ever ſince Four, 
had ſo coyered all the Tracks of the Highways, that it made us loſe 
our Road; and as ill Fortune ſeldom comes ſingle, it conducted us 
upon a running Water that was flightly frozen over, (except in thoſe 


Places where the Current e and the Ice giving way the 
Horſe and Sledge fell in. But as good Fortune had not my forlaken 
us, the Water not being very deep, I was. excuſed for a Bathing, the

lar, who by che help of Latin, ſferv's me as an Interpreter, had his

_ Having with fome Trouble extricated our ſelves from this falſe Step, 
our Conductreſs deſired us to ſtay for a Moment, till ſhe cou d try to 
recollect whereabouts we were, which was rendred more practicable 
by the clearing up of the Weather. She return d in about 20 Minutes, 
and told us that ſhe had found out a Houſe E near, where we 
might dry our felves, and meet with Sledge Horſes to continue our 
Journey. I went thither purſuant to her Advice; but inſtead of find- 
ing any means to proceed farther, met with all the Obſtacles imagi- 
nable ro deter me from it; for they told me plainly, that no body 
wou d either let any Horfes, or furnith me with a Sledge for Norway, 
on account of the great Danger of the Journey; and that I ſhou d find 
it very difficult to buy any, which was my laſt Refuge. To prove this, 
they quoted for Example, the Prince of He Caſſel, now King of 
Sweden, with a General whofe Name they knew nor, and ſeveral Offi- 
cers, who had been dangeroufly wounded in the Attempt; adding, that

I ar- 
rived there on the 27th, where rhe News of the wounding his High-

T faw for the firſt time in a Village of this Province, where I lay for 
want of Horſes being ready at hand, the Nunici Calendars thar are ſtill 
in uſe among the Peafants; they call them Runſtackwor or Runicꝭ Sticks, 
and they are generally Sticks or Pieces of flat Wood four Fingers in 
breadth, one in thickneſs, and about an Ell in length, more or leſs. 


There are divers Figures engraven on them, with Characters that 


were formerly call d Runzck or Myſteries, according to the Gotha. 


Saxon Erymology. Theſe Characters point out the different ſorts 
of Labour that are proper for every Seaſon, the Golden Number, the 
Hollidays, with their Variations; and they diſtinguiſh, as they ſay, 
the Months, Weeks and Days, with the Times proper for their Spiri- 
tual and Temporal Affairs, and other Things neceſſary to be known 
throughout the Year to Perpetuity. I perſwaded an old Peaſant, my 
Landlord, who told me very ſeriouſiy ſeveral of thoſe Stories of Giants, 
to fell me one; the Handle, and a past of its Form, may be ſeen on 
the Frontiſpiece of Zapland, N. XXVII.

They uſed (as I was inform d) not only te engrave theſt Gothick 


Almanacks on Sticks, bur alſo upon the Blades of Sabres, or upon 


their Scabbards. They embroidored them at the Bottom of the Gowns, 
both of Men and Women; and printed, painted or ſtampt them upon 
pottahle Scales, Cullenders, Reels, and other Family Utenſils; which 


is conſitm d by thoſe that are yet ta be ſeen upon the Handle of the

mention d. Since Chriſfianity has been eftabliſhed- among chem, the 


Hieruglyphicks of the Pagan Faſts, which are ſtill preſerved on theſe

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This Province has ſome Mines, and ſeveral good Forges of ron. 1 
comforted my ſelf the beſt I could for my Diſappointment in my in- 
tended Voyage to Norway, by ſatisfying my Curioſity, (which was 
prompted by the Conveniency of going in a Sledge upon the glaſſy 
Plains of the Venner,) in viſiting to the South Eaft of it the Cities of 
Marienſtadt, Lidkoping and Scara; with ſome: old Ruins of Monaſte- 
ries, & c. in the Places thereabouts. I took a Sledge towards the Eyen- 
ing, and arrived at the firſt the next Morning eatly, and ſaw them all 
three the ſame Day. The firſt is the Seat of a Superintendent; and 
is, as well as the ſecond, conſiderable for nothing more than its Situa- 
tion. Scara is hardly a Mile diſtant from Lidkoping, and half a Mile 
from the Venner, with which it had formerly (as they ſay) Communi- 
cation; which they pretend to prove, but very uncertainly, by the Re- 
mains of ſome Barks and Anchors that have been found juſt by ir. T 
cou'd not at that Time diſcover: any other Traces of it, than a little 
Rivulet running on the North into another ſomething larger, that does 
not deſerve the Name of a River, and diſcharges itſelf into the Lida, 
which gives name to Lidkoping, and then runs with it into that Lake. 
Scara has principally the Preheminence over the others, by reaſon of its 
Antiquity, having been built (according to Hiſtory) by King Starinus, 
who reigned as ſome will have it the x093d, or as others ſay the 1793d 
Year after the Creation. The ſame Authors pretend that it has been 
the Seat of ſeveral Pagan Princes, as well as of the firſt Chriſtian Kings 
and Biſhops, as it is of the latter to this Day. The combuſtible 
Matter whereof tis wholly built, if we except its Church and Gymng- 
fum, which are of Brick and Free Stone, has contributed to make it 
ſuffer ſeveral Times great Devaſtation: by Fire, as well as the Wars; 
nor is it at this Time near ſo large as ſome remarkable Ruins ſhew that 
it was formerly. It had (according to a Manuſcript of Omenins) ten 
Churches and five: Monaſteries within its Circumference; whereas it 
has at preſent but the Cathedral, beſides five Convents which wete in 
its Neighbourhood. The ſame Manuſcript reckons up to the Number 
of 1200 Churches that were built in Sueden in the ſingle Reign of Olaus 
Skotthonung.' The late Count Dahiberg has obliged the Publick with 
fine Prints of thoſe that are yer remaining, either entire, or in their 
Ruins; and if any thing can be ſaid againſt them, tis only that they 
are a little too flattering, as are alſo thoſe of the Cities and Palaces in 
Sweden which he has alſo drawn. Being bound together, they make 
two Volumes in Folio three Fingers thick, which he had divided into 
three Parts; as he certainly intended to do the Ancient and Modern 
Hiſtory. of Sweden, that he had juſt begun, when Death put an End to 
the Undertaking. [Theſe were the Prints which the Crown uſed for- 
merly to preſent to the Foreign Miniſters. The Church that is re- 
maining at Scars is large, very loſty, and more than ſufficient for the 
preſent Number of its Inhabitants; its Building is Gorhick;' but it has 
all the Beauties of that Order of Architecture. There are to be ſeen 
within, ſeveral Pieces of fine Painting, and divers Tombs of Kings, 
Biſhops, c. and they ſhew in the Veſtry (amongſt other Sacred Uten- 
ſils) a fine Golden Chalice enrichd with Diamonds, and other preci- 
ous Stones, to the Number of Sixty or more. There are alſo ſeveral 
Chaſubles and fine Altar-Cloths. The  Gymmaſium is a large Houſe 
with a Tower and Bell at the Top of it, which they ring to call the 
Scholats together: It is ſituated near the Cathedral; and a Latin

flock to it, on Account of its Reputation for its miraculous Virtues, in 
curing (ſeveral Diſtempers, and more eſpecially ſueh as were incnrable - 
Thoaskella, by humane Means. Nor was this the only one; thoſe call d St. Thosſ- 
| kella: and Ingemokiella having been likewiſe: as much frequented, firſt 
by the Pagans, and afterwards by their Aneeſtors, who there made 
their reſpective Offerings, the firſt to their Gods, the ſecond to the 
Saints who were believ d to preſide over them. But the Reformation 
has found in this Fountain, as well as many other ſuch like wonderful 
Springs, no other Virtue than that of curing Thirſt. Whilſt we are 
upon extraordinary Subjects, we will, if you pleaſe, mention ſome 
Ei ; ſteep and dreadful Rocks to the South Weſt of the Venner, altogether 
1 as powerful, they being formerly ſovereign Remedies for delivering 
1 from and curing all humane Diſcaſes; and retaining till the fame Fa- 
culty, did not the preſent Religion of the Country condemn the Uſe 
Etteſtuppa. of them; I mean the Precipices calld Etteſtuppa and Erteſtorta, Rocks 
of a prodigious Height and uncommon Steepneſs, near the Cata- 
racts of Trollhettan, (of which I ſhall hereafter take Notice) from the 
Top of which Precipice the ancient Goths (whenever they had a: mind 
inſtantly. to free themſelves from all the Evils of Life, whereof they 
had a Satiety, either by Reaſon of Poverty, Sickneſs, or old Age,)

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Beſides au infinite Number of as {expeditious Means, wherewith Se- 
e elͤeen is liberally ſtored throughout the whole Extent of the Kingdom, 
we may reckon ſeveral others even hereabouts; but the War, by dif- 

patching them full as expeditiouſly, has made a Prohibition of uſin 
thoſe Means entirely needleſs. Let us now retutn to the North Eaſt 
of this Lake, on whoſe Borders we ſtand towards Mount 'Kinneku/la, 
Warnheim, and we ſhall there ſee the noble Ruins of the Monaſtery of Warnheim, 
3 whoſe Church, that has been burnt, deſtroy d and rebuilt, is yet re- 
maining in ſome Splendour, and contains the Tombs of four Kings, 
one whereof is that of its Founder Ingo; not to mention theſe of ſe- 
veral great Noblemen of that Country.

_ City is the Capital of Halland, and was formerly fortiſied, tho; very, 

ſlightly, by the Danes : It lies on the Northern Side of the River 
Niſſe, which runs into the Sea at about three quarters of a Mile di- 
ſtance from the City, where there is a very incommodious Harbour fot 
the Veſſels that are generally laden there with Soap-Aſhes, Tar, 
Pitch, and other ſuch like Commodittes of this Province. | 

From hence I entred on the 6th into Scania, where I found-t 
Country bork evener, richer, and lefs incumbered with Woods 2 
Rocks. Having advaneed about two, Miles, I arti vd at a little. Town 


called Laghalm, very antfent; and, as they ſay, formerly very Laghoim: 


pretty, tho at this Time tis litila better chan a Viſlage, its Buildings 
being for the moſt part coverd with Stubble and Turf ; and three 
Miles from hence is another yet leſs; calld Engallolm, as inconfiders- 
ble as the former. Theſe two little 'Fowns are ſituated upon two Ri- 
vers pretty abundant in Fiſh, which make two Hlands of the Ground 
whereon they ſtand, which is very ſandy and barren; and to which they 

give their Names, the one being call'd Lagholm Hus, and the other En- 

beh. Homelſe. I lay at the latter. of theſe, and the next Day I dined at 


Heſfingburgß, another little Town three Miles farther on the Borders 
of the Sund, with a Bay that can neither receive or bear any but ſmall 
Veſſels, whoſe Lading conſiſts chiefly in Soap Aſhes and Coals. It 
makes at preſent but an indifferent Figure, tho it. was formerly forti- 
fy d, till its Works were demoliſh'd by a Treaty with Denmark. There 
is an old Tower yet remainin 118 Eminence with ſome Cannon, 
where was formerly a Cittadel of which it made the Center. They ſet 
up upon that Tower a Flag, to ſalute the Veſſels that are in Friendſhip 
with them. There is a pretty handſome Church; it faces E!/enore, a 
little Daui/s Town on the other ſide of the Sund, the Paſſage over 
which is but about three quarters of a Mile in Breadth: That Town 
is accompanied with a Caſtle call'd Cranburgh, which is pretty plainly 
diſcoverd from Eſſinburgb, and commands that Paſſage with its Ar- 
tillery. Coaſting along the Sund to the South Eaſt, I lay at Land(- 
Crona, a; Mile and half from os bureh. Between theſe Cities I 
had a View of a ſmall Iſland c I'd He | 
Uraniengburgh, where the learned Tycho Brahe made his Aſtronomical 
Obſervations. Landſcrona is pretty ſpacious, and defended by a ſtrong

the Sea: It has a good and large Port, and its greateſt Commerce at 


preſent conſiſts in Aſhes, Pitch and Planks; but before the War, they 
as well as the reſt of Scania dealt in tranſporting Corn and Cattle; 
but ſince Sueden has loſt Livonia, it has no greater Quantity of Pro- 
viſions than what ſuffices for its own Inhabitants. | 
From that Place I came to Malmoe, a handfome Town and pretty re- 
gularly fortified on the Sea Coaſt, but has only an open and ſhallow 
Road, wherein the Ships are expoſed to the Wind; one may from hence 
diſtinctly ſee the Towers of Copenhagen, but I did not ſtay there long 
enough to make any farther Remarks: It is about three Miles and a 
half below Landſcroon. I reachd Maat that Night about four Miles and 
half farther upon the Sea Coaſt ; it has alſo a Road no ways better 
than that at Malmoe, by reaſon of its being fill'd up in ſeveral Places 
with Sand and Stones, and very much neglected. This Town, at pre · 
ſent, is hardly to be — with a good Engliſb Village; the King 
had lodged at his Landing in one of its Houſes, and according to the 
2 T. II.

Earing at Madtæ no other News than of the infinite Hardſhips and 
Miſeries they underwent in Norway, for want of Ammunition, 


and by the Severity of the Winter; and my Friends in general diſſuading 
me from going thither, before I were aſſured that his Majeſty was ad- 


| vantageouſly fix'd in ſome Place in that Country; I hearken'd ro my 


Curioſity, that prompted me in the mean while to viſit ſome other 
Parts of Scania, and as much as I cou'd of Smoland and Offtro-Goth- 
land, which are eſteem'd the principal Magazines of the Gothick 
Antiquities ; and from whence I might as eaſily paſs into Norway 
as from 7/ad?, in caſe I ſhou'd hear any News to invite me thither. 
Wherefore I quitted it on the 8th, and the fame Day went to view 


an Allom Mine about three Miles and a quarter from thence, be- - 


longing to the Counteſs of Piper, and ſome. others whoſe Names I 
have forgotten. Ir is near a little Village call'd Andrarum. and there 
were then about Two Hundred Perſons employ'd in digging up, burn- 
ing and ſeparating the Matter whereof the Allom is made, in order to 
bring it to Perfection. This Mine has ſeveral very rich Veins, ex- 
rending a great Way under Ground, and might (as they ſay) employ 
twice as many Hands, and make by its Goodneſs one of the princi- 
pal Branches of the Traffick in Scania, were it but ſituated near enough 
to a Quantity of Fuel proportionable to its Extent and Richneſs. 
They tranſport by Land Carriage the Allom that is ſent Abroad to a 


Sea Port call'd Abus, two Miles from thence. I lay that Night at 


Anararum; from whence I went next Morning, being the ꝗth, to 
Chriſtianſtadt, a little Town which is about a Mile and a quarter di- 
ſtant. It is pretty ancient, as may be ſeen by ſome of its Buildings, 
and was formerly fortified by the Danes, but the Fortifications were 
demoliſhed in the laſt Reign; and the Swedes were beginning then to 
repair them again. It has no Port nearer to it than that abovemen- 
tioned, whither to convey its Merchandize, which is tranſported thence 
to the oppoſite Coaſts. This Merchandiſe conſiſts chiefly in Soap-Aſhes, 
Tar and Planks ; and they are obliged ro ſend them either by Land 
or on the Ice to this Port, (which is as far from hence as from Andra- 
rum,) at leaſt for the greateſt part of the Vear; when a little River that 
neither runs conſtantly, nor in ſufficient. Quantity into its Ditches, and 

diſcharges it ſelf into the Sea at that Place, is frozen over. Tr has bur

one Church built in 1618, and has nothing more to recommend it, but 


its being large and well lighted. - . 


Leaving the Frontiers of Blecking, whereon this City is ſituated, 1 
enteted in the Night · time, (which was then very light, by reaſon of 


the Snow and the Ice which had abounded that Winter) into Smoland.. 


It had been, as they ſaid, one of the moſt laſting, conſtant and hard 
Froſts that had been known in thoſe Southern Parts of Sweden for a 


long time, and rendered the Uſe of a Sledge very commodious; nor 
was it then broken, except in ſome Places near the Sea, where its 


Force was pretty much abated. I was now in the Territories call'd 


Marenſiana, where the People of this Nation place the Country of the 


Smolandiſh Amazons.; who, with other Heroines of this Kingdom, 
ſignaliz d themſelves (as the Hiſtory of Sweden relates) by their Bra- 
very in the laſt Battle fought 395 Years after the Birth of Jeſus Chriſt 
at 4 


rawalſtreed, or the Bravalline Plains; where, in fighting againſt Brawal. 
the Danes, they killd with their own Hands the King and his three ſtreed. 


Sons, wich an infinite Number of Soldiers. This Country of the Ama- 
Zons, (at leaſt what I ſaw of it) is an unequal Soil, full of Rocks, 
Mountains and Woods ; and in one word, much leſs agreeable than 
that which is aſſigned to the Eaſtern Amazons near the Caſpian Sea by 
Greek and Roman Authors. Spite of whoſe Opinion and Authority the 
late Mr. Ol. Rudbeck, and ſome more of his Countrymen, affirm that 
the Oriental Amazons were only theſe Northern Heroins, who lea- 
ving Scandinavia, extended their warlike Enterprize thither, and even 
farther Eaſtward. Had I thought fic to trouble my ſelf with ſearching 
into the Genealogy of Kingdoms, I ſhou d alſo have mention d the firſt 
Origin of the Engliſs, which the ſame Author deduces from another 
part of Smoland call d Sunerbo, to the N. E. of Halland, where he finds 
ade which yet retains, as he obſerves, their Name; and is, 
as he will have it, a Proof of their Origin. But to paſs over theſe 
Remarks, IIl content my ſelf in purſuing my Journey over the Lakes 
of Anſe, Saſen and Danſio, that ſeem as it were link d together by a 
ſort of Canals and Rivers, ſo as to render their Waters common, and 
to make but one Lake under different Denominations. 

On the roth and r1th I view'd the Borders of theſe Lakes, which, 
as they pretend, make a part of the ſaid Bravalline Plains, which 
were ſprinkled and dy'd by the Gorhs for the firſt time (that is 70 
Years after Jeſus Chriſt) with the Blood of the Huns who were kill'd 
there, with the King and all their Chieftains; and, in fine, the whole 
numberleſs Army defeated. The Inequality of the Ground, that is al- 
molt every where thick ſer with Rocks and Mountains, as alſo in ſome 


Anghelſtadt. 


Places incumberd with Woods, makes it ſeem a very improper Field 


of Battle, eſpecially for ſuch vaſt Armies as thoſe, which they ſay 
were compoſed of ſeveral Nations join'd in a Confederacy againſt the 
Goths, who were no ways inferior in Number ; except they will pre- 
tend, that they made War upon an Enemy then, as they hunt wild 


Beaſts, by lying in ambuſh behind Rocks and Trees to ſurpriſe and 


Kill them without being ſeen, as the Snappanars do in Norczay. There 
are nevertheleſs ſome Spots of Champian Ground, but much too cloſe 
for a Field of Battle. If all the Eminencies, and all the Stones that 
they ſhew there ſcattered up and down, are the real Tombs: of Kings, 
Commanders and Champions, who fell as Sacrifices to the God of 
War, one may aver that tis one of the moſt famous and vaſteſt Bury- 
ing-Places in the Univerſe. I wou'd not have the Reader ene,

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when I fay Tombs of Kings, Ge. (however advantagebuſſy che may 
be repreſented in Count Dahiberg s Prints) that the ate magnifrenr 
Manuſoleums, or Structures of Marble or Porphyty ) bur,” on th va- 
trary, Eminences, partly Earth and partly Stones raifed: either by Na. 
ture or Art; or elſe unhew'd long Stones at meſt, but broken and made 


flat by the Strokes of the Hammer; great part of Which are fett wp.

right in the Ground. There are nevertheleſs ſome Characters which” 
they call Runick very rudely engraven, which have ſuffered much by 
being expoſed to the Injuries of Time and the Weather. F-ſhallirgke/ 
Notice with the People of this Country, of ſome of the meſt conſdde- 
rable of theſe Monuments, and will begin with that of the Ring of 
Denmark, with thoſe of his Sons, tho' they are not the moſt \gntienr.- 
The Swedes call them Konungsbackarne, or the Royal Hillecks. This 
is a pretty large Eminence, encompaſſed about the middle or thore- 
abouts with a Row of Stones ſer up as I have befor& deſcribed to ehe 

Number of above Fifty; and on the Top of this Eminence are ſome 
Thickets, between which is another; great flat Stone but very thick, 
and more oval than round; and this Tomb is te che Nortk Zaſt of 
the Lake Danſib, on the Border of which they ſay he was defeated ; 
and that from thence it took the Name Danſiò or the Danis Lake, 
which it bears to this Day. I ſhall next mention that of - Ubbo, the 
moſt valiant Commander of King Hy/deltan, which is call'd Ubbz Ba- 
ken, or Ubbo's Hill, to the North Eaſt of Aſen; tis another xiſing 
Ground fer round with a greater Number of Stones fixed and diſpoſed 
in the ſame Order; but at the Bottom of the Hill, and among theſe 
Stones are two, which ſurpaſs the others vaſtly in Height, and even 
the Hill itſelf, which is ſomething lower than rhe former. Theſe 
Stones are fixed over-againſt each other to the Eaſt and Weſt of this 


Monument. In the third place is that of Laudur, Brother to King A. 


guntyr, which is alſo to the North of the ſame Lake, but more to the 
Eaſt than the former; it is call'd Konunghoy, or the King's Height ; tis 
ſurrounded at the Bottom, with ar leaft as many Stones as the former, 
excepting the two before-mention'd. This Hill is more raiſed than any of 
the others, and has ſome little Trees and Thickets on its Summit. Laſtly 
is that of the King of the Huns, call'd Hunekonungfhoy, or the Height of 
the King of Huns. Tis an Eminence leſs round than the others, and 
covered with Thickets without any Circle of Stones around it to the 
North Weſt of the aforeſaid Lake. One may ſee thereabouts ſeveral 
Heaps of Stones, eſpecially a prodigious Number, ſome raiſed up and 
ſome lying down very irregularly, which they tell you are the Monu- 
ments of Huns, who were kill'd near a little Village calbd Himnaby, 
from their Defeat ; and every one, as they pretend, was buried either 


upon or near the Spot where they fell. The fame Authors who have

placed the Bravalline Fields in the Territory call'd Asbo, have alſo 
placed to the North Welt of this Lake the Abode of the Wicked after 
Death, under the Name of Nz##hzern, which ſigniſies (as they ay) 
Black and Miry Marſhes, or a Profound Abyſs, without doubt from theft 
Marſhes having received thoſe Enemies of the Goths' that were there 
ſacrificed to the God of War. And about half a Mile from thence, in 
a little Village call'd Gimie, by a Corruption from ue Hymimel, which 


ſignifies Heaven, they have placed the Abode of the Juſt decaufe that 


is as agreeable as the other is ro the contrary.

the Mob, as a Puniſhment for their reſpectixe Crimes ; but ſuch Of- 
fenders dont come off at preſent in this Country at ſo eaſy à Rate, 
the firſt being either whip'd or condemn d to Death, according to the 
Nature and Quality of the Offence, the ſecond beheaded without 
Mercy, and the laſt expoſed in publick, both Men and Women, by ſer- 
ting them for three Sundays at the Gates of the Church, on à Seat 
call'd the Penitential Seat ; tho a Sum of Money given for the Service 
of the Church, which often exceeds the Ability of the Perſons, may 
exempt them from this Spiritual Pillory. The Shame of this Puniſh- 
ment for Baſtards, is the Occaſion of many Mothers being delivered 
without Midwives, and murdering or dropping their Children at the 
Peril of their Lives if diſcovered, to avoid being ſo expoſed. I have 
my ſelf ſeen two young Gentle women, of good Families, beheaded for 
not calling Midwiyes to aſſiſt them when in Labour, tho their Chil- 
dren (as they afficm'd at their laſt Moments) were dead born. I can't 
bur remark on this Account, that tis great pity both here, and in 
other Parts of Chriſtendom, that they have not Hoſpitals like that 
des Enfans trouve at Paris, for Children that are dropt. And I chick 
ſome, old Batchelors, who have in their Lives helped to ger ſeyeral, 
ſhou'd-make it a Matter of Conſcience to leave their Eſtates towards 
building ſuch an Hoſpital at their Deaths, to make the Publick ſome 
amends for the Damage it has ſuffer d from their clandeſtine Amours.

Veſſels, and where the Fleet, belonging to the Northern Ocean, uſed 
to ſhelrer it ſelf; ir conſiſted at that time only of ten Men of War, or 
Frigates, from 30 to 50 Guns, and not in a condition to put to Sea, ex- 
cepting the two which Gathinbieim commanded, and ſome Galleys and 
Brigantines of too little Force to oppoſe the Danes, who have ſince 
taken and deſtroy d er part of them. This Fleet, or rather 

uadron, was commanded by Count Axel Leyonhafoud. The ſecond 
Harbour, or the New Port, is at the Mouth of the River, about Se- 
ven Hundred Geometrical” Paces below the former; it is guarded at 
its Entrance by a good Caſtle, calłd Nie Eifbourg, or New Elfbourg.

Towards the latter End of April, I had it from very good Hands, that

and which he did not ſupport with the moſt invincible Courage; that 
he would live two or three Days only on ſome Bread made of wild 
Oats, which cou'd be found but ſeldom among the Peaſants of Norway ; 


and that he had but one Shirt during all that Campaign, and whenever 


he was weary of it, by teaſon of its extream Foulneſs, wou d fend for 


a clean one to the firſt Officer that he ſuppoſed had one, and wou'd 
| 58. the other in the Fire. I was farther inform d, that his Majeſty / 
had a 


lready order d them to attack the little Fort Sponwick, with ſome 
little Field Pieces, no ways r for ſuch an Expedition. | 
© Baron Goertzarriving on the 12th at Tarpum; and having (as is well 


known) ſuch an Aſcendant over the King, I thought it my Duty to go 
and make my Court to him. Having inform'd him of ſome Affairs 


which were the principal Motives of my Journey, I ſhew'd him a Peti- 


his Recommendation: He very courteouſly granted my Requeſt, and 


offered to preſent it himſelf to his Majeſty, whom he expected every 


Moment; for which J return d him Thanks, and ſaid, that twas a Fa- 
vour I ſhou'd always acknowledge. The King being now come back with 
ſome more Daniſh Priſoners, the Baron was the firſt who accoſted him, 
and was receiv'd with a Smile ; which ſhewed plain enough how accepta- 
ble his Preſence was to his Majeſty, who led him immediately into a 
Chamber, and the Door was ſhur inſtantly upon them. What their Con- 


verſation was, I dont know; but I was inform d the next Morning, from 


the King's own Mouth, that my Petition had been preſented to him. 
For, having been told by Capt. Tillerot, that this Prince, ever indefati- 
gable, uſed to riſe at Three in the Morning, (whenever he was not on 
ſome Party, or all Night on Horſeback,) and wou d generally go alone, 
without calling or ſuffering any one to be call'd, into a Garden, upon 
which the Windows of his Chamber, which was as cuſtomary the worſt 


in the Houſe, looked; and after having taken ſome Turns there, 


wou'd come where the Soldiers were a-fleep, and without awakening 
any of them, talk very familiarly wich choſe upon the Guard ; T re- 
folv'd to riſe before that time, and fo endeayour to meet him as it were

preſent Journey has quite a different | Motive. Tes, yes, anſwer'd this 
Prince very graciouſly, he has already my Orders about your Affair; it 
ſhall be done. I humbly thank d his Majeſty, and ſeeing two Officers 
Whom I did not know, coming to accoſt him, I retired bowing as low 
as before, e well ſatisfied with the Word of a Prince, whoſe every 
Action hows that he neyer gave it without an Intention to keep it, 
tho he bad. it not always ſo much in his Power as he thougbt he had. 
The King diſcourſed theſe Officers but few Minutes; and then went 
from the Garden into a neighbouring Place, where ſome Sediſb Pea- 
ſants had brought Proviſions to ſell. He ask d them. ſeveral. familiar 
Queſlions; and then went back again to his Chamber, where he eat 
two pickled Herrings with a good Quantity of Bread. If he knew well 
how to faſt, he cou d eat as heartily, and ought to have had a good 
Stomach, having (as they aſſured me) had but a little wild Oat or 
Barley Bread in three Days. No Man ever heard him complain of 
a Cook, or of any ſort of Victuals or Sauce; nor did he ever find any. 
Bed to hard, not even the bare Ground; yet had he as good a Coun- 
tenance as if he had all the Refreſnments that Nature cou'd require. 
He never thought (as I've before hinted) to provide himſelf better 
with Linnen than Proviſions. On the x4th I had a Deſire, from a ſe- 
cure Diſtance, to view Fredericks-Hall, which is but a Mile from Tor- 
m: To this Intent T went on Horſeback, in Company of a Swed:/þ 
arty that the King ſent thither; and Capt. Tillerot, who undertook to 
favour my Curioſity, poſted me upon an Eminence covered with Pines, 
from whence I might ſee the Town pretty diſtinctly with the help of a 
Teleſcope ; and I was alſo pretty ſafe, as having the aforeſaid Party, 
conſiſting of 500 Men between me and the Town. It is adyantage- 
ouſly ſituated at the Mouth of the River Dahls, (which has its 
Riſe among the Mountains that ſeparate the Diſtrict of Dahl from 
Norway) waſhes it to the North Eaſt, and to the South where it 
diſcharges itſelf into the Swinſund. It is defended to the South Weſt 
by a Fortreſs call d Frederick/teen, and a little Fort calld Gyllenlaf; and 
to the North Weſt it has two others, the Eaſtermoſt of which is call'd 
Mitteberg, and the other Oberberg, with three leſſer Redoubts, more to 
the North, mark d in the Plan XXXIX. As I had nothing to ſay to 
the Danes, nor to their Camp which was at a good Diſfance; and 


had not the leaſt deſire to be ſeen by them, or to be any nearer to 


them, 
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them, I return d back to Torpum with the Captain, who had no Orders 
xl at Day ; but was commanded at Night to be of another Party of 
about 200 Men, to attempt to W Sponwick, defended by about 
as many Danes, whither my Curio ity did not invite me to follow him. 
Hs return'd about Two, ot Three in the Morning, with his Coat 
Pier d 1.875 Balls; which, however, Juckily had done him no harm; 
at. che Deſign miſcarried for that Night, the Dares being very much 
upon their Gard. They brought along with chem ſome Snappanars 
or Norwegian Peaſants, who had fired upon the Soldiers from amon 


* 


the Trees and Rocks; but having milled their Aim, were taken Priſo- 


ners. The King, inſtead of fooiking them as he was advis d, gave 
each of them 'two Ducats, and bid them inform their Fellows, if ever 
they commitred the like and were taken, that they ſhou'd be imme- 
diately ſhot to Death. The ſame Day, which was the 15th, che King 
dined in publick with Baron, Goertæ, M. Poniatowshy, and ſome other 
Officers of the firſt Rank, who had the Honour to keep him Company. 
The Dinner was (as they told me) one of the beſt and moſt plentiful 


that had been ſerved to his Majeſty during the whole Campaign, ſome 


Countrymen having brought freſh Proviſions into the Camp to ſell. 
Ten or Twelve Officers of the ſecond Rank waited, in Expectation to 


make amends, at the ſecond Table, for their hard Fare and long Ab- 


ſtinence; when the King (who generally at Meals talked no more than 


f 


a Turk, or a Carthuſian,) askd when Dinner was over, what was be- 


come of ſome Dragoons who had been wounded in going on an Expe- 


dition wick him, or had fallen ſick by the Faſtings and Fatigues they 
had endured 2. and having been anſwered that they were better, his 
"Majeſty order'd all the Proviſions that remain d to be carried to them, 
to the great Mortification of thoſe Officers, who were obliged to go 


ſeek a Dinner elſewhere. 


followed by Baron Goertz, who drawing ſome Papers out of his Poc- 
kets, preſented them to him. They contained (as I was afterwards 


inform'd) ſome Propoſals from the Pyrates of Madagaſcar, to come 
with all their Effects and ſettle themſelves in Sweden; and another 


Project of the Barons own, to give his own Paſsports to Foreign Mer- 
chants ro bring Proviſions into Sweden, whereof they had need enough, 
without prejudicing nevertheleſs the Regulation of the Privateers, 
(who had render'd them ſo dear and ſcarce) of any Violation of which 
the King was extream jealous. The Baron had already propoſed 
theſe Things to the King by Word of Mouth, whereunto his Majeſty 


made ſeveral very ſtrong Objections; but as never any Man knew bet- 


ter how to humour this Prince than the Baron did, 'twas his Cuſtom 
whenever he found him unwilling to hearken to his Propoſals, to ſay, 
Il give them your Majeſty in Writing, that you may correct and change 
whatever you diſlike : Which having done, he wou'd ſuppreſs in the 
Paper whatever was diſagreeable; or elſe he wou'd give it ſuch a Turn 
with his Pen, (of which he was a Maſter) as he was ſure wou'd make 
ir paſs upon him, and compaſs his Deſign. Nor did ever Servant know 
better how to find out the blind Side of his Maſter, than this Miniſter 
did of his Majeſty ; over whom he had gained ſuch an Aſcendant, 
that he ſeem'd, when they were together in Council, to quit the he- 
roick Air ſo natural ro him at the Head of an Army, and to take that 
of a Pupil before his Tutor; and he wou'd hear him with ſuch Atten-

and even to his Superiouts. As 1 had been inform d he was to g 
thence next Motning, I went to take my leave of him, and beg him 
to remember what 1 ud the ier of ſpeaking about, and his la- 
jeſty had the Goodneſs to tell me he had recommended to him. He 
promis d me he wou'd, and bid me draw up a Plan conformable to the 
fitſt, and let him ſee it; and if he found it right, he Would prosure 
me the King's Approbation and Order, and that we ou d make. a ſort 
of Contract, which ſhould be counter ſign d by us both. I did as he 
directed me; and after he had alter d ſome things in it, and had ſhe wa 
ir the King, who had (as he ſaid) approv'd of it, he ſign d it, bg 
ſeribing his own Name on the King's Part, and made me fign it allo.; 
anti take a COPY of it, which we alſo ſign'd ; leernatively, and the

In the interim, the 8 on Horſeback upon a Party with 300 
Men, and Baton Goertz left Tarpum without any one's being then able 
ts gueſs whether he was gone; but we were inform d in a little Time 
after he was beyond Sea, and his Letters ſince printed in England and 
Holland, have very well appris'd the World what his Buſmeſs was 
there. I left Tum on the 17th, in order to proceed to Gotrenbourg, 
whither I artiv'd on the 21ſt, having been more fortunate. in mectir 
with Horſes than before. There was then there a Frenchman, known 
by the Name of Cohue, who had formerly been in the Czar's Service, 
which he had quirted, and made a Journey into Twrky (where 1 firſt 
knew him) expreſsly to communicate himſelf to the King, a Secret 
(as he ptetended) of great Importance; which was, That he had 
found out an infallible Way, by the help of Tome Suediſb Frigates, to 
burn the Czar's Men of War in their own Harbour. He was Tent back 
into Sweden, with a Preſent in ready Money (which was very accepta- 
ble to him) a Penſion of the Crown of between 3 and 400 Rix Dollars, 
and the Command of a Swedz/þ Man of War, beſides Orders to the 
Admiraſty to furniſh him with whatever was neceſſary for the Execution 
of his Defign : But the Project came to nothing, by reaſon of his being 
(as he would have it) but ill ſeconded. The King of Sweden, out of his 
natural Generoſity, contenting himſelf with he Goodneſs of the Inten- 
tion, continued his Penſion even after this Miſcarriage. This Man, 
(without my asking him any Queſtion, or ſhewing the leaſt Curioſity 
ro examine into any of his Affairs) inform d me that he was order d by 
his Majeſty to follow Baron Goertæ into Holland, and to buy thoſe four 
Men of War to fill up the decay d Squadron at Gottenlourg. This 
fame Cohue was the Perſon mentioned in one of C. G org's An- 
Tiwers to Baron Gee#rz, whom chey have fallly ſtild in the Margin one 
bf the Burgomaſters of Gottenboung. .. 
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Having ftay'dfome- Days there, I went on to 'S/ockboly} Whith 1 
reach don the tach of Fane ; and I heard there ſome time after; that 
the King having attack d Frederic lis Hull, as my Friends apprehended! 
had burnt the Suburbs 4nd great part of the Town, but had loſt 700 
Men in che Attack, wich two Generals, Delwiet and Chambers, and 
Number of Subaltern Officers, among whieh was Captain Tilerot. 
About che middle of Fay C. Vandirnath inform d me that he thought 
ir proper I ſhould' go to Iaui, to receive from the Ombut rod Fief, 
ſome Iuſtructions and Inſight into the Affairs, that had'oceaſioned my 
Journey into Norway, they being neceſſary for him, C. Vundernath, 
in order to his extouting the King's Orders therein.

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The next Day in the Afternoon I arrivd at Cariſcroun, 6 Miles land 
a quarter farther; where General Leven, Chief Ditector of the Admi⸗ 
ralty (with whom I was firſt acquainted in Turty) dętained me two 
Days, and loaded me with Civilities. This Town was founded in 480 
by the late King Charles XI. on account of the Swear Fleet, mhibh 
uſed before to lye at Storkholm,. and was invited: to Canſeman byits 
advantageous Situation, and the Goodneſs and Security of its Harbgur, 
whoſe Entrance is guarded, 1ſt. by two pretty regular Forts, about a 
Mile from thence, oppoſite to each other, at ahout the dth part cofca 
Mile's Diſtance. 2dly, Near the Town, by a ſort of acRalony well 
guarded with Artillery, whoſe Entrance, which is narrow, is fathidiſen 


by two Rocks on the Right and Left - even with the. Water dupOn 


What con- 
tributes more than all this to its Security, againſt all Surpri es or Ap. 


roaches of the Enemy, is a great Quantity of Rocks, that Mature

as far as the Town. Theſe Rocks often make the moſt dating Pilots 
tremble, eſpecially in a dark Night, and require all their Cate and 


- Skill, even at Noon: Day, if the Wind blows anything hard. All: cheſt 


Advantages, which the Fleet enjoyd in that Harbour, were ut 
ſo compleat, but that there was ſomething deſective, łhere being no 
other way to work at the Keel of theit Veſſels, but by lay ing themcon 
their Sides, in the open Harbour, by main Strength. Every one was 
ſenſible enough of the neceſſity. of a Dock; but whether they did not 
know, here, or how to make it, or whether they were dererr'd by che 
Difficulties of the Enterprize, as the Want of Ebbings and Flowings of 
the Tide ſo requiſite to fill and empty it naturally, no body had dard 
undertake it, till Mr. Polhammer, a Man very well vers d in Mecha- 


nicks, engaged to accompliſh it, and preſented a Plan of it to the King, 


Charles XII. which recciv'd the Royal Approbation. This Polhanimar 
was then in that Town, in order to give Directions therein; and one 
Sheldon, an Engliſhman by extraction, a Maſter Shipwright, undertook 


the Execution of it, and had a Commiſſion as Inſpector. The. firſt 


ſhew'd his Plan before me to General Leven. This Dock has been ſince

This was to ſettle Salt Works 
at Maeſtrand and Stromſtadt; where the Mater (as he faid) was as pro 
per for that Uſe as in England or Holland, beſides the Advantage of 


Wood which they haye not there. The King, in Conſideration of his 
Merit, ennobled him, and chang d his Name from Polbammar to Pl. 


hielm. He had begun to put his firſt Project in Execution; but I be- 
ieve, the Changes that have ſince happen d in Sweden have hindered

Carſſcroon ſtands upon a Rock which has no Communication with 


the main Land but by a Wooden Bridge 600 Paces long, and two 


little Forts defend this Paſſage which is to the North. It has two 
pretty handſome Churches, a great many good Houſes, and is very 
well peopled. The Place where the Fleet lies is to rhe South Eaſt; 
near another Wooden Bridge which makes a half Moon, and ſerves for 
a Foot Paſſage between ſeveral of the principal Ships that are made 
faſt there on each ſide. Between this Place, where the Ships retire, 
and the Town, is a long and large Space incloſed by good ſtrong 


Walls, within which is the Marine Arſenal, and the Houſes of General 


Leven, and ſome other Officers belonging to the Admiralty. This 


Fleet is now kept but in ill Repair, and diminiſhed very much ſince 


the Beginning of the late War; before which they reckon d up 30 Ships 


of the Line with three Decks, carrying from 60 to 86 Guns, 30 Fri- 


gates from 48 to 52 ditto, 40 Brigantines from 14 to 36, 7 Bomb 
Ketches, 5 Fireſhips, and 12 Store Ships; of which there was then 
only 14 of the firſt, 9 of the ſecond, 15 of the third, 4 of the fourth, 
1 of the fifth, and 6 of the ſixth, remaining there; which Num- 
ber is ſtill leſſened by the Loſs of one or two of the largeſt Ships that 
were carried to Revel by the Muſcovites in 1719, and three or four 
Frigates more in 1720. Before the Privileges and Liberty of the 
Swedes were taken away, the Admiral was always a Senator as at 
this Day; but that was altered by Charles XI. who created one of his 
Marine Officers Admiral - General; and Charles XII. afterwards made 
another under the Title of firſt Admiral, and join d two Colleagues 
ro aſſiſt him, both Officers of the Infantry; the firſt whereof was Ge- 
neral Leven, under the Title of Director- General of the Admiralty, 
without whofe Conſent the others cou'd not diſpoſe of a ſingle Sloop.

I left that Place on the th of Auguſt early in the Morning, and view d a

Ie paſſes for one of the moſt 
anticar of the Southetn Gorbland, now commonly call'd Smolend, and 
is pretty regularly fortified with thick Walls well cemented, and good 
deep Ditches. To the Eaſt of it is an old Caſtle, built (as they fay) 
by Jabs III. who kept his Court there for ſome time. Near rhis are 
eo be ſeen, either the Ruins or Beginnings of another, founded by Eric 
his Brother, which (as they ſuperſtitiouſſy prerend) 'twas impoſſible | 
to finiſh, whatever they built by Day being deſttoy d by the Devil or 
fome Magician in the Night. It is now a Biſhop's See, whoſe Spiri- 
tual Juriſdiction extends over a part of Smoland and Bleking. Irs Ca- 
thedral Church is ſuch a Piece of Architecture, as can hardly be pa- 
rallel'd in reſpect to its Building in all Sweden. It is alſo the Refidence 

of a Governor, whoſe Authority reaches from the Diſtrict of Calmar, 
calrd Calmatiahn, even to the Iſle of Oc land. The Stone that is dug 
out of this Iſland, and is commonly call'd O%Jard Marble (as I have 
hinted before) has very much contributed to the Ornament of the 
City, both in the Church before - mentioned, which is almoſt wholly 
built of it; and in ſeveral other Edifices, as the Town-Houſe, It has 
a good Haven well ſhelrerd from the Winds by the Iffand, which is 
between 16 and 17 Miles long, and bur one broad : Irs Commerce 
conſiſts in Oe/and Marble, Pitch, Tar, Soap Aſhes, Maſts and Planks. 
I left Calmar on the 5th, and ſaw at ſome Diſtance thence more Oaks 
than I had ever before met together in any Part of Sweden ; and a- 
mong the reſt, one in particular ſurrounded by a little Pallifade, which 
was (as they ſay) planted by Guſtavus the Firſt. I now ſteer d my 


Courſe directly for Stockholm, where I arrived on the 11th, having 


paſſed thro' Meriu, Toneloping, &c. vis. the ordinary Highway.

CHAP. X. 


Of Sightuna, Upſala, Danmora, & & 


Aving given C. Yandernath the Inſtructions required of me, I re: 
ſolved to go on to Northern Upland, to ſee Sightuns, Upſala and 
Danmora. The firſt is an old ruin'd Town four Miles from Stockholm ; 
the ſecond is another that has ſuffer d very much by Fire; but has al- 
ways been rebuilt, tho worſe and worſe for the Poverty of its Inhabitants ; 
it is about three Miles and a half, and the third is four Miles further to 
the Notth, and has the moſt famous and moſt conſiderable Tron Mine in 
this Country ; but I deferr'd in part the Execution of my Reſolution. I 
began my Journey the 15th of Auguſt in the Afternoon, and arriving 
14 towards Six in the Evening, found its Ruins very remarka- 
or their Height, but without any Halls of fine Stones, Baſſo Re- 
lie vo 6, Pillars or Inſctiptions, which cou'd give any Teſtimony of the 


_ Magnificence, which the Hiſtories of that Country boaſts it to have 


had formerly. The moſt apparent are thoſe of ſeven Churches which 

they reckon to have been built there ſince the Time that Chriſtianity 

has prevailed ; and to have been diſtinguiſſi d by the "ge - 
ſeyvera 
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ſeveral Saints to whom they were dedicated: Of theſe,\ That only te- 
mains entire, which was adjoining to a Monaſtery of the Dominicans, 
but the Monaſtery itſelf is wholly decay d and (in my Mind) theſe

pretended Ruins look more like ſome ſquare Towers, formerly incor- 


porated within the City Walls, than any thing elſe. A Swedi/o Au- 


rhor, call'd Shierhielm, makes — not only the moſt antient 
Eurape and "Aſia ; and affirms 


in all Scandinavia, but even of all | 
it to have been the Seat of the firſt Kings, and conſequently of the 
Northern Trium Deat, Thor, Maden or Otbein and Frigga, who had 


there their firſt Temple, according to him. Having croſſed the Mellen 
about a quarter of a Mile to the North Weſt of theſe Ruins, on the o- 


ther Side, they ſhew'd me a Stone, waſh'd by its Waters, whereon the 
Figures of Keys are to be ſeen diſtinctly enough. Theſe, as ſome ſay, 
were made by Nature alone without the Aſſiſtance of Art; concerning 
which the Tradition of the Country has handed down ſeveral extra- 
vagant Stories, which deſerve not to be mentioned. S;2htima, at this 
Time, has hardly Houſes ſufficient to make it eſteemd a Village; 


they are modern and low, and for the moſt part only miſerable Huts 


for Fiſnermen. I cou d not even get any freſn Horſes ; inſomuch, that 
I was forced to go on to another Stage, where I lay the reſt of that 
Night, which was already far advanced when I came there. 


The 16th before Noon I reach'd Ugſal, fix Miles and half from | 


Stockholm in a direct Road, and between ſeven or eight by the way of 
Hightuna tothe Northward. There the late Mr: Radbeck, with the moſt 


part of the Northern Authors, place the Favourite Temple of the faid 


Trium Deat, or tather at Gamla Upſai, or old Upſal, about a quarter 
of a Mile diſtant. This Temple was the moſt celebrated among the 


Northern Heathens, as Feruſalem was among the Fews, and as are now 


Rome among the Roman Catholicks, and Mecca among the Mahome- 
tans. To avoid as much as poſſible being tireſome in vain Repetitions, 


I ſhall only ſay, that according to the ſame Authors it was infinitely | 


magnificent, within all ſhining with Gold, and having without two 
large and maſſy Chains of the ſame Metal to complear its Orna- 
ment: One of theſe encompaſs'd the Body of the Church, and the o- 
ther was faſten'd from one End to the other of:its Roof, (which was 
at leaſt Silver) to fix Towers, which were three at the Eaſt, and three 
at the Weſt. A Biſhop, call'd Fohn Magnus, gives an Account, that 


the Flamens and Arch-Flamens, or firſt Miniſters of theſe .pretended -' 


Gods, exercis d their Power even over the Kings of their Time, as well 


as their Subjects; who eſteem'd it a Principle of Religion to execute 
their Orders, which they received as Divine Decrees pronounced by 
the Mouths of the Gods themſelves. And being guided by this Sub- 
miſſion and Belief, they wou d courageouſly and piouſly ſacrifice each 
other, the Kings their Subjects, Fathers their Children, Husbands their 


Wives, Maſters and Miſtreſſes their Servants. Theſe Pagan Sacrifices 


were not always equally barbarous and cruel, they being uſed: to offer 
up Men but on extraordinary Occafions, and only Beaſts at other 
common Times. Such were the Feſtivals call'd Jule, which, according 
to the. Swedzſh Authors, were celebrated about the Winter © Solſtice, 


near upon the Time that the Chri/tians celebrate Chriſtmas, which they 


call here Jule from thence, ſignifying in this Country Language Di- 
verſion; which the learned derive from Id, the Song uſed by the 
Woollen Spinſters, and ſung by them in Honour of Frigga or 97% the 
Vol. II. | WS | Venus, 
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Venus, Ceres, Iſis and Diana of theſe Northern Cauntries. The ſaid 
Mr. Rudbeth, following the Opinion of Uſphila,- believes that this Word 
ſignifies the Sur, and makes them offer their Sacrifices at che Winter 
Solftice, for Joy of the return of that Planet towards their Climate. 
However it be, or whatever is the Reaſon, I ſhall only add cheſe Cir- 
cumſtances which I have been inform d by t , vis. that they 


_ crowa'd theFeſtival that follow dtheſe Sactiſices wich three large numpers 


ſucceſſively of Metheglin, or * Oh}, which is the Name that the ancient 
Goths gave to the Liquor calłd by the Latins Cereviſia, and by the Eu- 
gli Ale, which ſeem d to be then their favourite Drink, Wine not 
having perhaps yet been imported into the North. For their Authors 
ive it the Preheminence ſo far, as to compate it with the Celeſtial 

cftar. Theſe three Bumpers every one drank in their Turn, out of 
a Veſſel in the Shape of a Horn, to Thor, Maden and Frigga ; and 
theſe three were follow'd by a fourth, which they drank out af a 
Man's Skull, who had been kill'd in ſome Fight, co the Memory of 
their great. Heroes; and after this they added a fifth, in Memory of 
their Friends who had died a natural Death. This Health was call 
in their Language Minde, and the Cup Braggebagaren, and was ac- 
companied with Hymns and Songs according to the Muſick of that 
Time. Some Moderns have ſaid, that the Swedes drink at this Day 
to the Memory of the God Thor in theſe Terms Gud Thor ; and the 
Muſcovites to that of the Trinity and their Saints. I muſt own, that I 


have often heard the Swedes, when drinking, ſay to their Country- 


men Gud Thor, or at leaſt two Syllables that have ſounded like it; 
but when I have enquired the meaning of People not ſuſpeRed ro be 
guilty of Superſtition, they have anſwer'd, that twas properly Good 
Tear to Jon; and that it ought to be written in their Tongue and Spel- 
ling Cod Abr, which ſounds in their Mouths very like Gud Thor, and 
had occaſion'd its being ſo underſtood. And when I have ask d the 
ſame Queſtion of the common People, they cou d give me no other An- 
ſwer, but ſaid that they did not underſtand it, only that twas an old 
Cuſtom for them to drink to each in theſe Terms. The Muſcovites, of 
the beſt Senſe ſay, that ſuch Healchs are only drunk by the Vulgar; 
but theſe Reaſons will not convince a great many but that theſe Cu- 
ſtoms are the Remains of Paganiſm. All the Northern Writers don't 
agree concerning the Situation of the abovemention'd magnificent Tem- 
ple. Some pretend it was at Gamia Upſala, or Old Upſala, where there 
is ſtill a little Church dedicated to St. Lawrence, which is (as they ſay) 
the ſame as to the Model of it, in the lower part of the Edifice, in its 
Arches or Openings which are to be ſeen walled'up. As for my part, 

I viewd and conſider d it with all the Curiofity and ExaQneſs imagina- 
ble; but cou d not find that it differed as to its Model from the firſt and 
moſt _ of the Chriſtian Churches. Entring into the Porch, one treads 
upon a Runick Stone, with the Figures of a large Boar and great Croſs, 
ſuch as belongs to the Knights of Malta, upon it; and coming into 
the Church, one may ſee another which ſerves for the Altar Table, as

tion; affirm, that the genuine Temple of the Northern Triple Deity, 
was formerly at O/tenvos, where now the City of Qgſal is, whichiſorte 
call. New CJyſal; and chat it ſtood on the ſame Foundation where 
w.is. the Church of the Holy Trinity, to whom it was conſecrated 
by the Chri/t;ans, and thus ceaſed to be ſubſervient to the Worſhip of 


they cite che River Sable, now Lnſal 5.9, which the moſt ancient Hi- 
ſtory makes to have paſſed thro the City where: the Temple ſtood, 


and where was Moden s Fountain, wherein they waſhed the Victims, 
as well. Men as Beaſts, who were deſtin d to be ſacriſiced: which Foun- 
tain was near the Temple, and is not to he found at Gama Lpſala, 


bur in this City. What they now take for this Fountain of V oden s, is 


a Well, ſurrounded by ſome Pales, near the ſaid old Church of the 


Holy Trinity. Thoſe who are of the firſt Opinion clude; or refute this 
Argument, by excuſing the want of the River and Fountain at Gama 
Upſala, by the Changes that have happen d thto the Diſtance of Time 
in Geography; the Ancients. deſcribing (as they ſay) Lakes, Woods, 
Rivers and Foreſts, where they now find Arable Fields and Meadows. 
But the Beginning of the Hiſtory or rather Hiſtories of this Country, 
are ſo obſcure, that I ſhall be entirely Neuter as to all their Opinions. I 
ball only add, that the two Churches, which ſerve now for the Chriſtian 
Aſſemblies of the Peaſants. round about, have equally the ſame Antique 
and Simple, or rather Ruſtick Aſpect; the Stone, and other Materials 
wherewith they are built, are the moſt, common and unhew'd, and by 
no means anſwer the Magnificence of that which we are in queſt of. 
But if Mr. Scbefferus, that great Traveller in Theory, who has given 
the World an Account, ſo much admir d, of Lapland, without having 
ever been there, and has found out that this Temple was wholly co- 
ver d with Plates of Gold, faſten d to Planks which cover d the Stone 
Work, ſays true, I think the Goodneſs: of the other Materials won d 
have been entirely ſuperfluous: But let us leave what is not now to be

In this fatter is to be 
ſeen a Humane Shin curry d, a. my, and among ſeveral other Skeletons, 
that of anOftrich. The Library, which is what is there moſt conſidera- 
ble, takes up two large Rooms well lighted, and each of them 100 
Foot long and 530 broad. It is kept in very good Order by the Care 
of Dr. Benzelms, a Man of diſtinguiſh'd Merit, and conſiſts of more 
than 30,000 Volumes, as well rare and curious Manuſcripts as printed 
Books, admirably well choſen, and drawn for the moſt part from the 
| beſt Libraries the Roman Catholick Clergy poſſeſſed, before the Re- 
duCtion of the Eccleſiaſtical Revenues at the Reformation. Amongſt 
others, from that of the Capuchins at Stockholm ; that of the Domini. 
cans at Sigbtuna, and that of St. Bridget at Waſtena: Alſo out of Ger- 
many from the Monaſteries of Riga and Marienburgh, from the Biſhop 
of Wurtzburgh, from Prague, Cc. Not to mention thoſe out of Poland 
from Cracow and Wilna; and ſince the Reduction of the Reyenues of 
the Nobility from the Library of C. Jacob de la Gardie, out of which 
King Charles XI. ſent 2000 of the beſt Volumes to this Academy. 
They ſhew there, among others, the Original Tranſlation of the Evan- 
geliſts by Uſphila, as one of the moſt curious Pieces in Europe. Tis 
well enough known what this Tranſlation is, by what has been writ- 
ten concerning it, and by the ſeveral Copies which are to be ſeen elſe- 
where, tho incorrect in themſelves; but I don't know whether the 
World is inform'd of its Fortune, ſince its being taken at Prague; and 
tho the Account of it may nor ſeem of great Importance, yet I ſhall 
take the Liberty to relate what I had from very good Hands; it was 
thus. Being brought our of Germany by C. Koning ſmark with a great 
Quantity of other rich Spoil, Queen Chriſtina made a Preſent of it to 
Vaſſius, her Library Keeper; who, upon his leaving Sweden, carried it 
into Holland; where he kept it during his Life as one of the 1 
Rarities in his Cabinet. r his Death C. Gabriel de la Gardie bought 
it of his Heirs for 2000 Florins of that Country; and after having co- 
ver d it with Silver (whence it is now call d the Silver Manuſcript) he 
preſented it to the Academical Library, where it now is.

In © Gan of the Southern Chamber is a very curious Cabinet, 
preſented to Guſtavus Adolphus by. the Magiſtrates of Augsbourg.

Stones, and adorn'd with many fine Pieces in Miniature and inlaid 
Work, which are ingenious Imitations of Nature, and repreſent for 
the moſt part ſome Stories in Sacred Hiſtory.

Stick, as a Serjeant does the Soldiers with his Halbert, in order to 
make them keep their Ranks. Then making ſeveral wry Faces and 
dumb Congees, he uſed to rally them upon their ridiculous Equipage 
and Appearance; after which, altering his Stile from the Burleſque to 
the ſerious, he harangued them, reckoning up the ſeveral Vices and 
Follies that Youth are prone to, and ſhewing the Neceſſity of their 
being corrected, chaſtiſed and poliſhed by the Study of good Litera- 
ture. Then changing again for the Burleſque, or rather Tragi-comick, 
he asked them ſeveral Queſtions, which they were obliged to anſwer; 
but the Boar's Tusks, which they held in their Mouths, hindering 
them from ſpeaking diſtinctly or intelligibly, and making them grunt 
like Hogs; he from thence took Occaſion to call them ſo, giving them 
ſome flight Blows over the Shoulders with his Stick, or boxing them 
with his Gloves, accompanying his Cuffs with Reprimands; explaining 
to them, that the Tusks ſignify d the Intemperance and Debauches of 
Youth ; who, by the Exceſs of Eating and Drinking, cloud their Un- 
derſtandings by overcharging their Stomachs. - Then he drew a Pair of 
Wooden Pincers out of a Bag, like thoſe which are uſed by the Juglers 
theſe he lock d faſt in their Necks, ſhaking them up and down, till 
the Tusks fell out of their Mouths ; telling them, that if they were 
dacible, and endeavoured to profit by the Leſſons of the Academy, 
into which they deſired to enter, they ſhou'd ſhake off their intempe- 
rate and gluttonous Inclinations, as they had thoſe Tusks. After 
this he pluck d off their long Ears, by which he gave them to under- 
ſtand, that they ought to apply themſelves diligently to their Studies, 
that they might not be like the Animal that wears them: He next took 
off their Horns, by which Act he ſignify d, as he ſaid, 3

would take all ſavage and bruciſh-Diſpoſicions; Laſtly, drawing a 
Plane out of the ſame Bag, he made them one after another lie down} 
upon their Bellies, then on their Backs, and theit two Sides; and in 
each Poſture he rubbed them all over with the Plane, telling hem 


then, that as the Plane poliſhes Wood, ſo good Literature and tle 


Liberal Arts wou d poliſh their; Underſtandings : After ſeveral; other 
ridiculous Acts of the ſame Pedantick and Burſeſque Nature, he;filld a 
great Veſſel with Water, which he pour d all oder their bare Heads 

cill he had almoſt drown d them, and then wig; their Faces roughly 
with a hard Towel; but if any generous Candidate was too tender of 
his Fleſh to have it ſo curry d, he might avoid this rubbing by dtawing 
a white Handkerchief out of his Pocket, in one Corner whereof were 
ried ſome little Pieces of Silver; which the Depoſtor: (who underſtood 


the Meaning of it) took from him ; and after wiping him wich it, put 


it in his own. The Farce or Ceremony being ended hy this Ablution, 


the Depoſitor exhorted this planed, curry d and waſhed Troop of Stu- 
dents to lead a new Courſe of Liſe; to reſiſt and relinquiſh their evil 


Inclinations and Habits, which woud disfigure their Minds as much 
as the different Parts of their Diſguiſe had done: their Bodies. This 
done, he declared them free Students of the Academy, upon Condi- 
tion that they ſnoud wear long black Mantles, like thoſe which they 
had at the Depoſition; for the Space of Six Months, and longer; to go 
each of them every Day to thoſe: of their reſpective Provinges who 
had been received Students before, and offer them their Services, as 
well at their Ordinaries as in their Chambers; and that they ſhoud 
obey the Orders they receiv d from them, and ſubmit. without mur- 
muring to all the Railleries and Reproaches which they ſhoyid-pur upon 
them. This was calld the Penales. The Day after rhgExpirationiof 
the Six Months, they were obliged: to give a good Entertainment ro

Ci. Piper, when he was Chancellor of the Academy, aboliſted the

_ Having ſeen all that was remarkable there, I went to view Moraſten, a 


fine Meadow at this Time, about a Mile and a quarter from Up/a/to the 


South Eaſt; where they formerly elected their Kings after the follow- 
ing Manner: The greateſt Part of the People being met there, the 
Chief Lagman of Upland, whoſe Oſſice anſwer'd to that of Tribune of 
the People among the Romans, made a Speech to them agreeable to the 
Occaſion upon wich they were aſſembled together, and deſired they 
wou'd give their Suffrages diſintereſtedly, without having any other 
Aim than the Publick Good and Welfare; after which every one gave 

his Vote, and he that had moſt Voices was proclaimed King thus: They 

placed him upon the higheſt of ſeveral Stones, of which ſome are ſtill 


remaining there; after which Twelve Lagmans ſet themſelves on 


Twelve others; then the Lagmen of Upland ſaluted him, or paid 
him Homage as Sovereign; then the others did the ſame in their 


Turns. Then the King took in this open Field an Oath to protect 


and defend his Subjects; but they did not take the Oaths of Fidelity 
and Obedience to him till they returned ro Upſala. There are now no 
more than Nine of theſe Stones to be ſeen, ſurrounded by a Palliſade;

tings of ſeveral Divines and Philoſophers of that Country, whoſe Spe- 
culations, Tongues and Pens ſhe ſufficiently employed; among others, 
the Biſhop of Scera reckons that ſhe liv'd by Faith and the Word of God, 
which ſheoften Pen Dr. Black, a very learned Phyſitian, ſays twas 

Opriritu Univerſi, by the Spirit of the Univerſe; or by the Air, which 
encloſes and contains that nutritive Moiſture, which they call Principi- 
um Materiale enjuſcumq; Nutritionis, or the Material Principal of all 
Nouriſhmenc. ' Thus ney, and many others, Divines and Philo- 
ſophers, have made her ſubſiſt till 1713. when a Common Soldier, who 
was quarter d in the ſame Houſe, [hore ber both co the Uſe of her 
Limbs and Appetite, by getting her with Child; made her (as he and 
ſhe confeſſed aſterwards) firſt live upon Milk, then . — little Meat

In January ſome Buſineſs call d me to Orebro, which being finiſh'd, 
and the Weather being admirably good for travelling on Sledges, I 
tooł the Opportunity to go to Falun to ſee its famous Copper Mine. 
Leaving Orebro on the 27th in the Afternoon, and raking my Road 
to the North, I ſtop'd about a Mile off at the Houſe of the Ombutzrod 
Mr. Fief, which is =_ well built, tho' of Wood, with an agreeable 
Garden and Green-Houſle : It is alſo very beneficial, by reaſon of the 
Sulphur Mine and Foundery that are dependent upon it, and are rec- 
kon d the moſt conſiderable of any in Sweden. The Houſe is call'd 
Swavelbruk, from the Name of the Foundery. I was receiv'd there very 
civilly by the Servants, in the Abſence of their Maſter and Miſtreſs, 
and I lodged there that Night. I proceeded on the 28th to Veduo, 
where Mr. Erenpreus, who was there with Mr. Fief's Lady, and a great 
deal of Company of their Relations, treated me according to his uſual 
manner, that is to ſay, extraordinary well, and kept me with him till 
the zoth in the Evening, when I went to lie ar Linda ot Lindberg ac- 
| — the Maps, in Company with the Cutate of this little Town, 
which is about a Mile from Meduu to the North Weſt. It is ancient, 
and that is all that is remarkable in it. 5 
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The next Day, paſſing by the South Weſt of W*Sminia, Thaw Ran- 


hytta, with the Forges and Foundery of this Name, which are kept in 
Repair at the Expence, and for the Benefit of the Curate and the Inha- 
bitants of that Place, and yield a good Quantity of Iron. Half a 
Mile farther I ſaw the Mine call d Srroſſa Gryfwan, which pro- 
miſed (as they ſay) very well at its firſt breaking open; but now 
yields but little Metal, tho' very good. From thence I went on by 
the South of Dalbcurlia, to the Forges and Founderies calld Riddar 
Hytrar. On the z rſt, I entered into Geſricia, and purſued my Journey 
to the North, by ſeveral Mines of Iron and above Thirty Forges; and 


almoſt as many Foundaries, which this Province has in three or four Pa- 
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Falun. 
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riſhes. Thoſe of Forſoker are reckon'd to be 300 Years old; but are 
now ſo overflow d with Water for the moſt part, that they have been 
obliged to abandon them. They have begun again within theſe 
Thirty Years to work with ſome Advantage at that call'd Srillgruſaan. 
Gyoskgrufwan, which they have broken open in the Neighbourhood 
within theſe Forty Years, produced (as they ſay) at firſt a gteat Quan- 
ty of good Metal; but the falling in of a grey and barren Rock call'd 
in Swediſp Groberg, has cloſed its richeſt Veins. There are beſides ſe- 
veral others, known by different Names, that have been open d at di- 
vers times here and there with tolerable Succeſs within few Years. 
Theſe Mines, with the abundance of Wood in the Neighbourhood, 
and the Rapidity of many running Waters ſo favourable or rather neceſ- 
ſary for the Forges and Founderies, make amends for the Bartenneſe 
both of this Province and Dalecarlia its Neighbour. The pooreſt Inha- 
bitants who have no concern in the Mines, Sc. are far from the Sea, 
eat ſeldom any other Bread but what they make of the Bark of Trees; 
of which T1! ſpeak hereafter. | e eien 
On the 2d of February I arrived at Falun, a City in this latter Pro- 
vince, about whoſe Situation I ſhall take the Liberty to ſay, that the 
ancient Geographers are generally deceiv d, and have been followed 
therein by moſt of the Moderns: They extending the Bounds of Ge- 
ſtricia as far as Lake Sillian, and regulating thoſe of Dalecarlia pro- 
portionably, between the Limits whereof and the other they place 
this Town ; whereas, according to the Account of the Inhabitants, 
tis ſix Miles within the Province of Dalecarlia to the North Weſt. E 
view'd this City on the 3d, which is the largeſt, tho not the hand- 
ſomeſt in Sweden next Stockholm ; it has two pretty large Churches, 
whereof that which they call the Town Church is well built, at leaſt 
according to the manner of the Country; the other is not ſo handſome 
and for its Houſes, they are generally low and little. Tis very agree- 
ably ſituated ro the South of it near Lake Rand, into which the River 
Aa diſcharges itſelf, after having divided it into two Parts almoſt e- 
qual; and to the Eaſt, at the Foot of the great Mountain call'd Stora 
2 It has to the North Eaſt and North Weſt ſeveral barren 
and diſagreeable Hills; but to make amends, they are accompanied 


with Variety of fertile Vallies, Gardens and Meadows, which lie be- 


tween them. I went from the ſide of this Lake about the eighth pare 


of a Mile to the Eaſt, and paſſed thro a ſort of Hutts, where: there 
are. Furnaces continually burning to melt and new caſt the Mineral; 
near which I found the Mine, which had no City near it till 1624.

wild Beaſts, wha. fled for thelrer to its Woods; hut cheſe having fince 
been cut and burnt down, tis become the maſk fryirful Parr of the Whole 
Province, eſpecially in the Mcadaws and Paſtuie Grounds, of which an 
infinite Number are to be found along the River Herian, Which flows 


thro this wild Country. Such fertile Paſtures are alſo to be merwith 


upon the Banks of ſeveral Lakes, as Heriaſco, Hunaſion, Watſion, &c. and 
alſo upon thoſe of ſeyeral Rivers which waſh the Country. The moſt 
confuteble of theſe Rivers is Luſua, famous in Fable, which tells us 
ſhe was the eldeſt of three Siſters, who upon a * ute between em, 
(which, as tis wholly foreign to my Purpoſe, I ſhall omit), were

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Contradiction and Antipathy, a thing at that time perhaps already 
common enough amongſt Siſters; turn d her Cutrent into Norway ; and 
that Gama, the youngeſt; endeavouring to get at à good Diſtance from 
the other two, took her Courſe thro' 2 npYland ind  Madelpad.” 

On the 22d we left Heridalia, and that Evening entering into Fempr: 
land, we lay at the firſt Stage, and amongſt ſeveral Rivers and Lakes, 
which we croſſed. The next Day we travell'd between Four and Five 
* Swediſh Miles upon'thar Lake, which the Inhabitants of chis Pro- 
vince call $orazion, or the great dea, Twelve Miles long and Str over, 
which, to the beſt of my Knowledge, none of the WMagrapbiſtes have 
named; after which we croſſed three or four other leſſer Lakes am 


veller mw alſo to guard OR, Ones. from the King his Maſter; and 
joining Companies, we lay that Night at Meurſill, a pretty good Vil 
lage, Jul on che Banks of om 4,

commanded the Paſſage of the River; whoſe Waters, tho at that time 
low, were very deep, and its Banks here and there Bordered the high 
Mountains. The Fort itſelf was a heavy antique Piece of Building, 
and its Garriſon conſiſted of about 55 or 6 Men. Leaving this Place, 
we croſſed the River upon a wooden Bridge about 80 Paees long, and 
travell d upon the Snow for about three quarters of a Mile; and then 
upon the Ice of the Lake Oregion, or Sa of Oars, in which the River 
Dover runs, which was ſtill frozen; and between three and four in 
the Afternoon we reachd Doverſskanz; ſituated upon its Weſtern Shore, Doverſ. 
and to which it gives its Name. This River riſes in the Neighbour- skanz. 
hood of Dront beim or Nyaroſia in Norway, not above ſeven or eight 
Miles from this Fort, which was pretty well cover d with Gabions, 
but had no Advantage beyond Terpſlanx, excepting that its Garriſon 
conſiſted of about 20 Men more. Beyond this we could find no Road 
leading ditectly to neo; as far as which my Fellow Traveller was 
otdered by the King to regulate the Poſts, purſuant to a new Scheme 
drawn up by the Baron de Goertz ; upon which we determin d to return 
back, in Company with General Horn, who had invited us to Frozen» 
Hoff, his uſual Place of Reſidence, about nine Miles from Doverskansz, 
on the Eaſt ſide of Storazion.. That Night it rain d exceſſively; inſo- 
much that we were obliged to lay at Aſernit ga, a little Village about a 
Mile on this fide of the Fort which we had juſt left. This Village ſtands 
at the Bottom of a Hill calld Orexkutta, or Yeſels with'Onrs, and Orexkuna;

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which gives paxt of its Name te Oregion. Upon this Hill it is, that à 
great many of, thoſe who deal in ancient Wonderful Stories, tell us 
very ſeriouſſy and Farne. that Noab s Ark firſt reſted. The late Mr. 
Olaus Rudbeck aſſures us, that ſeveral Oars, and other Pieces of Ship. 
wreck; were found upon this Mountain; which doubtleſs were 
bronght there, he ſays, by the Waters of che Deluge, and which 
have given this Mountain its Name. The ſame Author has very 
oatically lodged: Pluto, with his whole Court, in Fenipt/andl 3-tho' 
ging Pardon ſor contradicting ſo vaſt and fruitful a Genius, that 
HDeicy, who derives his Name from Il.

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at his Houſe about two Miles further ; bur in the new. Road we had 
taken for Lapland. The next Day, (the 28th) the Curate of Brown- 
Fuod came and invited us to take a ſmall Paſtoral Dinner, as he calld it, 
at his Houſe, which was about a ſmall quarter of a Mile further; we 
excuſed our ſelves from going to dine with him, but on his ſaying that

our Road lay between the Church and his Houſe, we promiſed to 


call in upon him. The Befalingzman, to return the Curate's Civility, 
made him ſtay and dine with us at his Houſe ; in the Afternoon we 
went away with Magifer Biddenius Rhenhorn, for ſo was nam'd our 
Reverend Hoſt,” and I finding that he, ſpoke Latin very fluently (a 
thing not common there, eſpecially amongſt the Country Prieſts,).I 
ask d him ſeveral Quellipns abou: Lapland, in ſome Parts of which he 
told me that he had been; he anſwer d me in a very civil, and indeed 
ſatisfactory manner, as to what he had ſeen, which I found was not 
very much, he never having been far in Lapland, and knowing more of 
ſome of its Inhabitants that in Winter come near the Bothnick Gulph, 
than he did of the Country itſelf: He told me, that Forty or Fifty 
Families of Laplanders came every Winter, and encamped here and 


there in the Neighbourhood. of Horagion; but that they were already 


retired amongſt the Mountains of Norway, for fear of the returning 
hot Weather, which always prov'd fo fatal to their Rhen-Deers ; inſo- 
much, that they were Swedes in Winter, and Norwegians in Summer. 
| To this he added, that he had uſed his utmoſt Endeayours to fill em 
with a true Senſe of the Chriſtian Religion, the Hopes of a future 
Happineſs, but in vain; for they had no other concern but for the pre- 
ſent, and for their Rhen-Deer : He alſo told us, that ſome few of theſe 
People uſe to Winter in Heridalia. In the Evening we left the good 
Prieſt, after having taken a cold Collation with him; which, ro warm 
in our Stomachs, we drank ſeveral Glaſſes of Wine, and ſome of the 
beſt Beer that ever I taſted, and continued our Journey ſometimes in 
Chariots, and ſometimes on Horſeback ; but ſeldom in Sledges, the 
Roads being quire ſpoiled by the continual Rain which had fallen ever 
ſince our leaving Doverskanz ; and on the 29th, about 10 at Night, 
we entred the Province of Madelpad. _ -” | FD 
The aforeſaid Mr. Rudbeck makes Sweden, his Native Country, 
thar of the. moſt famous People in the World ; whether really ſuch, 
or only in his Imagination, I ſhall not pretend to decide; as alſo 
that of the antient Heathen Gods, or at leaſt as look d upon as ſuch 
for many Ages. The Gauls he firſt derives from a Swediſh Province, 
and part of this, which he names Gallia; and conſequently attti- 


butes the Glory of their Arms and Expeditions on the other fide the. 


Helleſpont to the ancient Swedes., This too he makes the Native 
Place of the old Giants, having in the Pariſnes of Tuna and Utmar 
taken Notice of Tombs. five or ſix Yards long; as thoſe: of the 


Amazons and the Trojens, as I have already hinted, in  Smoland 


; BY Beffalingzman irs BARD Magihrate, who receives bis Orders from the Governor, 
puts the Laws in Execution, colles Taxes, and gives the Governor an Account of them.

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and O/tragothland; and he alſo ſends the Argonauts to Cacßhis from the 
North. He has traced out even their very Names, which are fill. 
preſerved in Sweden ; and this Etimological Reaſon he gives us as 
an undeniable Proof of what he advances. | Of Fempriana, Madelba: 
d Hel/mngland he compoſes. an antient Kingdom, which he calls Ce- 
wallia, which, tho but ene Word, he tells us fignifies Bright Bil- 
wark; to prove this, he quotes the Names of ſome * md Houſes, 
as Liuſtadi the Town of Light, and Liuſtorp the bright Farm. Here he 
diſcovers the E/y/ian Fields, the Heſperian Gardens, and the Hell, with 
its three Judges Minos, ( AHacus and Rhadamanthus ; and endeavours to 
ſhew, that the manner of diſtributing Juſtice amongſt the antient Peo- 
ple of the Noth gave riſe ro the Poetical Stories of the Proceedings 
of the Infernal Courts of Juſtice. SF ITS 0 
I am very willing to digreſs a little from my main Subject in favour 
of the imaginary Regions, in the 89 of which he has taken 
ſo much Pains, and employ d whole Volumes in Folio ; and 1 fhall 
obſerve in the firſt place, chat even now and then there are agreeable 
Places and delicious Plains; and tho the Number and Extent of them 
be very ſmall, yet no body can ſuppoſe that the Gogs, or the Souls 


of departed Men, take up much room in the Eqſian Fields. Secondly, 


That the Woods we meet in Scandinavia, which are ſo large and o 
frequent, that they make almoſt the whole Province, but eſpecialty 
the North of it, one continued Forreſt, might very well be taken for 'a 
Retreat grateful to Sy/uans, Fawns, Nymphs and Satyrs. Thirdly, 
That the Rocks and Mountains which abound here, may have given 
Birth to the Story of the Riphean Mountains, which this Author places 
in Sweden, or at leaſt finds the Names of chem there; and indeed a 
preat Number of them ſeem by Nature contrived far the Uſe which 
the People in thoſe diſtant Times, purſuant ro the Dictates of theic 
Religion, made of them; for thoſe which are ſo vaſtly high, ſo cragged 
and ſo ſteep, ſeem to have invited thoſe who were oppreſs'd with 
Poverty, Age or Sickneſs to fly to them for Relief; from whoſe Sum- 
mit caſting themſelves down, they in a Moments time may pur an 
End to all their Cares and Troubles, and change the Miferies of this 
unhappy Life for the Sweets of rhe Ehyſian Fields. Fourthly, Thoſe 
who placed the Giants in Theſſaly, when they made them heap 


Mountains upon Mountains, and pluck large Rocks out of the Seca, 


when they attempted to ſcale the Heavens, and drive Jupiter out of 
his Dominions, had never been in Sweden; for there Mountains and 
Rocks are ſo plenty, that they wou d certainly have ſent the Giants 
upon that Expedition into this Country, much ſooner than in Theſſaly. 
Fifchly, The prodigious Number of Trees and Beafts wou'd give us 
ſome Appearance of reaſon to believe the Auxiliary Troops of Gods 
who came in to Zove's Aſſiſtance were hid, and had chang d themſelves 
into Animals and Vegetables here much more probably than in Eg pr, 
where compared to theſe there are ſcarce any. Sixthly, That we may 
not place the Tartarus too far from the E/y/ian, thoſe prodigious Moun- 
rains which are here and there to be found in the Country, may well 
be ſuppoſed to cover the Titans in Hell; and the Rocks of various 


: Forms and Sizes may {till bear a Reſemblance ro thaſe People which 


the Heathen Mythology tells us were petrified. Seventhly, A great 
many of theſe Mountains, in which ſeveral Veins of valuable Metals 
have been diſcovered, may better he thought the Habiration and Sho 
of Fulcan and his Cyclops, than Ethna in Sicily, where no ſuch Merals 
. | e 
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de ro be: found ; And laſiiy, That the rich Booty which che Gorks 
brought away with them, after having plundered the Country round 
the Black Sea, the Pains Miratis, &r. might very probably be called a 


Golden Firece, and give Occaſion to that FableQ. 


On the „ we attived before Noon at Sundwat, che Capital of Sundwal. 


Madalpad, ſituated at the very Extremity of a long Bay of the' Both» 
mack Gulph, where the Water will carry Ships of Burthen ſufficient for 
their org as conſiſts in ſome Iron, Planks, Roſin, Butter and 
Fiſh. All ildings of this Place, even the very Church, are of 
Wood. Here we were inform'd, chat in the Neighbourhood of this 
Tow, there were generally during the Winter four or five Camps of 
Laplanders, who were already marched off. We made no long Stay 
in the Place ; for at about IWo in the Afrernoon, having dined and 
changed Horſes, we purſued our Journey; and having rode a few 
Miles, we entered Angerme/and, or Angermania, part of which Pro- 

vince we croſſed on Horſeback, and part ia Sledges, according as our 
Roads proved. Palling over the River Angerman, which is generally 
ſuppoſed to give that Province its Name, we heard chat ſome Las- 
landers came alſo every Winter, and encamped on its Banks ; who, 
before the End of that Seaſon, retired with che reſt of their Country- 


men e 6 Mountains which part Sweden from Norway. This Angerma: 


Province, t 
firaamed Capers, becauſe, as ſome tell us, they cover d rhemſelyes 
with Goat Skins; and this probably has given riſe to the Fables of 

the Satyrs, unleſs the Laplanders did the fame before chem: Nor cou'd 
any Place in the World be a fitter Retreat for Pyrates, it being ſo 


ky very eaſy a matter for them to hide themſclyes, either in the Forrefts 


or amongſt che Mountains, in which are ſeveral Caves; but whether 
made by Art or Nature, I cannot tell. The faid Mr. Rudbeck, with 
ſeveral other Northern Authors, has made the People of Scandinavia 
the firſt Founders of Pyracy ; which, as I have already obſerved, a- 
 moneſt its antient Inhabitants was accounted a noble Profeſſion. He 
calls the Pyrates of thoſe Days Ofivar, Wolves; which is an old Word, 
and he ſometimes uſes #arg, a more Modern one, and which has the 
ſame Signification ; and he places it under the Government and Pro- 
tection of Jupiter Licæus. Superſtitions Traditions have alſo placed 
ſeveral Nymphs in this Province, to one of whom it has given the Su- 
perintendence of a Fountain in the Pariſh of Sanga'; by waſhing in whoſe 
Waters the Blind, the Lame, and the Paralyrick were ſuppoſed to re- 
cover their Sight, and the Uſe of their Limbs z which done, they left 
their walking Staffs and Crutches behind them in Token of their Cure, 
with ſome ſmall Preſents for the Nymph: However, with all theſe 


V.uertues che Fountain is become a common Watering- Place for Cattle, 


and cures no Diſtemper now a- days that I know of, but Thirſt. In 
che Pariſh of Nordimgrad, in the ſame Province, there is another Foun- 
tain, which I cannot hear was ever famous in Tradition ; but which is 
of great Service to the Shoemakers of that Country, who die their 
Leather in it, the Waters being as black as Ink. The Roads and the 
Horſes here were ſo very bud; cher we did not paſs by che famous 


y fay, was formerly the Retreat of Pyrates, who were nia ·

been the Dwelling and Store-houſe of ſome Pytste; but where the 
ſuperſtitious have lodged Spitits, which they call Bergrrol/ar, that is, 
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A. De La Motrayes TRAVRUE 
Mountain Spirit. The late King Charles XI. in his Journey to Torne 
paſſing by this Mountain, heard, amongſt other Things, that a eertain 
Prieſt, whoſe Name was Maſter Andrew; having raſnly attempted to 
enter the Cave, was ſo very ill uſed by the Spirits, that he run mad 
upon it. The King, willing to undeceive the People, order'd one of 


his Soldiers to go in, which he accordingly did; and at his return 


reported, that he met neither Body nor Spirit, and cou d ſee nothing 
but a large empty Cave: However, this ſuperſtitious Tradition ſtil!l 
remain d amongſt them; and that they might not be perſwaded out 
of their Fear, they urged that their Bergtrollars did not appear indifle- 
rently to every body. As for our Parts, indeed we had not Curioſity 
enough to enter the Cave, but continued our Journey very diligently, 
the Sledges being ſtill in Seaſon in thoſe Parts; and on the 6th, be- 
fore Noon, we enter d into LUmeſland, now call d Weſter Bottom or Weſt 
Bothnick Gulph. This little Province is parted from Angermania by 
the River M itelfua, which riſes about ſix Miles and a half above the 
Mount which I juſt now made mention of; and at about four in the 
Afternoon we reach d Umeo, about three Miles furt ger. 
This is the Metropolis, and indeed the only Town of Uneſland; a 
Province, which, conſidered in its antient Limits with Uma- Lapmark, 


- compoſes but one quarter of Weſter Bottom. It is ſituated on the North 
| ſide of the River Uma, which was ſtill frozen, and which gives both to 


it and-Uma-Lapmark their Names. As it had been burnt. down by the 
Muſcovites ſome Years before, they were then rebuilding it; how- 
ever, it was again burnt down, with the adjacent Villages, by the 
ſame Enemy in 1720. We were received and treated here very civilly 
by Major-General Cronberg, the Governor of the Town, who lives in a 
large but very plain Houſe built with Wood, upon the Ruins of that 
which was inhabited by his Predeceſſors the Governors of Weſt Both- 
nick, which extends from the above- mention d little River as far as 
Torne, and comprehends Uma-Pitha- Lula-Torne and Kimi- Lapmark; the 
laſt of theſe indeed more properly belongs to Eaſt Bothnick Gulph, but 
has been added to the Meſtern Government for ſome Reaſons which I 
am ignorant of. Here we ſtaid together till the roth, in which Time 
Mr. Clinlonſtrom having made an end of his Buſineſs, took the neareſt 
and directeſt Road he cou d for Srockholm, As for my part, I had de- 
termin dito ſee as much of the Country as poſſibly I cou d, and there- 
fore wou d not return with him. | pits ds e 
On the 12th, I ſet out from Umeo with Letters of Recommendation 


tom the Major-General to the Befalmgzmans of Torne, and thoſe of 


the other Countries thro which I was to paſs ; ordering them to ſupply 
me with Interpreters, and other Aſſiſtance, for the Performance of my 


Journey; and here I found the Roads ſo very good, and the Horſes ſo 


Skelefta; 


very. ſtrong and ſwift, that before Midnight I reached Skelefta, 14 
Miles above Umeo. Tis a large Village ſituated on the North ſide of 
the River of that Name, at the End of a Bay above a Mile long, into 
which this River falls, and there mixes its Waters with thoſe of the 
Bothnick Gulph. There are ſome! Salmons here, with ſeveral other 
Kinds of Fiſhes ; but this Bay is particularly famous for the Number 
and Goodneſs of the Stromims, a kind of ſmall Herring, or rather Pil- 


chhard. There are a great Number of theſe Fiſhes. in the Bothnick 


Gulph; but tis always allow d that thoſe in this Place are the very beſt ; 
and indeed they are no inconſiderable Branch of its Trade. 1 1

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Having et of the Night at Stalefta, I ſet out 
on the 1 ich; and betimes in the Afternoon T-reach'd the Shore of the 
River Pha, about Eight Miles higher. I found it ſtill frozen over, 
but the Ice began to thaw, and I was informed that thete was no 
croſſing the River in a Sledge; however I vestured, nor did I ſee the 8 
leaſt ſign of Danger. The Remainder of that Bay, and part of the 
next, I ſpent in obſetving the Situation both of the Old aud /New 
Town of Pitha, to which the River gives its Name; as it doth alſo 85 
to that part of Lanland calld Pitha-Lapmark. The former I thought Picks 
very agreeably ſiruated, not only in having the River running near it, 
bur in its being ſurrounded by fome few Meadows and Pieces of Ara- 
ble Land; but on the other hand, it lays very inconvenient -for their 
Trade, the Water not being deep enough to bear any thing of a Ship; 
whereas the New Town, which lies about half a Mile lower, is juſt at 
the Mouth of the River where Ships of Burthen can come up-. 

Oa tbe 14th I continued my Journey, and in the Evening arrived 

upon the Shores of the River Lulo, five Miles higher: Its Waters were 

alſo frozen; but the Ice being thought roo weak to beat à Sledge, 

J eroſſed it on Foot. This River, as well as that of Pitha, abounds 

in Fiſh, but eſpecially in Salmons. The next Day, which was the 

15th, I ſpent in viewing the Old and New Town of Lu/o. In the for- Luls? 

mer I obſerved the fame agreeable Situation as in Old Pitha; over 

which it has this one Advantage, that in the Neighbourhood there is 

a pretty large Lake very full of Fiſh, calld Xerwrek ; but on che other 

hand, in regard to Trade ir has even leſs Advantage than the other, 

for being five quarters of a Mile diſtant from the Sea, there can come 

nothing up here but middling Boats. As for New Zo, it is built 

Juſt at the Mouth of the River, and has all the Conveniences belong - 

ing to it which are nor in New Pitha. I coud not in eithet of theſe 

four Towns ſee any thing remarkable ; the Houſes and other Build- 

ings are all of Wood, the Churches of Old Puba and Luo excepted, 

which indeed are Stone and very plain. In the Veſtry of the Church 

of Old Lulo, they ſnew'd me the dry'd Head of a Perch, which, by 

reaſon of its uncommon Bigneſs, is preſerved there.

Mr: Faitijer,” the Curate of this Place, whom I had 
known at Bender abbut ve or ſix Years before, receiv'd me With a 
— deal of Kindnefs, and made me ſup and lie at his Houſe that 
Night; nor wet d he let me putſue my Journey the neut Day till af> 

ter havingdined, and promiſed him that at my return from Lapland 

I wound fpend ewe Whole Days with him. Amengſt other 2 
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Curate told me, that the Father of the ptetended Lapland Prince I juſt 
mention d was a fr honeſt Cobler, who uſed to travel from Place to 


Place in crying old Boots and Shoes ro mend, but was now ſettled and

The Snow being thaw'& in ſome of the Fields, I ſaw them plough- 
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was ſtill frozen, notwithſtanding that the Sun had already baniſhed'rhe 
Night from the Hemiſphere, which it does there every Year for the Space 
of above a Month: However, the Snow: which: melted running down 
to the River weaken d the Ice, and the Waters being naturally very 


ſwift it broke in the middle, and was ſoon carried down the Stream; 


inſomuch; that on the 24th I hired an Interpreter with a Boat and two 
Men, which I changed as often as poſſibly I coud; but the Streams 
which were to ſtem were ſo very ſwift and violent, that we cou d not 
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reach Over Torne, which: is but ſix Miles above Torre, till the Evening Over | 


of the 25th. This is the laſt Village that we: meer with in going to 
Torne- Lapmark; the Church is a little: ill-contriv'd Piece of Stone Build- 
ing; and amongſt the ſeveral Houſes which ſurround it, thete is but 
the Parſonage Houſe which only deſerves this Name. Having changed 
our Boat and Men, we left Over Torne on the 26th, and there being 
ſtill new Torrents to ftem, and new. Cataracts to overcome, we were 
often obliged to land and drag our Boats upon the Shore beyond one 
of theſe Cataracts; ſo that we could not reach Kingis-Fors, or the 
Torrent of Kingis, which is 11 Miles further, till the /3oth, ©: 
As it was impoſſible ro row: againſt this Stream; I got on Shore 
with my Interpreter, and having paid off our Boat, we walked on 


Torne; 


Foot as far as the Forges of Kznpgis, which are calld Kingis-Bruks. Kingis: 


Theſe Forges are ſituated as advantageouſly as they can poſſibly be, for 
the Reception of as much Water of this Torrent as they want, to 
heave their Bellows and their heavy Hammers. About four or five 
Years and a half ago they were plundered by the ſame Party of 'Muſco- 
vites as burnt Torne, who, favour d by the Ice, came as far as this 
Place; ſhortly after this were quite abandon d, as well as the Copper and 


Iron Mines which uſed to ſend their Metals to be melted and worked 


here, and now for want of Repairs they are running to Ruin. There 


was ſtill one Mr. Laurent Sandells; formerly the Supetviſor of theſe 


Morks upon the Place; but no longer paid, and the unhappy Specta- 
tor of their approaching Ruin, he lives partly upon what he had 
ſaved before the Forges were given over, and partly upon Fiſhing,” as 
does alſo) the Clerk; and their Houſes; with thoſe of ſome of their 
| W orkmen, who com RE Mes are * hee 16 -are 
ſtill in prerty good Repair. The Superviſor very kindly offerd me a 
Bed at his Hoaſs, after: having given me a fine freſh Salmon for my 
Supper; but as he told me, that hey now began to ſee not only the 
Light of the Sun, but alſd a part of its Ring upon their Horizon, at 
the Time we call Midnight, and is ſo wich us, but which with them 
was broad Day, I coud not think of going to Reſt as yet; but choſe 
a riſing Ground, on which I was told I might diſeern this bright Orb 
when at the loweſt, and 1 did ſo, plainly diſcovering as much of it 
as one may of the Moon when tis but two Days old; and juſt at Mid- 
night (if I may be allow d to call it ſo) the Sun roſe again on che Ho- 
rizon with a: kind of whirling about, and with freſh Strength and 
Splendor.' Ningis- Bruis were the Nonplas ultra of Biſhop Bilbert, who 
has treated de Sole Thorciduo, and who came that way wich Orders 
from Charlat XI. to travel as far up that Country as poſſibly he cod; 
but by. reaſon of the vaſt” Falls of Water, he "dared venture no farther. 
On the vſt of June, I took another Boar at about 200 Paces above 
LKingis- Furs; and at abòut Four a- Clock in the Aſternson we reached 


that Place; Where the River Lanio- Efua with that of Torne form a 
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perfect V, and where the former mixing its Waters with the other, loo! 
fes its Name about five Miles from Kingis- Bruchs; after which we 
ſtemm d a violent Torrent about a Quarter of a Mile long, called Tar- 
ne- Fors, or the Tornian Torrent, part of whoſe Waters, whilſt the Trenches 
for that Purpoſe were kept open, fell upon the Wheels of a Founding 
or Caſting-Houſe, call'd Nze-Mazzuna, or the New Founding-Houſe, 
belonging to an Iron Mine, known by the Name of Fona/wandogruwa, 
and lays in the Wood two Miles and a half higher. From henee 1 
went à Mile and a quarter upon the River; and then landing, walk d 
another five Quarters out of my way to viſit this Caſting-Houſe. Paſ- 
ſing thro? the Wood, I obſerv d in ſeveral Places Stakes drove into the 
Ground, the Ends almoſt meeting at Top, ſo that they reſembled a 
Cone, or, to ſpeak more intelligibly, a Sugar- Loaf. My Guide told 
me that the Laplanders had pitched their Tents, this being the wooden 
Work of em, which they cover d with a large thick Stuff, call'd in 
their Dialect Craan, and of which I ſhall ſpeak in the Sequel of my 
Hiſtory. I obſerved that on the Ground, in ſeveral Places, there 
were red Berries, in Colour, Size, and Taſte, not unlike our Cur- 
rants, with green Leaves, very much reſembling Box Leaves. The 
Swedes and Norweygians, the only People amongſt whom I have ſeen 
ſiuch Fruit, call'd it Lingon; and their Botaniſts deſcribe it in the fol- 
lowing Latin Words, Vitis Idæa ſemper virens fructu rubro. This Fruit 
begins to ripen in the Autumn; but it having been cover de the whole 
Winter with Snow, which now began to diſappear, at leaſt where the 
Sun ſhone with any Strength, the natural Acid of the Fruit was tem- 
per d, and it was very agreeable to the Taſte, inſomuch that I very 
oſten ſtopped to pick em off the Ground. I reach d the: Mine of 
Ionaſwanco· Jangſeando between eleven and twelve a Clock at Night, tho at that 
. Time there was no ſuch Thing there; and having reſted my ſelf a little, 
V lookd out for the higheſt Ground I could, from whence I might 
obſerve the Sun; and about three quarters of an Hour afterwards, I 
ſaw it at loweſt, but cou d diſcern more of its Diſcuſs than I had 
done at Kingis-Brucks-; and having ſeen it begin its Courſe again with 
the ſame Motion that I took Notice of at that Place, my Guide led 
me to an old Woman s Houſe of his Acquaintance, where I might lay 
me don to ſleep a little; ſhe told us ſhe was the Widow of one of 
thoſe Walloons, to whom the Surades are very much obliged for havin 
ſet their: Mines on the Foot they are at preſent. At Five of the Clock 
in the Morning I got up and viſited the Iron Mines, and thoſe of 
Loadſtone, which they were obliged to dig winding, and in Length, to 
follow the Veins which are not very rich, and not in Depth as thoſe 
of Danmora: Theſe are (till in ſo good a Condition, that there is no- 
thing wanting bur Workmen, and ſome Body to pay and employ them. 
. I cannot ſay the ſame of Gamlz-Mazzuna, an old Caſting · Houſe be- 
longing to it, not of the Hammer for beating the Mineral aſter tis 
burnt, the Wheels and Bellows: being quite ſpoiled, as are all the 
- other Works; nor is there any Neceſſity for repairing them, the Works 
of the new Founding: Houſe being in a much better Condition; and 
ſituated! neat that eyer- flowing Torrent I juſt made mention af, where- 
as the old One had but a ſmall Rivulet to drive its Wheels. The 
Workmen 's Houſes are ſtill in good Repair, and moſt of em inhabited 
by quondam Workmen, who are now turned Fiſhermen.

As for the Workmen's Houſes they 
are ſtill in pretty good Repair, and inhabited By ſome of them, WhO 
have continued there with their Families; where they live upon the 
Fiſhes they catch, upon the Milk of a few Cows, and upon the Fleſh 
of ſome Rhen-Deer, which their Wives and Children look after. 
Notwithſtanding that the good old Man's Houſe was a quarter of a 
Mile diſtant from the Mines, yet cou'd nothing divert him from ac- 
companying me thither, that he might ſhew them me, and diſtin- 
guiſh them by their particular Names, as Meſtlong-Cruta, which was 
very long and 20 Yards deep; Midda-Gruwa 24 Yards deep; Hen- 
Gruwa about 27 or 28; Gamla-Gruwa about 28 alfo ; Storiaglingar 30, 
and Sud-Gruwa 84 Yards deep; beſides theſe there were three other lit- 
tle Mines call'd Facob-Abraham-Gruwa, which they had juſt 1 to 
dig, and whoſe Depth did not exceed Five or Six Yards at moſt, and. 
Gruws, or the Iron Mine, digged in length and winding, but no 
deeper than the three laſt. All theſe Mines, (the four laſt excepted) 
abound with Metals, which may plainly be ſeen by the Verdigreaſe 
which ſurrounds the Outſide of the Opening; but then on the other 
hand, they abound with Water too, which is a very great Prejudice to 
em; but yet I think they might be kept dry by tlie help of Water 
Engines, as I have ſeen it practis d with Succefs at Danmora, where, 
by being near the Lake, their Mines are perpetually full of Water 
and at that Place indeed they are expoſed to one very great Incon- 
venience, which is, that the Lake is upon a Level with the Top of their 
Mines; whereas thoſe of Suappawara lie much higher than any of the 
neighbouring Lakes or Rivers. This Water muſt proceed cither from 
melred Snow or Rain, or what is much worſe than either of them, 
from ſome Spring in the Mountain; but admitting this, is there no 
way of drying up this Spring, or drawing off the Waters by opening 
Trenches on the South fide of the Mountain, on which it ſeems by 
Nature the moſt inclin'd to flow > The ſame Mines, as well as thoſe 
of Jonaſwando, have all the Advantages that can be deſired, not only 
as they have Plenty of Wood every where; but as to the Carriage of 
this Wood, and of their Coals and Meral to the Caſting-Houſes and 
Forges. This Carriage in Winter is very cheap and eaſy; for tho a 
Deer cannot draw ſo heavy a Burthen as a Horſe, yet will he draw 
much ſwifter, and hold out much longer upon the Ice; infomuch, that 
they drive on with their Burdens, Xi told, from Suappawara to 
Torne in three Days time, which is between Three Four and 
Thirty Swedsſp Miles. The Food of theſe Creatures coſt their Drivers 
nothing, Nature having taught them them to ſeek it themſelyes; and

XXXVIII. The Swedes call this fur d Robe, Lapmud; and the Lap- 


landers, Burkamudan ; under this we muſt not look for Stays, Shirt, or 


Shift: The next to this their outward Dreſs, is their Skin, whether 
fair or brown, in puris Naturalibus. The richeſt wear nothing more 
than the very pooreſt ; and if their Dreſs differs in any thing, 'tis only 
in the Fineneſs of the Stuffs, the Goodneſs of the Skins, and the Em- 
broidery, Buttons and Nick-nacks upon them. Nor is there a Reſem- 


blance only between the furrd. and the ſtuff Dreſs of the rich and 
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poor, but alſo between the Dreſſes of the two Sexes, excepting that 


the Mans is fuller upon the Body, but ſcantier and ſhorter below the 
Waſte, and generally without any Embroidery either upon the Neck 


or Boſom- Slit; or if ſome of the moſt airy Sparks wear any, it does 


not exceed the Breadth of a Finger, and has no Buttons upon ir ; 
their Breeches and their Shoes too are very much alike, as are alſo 


their Girdles, from which there hangs down a large Purſe, ſome of 


em embroider d, others not, in which they carry ſome Money and 
ſome Nick-nacks, with a ſheath. Knife and a little leathern Bag with 
Thread in it, made of the Nerves and Guts of Rhen-Deer, the only 
Thread in Uſe amongſt the Laplanders, with Needles, a Flint-Stone, 
Matches, a Steel, with ſome. braſs Rings, and ſeveral Pieces of Mo- 
ney more amongſt the Women than Men. This Bag hangs down as low 
as their Knees, which as they walk makes a clicketting ſort of Noiſe, 
very grateful, I ſuppoſe, to the Ears of the Inhabitants of that Coun- 


try. Their Caps in Winter are a ſort of Cowl or Camail, made of 


a coarſe Stuff, or with Skins which cover their Necks, and hang down 
ro their Shoulders ; ſuch a one as this the Laplanger ſhewed me in his 
Tent, ſuch I find all the old Women of the Country wear. In Sum- 
mer the Men have Caps which cover but half their Ears, and they 
are made either with Stuffs, or oftner with the Skin of Rhen-Deer, 
and orher Beaſts, and even ſometimes with that.of Water Fowl, which 


they ſtrip; ſuch a Cap as this my Hoſt had on, as had the other Fi- 


ſhermen whom we met at the ſame time, always wearing the Hair of 
Feathers outwards. | 8

Our Hoſteſs made us fie down to a cold Meal, which conſiſted of the 


dry d Fleſh of Rhen. Deer, and Cheeſe made with the Milk of the Rhen- 
Dae; for ſo in the Sequel of my Hiſtory I ſhall call the She, for di- 
ſtinction ſake, but which in her Language this Woman called Halto, 
and the Buck Kerle. Tho there was no Salt in either, I muſt confeſs 
Llik d the Reliſh of em; however, I eat much more heartily of the 
Cheeſe than I did of the Meat; he then gave me ſome Drink in a 
wooden Cup, which was the Milk of their Doe turn d ſower and 
curded, which however I liked very well.

As for 
Bread, there was none ſerved us; and indeed there is ſo far from being 
any ſuch thing in the Country, that they have nor ſo much as a Word 
in their Tongue to expreſs Bread, The Repaſt ended, my Hoſteſs made 
me a Preſent of a little Basket of her own working; it was made of 


ſmall Roots of Trees ſo very neatly and cloſely work d, that one may 


put Snuff or powder d Tobacco in it, without any Danger of its com- 
ing through. In return I made her a Preſent of ſeveral little Nicknacks, 
which I had bought of a Finland Pedlar, who ſhew'd me ſuch as the 
People of this Country moſt delighted in, and which therefore I carry'd 


in my Pockets for ſuch Occaſions as theſe; I alſo gave her ſome To- 


bacco, which the Laplanders both Men and Women generally chew, 
and they don't much care for ſmoaking it; nor did I forget my 
Landlord, with whom J went to ſee his Rhen- Deer, which were above 
an Hundred in Number; and I bought a Fawn of him Twelve or Thir- 
teen Months old for Half a Crown, and going to rake Leave of his 
Wife, he bid me pay her, for he would not take the Money himſelf. 
He then led the Fawn for me as far as our Boat, which having reach d, 
I deſited him to kill it, and he did ſo; not by cutting his Throat as 
our Butchers do their Calves and Sheep, but by plunging his Knife in- 
to its Heart, which he did with one Hand, and with the other he held 
him up by the Head whilſt there was Life in it, and then let it fall up- 
on ſome Snow which happen d to be ſtill there. This done, he ſtripped 
it without making the leaſt Flaw in his Skin. He then cut the Body in 
Pieces, which I gave to my Interpreter and Watermen, and they took 
care it ſnould neither be waſted nor ſpoiled. I eat ſome of it with 
them, and thought it much better and fuller of Gravy than the Faun 
of Red or Fallow Deer. The Rhen-Deer has very much of the 
Stagg as to his Size, nor is he unlike the Fallow Deer. He has 
four Branches or Horns, of which the two longeſt are upon the 
hind, the two ſhorteſt upon the fore Part of his Head. The Fleſh 
of this Veniſon is not ſo dry, but is much more delicious to the 


Taſte, than that of thoſe I have juſt mention d. That ſame Day

T paid a Viſit to another Laplander, whom we met a Fiſhing, and 
who lived on rother fide of the River, about three Quarters of a 
la this Place alſo the Waters were nor confined within their own 
Banks, but cover d a very handfome Tract of Ground ; upon which I 
asked the Laplander whether this Extent had any particular Name be- 
longing to it, and he told me twas called Saucy Trek, or the Lake of 
Saucy. I never ſaw a Map that took Notice either of this or the 


former Lake, though more remarkable than that of Ila, a Mile and a 


Quarter higher, of Which at leaſt they give the Name, tho they have 
made it larger than it really is, and repreſented in a Form very unlike 
its o k was about Ten in the Afternoon * ſo I may call it, 
ſince thete was neither Night nor Evening there) when we landed on 
the South Side of à little Iſland called Riccaluim, which this other 
Laplander, who led me per in vias ſdluas, over Rocks and threugh 
Thorns and Briars, to his Tent on the neighbouring Continent; upon 
a Mountain called*Ricedtorra, which we reached about Half an Hour 
after Eleven, and found his Wife in Bed, which conſiſted of two Skins 
of Rhen-Deer, and one ſpread upon the Ground ſerving for Feather 
Bed and Mattreſs, and the others for Sheets, Blanket — 
the: | | an 
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and ſhe lay berween thoſe two quite naked; and inſtead of a Pillow, 


ſhe had her Gown folded up under her Head. This I found afterwards 
was not a Cuſtom peculiar to her, bur uſed by all che Laplanders both in 


Winter and Summer, and pretty common amongſt the Finland Fiſhermen; 


who are their neareſt Neighbours ; with this Difference indeed, that 
thoſe who live moſt at their Eaſe amongſt the latter, make themſelves 
Matreſſes with the Hair of Rheu-Deer, which they pick up in Moult- 
ing · time, and Bolſters and Pillows wich the Feathers of Wild and Wa- 
ter-Fowl: However, they pull off their Shirts at Night for fear of 


wearing them out, and the Leplanders never wear any at all, but of 


what Sex or Condition foever they be, always lay naked thus between 
two Skins. I made no Stay in this Tear, but leaving the Man and 
Woman together, I weat out and ſat me down under a large Fir-Tree, 

when my Hoſt preſently came to me, and brought me a Bow and Ar- 
row, which I had ask d him to buy. I diverted my ſelf ſome time in ſee- 
ing him ſhoot, which he did ſo very dextrouſly, that he never miſs d 
the Mark, whether twas one of his own, or of my chuſing for him. 
After which he ſhew'd me his Herd or Flock of Rhen - Deer, which con- 
ſiſted of about eighty Head, and which his Son, who was then about 
ten Years old, took care of. We then ſaw ſome Laplanders, with two 
Herds of Rhen-Deer, marching Northwards, in Purſuit, as I may ſay, 
of the cold Weather, ſo very agreeable to thoſe Creatures. I ſeem'd 
ſurpriz'd that inſtead of taking this Opportunity of feeding their Cat- 
tle wich the Graſs, when now the Ice and Snow was melted, and might 
_ eaſily be come at, theſe People ſhould be ſeeking (for ſo he told me 
they were) the very fartheſt Parts of Lapland, cover d with eternal 
Snow. But this he ſaid was no ObjeQion ; for beſides the Moſs and 
the aforeſard Beard of Pines, which I have already made mention of as 
the natural Food of theſe Animals, he told me that they would find ſome 
pretty good Graſs under the Snow, which they never faild of ſcraping 
away; that they went Northwards for fear of Heat, which, when ex- 


ceſſive, always deſtroy d a vaſt Number of choſe Creatures, or at the 


very beſt bred Flies and other Inſects upon em, which made their 
Way through their Skins, and filled em ſo full of Holes, that they 
looked more like Sives than any thing elſe, after which they never 
were good for we ark that even the Men in thoſe. Parts were often 
_ obliged, during hot Weather, to tar their Heads, their Faces, and e- 
very Part of the Body that is expoſed, for fear of thoſe Inſects. To 
this he added, that Heat had ſuch a very ſtrange Effect over thoſe 
Creatures, that take a furt d Gown ſaid to be made with one of their 
Skins, and lay it before the Fire, or expoſe it to the Sun, and all the 

Hair will drop off. | | | | 

Having given a hore Sketch of the Lapland Faſhion of incamping, 
it will not be amiſs to ſay ſomething of their Manner of breaking up 
Camp. They fold up the Scuff wich which' they cover their Tents; 
and of that, as well as of the reſt of their Baggage, they make ſeve- 


ral Bundles of about 40, 50, or 60 Pounds Weight; bur if their March 


be long, they make their Bundles leſs; and two of cheſe of an equal 


Weight they tie with ſtrong Leathern Thongs upon one of their hen - 


Deer, as we do Bales and Hampers upon our Packhorſes, and like 
them they reſt upon their Sides. If they have any little Children un- 
capable of Walking, they pack them up too in their Cradles, which 
are made juſt exactiy to fictheir Bodies, like little Caffins, where they 
Vo.

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have but a ſmall Breathing - place, as you may ſee N. (5) in the Print 
XXXVIII. and there they put two and two after the manner of (12) 
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upon their RH n- Deer, as they do other Bundles; and when one Child is 
lighter than the other, they put ſomething upon his Cradle to make his 
Weight directly anſwer that of the other; and if there be but one Child, 
they make up a Bundle exactly of the ſame Weight, as I ſaw it done by 
theſe Laplanders, who broke up their Camp near Riccauara. When all 
their Baggage is thus loaded, the Men and Women, and ſuch of their 
Children as are capable of walking, drive the loaded Deer to the Place 
where they intend to encamp next, and ſuch of them as are not loaded 
follow with little or no Trouble; they generally halt in the Woods, or 
berween the Rocks and Mountains, which they are obliged to croſs, 
bur never pitch any Tent till they reach the Place where they intend to 
continue. They never ride the Rhen-Deer, having found that their 
Backs are very weak, and that their Strength lays in their Legs and 
Shoulders; and for this Reaſon they draw a great deal ſwifter, and a 
much heavier Burden than they can carry. As for the wooden Work 


of their Tent, they leave it ſtanding, and build another wherever they 


encamp next, there being Plenty of Wood every where; and in this 
the Northern Nomades have a vaſt Advantage over the Eaſtern, I mean 
the Noghaian Tartars, whom I have ſeen between the Black and the 
Caſpian Sea, who ſeldom meeting with any Wood in the Deſarts, where 


they encamp with their Families and their Droves of Horſes, are al- 


ways oblig'd to carry not only the Coverings of their Tents, which is 
a kind of felting Stuff, but the Timber-work alſo, and for this Rea- 
ſon they make it much lighter, and much more regular. . 
But to reſume the Thread of my Diſcourſe; 1 ask d the Hoſt ſeve- 
ral Queſtions concerning their Manner of Living, Hunting, Fiſhing, 


and concerning ſeveral Kinds of Creatures, whoſe Skins are the moſt 


valued amongſt em; as in particular, amongſt other Things, whether he 
never killd black Foxes or Sables, and whether he had any of their 
Skins to ſell, or cou'd tell me of any Body that had ? To which he an- 
ſwer'd, that thoſe two Kinds of Animals were very ſcarce, but eſpe- 
cially the former, for he did not really believe that in three Years Time 
there had been four of em kill'd in all Torne Lapmark; but that as for the 
latter indeed, he and his Companions did ſometimes kill a few of em, 
bur they never ſav'd any of the Skins, ſelling em all at the Fairs of January 
and February, which are generally held near the Churches in the Borders 
of Lapland; after which Time he ſaid they never kill d any, it generally 
being Moulting-time abour the beginning of March, and the Colour 
of their Hair being quite changed by April; a Proof of which I ſaw in 
the Ermines and Squirrils, which here and there are very plentiful, and 
whoſe Hair was become reddiſh, like that of Weeſles, except the Ti 

of the Tail, which in Ermines is always black; to this my Hoſt 3 
that they did not begin to kill em again till towards the middle of No- 
vember. He gave me a great many other very ſatis factory Anſwers 
ro the ſeveral Queſtions I ask d, till I came to touch upon Religion. 
The firſt thing J ask d him in relation to this, was whether he fre- 


quented any parlicular Church, or Chapel? To which he anſwer d, 
Pes; but that really he had frequented none of late, ſince his good 


Friend the laſt Curate of Fuckacerwa had been dead, by reaſon that e- 
ver ſince that Time he had encamped at too great a Diſtance from one; 
that it was only the Plenty of Fiſh in Saucy-Tresk that had awe 
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him ſo far down the Country as I ſaw him; but as ſoon as the Wea-· 


ife and Children, and Cattle; and this he confirm d to me by ſeve- 


ſiaſm which is taken Notice of in them, and which precedes theit Pre- 
dictions and Divinations, ſeems to me rather an Effect of the Brandy 
and Spirits which they drink, than of any Inſpiration; fort they never 
ſet about their Work without having firſt dramm d it very hearrily. 
Icoud not avoid his telling me another Story, (to confirm his laſt Aſ- 
ſertion) of an old Witch who had a very handſome Daughter, to

Name of their Does in general, the former proper to their Milch Does 
only. I had the Curioſity to taſte of the Vatebions freſh Milk; upon 
which the little Girl was ſent by her Mother, the eldeſt of the two 
Women, into the Tent for a wooden Cup, which ſhe filld;-and I drank 
it off. I not only thought this Milk inferior to that of Cows in Sweet- 
neſs, but almoſt as ſtrong as chat of Mares, which I had drank in Tar- 
tary: However, it has this one Advantage over it, the Flavour was 
very agreeable, which I chiefly attributed to the Angelico Leaves 
which the Rhen-Deer are fond of, and of which there is plenty in 
2 upon the River ſides, as there is alſo of other Sweet Herbs; 
and this confirms: what I have before obſerved: of the bitter Flavour 
which we find in the Milk of Cows and Goats near the Black Sea, 
cauſed by the Wormwood they eat. There I took Notice, that the

 Laplanders chew; Angelico Roots when they have no Tobacco left. 


As ſoon as they had done err Vaichions; they let them go to 
Graſs again, and ſet ſome of the Milk a bailing upon the Fire, to 
which they invited us; and at the ſame time ſerved up ſome dry d 
Fleſh of NRhen· Deer, and ſome of their Tongues dryed, which were very 
delicious; as was alſo. ſome dry d Cheeſe which they made us eat of. 
As they were naturally lively gay Women, we were very merry du- 


ring Supper · time; and I asked them ſeveral Queſtions, to which they 


gave me very civil and ſatisfactory Anſwers. I then began to enquire 
into their Thoughts of their preſent Condition, and whether they 


7 would not be glad to change it for a better; at the ſame time ſetting 


our manner of living before them in the faireſt Light I cou d, but in 
vain; my Diſcourſe. did not make the leaſt I

found they were extremely well ſatisfy d with heir preſent State, and

Vhilſt we were engaged in this Diſcourſe, their Husbands came home

Jealouſy. Both theſe Men in Height exceeded what we generally call 


a middle · ſized Man; as did moſt of thoſe whom I had met with here 


and there, ever ſince we had paſſed Lupa - Tres: They were really

well made Men, pretty thick ſet, and their Looks were freſh and 
ruddy ; the oldeſt of them might be Three or Four and Thirty, and the 
youngeſt, of them about Twenty Five. Comparing theſe Laplanders 
With the Accounts I had read of here, given by a great many People 
Who had all repreſented them as mere Pigmies, Vaniſhed from my Mind 
that falſe Idea which I had entertained of them. Enquiring into their

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two firſt and the laſt, Beſides, twoud have been an endleſs piece 
of Work to have pretended to explain ſuch a Thing as this, to People 


who had no Principles of Religion in them, and only a few wild con- 
fus d Notions, ſuch as they had picked up in the Sermons they had 
heard once a Year. I ask d them chen however, whether their Prieſts. 
had never told them what this Religion was, and how to practiſe it? 
Ves, reply d the youngeſt of them, who reſolved to ſpeak in his Turn, 
we go to Church in Winter, have our Children baptiz d, receive the 
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Sacrament, and pay the Prieſt thoſe Dues: which that Religion enjoins. 


us to pay him: As for Example, now I haye but Two Hundred Head 
of Rhen. Deer, and yet I pay Four Liſpunds, vig. Twenty Pounds 
weight of dry d Fleſh of the Deer every Lear, beſides Eight Cheeſes, 
Two Pair of Gloves, and a Pair of Boots to the Curate' of 7ucka-cerva ; 


my Wife gives him Ten Ermine Skins, and a Servant that looks after 


my Rhen- Deer, Six Squirrel Skins: Beſides this, we pay him propor- 
tionably to the Number of Rhen- Deer; we have Chriſtning, Sacraments, 
Marriage and Burial Fees, when any of us die when near the 
Church. Upon this I asked him, what they did with thoſe who died 
a great way from the Churches? We bury them our ſelves, ſaid he, 
without a Parſon, and ſo pay him no Fees... The eldeſt of the two be- 
ing willing to give me an Account of his practical Part of Religion, 
interrupted the other rudely: Why now, ſaid he, I have not above 
Forty Five or Fifty Rhen- Deer more than my Neighbour here, and yer 
I pay him Six Liſpunds of Meat a Year, with Twelve Cheeſes, and 


every thing elſe n ; and whatever you may think of the 


Matter, I can aſſure you we never fail paying theſe Duties. By their 
Diſcourſe I ſaw, that, according to their Notions of the Matter, Reli- 


gion conſiſted chiefly in giving the Parſon his Dues; nor was it ne- 
ceſſary ſor a Man to be a Conjurer, to find out that this was the 


chief Doctrine which their Teachers took care to inculcate to 
them on that Topick. I then turned to another Subject, ask- 


ing them ſeveral Queſtions concerning Miteheraft; and expreſſed. 


a great. Deſire of ſeeing one of their Witches, but cou'd ger no Anſwer 
from em more ſatisfactory than what I had receiv'd from my Hoſt at 
Saucy-Tresk.;; The Sun being fallen to the loweſt, I went to obſerve it 
from the Top of the Mountain where we were, from whence I cou d 
ſee it about twice as high upon the Horizon as the Bigneſs of his Bo- 
dy appears to us: Twas the 7th Day of the Month, and about three 
quarters of an Hour after the Time we call Midnight, that the good 
Women, having in the mean while ſpread us out ſome Skins of Rhen- 
Deer under Fit- Trees, juſt by their Tents, I laid me down upon two 
of em, and found that my Interpreter was alteady got between two 
others, after the Lapland Faſhion ; for as I had nothing to ſay to the 


” 
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Sun in Lapland, I had not taken him out with me. 


About Six in the Morning, every Body being up, we took our 
leaves and return d to our Boat, where we found the Watermen: faſt 
aſleep; we wak'd em and made em ſet us aſhore on rother Side the 
River; which done, we walk'd above two Miles, and in our Way ſaw 


ſeveral Laplanders encampd upon and between the Mountains they 


call Ogpiuara; amongſt others, we found two, whoſe Tents were very Oppiwara. 


near to one another's upon the ſame Hillock, like thoſe of Radwara, 
which were older indeed, and not ſo handſome, but very well ſet, and 
were far from being little Men: The oldeſt of em had a very fat Wife, 
ee e en e e | a in 
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in Height exceeding a middle-fized Woman, with a handſome! 
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Jaugh- 
cer juſt marriageable 5 upon which I ask d her, if ſhe had no Thoughts 
of marrying her Daughter? She anſwered, yes; and [nor if ſome honeſt 
Fellow, who had a conſiderable Number of Rhe Deer, ſhou'd come 
and court her, he certainly ſhou'd have her. I then ask d, whether 
ſhe wou'd not give her a Portion of Rhen-Deex alſo? Ves,'reply'd the 

Woman; for you muſt know tis our Cuſtom, as ſooh as we have any 
Children born, whether Boys or Girls, we ſer afido for em ſuch of 
our Deer as are fawn'd pretty ſoon after their Birth, but more Does 
than we do Bucks; ſo that by that time they are 8 and fir to 
be married, they have a pretty handſome Herd of their own. She al- 
ſo told me, that it was a Cuſtom for the Men, who court any yaung 
Woman, to make her Friends'Preſents of Money, Rhen-Deer Skins, 


— 


and ſuch like things; which Cuſtom I remember d chat I had read of 


in Schefferns. The youngeſt of the two Women was the leaſt that ever 


I faw amongſt them, but in returh ſhe had the fineſt Skin imaginable, 
and every Feature of her Face was exact and regular. I asked them 


” 


ſeveral Queſtions concerning their Manner of Living, as alſo con- 
cerning Religion and Witchcraft ; their Anſwers to the firſt were very 


natural and fatisfactory, but to the two laſt were altogether as abfurd, 
and much of the ſame Nature, as thoſe I had received from the reft 
of their Countrymen that I had talk d to on the ſame Subject. Be- 
fore we parted, the eldeſt of the Men invited us to take part of 3 
Repaſt with him, which conſiſted of freſh Fiſh, dry'd Tongues of Nhan- 
Deer boil'd in Milk, and new Cheeſe. I made his Wife and Daugh- 
ter ſome few Preſents, and then we return d ro our Boat, Which we 

reach d a little after One in the Morning of the Sch, having in our 
way obſery'd the Sun when at loweſt as high upon the Horizon 38 1 
had. ſeen it at Rodwara. We then laid us down upon the River's Bank, 
and reſted our ſelves till Eight in the Morning, at which time we took 
Boat again, but cou'd not row above a Mile and a half up the River, 
farther than the Place where we had laid, and about as far on this Side 
the Torne Lake; the River in that Place, as well as the Lake, being 
cover'd with Ice. Leaving our Boat there, we rambled on Foot be- 
tween the Woods and Mountains, which in that Place were not co- 
ver d with large Trees, but chiefly with Shrubs and Juniper Frees; and 
having walk d about a Mile, we diſcover d a large Herd of Rhen. Deer, 
conſiſfing of about 800 Head, which were look'd after by two grown 
Men and a Woman; who ſeeing me and nor my Interpreter, began to 
fly from me as the Women at Rodwara had done. My Guide, whoſe 


Eyes were employ'd upon ſame other Object, took no Notice of em, 

fo that I was obliged to tell him of it, and he immediately caltd to 

the Runagates, bid em not be afraid, and told em his Name: pop 
te 


which they came towards us, and having ſhaked Hands, they iny: 
us to their Tents, which were at no great Diſtance from that Place, 
We follow'd em, and coming into the largeſt, found a Man there of 
about Forty, with a Woman that ſeemed to be 'Five and Thirty, bel 


eo Girls, of whom the oldeſt might de bent Thirteen. , The whol 
Family was rather ſhort than tall, and not at all handſome, ex-

Diſhes; our Cloth, a White Piece of Stufl, by che Zaep/anarrs ealld 
Nana, was laid upon the Ground, and qur two Diſhes were follow d 
by two more, one of dry d Tongue of Rhen- Deer boiltd, and the other 
a Diſh, of boiled Milk. Our Hoſt took this Opportunity of ſhewing 
himſelf a very topping Man, for we had Silver Spoons given us to eat 
our Milk, and the ſame for our boiled Meat, of Which there was great 
Plenty; and their Drink, Which was ſower Milk, was ſerved ina 
Pretty large Silver Cup; we had Cheeſe brought us too befote the 

. Cloth was taken away; and, in ſhorts; I ſhou'd have thought the 
Treat a very compleat one, coud I haye got a Piece of Bread: (How- 
ever, the want of this was ſomething, made up by the boiled Milk, 
which was thickned with the Flower of Barley or Oats, and ſeaſoned 
with Salt; for tho the Laplanaers have no ſuch thing as either of 


— 


theſe among them, yet do thoſe who are very well too paſs, buy both 


of the Norwegian for this Uſe only and indeed I thought this thick- 
ned Milk of Rhen as good at leaſt and grateful to the Taſte, as the 
Talcan of the Tartars, which is made either with Water or Mares 
Milk, and the Flower of Cummin mixed, but not boiled in it! The 


other Laplanders, who cannot or will not buy Flower, thicken their 


Milk with the Rhine of Pine-Trees, from which having taken off the 
outſide Bark, they dry and powder it after the ſame manner that thoſe 
People do, who, as I have before obſerved, made their Bread of it; with 


this Difference only, that they do nor grind it in Mills, the Uſe of 


which is wholly unknown to the Laplan dere. 

Our Repaſt ended, I made my Hoſt and Hoſteſs ſome ſmall Preſents 
of Tobacco, &c. and deſir d em that they would Tend ſome body to 
ſhew us the beſt Way to the Lake Torne; upon which he ordeted a-Boy 
-who, help d look after his Nen. Deer, to go with us. Paſſing by the 
Tent of the other Laplander, ho was returned to his hen. Deer, we 
ſopp d a little while at the Door of it; there was no Body there but 
his Wife, who was Daughter to that good Woman who had juſt be- 

fore treated us ſo very handſomely: She was a little Woman, very far 
from being handſome, and ſeemed to be about 19 or 20 Xears old. 
As ſoon as ſhe perceiv d us at the Tent · Door, ſhe roſe from off the Skin 
on which ſhe: was ſitting and mending her Gown,' gave us her Hand, 
and wou d have 12 ead Skins for us to ſit on; but we thanked her 


Mountains and paſſing by the ſame Herd of Nen? Deer Which we 
had ſeen before, we found a Guardian exerciſing wo young Laplun- 
ders with Bows and Atrows ; and twas with pleaſure that 1 ſaw che 
youngeſt of the Boys, who cou d ſcarce reckon Eight, hit the Mark, 
Which was the Skull of a Rhen- Deer faſten d to a Tree, ten times run- 
ning, without onee miſſing it. Having walk d chret quattets of a Mile 
in our March, pretty perfectly deſeribing an half Circle; we came ar laſt 
to the Top of a highi Mountain hard by the Lake, which out new Guide 


call d Miclauara; and in a Moment after wWe ſuw upon its Northerh Mickawara: 


Declenſion a Herd of Rhen . Deer and a Tent; where we reſolved to reſt 
ourſelves 4 little, being quite tired with walking both that and che 
Day before, eſpecially travelling as we were obliged to do there, 
perpetually up Hill and down Hill. Drawing near this Tent, we 
ſaw an old Man, who ſeem'd to be about Seventy, ſhore and thin, 
hd ſtreight, and for his Size pretty welllſet, with his Son, SOT 
Man of about Twenty Five, :who' was pretty ſhort” tos, but muck 
thicker ſet than his Father; and this young Man's Wife, who was 
a middle · ſed Woman; and pretty much inclin'd to be fat. They were 
then ſitting down to ſome dry d Fleſh of Rhen Deer, and to ſome freſh 
Fiſh boiled in Milk: At firſt they ſeem d ſurpris d and ttoubled at my 
Viſit, or rather at my Cloaths;; but my Iatetpreter Having pacify'c 
them, they invited us to fir down and take part with them. I excus 


my ſelf, as having eat very heartily at che laſt Place where 1 hac 


been, but my Fellow Travellets fell too without any Cetemony : 
The only Favour I begg'd of them was, that they wou'd fpread me out 
a Skin fomewhere near the Tent; upon which they brought out two 
of them according to theit Cuſtom. I laid me down upon them, and 
ſlept very ſound near four Hours; at which time awaking, I found that 
twas near Twelve; or, as we ſhou'd have cad it, Midnight. Upon 
ehis Lroſe, and went up to the Top of the Mountain; from whence 1 
ſaw the Sun, when at loweſt, as high upon the Horizon, as we ſee it 
about ro of 12 Minutes before it ſets. I then returned to my ſleeping 
Place, far down upon my Skins, and empley d about an Hour and'? 
12 Remarks L had made the'Diy before, and then; 
his being a Cuſtbm I generally obſerv'd; and then laid me down again 
till Five in the Morning, which was the gt!” Getting up, 1 
my Interpreter and the-reſt of the Company were ſtill faft aſleep ; by 
my Interpteter I mean the Patrfon's'Son, Whem I picked up at Tt. 
cerva ; ſor tho I was follow'd by the other, I made no other uſe of 
him, but employing him to curry my Coat when I was too hot in 
walking; and, indeed; I might” literally ſay, that I was followed by 
him, for he was à dull” heavy lazy Fellow, always lagging behind; 
and who; when we walked together, was the laſt who reached his 
Joutney's\End; but the firſt for baicing, and going ro ſleep when he has 
done; and as he had complain di the Day before of the Fatigue he en- 
duted, and had gone ſo far as te — 4 that if teſblved to go à hunt- 
ing for Laplanders (as he eall'dit) - much longer; he wou d not pretend 
do follow me, I derermind to ſend! him back to che Bar, Where he 
might wait my Return; and without waking any body, I bi lited my 
Pipe and walk'd'abouc with that, then ſate me down to read. over tlie 
Remarks which I had made the Day before,” and wrote ſotè few more.

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About Sir every body but the lazy Interpreter being uß; Los sc abet 
for the old Man; and at length ſaw him and his Wife ſtanding quite naked 
near a heap.of Snow, with which they were rubbing their Hands) Face, 
Neck and Body; there being no Shame among the Laplanders, for Men 
nd Women to do ſo openly and publickly; and they ſeem to have pre- 


ſerved the Cuſtom which the Holy Book tell us preceeded the Original 


Sin. As ſoon as he had put on his Cloaths, I came up to him; and 
as he had frequently been amongſt Swedes at the Mines of Suappauura 

and ſpoke their Tongue, Lrenter d into Converſation with him, ask d 
him ſeveral Queſtions concerning the Laplanders I had ſeen hete and 


there, and amongſt other things, whether all the Mountains, between 
which their Rhen- Deer fed, belong d to them all in general? To which 


he anſwer d in the Negative; telling nie that their Anceſtors had divided 
the Country into ſo many Parts or Fracts, diſtinguiſhed by the Name 
of ſome. remarkable Mountain, Lake or Forreſt in that Part, and they 
were proportionable to the Number of Rhen Deers which every Fa- 
mily had, and which were ſometimes divided into 10 or 12 Branches, 
with each their reſpective Herds; and we agree very well, continued he, 
for the Country is large enough for us all; and there being always plenty 
of the 72keley, or Loppo, for if the one was wanting, as it was here, 
there is a much greater Number of Brambles and Rocks with the Moſs 


about us, than of Pine Trees. He alſo added, that by the Names of their 


Diſtricts they knew one another, and cou d find each other out upon 
Occaſion: Which, as to explain, he told me that the Mountains of 
Oppiwara gave their Name to a vaſt Diſtrict, ſo thoſe of Miclatwara to 
another. I began to talk to him about the Religion of the Ola Laplan- 
ders, but he knew nothing of it; I then queſtioned him about his own, 
and found him almoſt as ignorant in that Point. Hitcheraft I ſaw he 
verily believed, and much more feared; but had very little Notion of it. 
I then ask d him whether the Lake Torne, which to me ſeemed: frozen 
over from the Place where I ſtood, wou d ſtill bear a Sledge? He told 
me that he belie vd it wou d; for it was not above five Days ſince he 
himſelf had croſſed it in one. Upon this I deſit d him, that he wou'd 
ſupply us with three or four Sledges and Rhen-Deer to dra them, 
and either to guide us himſelf, or to provide us with a Guide. The 


old Man was very willing to do what-I deſired of him; and ſhew 


Holm wara. 
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us which way we ſhou'd take over ſome Rocks and Brambles; he bid 
me wait for him at the Foqt of a little Eminence, between which and 
a high Mountain call d Holmmara, is the Channel thro which the Lake 
ſupplies with Water the Riyer Tarne, and there, he ſaid, as ſoon as he 
cou d get his Sledges and Rhen-Deer teady he wou'd come to us. 
Being unwilling to terrify any more of the Laplanders, I deter- 
(ined to dreſs, my ſelf in che Faſhion of that -Country; having a 
Lapmude already by me, I bought a Lapland Cap of the old Woman's 
and giving my Hat and Coat to my firſt lazy Interpreter, I bid him 
return, to the Boat, and there wait for our Return, with my Lapland 
Watermen; for, as for my part, I Was reſolvd to ſee as manyx 
more Laplanders as poſſibly. I coud ; and he was very far from be- 

a 4 e ene time I fatisfy'd» and diſ⸗- 
Opprvara. Guide, and they; both leſt me together“ I then 
went on with, my Interpreter of the; Sarerdotal:Race, to the Place which 
the old Man had pointed out to us ;- and thinking that I had ſome 


Tims to ſpare, before e coud come with his Nhen: Deer, I crofſed over 
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upon the Ice, which ſtill coverd the Lake, which was only unfroaen 
| little lower chan the middle of the Space between the Eminence and 
Holmwara : I went up to the Top of the Mountain; from whence ha- 
ving a very large Proſpect, I could diſcover pretty diſtinctly a kind 


of Alps in Norway call d File; and between which may properly be 


ſaid ro lay that Extent of Land known by the Name of the Noruegian- 
Lapland. I had not been there above Ten Minutes but I faw-four Rhen- 
Deer, with as many Sledges, at the Foot of the Eminence, and with 
them the old Man and his Son; upon which I haſten d down to them; 
and being got there, we packed our ſelves up; as I may call it, in the 
Sledges, which are a kind of little Boat juſt big enough to hold one 
Body; and in theſe we lay with our Feet to the Head, and our Heads 
to the Stern, and covering our ſelves with the Skin of a Rhen Deer, we 
tied our Body down in it from the Feet up to the Waſte, as may be 
ſeen in the Print XXX VIII. N. (ro) three Sledges, which the Laplanders 
call Poulka, are faſten d to the Rhen-Deer by one Trace, only an End of 
which is tied to a leathern Collar it has on, and the other End to the 
Head of the Sledge. The Rein is a long piece of Rope made with the 
Bark of a Pine Tree, and tied to the Horns of the Deer, which by 
Funde cicher to the Right or Left, guides him to that Side, or ſtops 

im by drawing it ſtraight towards you; whilſt, on the other hand, if 
you ſhake it over his Back, he doubles his Pace. The Perſon who ſlides 
in this manner has a Stick, or, as it may more properly be call d, a 
little Oar in his Hand, with which, when he comes to any uneven 
Place, he prevents the Poulka's being overturned. We ſteered our Courſe 
towards the North Weſt in the following Order: The old Man went 
firſt, ſerving us for a Guide, his Son and I folow'd Side by Side, and 
behind us came my Interpreter; and ſo ſwift were our Rhen Deer, 
they rather ſeem d to fly than go; yet at the ſame time were as tracta- 
ble at leaſt as the moſt tim d and beſt manag d Horſes. Theſe Animals 
never ſtumble, Nature having made them Claws in the Shape of a Muſcle- 
Shell turn d upſide down, which enter a little into the Ice, and are ſafer 
than any froſt Nails or rough Shoes a Smith can make. Having travelled 
three Miles in this manner upon the Icy Plain, in leſs than three Hours 
our Guides ſhew'd, me the Non plus ultra of three French Travellers, 
who had been there about 37 Lears before in Auguſt; and the Lake 
being quite thaw d at that time, the old Man told me he himſelſ had 
ſupply d them with Boats to go upon it. This non plus was at the 
Foot of a long Chain of Mountains, moſt of them bare, or at beſt co- 
ver d with a few. Shrubs and Brambles, and theſe altogether form d a 


kind of Peninſula, which he call d Peskomarca; conſidered as ſuch, it Peskomarca. 5 


has its Ibmus towards the North Eaſt of the Lake, into which it ex- 
tends three Miles towards the South Weſt in the Shape of a Tongue; 
the Point of which our three Travellers called the End of the World 
on that ſide, as do teſtify the following Verſes, which they engraved 
on a large Rock. The old Man ſhewing me, as near as he cou d re- 
member, the Place where it lay, I look d or ſearched, and tore off the 
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Moſs out of one and anothet, ſo. that at laſt T found them ſtill. well

By what he, and ſeveral others who remembred them, told me, 
they never ſaw any Laplauders but ſuch as were fiſhing in the River, 
having always travelled in a Boat, to ſave themſelves the Trouble a 
Fatigue of walking about between Rocks and Mountains, Pines, Bram- 
bles, &c. but without which the Laplanatrs Way of Living is not to 
be ſeen ; and therefore we have ſo many ſtrange and fictitious Ae- 
counts of them, thoſe that wrote them having travell'd in the like 
manner, or depended on the Information of Perſons,” either prejudiced

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by ſuperſtitious Traditions, or of the Inhabitants themſelves and theit 


ignorant Neighbours, uncapable of forming any juſt Ideas of the very 
Things which they daily ſee. Having gone on Five or Six Miles upon 
the Ice, beyond the Extremity of Peskomarca, we heard a terrible Noiſe 
of Waters, which ſeem'd falling in large Torrents from the Clouds, 
but which really iſſued out of the Fils; and the Wind blowing from 
that Quarter, the Noiſe perfectly ſtunned us. Theſe Fils ate very 
high Mountains, and are the Limits of Lapland on that Side, and ſerve 
as Bounds to the Sea. The Ice there began to thaw towards the Weſt, 
where the Cataracis appear d, as we might plainly ſee by ſeveral great 
Holes in it, which the old Man took care to make me ſhun, and ad+ 
viſed me not to venture any farther, eſpecially towards theſe great Ca. 
taracts, but to return as faſt as we could, for that in leſs than a Week 
fince he had croſſed the Lake, the Ice was ſtrangely weaken'd'; and 
that the Quantity of Waters which iſſued from the Fibls, was an un- 
there, that in 


doubted Sign of a Thaw, which is generally fo fudi 


Four or Five Days time no part of the Ice, within half a Mile of the 


Shore, will bear ones Weight. I asked him whether we might not ſet 
foot on Shore on the North ſide of the Lake, where there was no ſuch 
thing as a Cataract 2 He anſwer d, Ves; but that we muſt not pretend 
to ſtay above a Day or two at the very furtheſt. I accepted of the 
Conditions, and he led me inte a kind of Gulph ferm d by this Lake, 


which I found he was very well acquainted with ;- and which forme 


times he told me never thaw'd, by reaſon that the two Mountains 
which were on the ſides of it kept the Sun-Beams and the Heat from 
it. Advancing even amongſt the File, we found them quite coverd 
with Snow, and the Vallies beneath with Ice, ſo that I cou'd"ſratee 
perſwade my ſelf we really were in che Month of June. Thete'were 
the Laplanders who had fled rhither from the approaching Summer, 
many more in Number than I had hitherto ſeen ; and ſome of tnt 

Rhen-Deer, who were ſcattered from the reſt” of the Herd, by their 
bounding on and rolling in the Snow, as Horſes amd other Creatures 
do in the Spring - time with us upon the young Graſs, ſeemr'd to tell 
us how agreeable the Cold was to them. That part of the Country

Our gooſ old Guide coming up to the Man, bid dum ſhey u 
the way: ito his Maſters Tent, bich he did and going all in toge- 
ther, gy | found; Aim, his W ile and two Children aſſeep 43 Upon 
whichtey:awaked him, and he preſently. aftes came out to us and 
taking; us by the. Hand, we : ftaid: with him bat the Quitſide! of the 
Tent till his Wife was up and dreſs d; which done, he anvited' us 

in, and we far our ſelyes.down:upon;; ſomething which our Hoſteſs 
had ſpread out fot us. This Man and Woman were both in che 
Prime of their Years, agreeable enough; and tho ſhort, yer well ſet. 
The eldeſt of the two Children was a als os four ane 
five, and the youngeſt a Boy about three, and they: paor Souls wert 
Kill faſt aſleep. As we gave pur Hoſt to undetſtandi chat we were 
thirſty, we had ſome ſower Milk brought us immediately; and think 
ing that we were huogry too, he bid his Wife ſet fome,dry;d Fleſh of 
Ren. Derr, with ſome Cheeſe, before us. Icou d not forbear fancy- 
ing my ſelf in the Nægbaian Tartary; ſo very agreeable to one another 
were their Manner ↄf encamping, eating and drinking, and ſuch was 
the Hoſpitality they always uſed towards us. By that time we had 
eat and dtank it Was Twelve o Clock, and every Body thought of go- 
ing to Bed but my ſelf: for I haſtned away to the next Mountain, that 

I might abſerve the Sun, and ſaw it when at loweſt as high upon the 
Horizon as it appears to us three Quarters of an Hour before Sun- ſes. 

It came then to my Mind, that this wou d be no ꝓtoper Place for the 
Obſervance of the Mabometan Lent, which laſts during the Moon N. 
mad gun, and, as I before obſery d, don't allow! to take any kind of 
Food or Re freſhmeat from Sun riſing to Sun ſetting 8 for: the whole 
Orb continually appears there, as I Was affur'd,- for above ſix Weeks. 
Returning back to the Tent, I found every Body faſt. aſledp? but che 
Maſter, Who was naked, and juſt going in between his Skiasg and the 
Servant-Man, who ſet-up that he might ſpread; a: Couple raf them for 


me.

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the Matter, we laid us down to fleep, and getting up before any Body 
elſe, the Man went into his Maſter's Tent, whom he found fitting up 
awake between his Skins, and chewing Tobaceo, and made him, in 
my Name, our Propoſals agreed upon among our ſelves, without men- 
tioning any thing relating co the Wizard, as it may well be imagined, 
he conſented to both: We took two of his Sledges here, and packing | 
our ſelves up according to Cuſtom, we went on as far as we cou d; 
but as there was no direct Road, we turn d twenty times this Way and 1 ; 
that Way before we reach d a Flock; which he told me was a Mile from | A 
the Place whence we came, but the ſeveral Turnings and Windings we 43 
had made above two: Nor had we the Pleaſure of travelling in our 
Sledges all that Way, for we often met large Stones, Shrubs, and the 
Ground ſometimes without Snow upon it, inſomuch that we were 
obliged to walk above three Quarters of a Mile; at which Time 


— always took up our Sledges, and laid them acroſs the Backs of 


our Rhen- Deer, who then follow'd us like Haniſb Dogs. Being come 
near a pretty numerous Flock of Rhen-Deer, we found one Tent only, 
in which there were two Girls about ſixteen or eighteen Vears old, 
whoſe Faces were fat from being diſagreeable, and in their Shapes they 
had nothing either deformed, or of the pigmy: They told us that their 
Father was a Widower, and gone out a Fiſhing: However this did not 
hinder them from giving us ſomething to eat and drink, for they ſer 
Cheeſe, dry d Fiſh, and Milk before us, out of which we made our 
Breakfaſt and Dinner; for tho' we had ſet out berimes in the Morning, 
Twas now paſt Eleven, ſuch a Circumference had we taken. I gave 
the Girls ſome Tobacco, which they immediately fell to chewing, as 
the Crecian and Turbiſb Women do their Maſtick. After Dinner we ſmoak d 
a Pipe, and then ſet out upon our Journey again, but without Sledges, ſe- 
veral ſteep Rocks and Mountains, cover d with Shrubs and Pines, obliging 
us to leave them there; having walked for about a Mile and a quarter, 
we came at laſt, at about Three in the Afternoon, near two little Hills, | 
between which a little Torrent or ſwift Rivuler ſhaking off its Tey Fet- | | 4 
ters, and throwing the Pieces of em againſt the Stones, made a Noiſe, 
which we had heard at ſome Diſtance, and coming up to it, we found 
the Banks and Sides ſtill cover d with Ice and Snow. Twas with ſome 


hy 


Hand; and bid us follow him to the Top 
which lay to the Eaſt; and here he defir'd 
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he went and fetch d his Drum, &c- In che mean while I looked about 


me, and ſaw that Sea which is bounded on the other Side by the other 
Hemiſphere, according to the Conjectures and Diſcoveries of the moſt 
famous Geographers and Hydrographers ; ſo that I had much more 
iH than the three French Travellers to ſay, Mibi defuit arbis, the 
World fail d me. But I was drawn off from theſe Reflections by the 
Return of our Wizard. with his magick Drum, which I ſuppoſe, far 
tear of being diſcover d, he took grear Care to hide under the Shrubs 
and Stones, for twas ſome where amongſt em that he went to fetch it. 
This Inſtrument, of which there is a Repreſentation at (9) Print XXXVIII. 
is Bax; as may be obſeryed, ſo military a Drum as a Kettle Drum, ha- 
ving but one Head, and its oval Form and wooden Back reſembled the 
Body of a Lute. In the middle of the Back there were two Slits, about 
eight Inches long more or leſs, and adi Inch broad: Between theſe two 
there: Was a Space of Wood not broader than one's little Finger, to 
which was faſtend a Chain with ſeveral Braſs Rings: This is the Fa- 
ſhion of their Inſtruments, at leaſt of chat, aud of another ſuch chat I 
have, and had been taken from another pretended Mizard by a Prieſt 
of Jucſtaces va, which was preſented me at my Return thro' Up/ela by 
Dr. Ericus Benzelius. As ſoon as he came back to us, his firſt Queſtion 
Was, Have you any Brandy? I had beard, even before I went into 
Leland, how neceſſary 2 Liquor this was in all magical Operations, 
and that it had ſuch a Virtue amoogſt the Lapland Witches, that it 
would raiſe the Devil faſter than Holy Water cou d lay him; and there - 
fore tqok care never to be without ſome of this precious Liquor, ſo 
very eſſential to my Purpoſe. I had always a ſmall Runlet of it in 
my Boar; and in my Pockets a couple of Bottles, holding each a full Eng · 
6/6 Half: piut, which with Tobacco I uſed to treat choſe that entertained 


me handſemely. No ſaencc therefore had my Guide told me what be 


wanted, but I pulled out one of my little Bortles, which he received with 

Pleaſure, for immediately upon taking it into his Hand Joy 
it, and then puttiag the Chain and Rings into the Inſide of the Prum, 
(or befoge they hugg o che ) and turning the Head of it, 
which was cover d with a very tranſparent. Parchment towards the 
Ground, and on Which Were painted in red Colours Men and Beaſts, 
and Coleſtial-Signs, but fo very vilely done, that chere was no diſtin- 
guiſhing chem but by the Eyes of Faith; ſuch as are thoſe of chat 
which 1/have; be began to beat it underneath from the Bottom to 


Parklet an his Face: Ar two Pulls he fwallowed about two thirds of 


the Top, Wich a double or rather à forkęd Piece of Nhen- Drers Horn, 


made in the Shape of an Y, as vo may ſoe it repteſented by the Figure 
playing under at N. ( by which the Rings, which were looſe in the 
Infde:of che Drum, made a jingling ſort of a Naiſe like chat of a 


Biſcaion Dum. Our Hizord having: beat it thus for the Space of 
ſome Minutes, he laid himſelf down not upon 


his Belly, as we find 
the Manner of theſc-Reople's Di winations, related in ſo many Accounts 


of Lep/and, but flat upon his Back, and laying the beaten Part of his 
Drum pos his base > + without inclining it either to the 


one Side or the other, he ſhut his Ayes, and ſeemd in a lind of a 
Trance, vithout ſbteathing for à fmall Spate of Time; at length he 


bewailed, and feechiog a long and deep Sigh, he gently rais d the 


Dru without ſhaking ir: in rheiles@, and holding ũt about thret Hands 
breadeh from his yes; and looking npon the Rings, which he could 
plainly ſee through the tranſparent Parchment, he conſider'd their 
Nearneſs 
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Nearneſs to, or Diſtance from, ſuch and ſuch Figures; and according 


to their Situation from the time he had done beating it, (for the Rings 


had not been in the leaſt moy'd ſince that) he began to pronounce his 
Oracles, ee Roy yn to; eow'sr ar 2vf 1 1 W516 
Looking very ſtedfaſtly in my Face, he told me, That I ſhou'd 
«run a great Riſque upon the Water if I returnd in a Sledge, as 1 
e ſhou d alſo in going down the Cataracts, or Falls of Water; and ano. 
<« ther great Danger I ſhou d run, he ſaid; by Fire; that the firſt time 
I put to Sea I ſhou d have a fair Wind; that my Life ſhou d be long 
& and healthful aftet I had overcome two violent Fits of Sickneſs, 
% both which I ſhou'd feel in the Space of two Years.” Nor did he 
barely tell me of my Misfortunes and Diſeaſes, but like a good 
Counſellor and Fhyſician, taught me how to avoid, and preſcribed Re- 
medies for the Cure of them. You muſt return, ſaid he, by Land 
< co the River, and there take Lapland Fiſhermen to carry you down 
e the Cataracts; and when you are fick, take every Night ſome dry d 


* Caſtor Stone in Brandy till you are quite well again. He ſaid, and ; 


turning his Head, with a kind of convulſive Motion, towards my 


* Guide, Bid him go out a Fiſhing the 40, 22, 24, 26, and 28th of 


the Month we were in; and the 3, 6, 9, 12, 16, 20, 24 and 28th 


% of the next; adding, that if he did, he ſhou d return Home ſo 


<« loaded with Fiſh, that he ſhou'd bend beneath the Weight of them. 
He told him further, that the ſame Days of the Months of September, 
October and November wou d be equally fortunate ro him for Hunting, 
and not to him only, but to me alſo, if I wou'd ſtay” and partake of 
that Diverſion ; and having ſaid this he held his Tongue; and being 
_ unwilling to let him have done with his Predictions as yet, I ask d 
him ſeveral Queſtions concerning Things paſt, preſent and ro come: 


As for Example, What Countryman, I was? Whether T'was a Batchel - 


lor or a married Man? Whether I had travelld into any other Country 


beſides Torne-Lapmark, and whether I ſhou d ſee any other Parts of 


Lapland? But talking to him and to a Poſt was the ſame _ the 
Predictions upon his Inſtrument were quite exhauſted, and his Familiar 
had revealed nothing farther to him. He roſe, and by the Advice of 
my Guide I gave him a half Crown- Piece, with which he ſeem d much 
better pleaſed than I cou'd be with his Predictions; which I look d 
upon like all other Things of this kind, to have more of Chance in 
them than the falling of his Rings upon ſuch and ſuch Figures, or like 
a few accidental Truths which are told amongſt a much gteater Num- 


ber of Lies. My Guide ſeem'd before-hand as well pleaſed and ſa- 


tisſied with the Promiſe of good Luck in Fiſhing and Hunting, as he 
cou d for his Life be in the fulfilling of this Promiſe 4 ſo very credu- 
| lous are thoſe who conſult theſe pretended #7zards, and ſo very much 
are they prejudiced in their Favour, that they blindly and implicitly 
believe and follow their Directions. If one of theſe Drummers tells 
a Man, that on ſuch a Day there will be Plenty of Fiſh ro be taken, 
or of Game to be killed, they certainly go our that Day; and as there 
never is a Scarcity of either in their proper Seaſon, they verify the 
Prediction by bringing -Home a Load of Fiſh, or of Game and ſuch 


Beaſt whoſe Skins they ſell; but if on the other hand, the Conjurer 


tells them that ſuch and ſuch Days will be unfortunate, they them- 
ſelves make it ſo, by not going Abroad; and conſequently catehing no 
Fiſh, or killing no Game, never endeavouring or dating to prove the 

Yor. II. Rr 2 4 con- 
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contraty of what has been foretold em; tis enough that the cunning Man 
has bid them not go, and therefore they wont ſtir out of theit Tents. 
As to the Diſeaſes with which I was to be viſited, as he ſaid, I thought 
him as ignorant as he was of my paſt and future Travels, of which 
he wou'd not venture to ſpeak a Word; and if I ſhou d be twice down, 
or oftner in Two Years time, I ſhou d not look upon my IIlneſs as tlie 
natural Conſequence of his Predictions; and ſhou'd be very far, I am 
ſure; from making uſe of rhe Remedies: which he preſetibed. Not 


need a Man be à Conjurer, to tell one that one ſhou d run great Dan- 


gers in going down the Catarat tis; the Many who are drown there 
ſufficiently ſno w us how dangerous it is without the help of the Black 
Art: Nor had Biſnop Buberg conſulted any Lapland Otacles to know 
the Danger of em; for he was ſo ſenſible of the Riſque he had run in 
coming up as far as Kingis by Water, that he wou'd not venture any fat - 
ther. If the Riſque I run of being burnt in a Houſe in Turiy in the Year 
1700, had happen d ſince this Prediction; or if on the Coromation of his 
preſent Majeſty in 1720, I had gone on Board an Eng/;/s Ship at 


Stockholm, where I was invited, and happen'd luckily to fail my Ap- 


poistment; at which time the Ship was unfortunately blown up, and 
very few eſcaped with their Lives: If, I ſay, I had been amongſt the 
Number of the latter, and been as creduldus and ſuperſtitious as a great 
many are, I ſhoud then have look d upon this as the fulfilling of the 

Prophecy: But theſe, and ſuch like Accidents and 1 
are ſo common in the Courſe of one's Life, that a Migard can't help 


hitting upon ſome of them; and this it is that procures them ſo great a 


Share of Reputation amongſt thoſe who have a great Stock of ſuperflu- 


_ ous Faith, and Archoves of Miracles and Prodigies. Tho' what I had 


ſeen of Lapland Witheraft was very far from giving me a better Opi- 
nion than I had concciv'd at firſt, yer was I willing to contribute as 


much as poſſibly I cou'd to the Satisfaction of his Swediſb Majeſty, that 


he might be convinced how vain and ridiculous their Art is; and that 
Mr. Cronberg might have an Opportunity of executing the King's Or- 
ders, I propoſed this Journey to the Migard, adviſing him to take 

one of his Brother Conjurers with him; one, I told him, that was very 
well skilld in the Black Art, and they ſhoud' go with me to Uma, 
where the Governor wou'd ſupply em with all kinds of Neceſſaries, 
and ſend them to the King; who had promiſed his Royal Protection, 
and a very handſome Reward to any one who would undertake the 


Journey, to ſhew him ſome Wonders of his Art. Bur all I could ſay or 


do to baniſh his Fears, to make him reflect on a Royal Reward, and ac- 
cept the Propoſal Tmade him, was vain; there was nothing that cou'd 
move him to a Compliance: Beſides this, he told me that there were 
but very few in that Part of Lapland who underſtood the Black Art; 
and even amongſt thoſe few, I ſhou'd not find one he believed, who 
wou'd go as far as he had done in diſcovering himſelf to me, and he 
conjured me never to ſpeak of what I had ſeen. Theſe Reaſons he 
thought weighed very much with me; but I found he miſtruſted his 
Art, and did not care for playing any of his Tricks before Perſons who 
had more Senſe, or leſs Faith, than his Countrymen. This done, he 


led us to his Tent, and opening the Door invited us to walk in; but 


we were ſatisfy'd with barely looking in, where we ſaw his Wife, who, 
as he told us, was very ill, lying between two Skins; her Face and 
Neck, the only Parts of her that lay uncover d, were very . 

- = | tan d; 
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tann d; and by her, upon another Skin, was ſitting a little Boy, wlioſe 
Complexion indeed was ſomething better. We chanked the Man fort 
his kind Iavitation, but refuſed the Offer; my Guide having before 
told me, that he would carry me to the Tent of a rich Laplander of his 
Acquaintance, which was at no great Diſtance, and where we might 
expect to be better tteated. This Tent was about three Quarters of a 
Mile Northward, out of the way from our dledges; but we had the 
good Luck of meeting about half a quarter of a Mile from the Conju- 
rer's Habitation a Herd, conſiſting of ſome hundred Head of Rhen- 
Deer, where we were inform d that we might make uſe of Sledges from 
that Place to the other where we were going; this pleaſed me migh- 
tily, and having taken two Sledges, we reached the Place in half an 
Hour's time. Our Hoſt was one of the talleſt Men J ever met with 


amongſt the Lapianaers, and ſeem d to be about Forty Five; his Wife 


and one Daughter, two of the faireſt and livelieſt Women I had met 
with, gave us their Hands according to the Cuſtom of the Country, 
and we walked in. My Guide wou d not give them time to ask us to 
eat, but told them at once that he was very hungry; upon which they 
ſer before us all ſorts of ſuch cold Victuals as the Laplanders have, to 
ſtay our Stomachs, till a Piece of Rhen-Deer, ſpitted as the other men- 


tion d was at Ogpiwara, and which was already before the Fire, coud 


be ready. Our Hoſt had, as he told me, between Four and Five Hun- 
dred Rhen Deer, notwithſtanding he had given Two Hundred to a 
Son of his who was married. Tho he had eat juſt before, yet wou d 
he bear us Company ; and a Servant, who had been ſent out upon 
ſome Buſineſs betimes in the Morning, and had eat nothing ſince Six of 
the Clock, returning juſt at that time, came in, and fitting himſelf down 
croſs-legged near the wooden Diſhes, fell roo very heartily, and with- 
out the leaſt Ceremony; for amongſt the Laplanders, the Servants 
keep no Diſtance, but eat at the ſame time, and are cloath'd after the 
ſame manner as their Maſters, excepting that their Lapmudes are not 
embroider d, nor is there any Difference in their Beds. | 

As ſoon as we had done eating, and had drank as much ſower Milk 
as we pleaſed, we roſe, and taking other Sledges, went in them as far 
as we cou'd towards our own; but that happen d to be bur a very lit- 
tle way, for we were not got above a quatter of a Mile, before we 
came to a great Number of Shrubs ; and ſeeing little or no Snow be- 


yond it, we delivered our Sledges to a Servant who had come on pur- 


poſe ro take them back, and we continued our Journey on Foot, but a 
very tireſome. one it proved, ſo many Rocks and Torrents were we 
obliged to croſs ; at length, about half an Hour after Nine, we reach d 
the Tent of our two Girls, who were already a- Bed, but not yet aſleep. 
They were willing to get up that they might give us ſomething to eat, 
but we bid them not diſturb themſelves, for we had juſt made a plen- 
tiful Meal: Upon this they awaked a young Man- Servant who was 
aſleep in the ſame Tent, and bid him look us out ſome Skins, that we 
might lay down; but we told them, that we were reſolved to go home 
and ſleep there; however, the Lad got up, and went with my Guide 


to fetch our Rhen-Deer, which were turned looſe, and feeding a- 


mongſt their Herd, and they tied them to the Sledges. All this 

was done in a quarter of an Hours time, and we haſten d back to 
the Tent of my Guide's Maſter, by the ſame way we had come in 
the Morning, and reach d it a little after Midnight. We found — 
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body faſt aſleep ; upon which-we 

upon Which we aid us do\ and ; . 
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gone out a Fiſh- 


ing nor need he be afraid of truſting her by her ſelf, ſor if the Las.

not long before the two little Girls came up to us; 
nor coud I fee any thing either in their Complexion, or the Features

This Woman invited us to eat, and my Guide gecepted the Invitation; 
as for my part, I was ſatisfy d with a Cup of ſower Milk, which having 
draak, we purſued our Journey walking, there being no Plain fit for 
fliding: In no leſs chan 7 Hour's Time we came to a Mountain, whoſe

out ſeveral Pieces by Nature cut Farſel - wiſe, and ſhaped pyramidically. 


I took of theſe Pieces only the largeſt, which T have {till by me, and 


ite Figure is repreſenced-on the Print IV. of my firſt Volume, (N. 6) 
which is as big and as long as my Thumb; at the bottom of em they

Live in the Morning; then walking again for {ix Hours, we reſted our 
falves till Five in che Aſternoon; and after another Walk of fout Hours, 
wo ſaw on our left, about 3 Musker Shots from us, a conſiderable Herd 
of Rhen-Decr, and uoar om one of che largeſi Tents I had yet ſeen, which 


we pte ſently made up co, and found ſix People in it; to wit, che Mi- 
Widow of about Forty, cheee ydung Daughters, and 
of hom the oideſt ſeem d to be abont Fifteen ; They had no- 
ble in rheir Faces.

How mere picched two Tents, Where ws were handfomely treated 


with 
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wich the Fleſh of a new · killd Fawn dreſs d in the ſame Manner as I 
had eat it at Oppiuara. This Herd I found belong d two Brothers; the one 
had a Wife with four Children, viz. three Daughters and à Son, che 
firſt from eight to thitteen Years old, the latter fifteen; the other was 


a Widower, and had two Daughters, who ſeem d to be from fifteen to 


ſeventeen Years of Age, and they were all the handſomeſt I had met 
with in Lapland. They made us ſtay with em till the next Morning; 
and there being no travelling any further in Sledges, we walk d on Foot 
till Three in the Afternoon between the Mountains call'd Prahnewara, 
1. e. the Mountains of the Eye, Pralme in the Lapland Dialect ſigni» 
fying an Eye, which ſeems to be deriv'd from the Greek Word 
Sr . 7CCCCTCCCC C 
About Six in the Evening we ſaw two more Tents hard by one ano- 


ther; and coming up to the Door of one of em, a young Man of about 


Twenty came out to us, and giving us his Hand, he carried us in, 
where we ſaw his Wife, who ſeem d younger than him, and who, as 
he told us, was juſt brought to Bed. Twas really well he told me 
ſo, for I never ſhould have imagined this of a Woman that I ſaw 
ſitting ctoſs· legg d, and cutting a little Cap out of a Skin. Another 
Woman, who was the Husband's Mother, had juſt been rubbing the 
new - born Child with Snow, according to the Cuſtom of that Nation, 
as they told me, and was then wrapping it up in little Skins of young 
Fawns. Contenting our ſelves to look about in the Tent without ſitting 
down, the young Father carried us to the other Tent, but we rather choſe 
to ſit on the Out than the Inſide of it, by reaſon of a great Fire which 
was lighted, he ſaid; to dreſs ſome. Fiſh; for his Father and his two 
Brothers were gone out to the River a Fiſhing the Day before, and were 
now expected back every Minute. Tbis Fire ſeem d to tell that they 
as much depended upon the Fiſh as if all the Migards of Lapland had 

foretold em that it wou d prove a fortunate Day; nor was it long be- 
fore three Fiſnermen return d with every Man his full Load, not only 
of Fiſh, but of Eggs alſo, of Wild Geeſe, and other Wild- Fowl. The 
young Man fell immediately to cleaning and cutting a good Quantit + 
of this Fiſh, whilſt his Mother ſet on the Pot with Snow, which they 
come at much more eaſily than Watet in thoſe Parts. As ſoon as the 
melted Snow began to boil, they put the Fiſh in, and let that boil. 
with it till they thought it almoſt done, and then they filled up the Pot 
with Milk, which before was not above a third Part full of 8Snow- Water, 


and then being boiled again together about half a Quarter of an Hour, 


they broke and threw ſeveral Eggs Whites and Volks altogether in it. 
Whilſt the Hurry taken up in dreſſing the Victuals continu d, the Hoſt, 
with his other two Sons, was very buſy in cleaning and curing the 
reſt of the Fiſn, in order to dry it. The Eggs had not been many Mi- 
nutes in the Pot, before they took it off the Fire, and emptied it out 
into two wooden Baſons and a Diſn; the two formet were ſet upon 


a Rana Cloth ſpread upon the Ground, round which we ſat with the 


reſt of the Company, the Miſtreſs and Lying · inn Woman excepted, 
who had the wooden Diſh for their Portion, on which they ſupped in 
the other Tent; nor was our Cloth taken away till they had ſerved 

up ſome dry d Fleſh and ſower Milk. Being more Thirſty than H. £ 
I drank a conſiderable Qnantity of it here, and found it had much 


fame Effect upon me as Mate s Milk had formerly in Tartarn, ſor it | 
made me heavy or rather giddy... I asked my Hoſt ſeveral Queſtions, 
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for

Lote; he reply d, there might be about three Miles and half, and that 
che Ground 12s fill ran when he left it, and that {6he Fiſhermen wii 
came down from the Lake Torre, nedt *Which t + had their Hetds, 
told him, that the Ice broke off chere very fall in Teveral Places, 
eſpecially in that Part of it where it firſt opetis into the Rivet: 
muſt confeſs this was very unwelcome News, and I began to be afra 
for the old Man, with his Son and my Iaterpteter. We ſtaid here ti 
the next eee and having thanked my Hoft and Hoſteſs in che 
at is, accompanying my Thanks with fone few Pte- 
fents, lefe 'em, fully refolving not to go out of my Way to fee any more 
'Laplanders, but to make the beſt of it to the Boat; and we ſet out 
about Nine, aud reach'd about half an Hour aftet Twelve a ſmall 
Tent, where we met a young Woman of about Twenty five or Twent 
fix Years old, With a Dattghtet of about Six, who received us wit 
the uſual Ceremonies, and gave us ſome dry Meat and foyer or. 
after which we faw the Herd belonging to the Tehr, of 80 Rhen 
then walking on, we artived on the River-ſide between ny ans Us 
and having feſted our felves for an Hove Went on the Banks, and joined 
my people at Eight. They ſeem d well pfeasd at it, my Taterprktet of 
 Fiichacervacſpecially, who told me chat the old Man, His Son and him- 
ſelf had narrowly efcapd drowning, the Sides of rhe River being quite 


thaw'd, and would certainly Have been [oft if the Boat had not 5 in 


time enough to the Lakes opening to ſave em: He added, that tlie Nhen- 
Drer had follow dthe Boat, and ſwam fife to Shore. Watermen told 
me befides a dimmal drory of the Danger they had run in croffing the Rivet,

North, till we found another Tent, with a Herd of 1 50 Rhen-Deer, 
where we lay; and all theſe three Families, the two firſt of whom 
were without their Maſters, who were gone a Fiſhing, made up 
twelve Perſons, and none of them could be ſaid to be ugly, but only 
of ſhort Size, and the oldeſt might be Forty, who was a Widower, and 
the youngeſt Ten; there were four Girls and two Boys. We were 
treated by theſe Northern Nomades as handſomely as by the others; 


they, like thoſe in the Eaſt, ſeeming to think it their greateſt Civilicy 


to offer Victuals to Strangers, as well as to one another among them- 
ſelves. On the 19th we walk d back to the River · ſide; and the 20th, 
ſeeing it almoſt all over clear of Ice, we got into our Boat; but we 
ſcarce came to the Fall of the firſt Torrent, when ſeveral large Flakes 
falling at once foul: of our Boat, did almoſt overturn it; and I dare 
ſay, that if the Servant who carry d me to the Hizard had been with | 
us now, he would have ſworn that this was the fulfilling of his Pre- 
diction. My Interpreter immediately declared it as his Opinion, that 
we ought to make the Shore, and'to ſtay till the River ſhould be quice 
free from Ice; the Danger (ſaid he) of going down theſe Torrents be- 
ing of itſelf but too great, without an additional one from the Flakes. 
His Advice was follow'd immediately, and we went aſhore on a 
ſmall Iſland juſt by us, where we look d for Eggs of wild Geeſe, and 
other as well Land as Water-Fowl ; and having gather d a pretty ma- 

ny, the Watermen lighted a, Fire and boil'd them hard, our Appe- 
tite being our beſt and only Sauce to eat them with. We remain d on 
this Iſland till the next Day, and got on the ſame Side of the River 
which we had left; and finding our ſelves to be over againſt Rod- 
wara, I went with my Tuckacerva Interpreter to make a ſecond Viſit 
to our former Hoſteſſes on that Mountain, whom we found buſy in 
putting up dry d Fiſh in their Magazines, made as (4) in the Print 
XXXVIII, as are all thoſe of the other Laplanders ; and having been 

as well entertain'd as before, and reſted our ſelves three or four Hours, 
we return d to our Boat; and ſeeing the Water without any Pieces of 
Ice, we ventur d upon it, and went down. very well for ſome Miles, till 
we met a large Bach of Ice, which was lodged ſo that it hinderd 
our going any farther; and 7uckacerva being hardly a Mile farther, 1 
reſolved to walk it with my Interpreter, and we reach d the Place be- 

fore Noon: He carry d me to his Mother's, who offer d me a Chamber 
and a Bed; there the Prieſt, who had recommended him to me, and had 
ſucceeded his Father in that Cure, came and invited me to dine with 
him, and treated me very handſomely with Fleſh and Bread; which lat- 
ter I had not eat for a good while. b ald

Tuctacerva is a little Village, of which I promiſed to make mention at 
my Return; it conſiſts of a wooden Church, a Parſonage-Houſe, and ſome 
little Huts or Shops belonging to the Swed:i/p and Finland Merchants, who 
come every Vear about 4 af — End of Zanuary to the Fairs which are 
kept there. The conſtant Inhabitants are two Families, beſides the Par- 
ſon's, all of Prieſtly Race; and my Interpreter, I found, was the Head of 
the moſt numerous: And as the 1 frequent not the Church, ei- 
ther there or in any other Place, bur juſt duxing the Faic-rime, and ſome 
few Days after at which Time they marry, baptize their Children, receive

much ptactis d by the Foreign Merchants) and of excommunicating a 
thoſe who reſuſed to ſatisfy his Demands. Afrer Dinner he ſhew'd me 
the Church, which was entirely built of - Wood; and in it I ſaw the 
four Verſes of the three French Travellers which 1 have already qupted, 
cut with the Point of a Knife by themſelves, upon a little Tquare Piece 
of Board, and hung up there like a Votiva Tabula of the Ancients ; 
and I told him, that they had enlarged ptetty much on the Poetick 
Licence or Liberty at the Expence N in calling Peskomarea.the. 
End of the World, ſince 1 had been a great Way farther. He an- 
ſwer d twas true; and asked me whether wou'd not leave ſomething 
to ſhew that I had travelI'd'in thoſe Parts; upon which I wrote the fol-

He told me a Laplander, who being got drunk and mad 


with Swediſh or Finland Brandy, killed one of his Country men, for 


which he was condemn'd by a Swediſh Court of Fuſtice to be broke upon 
the Wheel at the Place where he had committed this Crime; and this, 


continued he, is the only Example we have of a Murther committed by 
a Laplander , and there is no ſuch thing even as a Thief among them;

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who fad him. I lay here, and dined again the next Day, Which Was 
the z 4th, With chis Prieſt ; and having ſatisfy'd the Intẽpreter whom 
he had recommended ro me, I went down with my old one; and 
taking another Boat, within ſomething leſs than Six Hours, we got 
Eleven Miles below Tukacervaz and my Watermen having lighted a 
large Fire on the Weſt ſide of the River, we lay round it till Five the 
next Morning; then getting in our Boat again, we reached Kingis before 
Noon, where I ſpent two Hours at the Houſe of my quondam Hoſt, 
who indeed was abſent, but whoſe Wife entertained me very civilly. 
Changing Boat below the firſt Cataract; we heard from a Fiſherman 
at the next, that two Finlanders had been drowned there ſome few 


Days before; and the 25th, having got as far down as Over Torne, we 
lay there. In our way I was diverted with the Method uſed: by the 


Inhabitants thereabouts of catching Salmons, which go up the Current 
in large Shoals; and this is done by driving Stakes ſo cloſe together in 
the Water, that the Paſſage which the Swiftneſs of the Torrents had 
before made very difficult, is now render d wholly impracticable; and 
the only ſeeming one they have left is thro a kind of large Cages of 
Baskets, which at the Mouth are very wide, ſo that they may eaſily 
get into them, but growing narrower and narrower, tis impoſſible for 
them that are once in to get out again, and theſe they call Mellar. 
The next Day I dined within half a quarter of a Mile of Torne, at 
Mr. Henry Phorbas s, Curate of that Place; and upon my expreſſing a 
Deſire to ſee ſome Part of Kimi Lapmark or Kimi- Lapland, he gave 
me a Letter of Recommendation to his Brother Mr. Laurentius Phorbas, 
Curate of Kimi, a Finlandiſb Pariſh, four Miles and a quarter diſtanc 
from Torne, through which he ſaid I ſhould paſs; and about two in the 
Afternoon I took a Boat, and ſetting forward reached the Mouth of 
rhe River of the ſame Name, which they borrow from the Lake Kimi, 
which Name it gives alſo to the Country; and going up a quarter of a 
Mile further on the Weſtern ſide of that River, I arrived ar the Ground 

of Kimi, once a large Village and : populous, with the Parochial 

Church: I ſay once, for the Muſcovites had burnt it down ſome time 
before they did Torne and Umea, they ſparing nothing but the Church 

which is made wholly of Stones, and after the Latin Croſs. This Cu- 


rate had lately rebuilt upon the Ruins of his burnt Houſe a Kitchen, a 


Laundery, and over them two Chambers; he, his Son, alſo a Clergy- 
man, and a Maid, were the only Inhabitants I found there, the reſt 


being diſperſed up and down in Cottages and Hamlets upon the River- 


ſide, as thoſe of Torne are. He entertained me there very handſomely. 


This Pariſh reaches as far as Kimi Tresb, or the Lake Kimi: However, 
this Extent does not proceed from the Number of the Pariſhioners, who 
might all live very well in three or four Villages; but they diſperſe 


themſelves for the Convenience of Fiſhing. There is belonging to it 


a Chappel of Eaſe in a little Village calld Simo in the Eaſtern Bothnia, 
at the Mouth of the River imo, from whence it borrows its Name. 
Beſides which, on the Eaſt fide. of the River Kimi, about four Miles 
„bove its Mouth, there is Lappinniemi, which fignibes Abode of

Baniſhed, in the Finlandiſs Language, another Village Which they 


reckon. very ancient, as well as Lappaic ui, on the Eaſt of the Lake 


Ula, and a fe others with the like Names on the North of Finland. 
Some ate of Opinion, that the Laplanders firſt inhabited thoſe Vil- 


lagts, giving to or receiving from them their Names, and were cx- 


pelld from thence, then forced to fly among Woods, Rocks and Moun- 


_ rains, 
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_ tains, &c. for Shelter, and that there being reduced to the Neceſſity of 
Waging War with the wild Beaſts, they deſtroyed choſe. which , woud

injure them, and fed upon the Fleſh, and cloarh'd themſelves with che 


Skins of others; taming ſome of them, that they might receive the 
ſame Services from them, Which they did formerly from their Cat- 
tle in thoſe Places which they had left; “ For what elſe, ſay they, 
*© cou'd have induced theſe People to live between theſe: Woods and 
Mountains, which Nature does not ſeem to have defign'd. for the 
% Habitation of humane Creatures; there being no Neceſſaries pro- 
<* vided for them, neither Fruit Trees nor Fertile Fields, c. About 
Eight or Nine Miles higher, on the Eaſtern ſide of this River, there is 
_ alſo another Chappel, call d Rohaniemi, depending from Kin. 

Tho' che River Kimi is reckon d next to that of Torne to abound 
moſt in Salmon, yet does not the great Fiſhery reach ſo high: However, 
there are Fiſhermen who go eyen higher; and here I found ſome ya 
riety in their Method of catching the Salmon; for, inſtead of Me/ars; 
they chiefly uſe Nets faſtened to the Stakes or Paliſades, tho in the 


Cutaracts they uſe alſo the former ; but theſe Falls not being ſo. many in 


Number hereabouts, the Mellars are not conſequently ſo much made 
uſe of. The moſt confiderable of the Cataracts is calld Trawallfors, 
about a Mile and half above Kimi, and is not paſſable in a Boat;

Having 
croſs'd that Ridge, they meet at laſt a Laplandiſb Chappel on the South 


of a Lake call d Enare-Tresh, which is accompanied by Enarebu, 4 
Village which borrows its Name from that Lake, where is a Fair ; 
' yearly held as at Zikacerva, and the Laplanders pay Tribute to three 


Monarchs, who ſend their Officers there, vis. the King of Sweden, 


the Czar, and the King of Denmark ; which Places already mention d

The Kimian Laplanders are general] leſſer, and more tawny, 43 
the Tornia#s ;\ they have not ſo many ben Deer, but to make amends 
they have more Skins, at leaſt for their variety, and finer and more 
precious for their Furs, even of Black Foxes, cho very ſcaree. They 
live; generally acer the manner of the Fin ders, , and wear Habits like 
the Peaſants” of that Colntty who are their Nie bours, and ſome· 
times intermik with them!” Theſe Habits differ li irtle from chat of the 
Tornian Laplanders, only wat, the &y are a little longer — — more 
open, and for the moſt par t flit at the Bottom like qur Shitts. They 
talk the ſame Language as the Finlanders, and uſe Fire Arms and Croſs- 
Bows, which hey bi of them. They have for the moſt part Huts or 
Tenrs that are fixed, 28, 30 and more together, and cover d with the 
Barks of Trees and Tur *; for chey ſertle often in Companies. and Vil- 
lages, as at Sodenkile, Jombib, Enare, &c.

fir Perſon for an Interpreter, during Ten or Twelve Days, in a Jour- 
ney that I intended to make into the Zulian Lapland," in order to 
ſee their Pearl Fiſhery. I made him the Propoſal, which he accepted: 
Immediately aſter Dinner we took Boat; but beſides our being hindred 
by che Cataracks from proceeding farther than'Holmsfors (which is alſo 
calld Lackholm, or the Salmon Iſand) the common Road to go from Lackbolm: 
thence to the little River Kuratæ, where the Muſcles, in which they Kuratz. 
find the Pearls, are caught; but it was then impracticable, by reaſon 
of the overflowing of the Waters, and the melting of the Snow; inſo—- 
much, that (as they aſſured me) the Pearl Fiſhing cou d not be begun 
till Auguſt, at which Time they ſuppoſed” the Waters wou d be low. 
enough ; and oy Curioſity being leſs ſtrong than to derain me fo 
long, I contented my ſelf with enquiring of ſome of the Salmon Fiſpers, 
what was the Method of taking thoſe Muſcles ; and they inform 
me, that they uſed Inſtruments ſomething | like thoſe for © catching 
Oyſters ;-and that in ſome Places, when'the Waters were-the loweſt, 
they cou d take them in their Hands. Theſe Pearls are generally pretty 
large and round, but pale, and without the Luſtre . fine Water of 
the Orientals. Not being ſatisfy d with only ſeeing the Salmon Fiſhing, 
which is there like what I had ſeen before, I ask d if they did nor 
know ſome Laplanders in the Neighbourhood > They anſwer d me, thar 
they were all long ſince retired with their Herds into the File, except - 
ing two, who having but a ſmall Number of Rhen-Deer, were leſs ſolli- 
citous about increaſing their Stock of them than about Fiſhing, and there- 
fore preferr d the Lakes and ſome little Rivers, where they are per- 
mitted to ſiſn, to the Mountains of Norway; I ſay, where they were 
permitted to fiſh, for they have not that Liberty in that of Luo, eſpeci · 
ally to ſiſh in thoſe Places where the Salmon are found, unleſs they do it 
for thoſe who farm them of the Crown, to whom they belong, as Lack- 
Bolm, Ec. or elſe to other Proprietors to whom they have been preſented 
by it. I enquired from the aforeſaid Fiſhermen,” whether either of theſe . 
Laplandiſp Families lived pretty near the Place where I was ? To which 
they anſwer'd, That one of their Tents was but a few Miles diſtant from 
us, and in the very Neighbourhood of a little River, which ſome- 
thing lower fell into that of Lula. I agreed with two Fiſhermen to carry 
me thithet; and when we had gone as far as we cou d by Water, I tooæ 
one of my Boatmen fot my Guide. Having walked the ſpace of two 
Hours, we at length, ſaw a young Girl, about Ten or Twelve Years 
old, who with a green Branch was driving the Flies off from a Rhen- 
Deer which was ſick, and (as ſhe told me) in great Danger of fal- 
ling a Victim to the Heat of the Weather, and the little Inſects it 
breeds. We made this little Girl lead us to the Tent, which indeed 
was at no great Diſtance ; and there we found a Woman of about 
Forty Vears old, of low Stature, and rather diſagreeable than handſome, 
who, by her Work, ſhew'd: her Thought and Foreſight; for with Pew]-- 
ter Wire ſne was embroidering a Winter Cap, ſuch as I have already 
deſeribed, and both MWomen and Men wear ; tho theſe a wy em- 
VNV!

there were not ſo many now, except amongſt the Torne, the Kimi- Lap- 


Landers and Finlanders ; of which he began to quote ſeveral Examples, 
and. told me ſome old Women's Stories, like that of Saucy-Trest; but

ſo very ridiculous and incredible, that I ſoon grew weary of them. 
I To divert the Diſcourſe, IL ask d him, whether he had any Know- 
ledge of the Religion of the ancient Laplanders? He anſwer d me in the 
Negative; but added, that he had heard ſay they adored the Dew.

And who. do you adore? reply d I, interrupting him very ſhort. any 


anſwer d he. And who is that God whom you adore? added I. To whi 

he reply d, the Father, Son and Holy Gh. But, continued I, are not 
che Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghoſt three Gods? De ar en Tri- 
Korning, they are a Triangle, anſwer d he, after having muſed ſome 
time ; and tho I ask d him ſeveral other Queſtions, I could get no- 
thing elſe our of him. This was probably a-Compariſon, with which 
ſome Prieſts had loaded his Memory, and confounded his Brain with- 
out cnlightning his Underſtanding,. by endeayouring to give him ſome 
Idea of this Myſtery by the Figure of a Triangle, which is generally 
2 at the Top of their Pulpits; and Snow is another Compatiſon 
frequently made uſe of by them. The Triangle of the Laplanders 


makes me call to mind the Candle of the Meſt. Indians. The firſt Maſe 
ſionaries who went to make Spiritual Conqueſts in America, after the 


Temporal ones of the Spaniards, were willing amongſt other Things 
to preach the Doctrine of the Trinity to them; to which end they told 
them, that there was one Cad only, but three Perſons in that Godbead, 
the Father, the. on and the Holy Ghoſt, and that theſe. three made 
one. This to poor ignorant Wretches ſeem d a ſtrange Paradox; which 
the 2:/ionaries perceiving, and willing to give them a ſenſible Idea of 
the Myſterx they had been ſearching, ordered a lighted Candle to be 
brought, reling the People that there were three Subſtances in this 
Candle, to wit, Tallow, Cotton and Light, and yer theſe three made 
but one Candle; and after that time, if you. ask'd one of thoſe poor ig- 
. norant Creatures what the Trinity was, they would tell you a Candle; 
au Anſwer directly the ſame with the Laplander's Triangle, or Snow. * I 
found my Hoſt ſo very ignorant, notwithſtanding his frequent Commerce 
with the Swedes, that I did not care for asking him any farther Queſtions: 
Having, therefore thank d him for his Treat, and made his Wife and 
Daughter ſome ſmall Preſents, I went. down, to my Boat again, ac- 
companied by my Guide and Interpreter; and on the ↄth, about Five 
in the Afternoon we reached back Lulo, where I gave a ſmall Reward 
to the Student, who gave me a thouſand Bleſſings for it. I immedi-

informed me that there was no going by Water above Three or Four 
Miles up the River; beſides that, I could not expect to ſee there any 
thing extraordinary; ſo I contented my ſelf with asking him a few 
Queſtions about it, as I did to a Student call'd LA e Son of a 


late Prieſt of the Ptha-Laplanders, whom he ſent for as the firteſt 


Perſon to give me a more particular Account of theſe People; and by 
all. that I could find, they differd little, or not at all, from thoſe of 
Lute. He telling me that he was born at & Jboyock, T began to ask him 
concerning the Silver Mine which bears that Name; to which he an- 
ſwer d, that it had been ruin d by the Danes during the late War; but 


he really beer ie might be recover, if they would go to the Charge

it, and take the Pains of digging it again as they ought. The Curate 
, Paths ſeem'd to be a Man of a very eaſy Faith, and who gave very 
much into the Marvellous, and probably thought me as eaſy as him- 
ſelf; for he bid his Son go with me to the Top of the Belfry, and 
thew me ſome Braſs Bowls, Which he aſſured me, in a manner as if he 
was ſincerely perſwaded of the Truth of it himſelf, had formerly been 
made a Preſent by a Nymph in the Iſle of Bremound, to a Merchant 
nam'd Ekman, ſome of whoſe Poſterity there ſtill remain'd in the new 
Town of Pz#ha, promiſing him all kind of Profpericy as long as he 
ſhould keep this Braſs. Upon this I examined it very Curtotlly- and 


altho there was ſomething. maryellous in the Story, I con'd find no- 


thing in the Metal that look d uncommon. Between Two and Three 
in the Afternoon I left Pzzha, and about Eleven in the Night I reach d 
Sckelefta, where I reſted till Four next Morning (the 11th), and then

I could not the next Day refuſe the kind Invitation of Mr. Grubb, Cu-

which they are rebuilding, and its Situation which is agreeable, tho not 
convenient for Trade, it being like the three abovementioned, about a Mile 
diſtant from the Sea. The Curates Houſe is upon the fide of the ſame 
River, adjoining to a Stone Church, which is the Parochial, in a Vil- 
lage about a quarter of a Mile above che Town; and between theſe 1 
obſery'd ſome pretty good Meadows, and ſome fertile Arable Land; 
and in the latter, that the Barly and Rye which was not fown when I ; 
ſer_out for Torne, was already ripe. I could not forbear rg: fr f 
Surprize at this to Mr. Call, who told me, that beſides the conti- 
nual Preſence of the Sun for a good while upon the Horizon, tho ity 
Disk was not viſible at that time, this ſo quick ripening was owing 
to the Nature of the Seed they ſow'd; which if brought from the 


Southward of neo, as from Hernoſand, Sundwall, Gefle, or 'Stotk- 


boln, &c. would ripen by ſo much the flower, as they were farther 
diſtant from the North; whilſt thoſe of Buro, Schelefra, Pitha, Lulo 
and Torne, would be much forwarder. An Experiment of which he 
had ſeen try'd upon Seed brought from the moſt Southern and Northern 


of theſe Places, and the latter had been ripe above a Fortnight before

ble what they are. Theſe Evils might eaſily be remedied by the. fol- 
lowing means: By a better Choice of Priefis ; by a yearly Viſitation; 
in order to examine their Conduct; by inſtructing the Youth in Mat? 
tets of Religion, and teaching them the Tongue in which it 4 
by appointing Men of known Integrity for Superviſors, which would 
prevent thoſe-Diſorders and Cheats fo frequent at their Fairs; and 
laſtly, by taking care that none bur honeſt Men ſhould be ſent to col 
lect the Duties amongſt them. As I do not think it poſſible to lay a 
ſolid Foundation for Religion" in Lapland, without inſtructing theit 
Youth; ſo one would ſuppoſe, that a Maſter of that Country might by 
a ſingle Fiat make a new Spiritual World there, by ordering that the 
Leplanders in general ſnou d pay a certain Sum per Ann. for the Main- 
tenance of a Maſter with a Number of Scholars in each Diviſion; and 
we might judge of the Benefits which would accrue from ſuch an Under- 
takipg, by what we ſee of the School of Lytſele.. Mr. Erabb, who has 
ſounded many of them, has aſſured me, that ſeveral of the Richeſt would 
vearly contribute much beyond their Quot#; but ſuch an Order from the

The Form of Government contains 40 Articles. According to the 
firſt, her Majeſty ſhall never profeſs: any other Religion but the Lu- 


theran, as-it is eſtabliſed by divers Edits and Laws; nor ſuffer ei- 


ther the publick or private Exerciſe of any other Religion, (excepting 
however the foreign Miniſters, to whom it will be allow'd to have 2 


Chaplain in their own Houſes, for themſelves and their Domeſticks, ; 


as heretofore ;) but other Foreigners ſettled in the Kingdom, &. ſhall 
neither enjoy this Liberty, nor the Rights and Privileges of Citizens, 
nor have their Children chriſten d or inſtructed by any other Prieſt but 
thoſe of this our Holy Religion; which to ſpeak againſt, is Degradation, 
Baniſſiment, Cc. or even Death, according to the Nature of the Diſteſpect 
or Blaſphemy. The 2d, after having reeommended to her the Protec- 
tion and Defence of the Laws, and Juſtice, gives her the Prerogative 
of e e and pardoning ſuch as ſhall be condemn'd, 

provided they are not altogether unworthy of her Favour ; it requires

_ ſent of the Senate only.— The 7th gives her the ſame Liberty as the 
fotegoing, with Regard to the making Peace, and entering into Al- 
Vo r. II. d luaances, 
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liances, which alſo ſhe may do by the Advice of the Jenate alone. 

By the 8th, the States are obliged to maintain the Authority and Ptero- 
gatives granted to her Majeſty, according to the ancient Conſtitutions,” 
— The 9th: grants and confirms to her Majeſty the Royal Privilege of 
coining Money, and obliges her to take care that the Gold and Silver 
Species are of a good Allay, and put as ſoon as poſſible on a good Foot - 
ing; on Condition nevertheleſs that ſhe ſhou'd not alter the Value, with- 
out conſulting the States, and having their Approbation. The roth obli. 
ges her Majeſty not to go out of the Kingdom, but with their Conſent. 


The 11th ſays, that as ſhe can't ſingly attend and inſpect all Affairs, con- 


ſidering the Extent of the Kingdom, ſhe ſhall be aſſiſted by the Senators 
and [ntendants of Provinces, and other Officers. The 1 2th preſcribes the 
Method of making Senators, which is, that 24 of the Body of the Nobelity, 
12 of the Clergy, and as many of the Burghers, ſhall meet together, and 

after having taken an Oath to keep it fecret, muſt unanimouſly agree 


between themſelves upon the Choice of thoſe. whom they think the 


moſt capable and worthy of that Dignity, by. naming: three for each 
vacant Place, which her Majeſty may fill up with whoever of the three 
ſhe pleaſes. . N. B. The ſame Article provides, that not one of the 
Electors ſhall be choſen or named, and that no Senator's Place, becom 
ing vacant after the Separation of the States, ſhall be fill d up but at 
a new Diet, which fixes the Number of Senators to 24, and does not 
allow above two out of one Family, either nearly related by Blood, 
or otherwiſe, much leſs three Brothers. — The 13th obliges her Majeſty. 
always to govern the Kingdom by the Advice of the Senators—The 
14th requires, that they. (ſaving the Allegiance and the Reſpect due 
to her. Majeſty, and their Country) ſhould give all the Council and Ad- 
vice that they judge moſt ſound and beneficial, with the greateſt Diſ- 
intereſtneſs and Impartiality, and without any humane Reſpect to their 
Relations and Friends; and avoiding to encourage, either actiyely or 
paſſively, the introducing Arbitrary Power, on Pain of Loſs of Life, 
Honour, and. Eſtate.— The 15th will have them all give their Advice 
when the Neceſſities of the State demand. it, or at leaſt ten of them, 
(when there are no more at hand) and to be reſponſible for the evil 


Adminiſtration of any Affairs that ſhou'd arrive through their Negli- 


gence. It adds that, in Caſe of an Equality of Voices among the Se- 
nators, her Majeſty ſhall have the caſting Vote, and turn the Scale to 
which Side ſhe pleaſes.— The 16th directs, that if her Majeſty ſnoud 
be abſent, or indiſpoſed, the Adminiſtration of Affairs is to be regu- 
lated by the Plurality of Suffrages in the Senate; and that if the Se- 
nators happen to be equally divided upon two Opinions, that which 
is approv d of by the eldeſt ſhall be follow'd ; alſo, that if the Throne 
become vacant by the Death of her Majeſty, there are no hereditary 


Princes; the Government is to be in the Senate's Hands, till the States 


aſſemble to elect a Succeſſor, according to the Method preſcribed in the 
Act of Election. — The 17th impowers the Senators, who are Preſidents 
of Colleges, to give their beſt Orders and Directions to their Deputies 
to demand an Account of their Diſpatches, that they may inform her 
Majeſty of what is neceſſary relating to them.— The 18th aſſigns to 
every Court of Juſtice a Senator for Preſident, who muſt have for Col- 
leagues a Vice-Preſidenc; and four Aſſiſtants; the two firſt whereof are to 
have no other Allowance than their ordinary Salaries, as regulated by 
the State.

of the Nobility, &c.—By the rgth, The College of Mar is to have a Se- 
nator for Preſident, with two others of the ſame Rank for his Col- 
leagues, (who muſt all three be well verſed in the Knowledge of Mi- 
litary Affairs) a General of the Artillery, a General Quarter- Master, and 
two Cauncellors of War who underſtand Accounts. This College is to 
take care of the Land Forces and the Artillery, both in the Garriſons 
and the Army; to keep the Fortifications in good Order; make new 
ones when Neceſſity requires it, and call the Colonels to an Examina- 
tion about the cloathing the Regiments committed uſually to their 
Management; after which, all the Papers of the College ſhall be laid 
before, and referred to the Chamber of Accompts.—By.the 2oth, The 
Forces, both by Land and Sea, with their reſpective Officers, are ob- 
liged to take an Oath of Fzde/ity ro her Majeſty, the Kingdom 
and the Szates, according to the Form appointed for this purpoſe. 
The Contracts made with the Peaſants and the Cities, for the 
Subſiſtance of the Infantry and Sailors, are to be obſervd; and if 
the Lands of any private Perſon have been aſſign d, or given unjuſtly 
to any Officer, it ſhall be lawful for the true Proprietor to reſume them 
by the Courſe of Juſtice.— By the 21ſt, No Colonel, nor any other Of- 
ficer, is allow d, without Leave given by her Majeſty in full Senate, to 


march any Soldiers out of their ordinary Quarters, and that on pain 


of Loſs of Life and Honour. — By the 22d, The College of Admiralty 
muſt have for Preſident a Senator Admiral General, with all the other 
Admirals and Sea Officers that are preſent for his Colleagues ; but (as 
the College is now at Care!/croon with the Fleer,) it is ordered that a 
Senator, well verſed in Naval Affairs, ſhall always aſſiſt at all the De- 
bates in the Senaté relating to it; and this College is to take care of 
the Naval Forces of the Kingdom, of the Men of War, Frigates, Gal- 
lies, Brigant ines, Cc. built or to be built, well provided, and kept in 
good Order. — By the 23d, The Chancery College ſhall have for Preſident 
a Senator, and he for Colleagues three others of the ſame Rank, with 
2 Chancellor of the Court, and three Secretaries of State, This Col- 
lege is to draw up all the Statues, Decrees and Ordinances of the King- 
dom in general ; and the Charters of Cities, and Privileges of private 
Perſons in particular; together with Full Powers, Letters Patent, Cre- 
dentials, Acls of the Diet, Treaties of Peace, and Alliances, &c.— By 
the 24th, The Preſident of the Chancery is to admit no one who has 
not a ſuitable Capacity; and Choice muſt be made of four Gentlemen, 
who, by their Studies and Travels in Foreign Countries, and their na- 
tural Ingenuity, have acquired the neceſſary Knowledge of the World 


and of Buſineſs ; who muſt be employ d in the College under the Name 


of Cancellie-Yonkar, or young Gentlemen. of the Chancery. Theſe 
muſt have certain Salaries, and (after taking the appointed Oaths) be 
allowed for their Inſtruction to ſee. and examine the Archives, and o-

— By the z6th, the Preſi- 
dent of the Collage of Mines is to be likewiſe' a Senator, and to have 
for Colleagues two Councellors of the Mines with four Aſſiſtants, who 
ſhall overlook and have the Care of every thing that relates to the 
Improvement of the Mines and Machines, c. - By the 27th, The 
College of Commerce is to have another Senator ſor its Preſident, with 
two Councellors, four Aſſiſtants and two Commiſſioners, who muſt be 
Merchants, and have their fix d Salaries. And in caſe of any Buſineſs 
of Conſequence, relating to Trade or ManufaQures, they are obliged 
(jointly with the Magiſtrates of Cities) to hear the Opinion of the 
Citizens who are Tradeſmen, and the Manufacturers both Foreigners 
and Natives, before they determine any thing. —By rhe 28th, The Co/- 
lege of Reviſion is left upon the ſame Foot it was before, with a Senator

This Form of Government was 
Sign'd by the Marſhal of the Nobility, the Archbiſhop of Upſal, the firſt 
Burgomaſter of Stockholm, and the Secretary of the Peaſants ; and was 
afterwatds ratify'd and ſignd by the Queen. | 
In the mean while, the People would have Baron Goertz to be ſacti- 
ficed to their Reſentment and Hatred. He was generally cry d out a- 
gainſt as the Author of the Misfortunes and Miſery of the Kingdom. The 
oliticians ſaid, That after having ruin d the Army in Norway, he de- 
fign'd to bring the Ruſſians into the Heart of Sweden, and ſet up the 
Duke of Holſtein for King, and the Princeſs of Muſtovy for Queen; that 
in order to this, he had contrivd and concerted” a Marriage between 
them, intending to reign himſelf abſolutely over the young Pair.

The Pulpits and Market-Places teſound- 
ed openly with Invectives againſt his Adminiſtration ; they attack d 
his very Thoughts and Belief in reſpe& to God, gave him the odious 
Name of Abeiſt, & c. Hearing that he was alicady condemn'd by the

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common Voice to die, he choſe (contrary to ſuch Aſperſions) for his 
Spiritual Counſellor Dr. Conrardj, a Miniſter of the German Church, 


one of the moſt learned and moderate among his Lutheran Brethren, 


This Doctor had alone the Liberty to viſit the Priſoner ; and the bet- 
ter he became acquainted with him, the leſs he judged him to deſerve 
ſuch Uſage and the Fate he was threatned with. His Tryal did not 


come on till the End of January; the chief Articles laid to his Charge # 


are in the Appendix. His Defence was kept very ſecret ; and I had, 
with a great Difficulty, the following Anſwers to three of them, as well 


as the Abſtract of his Proceſs ; theſe three Articles are, 1. His be- 


ing taxed with the Invention of the Imaginary Species of Paper and 


Copper. 2. With having advis'd the King to continue the War, and 


to his two Campaigns in Norway during the hardeſt Seaſon. 3. With 
the Deſign to ruin the Suediſb Army there; and as half of it periſhed in 
1716, and a good part before the King's Death, ec. and to bring the 
Enemy into the Heart of Sweden. He defended himſelf ſo eloquently, 
that it was not judged neceſſary to grant him Council as he demanded ; 
nor leave to fit down, which his Weakneſs, cauſed by his new Courſe 
of Life, being depriv'd of his Cooks, or rather by his faſting, made 
him deſire ; and they examin d him for near two Hours at each Time, 
always ſtanding. h | | | 
To the Articles of the Imaginary Species, of War, Cc. he ſaid, 


* That he had but conform'd to the Scheme of them which had been 


« form'd at Stralſund by ſome of the King's Counſellors ; that indeed 
etwas a Misfortune to the Publick, that the Deputation had been re- 
* duced to the Neceſſity of iſſuing a Quantity ſo little proportionable 
< to that of the good Money, and of having recourſe to Remedies ſo 
violent and ſo burthenſome to the Subject, which was entirely con- 
« trary to his Intentions; but that, violent as they were, if ſuch 
© Meaſures had not been taken, Sueden muſt have been forced to ſub. 
mit to the Yoke deſigned her by her Enemies, which wou'd have 
e been a much greater Misfortune. That, as a Proof he had not ad- 
e viſed the King to continue the War, (to which his Majeſty, with- 
« out being prompted, as they but roo well knew, was ſufficiently

© leaſt as dangerous a Criſis. That as to his Intention to ruin the 
„Army and the King, wherewith they charged him, Cod, who on-

** neſs no ſuch Thought had ever entred into his: He added, That 
** befides he had done nothing without his Majeſty's Orders, he was 
ſo far from adviſing. him to lay any Burthen on his People, but

He alledged, as à conſiderable Service render d to the trading Part of 
the Kingdom, his having mitigated the Severity of xhe Regulation 
e of the Privaterrs, of which To many Complaints had been made, by 
< prevailing on H Majeſiy cb foften it, by the Paſſports he himſelf 
< and Bis Majelty's Miniſtersrin England, Holland, &c. gave to Ma- 
© ſters of Ships, which. chis Prince wou d not at firſt ſo much as heat 
of; of which Regalation, tas well known, he neither had been 
<« Adviſer nor Contriver.” Bur neither the Zeal he ſo'tloquentlyplead- 
ed for the Publick, neither the King's Authority for alt his Actions, 
nor whatever he alledged for his J aſtification at his different Examina-- 
tions, cou d ſave him.

An Engliſh Gentleman taking upon him to carry them, I was deſired 
to accompany him, which { did. His Inſtructions were to go

<< ſter.” We ſet. out the 8th in the Evening from Stactholm, in one of her 
Swediſh Majeſty's Sloops, and arriv'd at Yaxholm, (a Caſtle whereof I 


have before ſpoken, but 3 Miles off) where we embark d next Morn- 
ing at 5, on board one of her Brigantines, which carried us before 2 in 


the Afternoon to the Streights of Leyzund, where we were ſtop d and 
examin d by the Captain of the Ruſſian Admirals Galley which lay 
there. This Captain would not let us continue our Voyage, before 


he had made us drink a good number of Glaſſes of Wine, which is the 


height of Civility among the Ruſſians; and I found them true Greets in 
that Reſpect, as well as to their Religion; and twas paſt 8 at Night 
before we were permitted to purſue our Voyage, and co uld not ar- 
rive before 9 at Loſfo, a little Iſland 5 Miles beyond Leyzund.  » 
This Iſland, in its utmoſt Extent, is not above two Miles in Circum- 
ference, and was abandoned by its antient Inhabitants, When theß 
ſaw it ready to fall into the Hands of the Muſcovites, together with 
Aland and the other Iſlands ; where they had burnt Villages, Farms, 
Churches, and every thing that cou d be deſtroyed. Leſo had (as I was 
inform d) before it was laid waſte, two good Villages, with a Church, 
which is the only thing that they ſpared, or forgot; contenting 
themſelves with plundering in them all that they thought worth carry- 
ing away, as the Glaſs Windows, Bells, &c. The Houſes, built on 
both Sides for the Congreſs, were enough in Number to make two lit- 


tle Hamlets, and at a Musket-Shot from each other; one of them was 


call d the Swediſb, and the other the Ruſſian's Quarter. Between theſe 1 


of a Hall, and two Chambers, built at the common Ex pence of both 


theſe Crowns engaged in the War. It being ſo late, we lay on Board the 
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Brigantine, and next Morning we vilired Baron Lilienſtau, who was 
ſent in the room of Baron Gorrtæ, and had juſt been made a Senator. 
He was the firſt and only Plenipotentiary the Queen had then there, 
ſhe having forbidden Count Gy/lembourg, who was then at Stocks 
holm about ſome Affairs, to return juſt when he was ready to em- 
bark. His Excellency received us very civilly, and invited us to Din- 
ner with him, where (he ſaid) we ſhou d meet Meſſieurs Bruce, Oſter- 
man and Jagoſinsty, the Ruſſian Plenipotentiaries, together with Mr. 
Mardefelt; Miniſter of the King of Pruſſia, who lodged in their Quar- 


ter, (che only Plenipotentiary from among the other Northern Allies, who 


had been admitted to the Congreſs.) From thence we waited on the 3 
firſt, to whom the Eng/z/þ Gentleman declared the reaſon of his co-: 

ming; and they demanded Copies of the Letters he had in Charge, 
which he gave them; and as they were in Engliſb, which was only under- 
Rood by Mr. Bruce, a Scotch Gentleman by Extraction, and firſt Plenipo- 
tentiary, the two others deſired them in French or Latin, and Itranſlated 


them accordingly. As dining at Baron Lilienſted s took up all the reſt 


of the Day, it without doubt hindred their examining them there; but 
the next Morning Mr. Bruce ſent to invite us, together with M. Lilien- 
ſted, to Dinner with him at his Quarters, deſiring that we in particular 
wou'd come half an Hour before the Baron, which we did, and found 
there the two other Plenipotentiaries. M. Offerman ſpeaking for all, 


aid, Thar they had examined the Contents of the Letters, and that 


they had found them ſuch as they had judged improper to be ſent to 
* the Czer, their Maſter, who cou d not (as he ſaid; he imagined) ſee 
with any Satisfaction the King of Great Britain ſet up for an Arbi- 
ter, rather than a Mediator of a Peace, by ſending a Fleet into the

ſty was incognito on Board one of his Gallies. After this the Conver- 


ſation turned upon indifferent Things ; and Dinner: time being come, 


all ſat down to Table, eat and drank pretty well; neither Hungarian 


Wine, Champaign, Burgund) nor Pontact being ſpared; but the two 
firſt were caches Gevag than delicious. On the r2th, Mr. Lilienſted in- 
vited them all to his Farewel Entertainment, to which we were invited 
alſo, the Congreſs. being declared diſſolved by the Queen of Sweden, 
in Caſe of ſtopping our Voyage, and not accepting to forward my Lord 
Carteret's and Sir Jahn Norris's Letters: He endeavoured to treat them 
as he had been by them; there was no want of any ſort of Wine. On 
the 1zch, the Ruſſian Plenipotentiaries and Mr. Mardefelt gave their 
Entertainment at Mr. Oſferman s, or elſe he gave his for them all, and 


ſent to invite us thicher; as the Variety, and above all the Quantity 


of Wige is generally eſteem d by theſe Gentlemen the principal Part of 
the good Cheer, there was great Quantities drank of all rhe ſorts that! 
Mr. Bruce had given two Days before, and even greater Variety and 
Profuſion. This Entertainment was cloſed by a Drink which they 
call'd Biſbop, compoſed of ſeveral Bottles of Pontact, roaſted Seville: 
Oranges, and a proportionable Quantity of Sugar, Cinnamon and Nut- 
megs ; theſe Ingredients being powder d, ſqueez d and ſtrain d thro a 
Napkin, and chen put into a Silver Veſſel holding at leaſt Eight —_— 
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which was Sirnam'd the Farewel, all the Plenipotentiaries being to de- 
part the next Day. Thereupon I took the DO ſay, _ they 
might then bury the Congreſs Epiſcope/ly, and in Ceremony, by going 
ww off this Veſſel in the Houſe where the Conferences were held. 

Mr. Mardefelt back'd this hwy een as did 3 reſt we Ro 
pany ; and Mr. Tagofimsbty, who prepared the Bap, ordered rhe 
Proceſſion and had the Veſſel carried by a Butler. We all followed it 
in pretty good Order into the Hall aforemeationd, and ſat round the 
Table, where: before the Meeting upon the Fate of two Kingdoms 
were held, upon which it was placed with ſome Auxiliary Bottles of 
Champaign.

not get there till the x7th. I did not give myſelf much time to reſt 
there, before I ſer out for Dallarna, where the Britifh Fleet then lay. 
In order thereunto, ſteering my Courſe by the Stelen, a Mile and half 
from Stockholm, I ſaw the Field of the aboveſaid Battle. Nothing 
cou'd be more melancholy, than to ſee on my way the Marks of 


the cruel Effects of War. Here on the Right Hand was a Country- 


Seat or a Farm reduced to Aſhes; there on the Left whole Villages in 


the ſame deſolate Condition, even the Huts of poor Fiſhermen were not 


ſpared; and on my Arrival at Dallarna, I found that part of the Vil- 
lage which was out of the reach of the Caſtle-Guns had not one Houſe 
left entire. I went directly on board the Dartmouth Man of War, 
commanded by Captain Eaton; the fame whom I had before known 
in Tarky, when he commanded the V incbelſta, as I hinted in ſpeaking 
of Troy.

Friends; and he gave me an Account of the Satisfaction the Queen was

their Right of Election, and Reſolutions at the laſt Meeting, wherein 
they had even threaten d to throw an Oſſicer out of the Ridderhouſe 
Windows, for propoſing to give him that Title. The Publick hearing 
of it generally murmurred againſt this Step; and Brigadier Rant au 
coming to Stoctholm, with the Character of his Envoy; and with In- 
ſtructions to get his Title confirmed there, and make Complaints a- 
gainſt the Treaty with Denmark; wherein Sweden (as he ſaid) had had 
no regard to his Intereſts; her Majeſty not only refuſed him Audience, 


but had Notice given him to retire out of the Kingdom immediately, 


The States being reaſſembled at Stockbolm in February 1720, Count 
Meyerfeld harangued them by the Queen's Order, as firſt Preſident of

At the ſame time he laid before them the Neceſſities of 
the State, which required the like; and informed them of the Trea- 
ties of Peace, and the Alliances. that had? been entred into with the 
Kings of Great Britain and Pruſſia, whereby her Majeſty had en- 
cẽreaſed the Number of her Friends, and leſſen'd that of her Enemies.” 
Count Horn anſwered: for the States, Byithanking her Majeſty for 
e the happy Beginning of her Reign, the prudent and tender Diſpoſi-

I had din d with the Gentlemen who invited me; and between Dinner- 
time and the Hour of our Meeting on Board this Veſſel, I ſtole away 
5 one of the Company, in order to ſee the King return crown d from 
the Church, paſſed by the Place Where was a roaſted Ox, as at the 
Queens Coronation; and in the Crowd, of Spectators, I loſt my Compa- 
nion, without being able to find him again. Whilſt I was looking in 
vain for him, two of my Lord Carteret's Gentlemen ſtopr me, and de- 


fired me to go with them to his Excellency's Palace; Where, as they” | 
ſaid, we ſhou d paſs our Time more pleaſantly. over a Bottle of Bur- 


gundy, than to ſtay to be preſsd to Death in the Crowd out of Curio- 
ſicy. I excuſed my ſelf upon having given my Word to be at Five 
a- Clock on Board the Engliſh Ship: They anſwerd, That it was but 


Three, and that I ſhould have time enough leſt to go there: In ſhort, 


they prevailed on me to follow them, where, inſtead of one Bottle, I 


believe we drank. three or four; and hearing the Clock of a neighbour- 
ing Church at Eight at Night, (it was ſtill too much time to run the 


ſame riſque that coſt above 30 Perſons their Lives;) whereupon 1 
remembred the Appointment, left theſe Gentlemen to go on Board the 


Ship, at leaſt to make my Appearance, and an Apology for not coming. 


L had not gone a third Part of the Way, when I met an old Colonel 
and his Lady, with whom I became acquainted in my Journey ro 
Danmora, and from whom I had received a thouſand Civilities. They 
were come to ſee the Coronation, and . wou'd abſolutely. have me to 
accompany them to their Lodgings to drink Coftee. I pleaded for 
Excuſe my Engagement ; but they told me all was over, and that no- 


thing was now thought on but the Lluminations in the City: In a 
word, they dragg d me away with them, if I may ſo ſay. In the mean 
While, the 8 on Board were very merry, and the Cannons had 


all been fired at different times without any Accident happening to di- 
ſturb them; the Sun having given Place to the Iuminations all over 


the City and Suburbs, the Company were preparing to retire; and che 


laſt Health going round, the Guns were again diſcharged, when the 
Powder taking Fire (no one knowing how) the Veſſel was blown up 
in an Inſtant; and out of above 40 Perſons that were on Board, in- 
cluding the Sailors, not above 10 or 11 eſcaped; and perhaps there had 
not been one ſaved, if the Veſſel had had a greater quantity of Pow- 
der on Board, had been leſs old, and conſequently leſs capable of a 
greater Reſiſtance to the Force of Sulphur and Saltpetre. Amongſt the 
Dead, was my Lord Carteret s Chaplain, a Gentleman of ſingular Me- 
rit, whoſe Body was the firſt found, and carried to the Grave with all 
the Solemnity poſſible to the Britiſb Nation; but put into the Ground 
without any N either of the Lutherans, or the 
Church of _ England, the Swediſh Clergy not being: willing to. perform 


the Funeral Seryice after / their Manner, nor to ſuffer the others to do it 


after their own. I made thereupon ſome Remonſtrances to divers 
Prieſts, mentioning my Surpriſe at ſuch a Refuſal, as having ſeen at

to bury; after the Manner of che Church of England, a Merchant 
of that Nation, in the Abſence: of the Chaplain belonging to the Com- 
pany, caſting Earth thrice upon the Coffin, (as both the Engliſo and 
Lutherans do) and reading the Office for the Burial of the Dead, con- 
tain d in the Common Prayer Book. Hereupon twas propoſed to the

The Medals that were thrown amongſt the People had on one Side 
the King's Effigies with theſe Words, FREDERICUS D. G. REX 
SUEC ILT, and the Reverſe as (4) in Print XXXVII. and thoſe that 
were preſented to the Perſons of Diſtinction, either in Gold or Silver, 
as (9) in the Print XXXII.

Some time after, his Majeſty ſent Notice of his Acceſſion to the 
Throne to all the Foreign Princes, even to the Czar. My Lord Car- 
teret left Stockholm, and went to Copenhagen, to conclude the Peace 
which was afterwards publiſhed with that of Poland, with the uſual 
Ceremonies. About the ſame time there appeared at Stockholm a French 
Man, under the Title of the Baron St. Hilaire, who had quitted the 
Cars Service, upon a Project ſomething like that of the Sieur Cabhuè, 
which was hearken d to pretty favourably by Admiral Wachineiſter ; 
bur (according to the Account of thoſe wha value xhemſelyes upon 
underſtanding Naval Affairs) he wou d have ruin'd the Swediſh Fleet 
in Revel Harbour, inſtead of burning that of the Muſcouites, as he pre- 
tended to do, if Admirals Sparre and Sir Fobn Norris had given into 
his Project as well as the firſt ; and a Voyage which thoſe Gentlemen 
made with their Fleet as high as that Port, and pretty near the En- 
trance of it, having him on board, diſcovered ſufficiently how impra- 
cticable the Deſign was. Some Perſons ſaid thereupon, that the Pro- 
jector was one of the Cars Spies. What gave the maſt ground to that 
Suſpicion was, that after his Project was looked upon as Chimerical by 
the Admiralty, he ſold a Cargo of Burgundy and Champagne at Stockholm. 
which he had taken in at Petersburgh. At leaſt the Traders of Stock 
Holm in that Commodity, being perhaps jealous of his carrying on ſuch 
a Trade, call'd him publickly the Czar's Agent; this Prince being ſaid 
there to be the only Merchant in his own Country, engroſſing all the 
Goods, and having Commiſſioners for the Diſpoſal of them.

tho' the latter had. The good Cheer at Meſteras, and the Pleaſure of 
Hunting in the Neighbouring Parts, of which we had our Share, took 
up his Majeſty's time for 8 or 10 Days, and coſt ſome more Elks and 
Bears their Lives: After which we ſet out with that Prince for Stock- 
Balm; and on the Way thither, had a ſplendid Entertainment at Eltſund, 
a fine Palace newly repair d, which the late ee the Princeſs 
his Siſter, as her Dowry. The Muſcovite Officer went on, without 
taking Part of this Feaſt, ſeeming in very great haſte to return. -

Foot above the Surface of the Water yield a fine Proſpect. It has Com- 
munication with the Town by a long Bridge, at each Extremity of 


which there ate two Draw ones. The firſt Entrance leads into a fine 


Court: There are on the Right noble Stables; on the Left is a Tennis 
Court very well contrived, which was built by the laſt Duke, who 
was à great Lover of that Exerciſe. The principal Gate into this 
Caſtle is magnificently adorned with Columns of a hard Stone with 
blue Veins, which they ſay was dug out of Mount Kinne Kulla in 
Stweden ; but I believe it to be Italian Marble, tho nor of the fineſt. 


The Duke's Lodgings are well built, and after the Modern manner; 


and the others, tho' Antique, ate nor diſagreeable, being adorned with 
all the Beauty of the Time wherein the Caſtle was firſt founded. The 
Furniture, which has been carried away, was (as I was told) worthy of 
the Apartments, both for its Richneſs and Workmanſhip ; but I cou'd 
not ſee the Library, the Daniſh Governor having the Key, and being 
abſent: However, they gave me to underſtand that there was a great 
Vacuum in it; the principal Books and moſt rare Manuſcripts having 


followed the Fortune of War, as well as Tirbho Brahe's Globe, fo fa- 


mous for its prodigious Bigneſs ; which the Czar had taken away for 
a Memorandum of the Part he had in the Conqueſt of the Country.

The Sovercigns of that Dutchy, now in Poſſeſſion of the King of En- 
land, retain ſtill the Title of Archbiſhops of Bremen, as well as of 
Hambnrgh, and have their Archiepiſcopal Palaces for their Govergors 
in the City, near the Dome or Cathedral. Divine Service is perform'd 
only in this Church after the Lutheran Nite. It is a bold Structure, 
but not the handſomeſt of the kind in the City; the others that follow 
the Reformation of Calvin deſerve better that Title.

There the Shop- keepers or Traders, 
Workmen, Apprentices, Clerks, or young Men of good Families, 
inelind to Gaming, do reſort in their Heures perdues, (as the French fay) 
or laſt Hours, the Time they can ſpare, loſe their Money, then rob 
their: Maſters or Fathers, and being exhauſted and turn d out of Doors, 
go on the Highway to get Money, and become Sharpers by Trade 
themſelves, if Hanging does not prevent it. I cannot help here making 
a ſhort Digreſſion, to give an Idea of an Eng/ifp Highwaymen to Fo- 
reigners: He is not barbatous as to add Murder to Robbery, as in 
France, witneſs the freſn News we have from Calais of the unfortunate 
Gentlemen robb'd and kill'd in its Neighbourhood ; for in England no- 
thing is more uncommon; and a Highwayman will frequently ſtop a 
Coach, put in his Hat, take what Money is given him by the Paſſen- 
gers, and ride without moleſting them any farther; and ſome have 
been generous enough to return them again as much as would ſerve 
them to the End of their Journey. Beſides, tis contrary to the natu- 
ral Bravery of the Nation, to murder any one who does not reſiſt them; 
which leads me to obſerve about their Duelling, that tis ſeldom known,

te of the Publick, one third ar leaſt is ſunk and intercepted, thro''the 
* ſeveral Claſſes and Subordinations of artful Men in Office, before 
the Remainder is apply'd to the proper Uſe. I cou'd name a Com- 
* miſſion where ſeveral Perſons, out of a Salary of 500/. without other 
4e viſible Revenues, have always lived at the Rate of 2000, and laid 
up 40 or 50, ooo J. There is in this Town one Abuſe, which con- 
< tributes to the Promotion of Vice, viz. That ſuch Men are too of- 
** ren put into the Commiſſion of Peace, whoſe Intereſt it is that Vir- 


l rue ſhou'd be utterly baniſh'd from among us; who maintain, or at 


4 leaſt enrich themſelves, by encouraging the groſſeſt Immoralities, 
< and to whom all the Bawds in the Ward pay Contributions for Shel- 
ter and Protection from the Laws. Thus theſe worthy Magiſtrates, 
< inſtead of leſſening Enormities, are the Occaſion of juſt twice as

(amongſt others) a young Knight of Malta arreſted one Morning for not 


having paid his Bed: fellow, tho her Fees were e by the Law there 
but a Matteſe Crown, or ſixteen Pence.

nothing from them but ſome moderate Contribution, and this to be ap- 


pl y'd ro the publick Uſe, as to ſome Covents and Hoſpitals. ' Tis un- 
ieard that theſe Courtezans ever pick up Bed-fellows in the Streets, or 
rob them, as J hear they do here, whatever Opportunity they may have;

are well taken Care of, and that without being themſelves expoſed by 
it. And if they have a mind to reclaim them one Day, they encloſe 


ſome Token, whereby they may be known with them, and may have 


them returned upon paying ſomerhing for the Benefit of the Houſe: 
if no body reclaims them, they are put Apprentices to the Trades or 
Profeſſions they ate foung- fitteſt for. I wonder, that in England, fo 
rich a Country, where they have the fineſt Fleet in the Univerſe, where 
the Boys might be provided for, be ſerviceable to the Publick when 
grown up; and the beſt Woollen Manufactures in the World, where 
the Girls might learn to ſpin, and earn their living without being 
burthenſome to the Nation, they have no ſuch Hoſpiral. And I 
think, that ſome raking rich old Batchelors, who had rather live upon 


the Publick than confine themſelves to a Wife, ought to found and 


endow ſuch a Houſe, ro indemaify the Kingdom, in ſome meaſure, for 
rhe Detriment it has ſuffered by their Intrigues. | 

The aforeſaid Doctor, aſter having complain'd of the Contempt the

4 as many Commiſſioners, duly qualify'd ; who, in three Diviſions;

< poſe. That the ſtraggling Clergymen, who came up to Town to 


&« ſeek their Fortunes, ſhould be fairly diſmiſs'd to the Heſt-Indies, 


where there is, ſays he, Work enough for them; and where ſome 


© Proviſions ſhou'd be made for them as they ſhou'd deſerve : Or that 
© none ſhou'd be allowed to wear the Habit, till he had the true and 
« worthy Qualifications becoming his Character; with ſome Preſer- 
© ment in the Church, or at leaſt ſome Temporal Fortune ſufficient to 
e keep him above Contempt. Thar a Law ſhou'd be made for limiting 
the Preſs, at leaſt ſo far as to prevent the publiſhing of ſuch pernici-

In the Beginning of May, the King gave Orders for the ſuppreſſing 
the Blaſphemous Club before-mention'd to my Lord Chancellor, who 
tent Circular Letters to the Juſtices of Peace of London and Middleſex to 
that End; thoſe of his Majeſty againſt diſorderly Houſes were renewed 
at the ſame time. In the mean while, the Inoculation of the Small Pox, 
which J left triumphant in Turk, work'd Miracles in England; and 
Mr. W/ortley Montague, who had been returned about Two or Three 
Years from his Embaſly at the Porte, had the Operation perform'd on 
his Children, with as much Succeſs as cou'd be wiſh'd for. This Ex- 
ample, together with thoſe of divers Perſons of an inferior Rank, who 
had already fortunately prevented, by this Operation, the Danger of 
this Diſtemper, and the Havock it uſually makes with the Beauty and 
the Sight, gave almoſt a general Credit to it; ſo that it had hardly any 
Enemies, except ſome few Ecclefiaſticks, who declat d War againſt it in 
their Sermons, as contrary to the Order of Providence; and'one of them 
call'd it a Plague wherewith the Devil afflicted Fob. I remember the 
Doctors Timone and le Duc, both great Promoters of Inoculation at Con- 
ftantinople, having drawn the Greek and. Armenian Clergy upon their 
Backs, as well as the Romiſb, on that Account, anſwer'd them by way of 
Raillery, © That their Invectives againſt the Inoculation, as diſturbing 
* the Order of Providence, hinted that Death was more agreeable to 
“ that Order than Life; but ſeem'd to proceed only from a ſelfiſh 
<* Spleen, becauſe they were, by this Method of Practice, depriv'd of

e the Profit of burying ſo many Children as died before every Day of 


the Small Pox.” To which purpoſe it may be obſerved, that there are 
no Nations where the Funerals are more magnificent or more ſolemn, 


than among the Greeks and Armenians; they beſides adorning their 


Corps with their beſt Cloaths and Jewels, have a Number of Prieſts 
accompanying them to the Grave: And there is hardly one among 


them fo poor, but he will have the Patriarch in his Pontifical Habits, 


and ſeveral Metropolitans, to aſſiſt at rhe Burial of thoſe whom Death 


ſnarches from him. The Roman Catholicks are not leſs pompous in 
the interring their deceaſed Friends, if one excepts the Cuſtom of 
dreſſing them magnificently, and with their Faces bare; neither have 


they a leſſer Number of Prieſis, and the Latin Biſhop uſually aſſiſts at 


the Funerals. The ſame Doctors had many more ſerious and violent 


Diſpures with Father Branconmer, the Superior of the Feſ#its, and 


other Fathers of this Order at Galata, on the ſame Head. It cannot be 


proved,

proved, in my Mind, of the like ſelfiſh Spleen on the Enghſh Prieſts, 


for there is generally but one Prieſt at aBurial, and I don't ſee that 


he has any great Profit by it. It may be added on the contrary, that 
the Advantage ariſing formerly from hence to them has been almoſt 
quire raken away by the Reformation, and given to the Secular Un- 
dertakers, or Performers of Funerals as they are calld, who make 
them very magnificent in their Way, and conſequently very coſtly. 
TI wont determine what is the Motive they act upon, but will believe 
tis only from a Tenderneſs of Conſcience. | ELD 

Towards the End of July, the principal Members of the Englifþ 


College of Phyſicians, who were Favourers of that Practice, foreſee- 


ing that it wou'd be a great Benefit to the Publick, for the Preſervation 
and multiplying of the Brits Subjects, in the Number of which con- 
ſiſts the Riches of a Country, begged his Majeſty to grant their Lives 
to five condemn d Malefactors, who ſaid they never had this dange- 
rous Diſtemper, on Condition of their undergoing the Experiment; 
thereby to encourage grown Perſons, to whom this Diſeaſe is generally 
more fatal, in Proportion as they advance in Years. His Majeſty wil- 
lingly granted this Favour; and the Operation being over, four of them 
had the Small Pox the fifch, ſixth and ſeventh Day, in a very ſmall 
Number, and almoſt without being in the leaſt indiſpoſed. The fifth, 
Who was a Woman, and who ſaid that ſhe never had them, in all like- 
lihood to ſave her Life, had not one Pock ; and being well examined, 
and aſſured at the ſame time that the King wou'd not revoke his Par- 
don, even if he ſhou'd know that ſhe had recourſe to that Fraud to 
_ eſcape Death, ſhe confeſs d, that ſhe was not certain, but that at leaft 
ſhe did not remember her having them; and that her Parents, whom 
ſne loſt whilſt very young, had not let her know it, if ſne had. Upon 
theſe Examples, and a great many others (Numbers having undergone 
the Operation without any Miſchance happening) the Britiſs Court 
judged it fit to have the young Branches of the Royal Family inocu- 
lated, upon whom they came out as well as cou'd be wiſh'd for. The 


molt famous Engiiſh Phyſicians wonder, that the French, who in very 


ſmall Time have ſeen two Dauphins, and others of the Blood Royal, 


carried off by this dangerous Diſtemper, ſhou'd neglet a Thing ſo 


ſafe and ſo expedient for the Welfare of their young Monarch ; nor ſee- 
ing any one Inſtance to deter them from it, amongſt ſuch Numbers that 


have undergone it in many Climates, even leſs happy than theirs. - 


On the roth of Auguſt, the King of Great Britain gave his Aſſent to 
an Act of Parliament for making ſeveral Proviſions to reſtore the Pub- 


lick Credit, which ſuffered much by the Frauds and Miſmanagement of | 


the former South Sea Directors, &c. and at the ſame time his Majeſty 


acquainted both Houſes, that he had renewed all che Treaties of Com-

On the grh the Lord-Mayor, Aldermen, Sheriffs, and Recorder of 
London, preſented an humble Addreſs to the King, wherein they ex-

% bellion; return d their hearty, Thanks to his Majeſty for his tender 
< and indulgent Regard for his faithful Subjects; aſſuring him of their 
e ſteddy and unalterable Affection and Zeal for his Royal Perſon and 
«< Government, and for the Continuance of the Prateſtant Succeſſion in 
his Royal Family, and of their utmoſt Cate for the Peſeryation of 
< the publick Peace, and Vigilance of their Councils, in concurring 
« with his Majeſty towards entirely defeating and fruſtrating the Ef- 
ec forts of all his Enemies, or their Aiders and Abetters.”

have been mounted by the Duke in his laſt Battle the Duke of Mon- 
tague in his chief Mourning Coach, with his Train-Bearer ſitting over 
againſt him—The Earls of Sunderland and Godolphin in the next 
Coach—Seven others, four carrying two Dukes each, and the three 
two Earls each—a' Led Horſe richly capariſon d the King's Coach 
the Prince of Maless Coach—thoſe of the Nobility, Sc. according to 
their Ranks. This Proceſſion having taken its Grand Tour thro' Hide- 
Park, Piccadilly, down St. James's Street, then thro Pall. Mall, fo on 
by Charing-Croſs to the Abbey, only the chief Standards, the Gui- 
don-Bearers, the Herald and Chaplains, and the White Staff Officers 
entered in Church, with the Nobility, and a few other Perſons ; all 
the Derachments, with the Artillery, exc. went back in good Order

drew. * This Funeral was worthy of ſo great a Man, who, for above 
10 Years, never fought a Battle but he won it, nor beſieged a Place 
but he took it; to whom one of the greateſt Heroes that ever ſar on 
the Throne of England, King Milliam III. gave this Character, That he 
Had a Cool Head, and a Warm Heart; recommending him, at the ſame 
Time, to the Princeſs his Succeſſor, a few Moments before his Death, 
as the fitteſt Perſon to command her Armies; a Character ſo much more 
generous, that tis ſaid he had then ſome particular Reaſons of not be- 
ing well ſatisfy d of his Behaviour in one Reſpect. 1 
In the mean while, the Clergy, Mayors, Aldermen, Sheriffs, and other 
Magiſtrates of divers Cities, Counties, Boroughs, came daily to preſent 
their loyal Addreſſes to the King, to the ſame Purpoſe as thoſe of London 
had done; and twas thought proper, for the Security of this City, as 
well as of his Majeſtys Perſon and the Roy Family, to form in its 
Neighbourhood a ſmall Camp, and another on the Plain of Salisbury, 
the King relying ſo far on the Loyalty of his faithful Friends and

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Subjects for it, againſt the Attempts of the diſaffected ones; as not to 
ſend for Foreign Troops, and thus ſav'd to his People the Charges of 
it. Thoſe moderate Diſpoſitions being made, his Majeſty ſer out on 
the 28th from his Palace at Kenſington for Salisbury; where, as well 
as in Hampſbire and Miliſbire, through which he paſſed, he was 
met by their Clergy, the Mayor and Aldermen, Sheriffs, and other 

Magiſtrates, in their Formalities, and received Compliments, with Ad- 

dreſſes full of Loyalty, and Proteſtations of Affection for his ſacred 
Perſon, and of Zeal for the Continuance of the Proteſtant Succeſſion in 
his Royal Family. His Majeſty made on the zoth a Review of his 
Forces encamped within two Miles of the Town of Salisbury, after 

having heard Divine Service in the Cathedral Church; and aſter a 
Stay of two Days at Salisbury, came back towards the latter End of 
September to Wincheſter by Portſmouth, (where he view'd' his Fleet)

to Parſons Widows, Priſoners for Debt, who were ordered to be diſ- 
charged at his own Expence, thoſe. for Crimes not unworthy of his 
Clemency to be ſer at Liberty, and made great Conqueſts of the Pre- 
render's Friends. I heard ſome ſay in the Country, that if his Majeſty 
would be pleaſed to ſhew himſelf now and then thus ro his People, 
there would be ſoon no more Facobites and Nonjurors left in all his three 
ney than there are now Moolfs in England, (to uſe their own 
Expreſſion. | . 
5 the mean while, ſeveral Perſons had been and were daily taken 

up and impriſon d on Account of the ſaid Conſpiracy; among others, the 
moſt conſiderable ones were Dr. Atterbury, Biſhop of Rocheſter, the 
Lord North and Grey, &c. Twas given out, that ſome Papers of the 
Priſoners, and divers Letters daily intercepted, ſhew'd that the Duke of 
O. wou d have as great, or even a greater Share in the Revolution (as 
they term d it) in Favour of the Pretender, than in that by which the 
Prince of Orange aſcended the Britiſb Throne; he was gone, as appear d, 
with ſuch a Deſign into Hain, when King George and King ry had 
their Difference about Sicily, in order to be aſſiſted by his Catholic 
jeſty, bur was diſappoinred in the Execution by the Agreement which 


was ſoon made by the two Monarchs. He having remain'd almoſt ever 


ſince there, ſeem d to be encourag d to make an Attempt, or an Effort, 
by ſome conſiderable Perſons of his Friends and Council, and with the 
Aſſiſtance of the Pretender's Adherents both within and without the 
Kingdom. This Effort (which no Foreign Power would ſupport) was 
ſaid to be no leſs than to dethrone King George, and even make away

tation of thoſe Soldiers who expoſe themſelves to the greateſt Dan- 
4A gersof an Aſſault on a beſieged Place, with the only Proſpect of Plun- 
der, to put their Country to Sword and Fire, and rob it of its Trea- 
e ſure, and ruin its Credit; in ſhorr, they expreſs'd as much Abhor- 


rence as the moſt zealous I higs for the Publick Good could have of them. 


The Priſoners, as well as their Papers and Letters intercepted, being 
carefully examined by the Committees appointed for that purpoſe; 
it appeared from them, that the firſt Intention of the Conſpirators was 
to have procured a regular Body of Foreign Troops; who with thoſe 
already liſted in the Kingdom, and others who would be invited to leave 
King George for their intended King James, would perform the Buſineſs 
in hand at the time of the Elections, a time of Riots, wherein the 
boundleſs Liberry already mentioned is taken, when all the Freeholders 
Of England are neceſſarily aſſembled together, and when the whole Na- 
tion is too apt to be in a ferment, even in the quieteſt Times. But 
being diſappointed in their Expectation by the Majority of the Mhigs, 
they reſolved to make the Attempt as ſoon as the King ſhould be gone 
ro Hanover, by the help of ſuch Officers and Soldiers as could paſs in 
England unobſerved from Abroad, and thoſe who were already there 
liſted, or known to be well affected, or gain'd to him under the Com- 
mand of the Duke of Ormond, who was to have landed in the River 
Thames, with a Number of Arms provided in Spain for that purpoſe ; 
at which time the Tower was to have been ſeized, and the City of 
London made a Place of Arms. Twas ſaid, that according to Advices 
from a truſty Perſon at Rome, the Pretender was ſpeedily to embark 
at Porto Longone ; but this Deſign being alſo diſappointed by the Diſ- 
coveries es, there, his Majeſty putting off his Journey, and the En- 


campment of his Forces at Home, as well as the ſending for thoſe 


from Treland; and by the Readineſs of his good Allies the States Gene- 
ral, to aſſiſt him with ſome of theirs in caſe of Need; by the Orders 
given in Spain, at his Miniſter's Requeſt to that Court, that the ſaid 

uke ſhould not be ſuffer d to imbark there on any Expedition, and the 
like Orders iſſued in France, that he ſhould not be permitted to paſs 
that Kingdom, &c. the Conſpitators found themſelves under a Ne- 
ceſſity of deferring their Attempt till the breaking up of the Camp. 
*Twas concluded from the ſaid Papers, &c. that during this Interval 
they were labouring by their Agents, Meſſieurs Layer, Plunket, George 
Kelly, a Nonjuring Clergyman, who was ſaid afterwards to have been 


a great Aſſiſtant and Friend to the Biſhop of Rocheſter, to write and 


convey'd Letters for him, as well as another Nonjuring Clergyman 
calld Carte, and other Emiſſaries, ro ſeduce: the Officers and Soldi- 
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ers of his Majeſty's Army: They depended ſo much on this DefeQion, 


and the general Diſcontent of the Nation, as to entertain hopes of 


Succeſs, tho they ſhou d obtain no Aſſiſtance from Abroad ; which ne- 


vertheleſs they had not dropt ſolliciting, as was confirmed by unque- 
ſtionable Advices from almoſt all the Parts of Europe; but his Lord- 
ſhip denied always he had had any particular Acquaintance with the 
faid Perſons : That by one Neynoe s Confeſſion, he had been employed 
by George Kelly and one Watſon, to draw up three ſeveral Memorials 
to the Regent of France for a Succour of Forces to the Number of 5000 
Men. But by that of Layer, a Lord of very great Parts who ſeem d 
not to entertain a great Opinion of the Succeſs of this Plor, and 
wherein he was found to have no other Part, than to know thar there 
was ſuch a one projected, had told him, that the Regent was not to be 
truſted ; and that the French had made a Tool of the Pretender, as long 
as they thought he could ſerve their Ends, but now did not care for him. 
By one Letter ſent from Rome, to one of his Majeſty's Secretaries of 
State, it appeared that the Miſcarriage of the Grand Project was attri- 
buted there to the want of the neceſſary Subſidies from their Friends in 
England, and to the ſuſpected Faith of the Regent, as well as to the Pu- 
filanimity of the Pretender ; who, to avoid hazarding his own Perſon, 
propoſed to ſend his Child x. The Committee obſerv'd from Layer's 
Scheme, as well as from a Letter of one Sample, who had made his 
Eſcape from a Meſſenger, that the City of London was to be involv'd 
in Blood and Confuſion, the Bank plundered for Encouragement and 
Reward of the Undertakers, and an Inſurrection managed in the Coun- 
try : That there were already 6000 Arms ready ; all which Circum- 
ſtances, and many others, were not only proved by ſome of the Pri- 
ſoner's own Confeſſion, and the Letters of the Plot Contrivers, c. bur 
even by Forcigners'; as among others, by one Captain Bahr, employ'd 
in the Swed:/p Expedition for bringing the Madagaſcar Pirates to Got- 
tenborg, to ſettle there and in other Swedz/b Ports, form'd under the late 
King's Reign, and mentiond in my Account of that Country; for 
whom the Lords Committee ſent, and from whoſe own Mouth J had re- 
peated what he had ſaid to their Lordſhips ; but much more concerning 
that Project. I thought ir dead indeed with King Charles; but I was 
informed by him, that this preſent King, with the Senate, judged it 


worth conſidering, and found it ſhould be a great Relief to the Govern- 


ment, and Benefit to the Publict as Affairs then ſtood ; that accordingly 

a Convoy was form d and fitted out at Cottenborg, where ſeveral of the 
Pretender's Adherents being at that time, enter d themſelves in the Se- 
diſb Service; ſome on board the Suediſ Commodore Ubrick, ſome on 
board the others. As this Convoy was to carry Arms to the Madagaſ- 
carians, for the Security of their Paſſage from their Iſland to Cortenborg, 
thoſe Men had Intereſt enough with the Sw²ediſb Captains and Officers, 
and the Commodore himſelf, to treat with them for a great Quantity to be 
deliver d (on being well paid for) at Cadiz; that Place being in their 
Way, and Sueden, Great Britain and Spain being mutually at Peace. 
So far the Commodore, and the other Captains and Officers, who agreed 


to it, (thinking perhaps they were for the Uſe of the Spaniards) coud 


juſtify their Conduct to all three Courts; but not in what follows,

for being arrived at Cadiz, the chief Suediſb Ship Carolus was taken 


to the then medicated Conſpiracy in Great Britain. There not only the 
Arms put on Board for his Service, but even thoſe intended for the 
Pyrates, with moſt of the Powder and Ammunition, were diſpoſed of 
to his Partizans. The Commodore permitted ſeveral of his own Officers, 
and of the other Ships, to enter into the Pretender's ; which Conduct, 
with his returning home Ne. infectd, were ſo far from being excuſed by 
the Swedrſp Court, that he was arreſted on his Arrival. 


On the xxth of October, the Parliament being met for the firſt time, 


the King went to the Houſe of Peers with the uſual State and Solem- 
nity, and the Lord Chancellor read his Majeſty's Speech ro both 
Houſes ; the Subſtance of which was almoſt like that of my Lord 
Townſhend's Letters to the Mayor of London, concerning the Conſpi- 


racy lately form'd ; adding, That the Conſpirators, notwithſtanding 


the Diſcovery of their wicked Deſign, and the Meaſures taken to pre- 
vent the Execution of it, and that ſeveral of their Accomplices were 
ſeized, had not yet deſiſted from carrying it on; but that his Majeſty 
did not queſtion, that the Parliament would on this Occaſion exert 
themſelves with a more than ordinary Zeal and Vigour for the Preſer- 
vation. of the Peace and Tranquility of the Kingdom, recommending to 


them the Union ſo abſolutely neceſſary among Well-wiſhers to the 


preſent Eſtabliſhment and Conſticution, both in Church and Govern- 


ment, Cc. and promifing to continue making the Laws of the Realm 


the Rule and Meaſure of his Actions, e&#c. As ſoon as his Majeſty 
was withdrawn, and the Commons retired to their Houſe, the Duke 
of Grafton took Notice of that horrid Conſpiracy lately formed, and 


ſtill carrying on againſt the King's Perſon and Government, ſhew'd the 


Neceſlity of ſtrengthning his Majeſty's Hands for a full Suppreſſion of 


all theſe traiterous Practices; and thereupon preſented a Bill for ſu- 
ſpending an Act called Habeas Corpus, empowering the King to ſecure 
and detain ſuch Perſons as his Majeſty ſhould ſuſpe@ were engaged in 
the Conſpiracy, and that for the ſpace of one Year. This Act mer with 
a pretty deal of Oppoſition ; ſome looking on it as an Eneroachment 


on the Engliſh Liberties and Prerogatives of the Subjects; others find- 
ing the Term too long, and inſiſting to have it reduced to that of Five or 
Six Months, 19 Peers entred a Proteſt againſt it; but on the Queſtion 


being put that the Bill do paſs with the ſaid Term of a Year, it was car- 


ried in the Affirmative by a Majority of 246 againſt 193, and his Majeſty 
went on the 17th to the Houſe of Peers, and gave the Royal Aſſent to it. 
On the 26th, George Kelly being taken up and examined by the Com- 
mittee of Lords of his Majeſty's Privy Council, 'was committed to the 
To:zer, ſo was the Duke of Norfolk on the 25th; but his Grace was 
afterwards releaſed, as well as all the other Lords under Arreſt.

of Conſcience, and other Privileges chat Prince granted then to all the 


1 Diſſenters in general, were purely ro favour thoſe of his Religion, and 
< a Snare to them (che Proteſtant Diſſenters) to be quiet and unactive, 
Land not diſturb him more in the oyerthrowing the Church of England, 


< chan they were diſtuchd in the free Exerciſe of their own Worſhip, till 


he had re-eſtabliſhed the Romiſi Church in irs former Power and Splen- 
« dour here, and gaind thereby Strength enough to entirely root out the 
<« whole Proteſtant Religion, with greater Safety, while the Profeſſors of 
< it were at-Variance among themſelves, and aſſiſted to deſtroy each 
<« other.” They added, that their Sentiments concerning Paſſive Obedi- 
ence were not all ſuch as they were. repreſented by their Adverſaries, 
but moſt like thoſe, of a Church of England. man, written by Dr. Swift, 
and already mention d, which they advis d me to read, and I have done 
ſo. This learned Clergyman writes in the following Manner: The 


Queſtion originally Put, and as I have heard it diſputed in the

Schools, is this; Mhether, under any Pretence whatſover, it may be 
« lawful to reſiſt the 'Supreme Magiſtrate ? Which was reſoly'd in the 
«< Negative; and this is certainly the right Opinion. But many of the 
„ Clergy, and other learned Men, being deceived by a dubious Ex- 
<« preflion, have miſtaken the Object to which Paſſive Obedience is due. 
* By the Supreme Magiltrate, is properly underſtood the Legiſlative 


„ Power, which in all Governments muſt be abſolute and unlimited. 


But the Word Magistrate ſeeming to denote a ſingle Perſon, and to 
« expreſs the Executive Power, it came to paſs that the Obedience 
% due to the Legiſlature, was, for want of knowing or conſidering 
te this eaſy Diſtinction, miſapply'd to the Adminiſtration.” Thus, by 
ſuch a Diſtinction, he juſtifies the late Revolution, and the Excluſion of 

the Pretender, and praiſes the Zeal of Magdalen College, which furniſh'd 
the Prince of Orange with Arguments for both. Granting, ſays he,

© miniſtrator of the Supreme Power; otherwiſe it is not univerſally crue, 
« for he may be controlled in ſeveral Inſtances eaſy to be produced.” 
He ſuppoſes © a Prince limited by Law, like ours, yer running into a 
<* thouſand Caprices of Cruelty, like Nero and Caligula; I will ſuppoſe him 
te renouncing God and Chriſt, and worſhipping the Devil. Theſe, and 
« the like Exorbitances, are in the Power of a ſingle Perſon ro commit, 
< wichout the Advice of a Miniſtry, or the Aſſiſtance of an Army; and if 
« ſuch a Prince, as I have deſcribed him to be, cannot be depoſed but by 
< his own Conſent in Parliament, I do not well ſee how he can be refiſt- 


© ed and what can be meant by a limited Monarchy, and what figni- 


< fies the People's Conſent in making or repealing Laws, if the Perſon 
te has no Tie but Conſcience, and he is anſwerable to none hut God? 
He uſes many other ſuch ſtrong Arguments co the ſame Purpoſe. 
During the Examination of the Priſoners, the Pretender, who was

« (as if his Word was to be taken when ſpeaking in his own. behalf)

e were impracticable, But one Part of this Declaration ſeems to 
contradict the other; for what Probability is there that a Prince, who 
(as he owns himſelf in it) © governs a willing and obedient People, 
„ where he is under no other Limitations than the natural Goodneſs 
of his Temper, ſhou'd commit ſo many tyrannick Acts, in a Nation 
«© where he is reſtrain'd from it by the Laws and Conſtitution ?” What 
he chiefly enlarges upon, is his own natural Inclination for Lenity and 
Moderation, and his Averſion to ſhedding Blood, and Violence; 
whence he takes Occaſion ro exhort King George © to reſign the 
Throne to him of his own Accord; on which Condition he per- 
* mits him to retire to his German Dominions, allowing him to retain 
© the Title of King, and would perſwade him to prefer a calm and 
© undiſturb'd Jovereigniy over a People, who obey him as much by Incli- 
% nation as Duty, to one, which he repreſents as uſurp'd over a Na- 
e tion, Which can't ſuffer a Foreign Maſter, whilſt there is one who has

do myſelf by this the Honour to acquaitit your Majeſty with the 

ſtrange Conduct of the Yifier on the Prath, and neglect of the fair- 
eſt Opportunity in the World, to carry the Czar Priſoner to the Su/- 
tan, which was as eaſy for him as for me to write this, 

His Swediſh Majeſty having ordered me to make the Campaign 
with that Vier, T ſpared neither Pains nor Advice to make him ſen- 
ſible of the Advantages his formidable Army gave him over the Ene- 
my, and ſuggeſt the Meaſures to be taken not ro miſs of Succeſs. 
Heaven gave us that moſt deſireable and favourable Opportunity on 


the eightenth of July, N. S. when, our Army conſiſting of above 


100,000 Men, beſides the Tartars, we ſaw General Jauus, (who 
with 8000 Horſe, was detach'd by the Enemy, encamp'd about three 
Leagues off, to reconnoitre us) come to the other ſide of the Pruth, 


oppoſite to us. At firſt he made as if he would take poſt there, and 


wait for rhe whole Army, to diſpute our paſſing the River; but our 
Tartars ſwimming over it with their Horſes, according to their Cu- 
ſtom, to meet the new Commees; the General fearing he ſhould be 
cut off from the Army, cauſed great Fires to be made in his new 
Camp, and diſlodged at Midnight to rejoin the Czar. - As ſoon as we 
perceiy'd it, we cauſed Bridges to be laid over the River, which being 
finiſh'd abour eight in the Morning, a Party of our Horfe, commanded 
by two Baſhaws, paſſed over to the other Side, and being joined by the 
Tartars, endeavour'd to overtake the General in his Retreat, which 
they could not do till he was in Sight of the Czar's main Army: 
However they fell upon him with ſuch Fury, that in this firſt Attack 
they cut off half his Men; the reſt fled with the General, and had 
much ado to get to their main Body. This fortunate Beginning much 


encouraging the 7urks, the Yifter paſſed the River the next Day with 


his Army, deſigning only to. encamp and remain all that Day a quar- 
ter of a League from the Bridges; but as great Part of the Horſe 
was march'd forwards, and ſought to fight the Enemy wherever they 
could find them, the Czar ſeeing the Intrepidity and Force of our 


Troops, and frighted with the Danger he was in, thought of nothing 


but a Retreat, which could not now be made, bur in the Sight of 


our Men, and with an unavoidable and conſiderable Loſs of his: For 
25 ſoon as his Cavalry came never ſo little out of their Lines, they 


were 


\ j 
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' fete preſently cut to Pieces, ſo that they were forced to diſmount; 


and, with the Baggage in the Middle, carry Chevaux de Friſe upon 
their Shoulders, and on the leaſt Attack of ours, make a ſtand, that 

they might not be broken. But the Myſcovite Generals obſerving ours 
gained continual, and great Adyantage over them; and that notwith- 
ſtanding all their Precautions, they had loſt great Part of rheir Bag - 
gage, Which the Tartars were carrying away, With ſome of che Officers 
who guarded it, being encouraged by this their Succeſs, to return fre- 
_ quently to the Attack: Thus I ay, in ſhort, the Enemy foreſeeing entire 
and inevitable Ruin, in continuing ſuch a March, formed a Square of 
the whole Army, making a Barrier all round it with Chevaux de Friſe: 
And as ſoon as they perceived ours took Breath a little, to return 
the more vigorouſly to the Attack, they advanced with great Precipi- 


tation to gain a Wood half a League off, which would favour their 


Retreat; bur ours allow'd them but little time for it, falling frequently 


upon them, and incommoding their March. As I was then with the 


Cavalry, and found that without Infantry it would be very difficult, 
if not impoſſible, to hinder their gaining the Wood, I made haſte to 


perſuade the Viſſer to change the Deſignʒ (which he ſeem'd {till to perſiſt 


in) of ſtaying where he was, and decamp and march immediately to the 
Enemy with the reſt of the Army, if he would not looſe the fineſt Op- 
rtunity in the World, and which he could never recover again. My 


trong Remonſtrances having moved his Flegm, he began to march in the 


ſame time our Turkiſh Horſe, Tartars, and a few Poles, who had al- 
ready ſignalized themſelves, perform'd Miracles of Valour, for they 
not only hindered the Enemy's gaining the Wood, which was the only 
Thing to be fear'd, but ſcarce let them gain the Banks of the River, 
Which was but a Cannon - ſhot from them. In the Evening our main 
Army drawing near, it was reſolved not to attack the Enemy till next 
Day, and content our ſelves with ſurrounding and blocking them up; 
bur the Farizaries no ſooner ſaw them reduced to theſe Streights, than 
they fell on Sword in Hand, without waiting for Orders of their Of- 
ficers, and with extraordinary Vigour, forced the Chevaux de Friſe, 
and began to make great Slaughter; but as they attack d without Or- 
ders, and were not ſuſtained by a ſufficient Number of Spahzs, they 
were repulſed after having ſpent their firſt Fury. Nevertheleſs they 
made a ſecond Attack, notwithſtanding the Obſcurity of the Night, 
which was a great Hindrance to their Succeſs: The Janixar-Aga 
could hardly make them deſiſt and wait till Day; for inſpite of the 
Enemy's vigorous Reſiſtance, they obſtinately reſolved to finiſh the 
Matter without waiting till Morning; and they would have done it 
if they had had Light. The Night was ſpent in bringing up our Ar- 
tillety, and the Faniſaries caſt up a ſmall Parapet before them. As 


Joon as the Day appear d, our Artillery play d: Upon which the Czar, 


ſeeing no Hopes of Safety by Reſiſtance, prevented the Attack of the 
Faniſſaries, by permitting General Czeremetof to ſend, in his Name, 
an Officer with a Letter to the Viſier, to ask Peace of him. The 
Viſier received him with ſome Haughtineſs and Pride: But upon ſome 
others coming ſoon after, and begging a Suſpenſion of Arms or Hoſti- 
lities, ſaying a Plenipotentiary was coming from the Czar with Carte 


Blanke to treat, this Yifer, who, to our Misfortune, is unexperienc'd, 


and of a poor Genius, laid aſide all his Haughtineſs, and granted 
their Requeſt; and the Chancellor Shafiroph arriv'd, and with his 
ſubmiſſive Harrangue and Propoſals, made him break the n,

Moſt of the Baſhaws and Officers of my Acquaintance were ex- 
tremely ſurprized at the Conduct of the Viſier, and thought he ſhould 
have firſt demanded that the Czar ſhould ſurrender himſelf, with all 


his Officers, Priſoners of War, as I had advis'd him: And as 


they 


knew this Viſer had always ſhewn a great Regard for my Counſels, 
which he ſucceſsfully follow'd on ſeveral Occafions, they defired me 
to make ſuch Remonſtrances to him as the preſent Juncture requir'd; 
and eſpecially to adviſe him not to ſuffer the Czar, who was in a 
Manner in his Hands, to depart till he had executed all the Condi- 
tions that ſhould be required of him, for none of them durſt ſpeak his 
Mind publickly to him, all the 7arks looking upon the Name and 
Office of Viſfer as an Oracle. Shafiroph deſired ro have the Yifter's, 
Demands in Writing, promiſing an immediate Anſwer thereto; they 
were given him accordingly, and he was conducted to a private 
' Tent. I took this Opportunity to repreſent to the Viſer, that he 
was in the wrong to enter fo eaſily upon a Treaty, and require ſo 

little of People who were in his Power; that according to the Rules 

of War, the Muſcovites ought firſt to lay down their Arms, and ſur- 
render at Diſcretion to the Conqueror, afterwards ſuch Terms might 


be made as ſhould be thought proper; that before he talked of 


that 


Treaty, an Account of the Situation of Affairs ſhould be ſent ro the 
Grand Seignior: But finding he was in haſte to treat, though he had no 
Reaſon for it, ſince the Enemy actually periſh'd with Hunger and the 
Infection cauſed by the Stench of the dead Bodies of Men and Horſes, 
ſo that not one of them could eſcape; which I ſeeing, repreſented to him 
that he ought ar leaſt ro remember his Promiſes, then repeared ro me, 
not to conclude any Thing unleſs we were ſatisfy d as well as the Porte; 
and that if he had ſo much Compaſſion on the Enemy, as not to 
make them Priſoners, he ſhould at leaſt tell the Cars Plenipotenti. 
aries, that the King of Sweden was in the Territories of the ſublime 
Porte, without whom it was agreed not to conclude any thing, ſo 
that one of his Miniſters being in the Camp, they ſhould hear what 
Demands he had to make on the Behalf of his Maſter. It is impoſ- 
ſible ro write all J ſaid to him on this Occaſion, ſo I ſhall only add 
that he then promis d me to do all that I deſir d. Soon after Shag. 
roph return'd to the Viſſer s Tent to anſwer his Demands. He began 


with Aſoph, and ſaid, though this Place was given up by the T

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of Carlowitz, to remain for ever in the Hands of the Muſcovites, the 


| Cear preferring Friendſhip with the Porte to the beſt of Towns, would 
give it up in the ſame Condition he took it. This pleaſed the Viſſer 


very much, tho he might have had it, as well as all the other Places, 
in the Condition they now are, which is much better than when they 


were taken. That as for Taganrock, Hamienta, and Samarra, that 
the Czar had a great many ſtrong Towns in his Dominions; and, tho 


theſe coſt him a great Deal, he would cauſe them to be razed, to | 
ſhew he intended to maintain a fincere and laſting Friendſhip: with 


the Porte, and leave no Ground to ſuſpe& his good Intention. That 
the Coſacks ſhould be reſtor d to their former Liberty, ſince the Porte 
deſir d it. As for the Affairs of Poland, that the Czar would not con- 
cern himſelf any more with them, but would immediately order his 
Troops to retire from thence, and that they ſhould never return thi- 
ther ; and all rhis ſhould be perform'd in Twenry four Days. That 
they could not give up the Hoſpodar of Moldavia, becauſe he was no 
longer in the Czar's Power, being fled Three Days ago ; and as for the 
Greek Sava, they knew not where to find him, and ſcarce knew him. 
That their Troops had done no Damage in Moldavia, having paid for 
what they had ; and therefore it was' not reafonable his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty ſhould pay the Revenue of a Country, which he had rather 
Enrich'd than Impoveriſh'd. Laſtly, That they could not eaſily de- 


liver the Cannon that were in their Camp, but in lieu of them, 'chey 


would give the like Number out of Xamienka. or 
The Viſſer and his Favourites being bribed at the Conferences in 
the private Tent, all was agreed to; and Shafiroph ask d him, 
I he had any further Demands to make — — he ſent thoſe already con- 
cluded on to the Czar, to be Ratifyd? T 
one more, which was a free Paſſage for the King of Sweden into his own 
Dominions. To which Shafiroph, as might eaſily be imagin'd, made no 
Difficulry to conſent. ; "= | 
Having ſeen the Stupidity, Perfidy and Treachery of this Yifeer ; 
J told him, in the Preſence of above a Hundred Perſons, all that 
Reaſon, Rage, Grief and my juſt Reſentments inſpir'd me with ; and 
as he knew himſelf to be in the Wrong, and that he might have had tlie 


beſt Terms imaginable for his Maſter, and have procured us entire Sa- 


tisfaction, he was at a loſs what to reply; but ſent me to his Aihaia, 
to conſult with him, and propoſe ſome Remedy for our Affairs. He, 


after he had been ſeveral Times with the Vier, told me from him, 
That T oughr not to be angry, for as ſoon as their own Affairs were 


finiſh'd, they would proceed on thoſe of his'Majeſty, and procure him 


all reaſonable Satisfaction; but as I ſaw Carts begin to move from 


the Muſcovite Camp, I loſt all Hopes of their coming to their Senſes; 
yet Tendeavyour' to create in both the Vier and Hiaia ſome Miſtruſt, by 
asking, Who was to be Guarantee of the Treaty and what Security they 
had for Performance of the Conditions of it, ſince they let the Czar de- 

part? And percciving they would liave recourſe to E land and Holland, 
I repreſented to them, that no Powers at ſuch à diſtance from the Czar 
could force him to do any Thing, tho' they ſhould engage for him; 


and as for the Hoſtages, Shafiroph-and the Son of Czeremeroff; they were 


no Security; for we had Examples of this Prince's having ſacrific'd his 


Miniſters, by not complying with his Treaties. That a little while before 


the War, he ſent an Embaſſador to Stoctbolm, to the King of Sweden, 
with Aſſurances and Proteſtations * Friendſhip, and immediately af-

quire this of him. The Cæar will undoubtedly refuſe to have his Enemies 


Guarantees, ſaid the Kiaia ; to whom I reply d, That they might in- 


ſiſt upon it, or very eaſily oblige him to do it, for they could not de- 


pend on any other than ſuch as would be always ready to join with 
them, and compel him by Force of Arms to the performance of the

contrary, knowing the King (to whom I had ſent an Expreſs to ler 
him know of our fair Opportunity) was coming, he made haſte to ler 


the Czars Troops go . His Majeſty being arriv d, went directly 


to alight at his Tent, reproached him with his ungenerous Beha- 


viour, having loſt an irrecoverable Occaſion of giving what Laws he 
would to the Enemy; but propoſed to him a Remedy, which was, 
to let his Majeſty have 20,000 Men of the beſt Troops in the 


Camp, with which he would bring back the Czar Priſoner, for Se- 
curity of his Compliance with the Treaty: But ſeeing his invincible 

Cowardice, or repugnancy to the Offer, his Majeſty left him very 
abruptly, and return d to Bender; where I ſhall go in few Days myſelf,

pillaging; their Number did not hinder the King from attacking

The Danger ſtill encreaſed ; and it was to be fear d the whole Ceiling

I went 
upon it immediately, and deſiring Mr. Jeffreys and Mr. De la Mo- 
traye s Aſſiſtance, we had the good Fortune to ranſom in about 24 
pital of Moldavia, heard that King Sraniſlans was arreſted there. 
This Prince who was in Pdmeranza,, as you know, almoſt ever ſinee 
the Battle of Pultomm, had for a great while done in vain all he 
could by Letters, tô perſwade the King of Sweden to abandon his 
Intereſt, and let him make his own. Peace: with King Augaſtus; but 
his Swediſb Majeſty would never conſent to it; which t inking to 
obtain by Word of Mouth, he undertook: this — Journey, 
r having, in concert wich the chief Commanders 6 * Swediſh 
Army there, agteed with Count Flemming to à Ceſſation of Arnis, 
and on the Preliminary Articles of a Treaty; ſo that he being arriv id at 
7a // juſt at the Time of the Action of Maruitæa, the Haſpodur of 
the Country cauſed him, with an Officer: and Two. Servants, to he 
arreſted as Sees; for ſuch they decla d themſelves, not knowing 
what had paſſed there and how. he was diſcover d to be King 
Staniſlaus I cant tell; but tis certain, that the Baſbaiv receiv: a 
Letter from the Haſpodar before my Courier was come, adviſiig 
of another King's Arrival and Arreſt, whom he named ſo vv 
As ſoon as T had read my Letters, I went to acquaint: the King 
with this extraordinary Event, of which the Baſbam had inform'd him 
Juſt before. I dare ſay his Majeſty was more concerned at it, than 
at any Thing which had happen d to himſelf; and very angry eſpe- 
cially with 2 Swediſh Treaty. makers, to whom he ordered a terrible 
Reprimand to be written, for ſuffering themſelves to be caught by 
Count Flemming s ſine Words; adding, there was no other Waytto 
repair this Fault but by a Battle. After which he told me, that as 
to King Stauiſſaus, the chief Thing to be done, was to ſend him a 
truſty Perſon; and to adviſe him, by all Means, to conceal who he 
was; fearing the Turts would take Advantage of his Arrival, and 
even ſacriſice him to King Auguſtus, if they found their Account in 
it. I replied, That was indeed to be apprehended, but that Prince 
being already known, it was therefore too late for him to pretend 
to keep Incognito. We had a pretty long Diſpute upon this Matter; 
his Majeſty inſiſting, That he might deny who he was, and abſoluce- 
ly refuſe to be King Stariſſaur. Without deciding who was in the 
right, I promiſed to write to him that ſame Day; and that as ſoon 
as his Majeſty was gone, I would ask the Baſhaw's Leave to go my 
ſelf to Taſſy, and ſpeak with him about it. This ſomewhav ſatisfied 
him; and he ordered me to tell him, above all Things, to inſiſt on 
his ſpeedy Return; and not to enter on any Propoſals the Tarte 
might make him, in relation to a ks with King Augustus. I _

The next Day being appointed for the King's fetting our, I: waited 

on him prett early in che Morning, ſteing in the Baſbaw's ard a 
Turtiſb Coach, ot rather a Waggpn, covered with red Cloth, (a

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and Priſaners af State) which was preparing for his Majeſty. He 
recommended to me ancw King Sraniflas and che Priſoners, deſiring 1 
would cantinus in Bender as long as my good Offices (which he 
would one Day ar another acknowledge) could be necoſſary th them; 
and then to. came and meet him afterwards at Adriaviple, where 1 
ſhould find Things in a much botter Poſture than the) appear d at 
preſent. In ſhort, he talk d of obtaining of the Grand Seignior no 
s than 100,000 Men, to reeonduct him honourably into his Ger- 
dem Dominions. It was in vain for me to make Objections, for he 
ſeamed more bigotted ta his own Opinion, than I could he ta mine. 
I wes promiſing him to da according to his Deſirt, hen the Baſhaw 
came: in himſelf, to tell him that the Coach was ready at the Daor; 
and thoſe of his Beaple, who were to accompany him, on Horſeback, 
Te which his Majeſty: aaſwered, I am ready too, and III go im- 
mgtthtely. The Baſbam thinking we were upon ſome particular. Af. 
fats fetired; and I having engaged my Word 10 do according to his 
Order, we parted, that Prince to get into the Coach, and I to ſet on 
Horſeback,: and accompany bim to Cauchan, a little Tartarian Fawn, 
where he was to lay, about Three German Miles from Bender. 
Mr. Grat huſen went into the ſame Coch with his Majeſty, who lay 
almoſt at Lengrh, pretending to be indifpoſed, the batter to paliate this 
Manner of travelling, fo contrary to his Humour and Cuſtom. Meſſis. 
Mullern and Feif were together in another Coach, following his 
Majeſty's, and others. on Horſeback, all without Swords. They were 
ſurrounded by about 200 Spahix ; and the Baſpbam and his Oaurt, 
with the Turtiſi Mufick, pieceeded this March, which was diſmal 
enough, with reſpect ta the Condition this great Fro had been in; 
who à few Years before, at the Head of 40000 Men, might have gi- 
ven Laws to, or at leaſt held rhe Ballance of Europe. I rode ncar 
enough to be ſeen by him; and his Majeſty no ſooher pereciv'd me, 
bur he made me a Sign ta draw nearer, which I did. That Prinee 
kept me by the Door of his Coach all along; we were all along talk ing of 
many Things paſt, preſent and future; when an Expreſs from Taſſy, 
whom King Staniſſaus had found Means to diſparch with a Letter 
to his Majeſty, came up to us. In this Letter his Paliſi Majeſty ex- 
reſs'd his Concern for what had happen d, and begg'd among other 
ings of his Swediſb Majeſty, to let him reſign the Crown of Fo-

from a Swenſb Secretary, his Priſoner! The Value of the Meral pre- 


vailing over the Averſion which the Alroras preſeribes againſt the Fi- 


gures of any living Creatures, ſuch as were thoſe, made him receive 


it very graciouſly land ſmiling I like wiſe added to it 4 Silver Watch 
and two Geyman Horſes, which" General Spare had faved from the 
Pillage, by ſending them to my Stables. Having by this Means fe- 


cured him to my Intereſt, 1 put him in Mind of his Promiſe, to re- 


Lloaſe all the SHiνν Priſoners. He was ſo generous as ro offet me 
his Puiſe, if I had not Money enough by me; fot he added, Thar 
20 induce the Fevizaries to uttack the King, he had given them Hopes 
the Swedes they took ſhould be their Slaves, and 
to break that Promiſe all at once. 1 reply's, I'was content to pay 
them ſomething for their Ranſom ; and 1 adviſed him to iſſue 2 
Proclamation, to be puhliſfi d in Bender, Cauchun, and their Neighbout- 
hoods, that whoeyer had any Swediſh Priſdners hid in their Houfes, 
mould, under great Penalties, produce them wirhin two Days, or 
ler him know Where to ſend for them ; Which doing, they (ſhould 
de rewarded. I promiſed to go in his Name, to the Houſes and 


Places where they were, and give every Turk ot Tartar, who de- 


liver'd me a Swede, Money proportionable xo his Dignity. He agreed 
ſpeedily ro my Propoſals, - ind the Proclaniation' Was made accord- 
ingly ; ordering the Owners of Priſoners to bring them to a Plain, 
between the Town” and our Hamlet, where was, by his Order, a 
Tent erected. The Day after the Publication, I, with ewo Zarki/b 
Commiffaries, went there, about Nine in the Morning; and faw the 


Phin almoſt covered with Tavks and Turtars, conducting their Swedjfh 
Priſoners from all 3 Having placed myfelf at the Table 


with the faid Commilſaries, attended by an Interpreter, laid there- 
on a large Purfe, with about 2000 Dueats ; and Orders was given 
for each Turk and Tartar to approach with his Prifdner; and to pre- 


vent a Crowd, two of the Baſhaw's Officers were placed at the Entrance 


of the Tent, who ſuffer'd them rs enter One by One; and to, each 
of them, who brought me a Smediſh Priſoner, I gave either ro, 201 3 

Dueats, or more, according to the Quality of the ſaid Prifonce%" 5 4 
Difcharge to the Owner, in Turſiſd, which one of the Commiſſaries 


drew up in Writing, and ſigned with my Name: For Example, thar 


ſuch a one, /brahim, had deliver d me Mr. N N. We'continucd this 
Method for two Days together, from Nine in the Morning tilt Four 
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In the mean while Mr.-De-la Motraye went to-Canchan, to ſeek for 
others, whom the Poſſeſſors would not bring up to us, but hid them 
in the Country. He redeem d on the ſpot, Secretary Ereenpreus, 
Barons Ribbing and Falſtrom, and ſome others, who were in very bad 
Hands; and haying given out, That there was an Aga coming from 
& Adrianople with an Order of the Sultan, to ſet all the Smenſb pri- 
ſoners at Liberty without Ranſom, and that thoſe who had any, 
< mighr receive from me at Bender a Reward, if they would carry them 
there before his Arrival, they brought me, among others, the Gene- 
rals.Ziertha, Aling ſted, and Mr. Adlerfel, whoſe Cloaths the Tartarshad 
taken away, giving them Sheep's Skins in exchange. Theſe Priſoners 
complain d of the Hardſhips they had been put to, as to look after 
Horſes, and heing chain d; but I thought fit to give the Reward pro- 
miſed, for fear ſome others ſhould ſuffer by the contrary. Mr. Jeffreys re- 
deem d ſeveral of his Friends; and in a few Day's Time there were 
wanting only Fifteen Perſons, of which we knew Twelve or Thirteen 
were kill'd in the Attack of the Kings Houſe. I was well pleas d 
with what we had done; but my Joy was 8 N complear, ſeeing 
ſuch a Number of Perſons, many of them Officers of Diſtinction, 
and Perſons of the firſt Quality, almoſt naked, and without a Far- 
ching to ſubſiſt. My Caſh was greatly exhauſted by the Payments 
for their Ranſom, tho the Baſhaw lent me 1000 Ducats; therefore 
J apply'd myſelf. again to him, and returning him many Thanks for 
his Aſſiſtance, T made him ſenſible of the Diſſiculty I lay under to 
ſubſiſt them; upon which he order d each Man Three Paras, or 
3 Pence, a Day, for their Bread and Meat. Some of the Officers 
were diſſatisſied to be treated no better than the common Soldiers; 
but as Game is exceeding plenty, and free for every Body, moſt of them 
| Killed. more than they could eat, and bought Bread and Wine with the 
Money intended for Meat. And to render the Condition of theſe Offi- 
cers and other Perſons of Diſtinction more eaſy, Mr. Jeffreys and I 
kept an open Table every Day, with Fiſteen or Sixteen Covers, and 
they all came by Turns to us, without any Ceremony. All I had 
now to do was to cloach them, for they were almoſt all naked, except 
General Sparre and a few others, who had the Precaution to ſend, before 
the Action, moſt of their Cloaths to our Houſes. To aſſiſt them as much 
as I could, I cauſed to be publiſſi d all over the Town, and in the Neigh- 
bourhood, That whoſoever had got any Cloaths and Linnen, taken 
in the Action of Warnitza, and would bring them to me, they ſhould 
be paid the Value of them; and in about Two Day's Time one of 
my Rooms was, by this Means, filled with Coats, Waſte-coats, 
higs, Linnen, Boots, Swords, Hats, Cc. and look'd like a Sale- 
ſhop ; where the Naked were cloathed again. In ſhort, I made ſo 
equal a Diſtribution of rheſe Cloaths, that every one ſeem d conten- 
ted, and 1 had xeafor to he fo too. 
Things being ſo far brought to a good End, in reſpect of the 
Priſoners, I be of performing the King's Commiſſion in re- 
ſpect of King Staniſlaus. I waited on the Baſhaw with this Intent; 
and told him, That having, with his Aſſiſtance, ſo well ſucceed. 
ed in the Redemption and Relief of Priſoners, I wanted only, 
before my going away, to execute a Commiſſion the King of 
Swedes had given“ me to King Staniſlaus ; and being deſirous to 
| ; go 
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80 to Taffy for that Purpoſe, I ho 
ceſſary Paſſports. He ſaid, I ne e. 
had already ſent a Guard to bring him to Bender. Then J ask d 
him leave to go and meet him on the Road; and ſpeak to him 
before he came thither. He made a little Difficulty of complying 
with my Requeſt; but conſented at laſt, on condition it ſhould be 
altogether Incognito, leſt the Poliſh Noblemen ſhould ask the Tame 
Favour if they knew of it. The ſecond Day after, hearing that 
Prince was on the Road, I diſguiſed myſelf in a Farizary's Habit, 
taking Mr. De la Motraye, diſguiſed in the ſame Habit, with me, 
and two Fanizaries of my Acquaintance, I got on Horſeback; "and 
with Greyhounds, as if I were going to Hunt, went on the great 

oad to Taffy, for Two or Three German Leagues from Bender; and

perceiving at a Diſtance a Company of Liptas, I gallopped up to them; 


and ſeeing among them Three or Four Perſons dreſſed like Swediſb 


Officers, I asked the neareſt to me after the King; it happen d to be 


himſelf, but I did not know him in his Diſguiſe, having always ſeen 
him before in the Po/iſh! Habit; but he knew: me, tho my Dreſs was 
at leaſt; as extraordinary as .-his.own'; and ſaid, What, my deat 
„Fabrice, do not you know me? I would have diſmounted to 
pay my Reſpects to him, but he would not ſuffer it; ſaying, as we 


were both Incognito, there was no need of Ceremonies; and going 


at a little diſtance from the Company, we had a long Diſcourſe a- 
bout his Deſign in coming to Turky, and the King of Sweden s con- 


tinuing to be contrary to the Preliminary Treaty . upon in 


Pomerania; Witneſs: what he had ſaid after having receiv'd his Let- 
ter; and notwithſtanciing the preſent Condition of his Affairs. How- 
ever, he deſired me to concur with him with my beſt Credit towards 
endeayouring again to get his Majeſty's Conſent to that Treaty. 
Which I promis ; and being come within a Quarter of a German 
Mile from the Town, I left him and tlie Highway too, that I 


might not be ſeen, or known by the Poliſñ Noblemen, who 


were coming to meet him. The Baſpam ſent him his MTiala, or Se- 

cretary, with others of his Officers, to make him a Compliment 
in his Name, and a Turtiſb Horſe richly equipp d, to mount in tlie 
room of that which he had. His Poliſh: Mazel IJ 

a Diſcharge of 24 Cannon at his Entrance into Bender; where he 

alighted at one of the beſt Houſes PARIS him; and a Guard 
like the King of Sweden 's, tho not ſo numerous, was appointed for 


him. Tbe next Day the Baſhaw viſited him; and as this Prince is na- 


turally very Polite; as is like wiſe the Baſhaw for a Turk, there were abun- 
dance of Compliments: and Proteſtations of Friendſhip paſſed between 
them.

Alliance, c. Wherein his Pei Majeſty comply d with his Swediſ 
Majeſty's Will; but it prov' d to no Purpoſe, m. | 
I was ready to depart, and had Letters from Meſſieurs Mullern 
and Grothuſen, by the King's Orders, co go and met his Majeſty, 
when an Affair of Count Sapithad detain d me for ſome Days. This 
Nobleman had formerly quitted the Swediſh Party, becauſe King 
Staniſlaus, in concert with his Smaiſb Majeſty, had taken from him 
the Poſt of Great- General of Lithuania, which he pretended to be 
Hereditary in his Family; and given it to Prince Wiſnowiesty. He 
came to Bender, upon the Hopes given him, of an Equivalent for his 
Generalſhip ; but he began inſenſibly to be fuſpeed for a Spy of 
King Augaſtns's, to obſerve the King of Sweden's Proceedings. How- 
ever that be, he decamp'd one Morning privately, out of a panick 
Fear, as if Prince Wiſnowresky had a Deſign againſt his Life; and 
ſome. Swedes being ſent after him by General Sparre, he was taken 
and brought back. For his greater Misfortune, there was found a- 
mong his Papers, the Copy of a Letter he had written to King Au- 
uſtus, aſſuring him of an inviolable Fidelity, and having caſt ſome 
Reg Reflections on the Baſbaw in that Letrer; with which the Po- 
{;/þ Nobility acquainted him; and he was ſo much exaſperated 
by it, that he would not have ſpared: his Life, if che Han had not 
interpoſed his Authority to ſet him at Liberty, and let him go where 
he pleas d; for the former, to whom I was deſir d by the ſaid Count 
to ſpeak in his Faveur, would have had his Head cut off; where- 
upon I told him, That ſuch Executions could not be done among 
Chriſtians without a formal Process. 
About the ſame Time came the News from Aurlauople, that the 
Han and Baſhaw ſhould be infallibby depos d, for having deliver d the 
Money before the Time order d by the Sulran; to the King; and 
conſequently oecaſion d his new Demands and — I Went 
thereupon to the firſt, and happening to mention ſomething of it in 
reſpect of the Han: He reply d with a great Tranquility, that he 
expected nothing better for himſelf; that beſides cheir Religion 
taught them to reſign ta Providence, and ſubmit to the Sultuns 
Will in all ſueh Caſes, he was not a Stranger to chem, ſince he had 
been already once diſplacd, and ſtrip d of all his Money, Jewels, Ic. 
and baniſh d by the late :Su/tan's: Order, and reftor'd again by rhis. 
As for the Man, he told. mo, that he was already invited to Adria- 
under Fretence of conſulting wih his Higbaefs iabour the Hiuſcovite-'s 
Affairs; and that he Was dure he would be baniſſrd to Rhodes, be- 
fore he was got half Way. I haue had ſome: new: Conferences with 
King Staviſians, concerning the Peace with King Auguſtus; which this 
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Printe continues to be ſo intlin'd to, that he has deſird me again 
to endcavour to induce the King of Sweden to conſent to it. 
As I am to depart the Day after Tomorrow, this will be tlie 
laſt Letter I ſhall write you from hence.

The Fame of your conſummate Wiſdom and Bravery, makes us 
_ deſirous to entertain and cultivate with you, a good Underſtanding, 
and a ſincere Friendſhip.

other, yet their Situation, in reſpect of that of the Czar, (an am- 


bitious and reſtleſs Neighbour) ought to unite always our Intereſt 
and Arms for our reciprocal Safety.

ration, and about a Year after, we had the Advantage to

as a Vaſſal. The ſeveral Breaches of the Treaty, which this unjuſt 
Prince ſo happily obtain d on the Pruth, and which was confirm d ſo 

raciouſly to him at the Porte, ſhews too plainly, that hie does 
fil ungratefully perſiſt in his ill Deſigns: Therefore we do deſire 
you to remonſtrate to his Imperial Highneſs, how important it is to 
prevent the Execution of them; and we on our ſide ſhall be always 


diſpoſed, by our Gratitude, for the many Favours his Benificence

A. Plan of Baron Goertz for State-Obligations, Money-notes 


and Marks ſtampt on Paper and Copper, laid before the Ring 
of Sweden at Veſtadt, in the beginning of January. 1715-16. 


Our Majeſty's whole Kingdom is already reduced to ſuch an 
Extremity for want of Money to pay your Land and Sea 
Armies, that if immediate and right Meaſures are not taken, the 
moſt important Enterprizes will fall 4 the utmoſt Confuſion, and 
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come to nothing but a general Deſtruction. The Cauſe of this fa: 
tal Extremity is, Thar the Money ariſing from the Contriburions, 
is no ſooner come into your Exchequer, but is taken out again to pay 
thoſe who have advanc'd ſome on them; whereas ir ſhould be 1 is 
the Defence of your Provinces. Wherefore there remains only theſe 
two Ways for a Peace, 1: Either by a cowardly and raſh Deſpair, 
to ſacrifice to a barbarous Enemy all the former Happineſs of Swe- 
den, and the Reputation ſo dearly purchaſed, abandoning it to his 
Diſcretion ; 2. Or taking freſh Courage, to uſe our utmoſt Endeavours, 
| ſome by a Part of their Eſtates, others by Arms or Money: For this 
latter, which is the only one for a good Peace, Credit and other Suc- 
cours, as well within as out of the Kingdom, are required moſt in- 
diſpenſably. As to the firſt, even all the Money in the Kingdom 
would not be ſufficient, if it were all at once in your Majeſty's 
Cheſts; for there are not above Two Millions, according to the 
beſt Computations; whence it may be certainly concluded, that if your 
Majeſty ſhould double the Contributions, it would ſignify little to 
the Affair in Hand. Beſides that, ſuch Impoſitions could never be 
levied, not ſo much for the Inability of the People already exhauſted, 
as becauſe tis impoſſible to find ſo much Money all at once; and if 
there were enough, good Part of it muſt be left to circulate among 
the People. In ſhort, ſince we cannot be ſaved this Way, there re- 
mains only thoſe of Credit; which are Three in all. The firſt is ac- 
quir d by a punctual Performance of Promiſes and Contracts; for one 
naturally makes no Scruple to truſt thoſe, whoſe Honeſty: and Sin- 
cerity have been try d. Tis but too well known at Szockholm, how 
little we can depend on this ſort of Credit; ſince many have buried 
their Money, chooſing to let, ſome 30, ſome 40, nay, ſome 50,000 
Rix- Dollars, in good Carolins, lye dead, rather than aſſiſt your 
Majeſty and their Country with a Part of it, for the publick Good; 
therefore it is evident, the State Obligations newly introduced, not- 
withſtanding all their Advantages and their Security, will be of no 
other Service to the Government, but to pay thoſe who having ſome 
Pretentions upon it, will accept them rather than nothing. In the 
mean time, your Majeſty will be oblig'd thereby to ſeek for Credit in 
foreign Countries, and give them that Advantage which rhe Diſtruſt 
of your own Subjects deprives them of. I preſume to ſay, that 1 
could myſelf certainly negotiate as far as Two Millions of Rix-Dol- 
lars out of the Kingdom for the publick Occaſions; but this cannot 
be done till the Confidence and Correſpondence, in relation to Trade 
with Sweden, are put on a better footing, and I am impower d, by 
your Majeſty's prudent Orders, to ſet about this Affair. It may be 
asked, how I. will lay a good Foundation for this Project, within as 
well as out of the Kingdom ? I diſtinguiſh between voluntary and 
forced Credit; the latter cannot properly be called Credit, ſince it has 
not a regular and natural Foundation; we muſt however give it that 
Name, in Imitation of our Caſuiſts, whoſe Authority and Example will 
Not allow us to call Violence, but Perſwaſion, the Method hop uſe 
to make People come, one Way or other, into their Notions, or 
bring them to their Ends, And this Method ſęems to have a better 
Ground, a more lively Operation in Politiets than Divinity, as daily 
Experience ſhews us. Ir is therefore abſolutely neceſſary to keep to 
that, as well in reſpect to the Name as the Reality, ſince no better 
Expedient ean be thought of The Uſe or Experience ſhews _—

the Advantage of the abovefaid Obligations ; but ſome will objeck, 
that. they being only for large Sums, will be very inconvenient, if not 
uſeleſs, in the ordinary and daily domeſtick Trade, becauſe they can't 
be divided into leſſer Sums for Payment of the Soldiers or Sailors, 


and will no way anſwer the End propoſed. My Anſwer is, that 


therefore little Notes or Pieces of Copper muſt he ſtamp'd, to paſs, 
by your Authority, for Money here in the ſmall popular Trade; fuch 
as ſome few already ſtamp'd, Every one knows how uſeful this ſort of 
imaginary Species had been in Places beſieg d, where there was no 
real Money. But it is not neceſſary to go ſo far, bur only enquire 
what has been already practiſed in your Copper Mines in want of 

Money; with what Succeſs and Security they paid the Workmen on 

certain Occaſions, with a ſmall Piece of ſtamp'd Copper. Thus it is 
evident, that the Marks themſelves are a ſort of State Obligations, 

that have the 'publick Credit for their Security, and may conſequent- 


ly be uſeful ; at leaſt they are not pernicious if they have a real and 
certain Foundation. Here may be objected the former Example of 


Spain, and the late one of France, and from thence formed this ſpeci- 
. ous Argument, That theſe Nations teach us, that they, eſpecially 
France, who governed by ſo wiſe a King as Lewis the XIV. with ſo pru- 
dent and experienced a Council, and what is more, ſo great a plenty 
of Money at Home, have brought - themſelves into an almoſt in- 
extricable Labyrinth, and that their Example adviſe us not to 
have too great a Preſumption, and pretend to ſucceed better with 
our ſmall Abilities. But here I muſt inſiſt, that the Example of 
France doth not affect the Matter itſelf, but the Application, wirh 
its Circumſtances; others Faults may teach us to avoid the like ones. 
The Abuſes to be fear d, conſiſt chiefly in Two Things. 1. In not 
well proportioning theſe Marks to the Fund whence they are hereaf- 


ter to be paid, or to the Species in the Kingdom; a Fault which 
.draws after it the Ruin of the State, and conſequently all the Species 


out of the Kingdom. 2. In not taking all prudent and neceſſary Pre. 
cautions to hinder their being counterfeited ; France committed the 
firſt Fault, and Spain the laſt. We will avoid the Error of the 
French, by finding out the Funds to pay off the imaginary Species; 
and keep ſo juſt a Proportion between them and the real ones, that 
theſe ſhall always exceed the others, and be ſufficient to pay for 
foreign Commodities; by allowing ſome Advantage to thoſe who will 
change the Myntetetens, and other ſuch Species for State Obligations; 
and ſhewing at the ſame Time how to employ them without Loſs, 


every one will be induced to look upon' them as good, and as ſe- 


cure as ready Money. As to prevent the counterfeiting of them, 


. ſome Coiners told me, that we muſt mill them with a Machine, 


which will coſt above Six Hundred Dollars, and 'tis not probable any 
Counterfeiter will be at that Charge. Beſides a new Coin may be 


made every Three or Four Months, and the old one cried down and ex- 
 chang'd for a new one with rhoſe who have tlie old ones and bring them 
to the Mint; which will prevent alſo their being counterfeited Abroad 


and imported into the Kingdom; there being not Time enough left 
between the Courſe of one ſort and that of the other for it, beſides the 


Difficulty and Charge above- mention d, and the danger of Conſiſcation 


for the Ships on which they ſhall be found. There remains tlien on- 
ly this third Queſtion, How the Credit procured to theſe Marks, by 
the aforeſaid due Precautions, can be actually made uſe of? I ſay, by 
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Two Ways, 1. By taking them in Payment of, your Revenues, both 


ordinary and extraordinary, and even allow a Diſcount of one per Cent. 
on Payment of the Contributions. 2. By ordering them to be taken 


in again and new Stamp d, converting the large Sums into Obligati- 
ons, and giving an Intereſt of 5 per Cent. to ſuch as are any Time 


out of their Money; having a ſpecial Care to preſerve the Credit of 


the Baut and of the Obligations, that they be not brought in there; 


and that in Payment of the Capitation, nothing but good Mo- 


ney be received, becauſe this Money muſt neceſſarily be employed 


for the Preſervation of the Capital of the Obligations, as alſo for the 


Debts. For this reaſon an Officer ſhould be appointed to receive theſe 
Marks, that the Bank, where a very great Part of the Contributions 


enters, may be entirely exempted from it. As for the 5 per Cent. In- 
tereſt, it may be thought a needleſs Expence; but it ſhould be con- 


ſider d, That the State has already effectively got a Capital by it, and 


no Body will any longer ſcruple to take a Species, with which he 
cannot only pay for any Thing he buys, but get a ſolid Advantage 
by keeping it; which will contribute very much to the Uſefulneſs and

'Clnce my laſt abundance of Things have happetied on this fide 
the World, which you may have heard. in general; as the taking 


of Temeſwar ; that the new Viſier has loſt a more conſiderable Battle 


than the former, in that it was accompanied with the Surrender of Bel. 
grade; and they began to be in fear for Niſſa and Sophia; what do I ſay, 
for Niſſaand Sophia, for Adrianople and Conſtantinople, Demir Capi being, 
as you know, but a ſlight Hindrance to the March of a victorious 
Army, ſo that they look for their Safety in a Peace; for which to 
obtain, they addreſs their old Friends, the Redreſſers of Wrongs and 


Compoſers of Differences, the Exgliſb and Dutch. The Merchants of 


all Nations would not have ſeen this with Pleaſure, it not being poſſible

Nuumberof Chiaonz and other Officers of the Porte. Being arriv d at Phi- 
lippoli, where the Porte was, ſhe careſſed him, as ſhe uſes to do thoſe 
from whom ſhe expects ſomething of Moment, and deſir'd him to F.

rform good Offices between Her and the Court of Vienna; there 
fo met a yery honourable Reception, as you'll imagine, and diſpatch'd 
the Secretary Hefferman with the Propoſal, as a Preliminary Article 
inſiſted upon by the Porte. Mr..Thellys, more Embaſſador than his 
Maſter, (if one would believe him) faw, with a jealous Chagrine, 
the Preference in Honours, whereby the Porte ſeem d to diſtinguiſh 
Mr. Montague from Mr. Colye, tho the latter was alſo invited 
ro the Camp, and conducted with as numerous a Turkiſh Cor- 
tage, if not the like Promiſes of Reward, in caſe of Succeſs, - 
and .had a good Thaim according to Cuſtom.

inahded, as we hear, Sir Robert Sutton as Pleniporentiary and Media- 


tor, and the fitreſt Perſon to manage the Turks, and obtained him! 
Mr. Stagnan was thereupon named Ambaſſador, you may have heard, 


and ſent alſo to ſupply Mr. e s Place; nay, ſome who pretend:to 
know what is tranſacted at both the Courts of Vienna and Londau, ſay, 
that the former would not ſtop her Conqueſts at Belgrade, if the latter 
had not declar d, that her Fleet ſhould not fail for that of Sicily, 
but on thar Condition. In the mean while, Dr. Timon, à bettet 
Phy ſician than Paliritian, who perhaps had exceeded his Commiſſion,

He anſwer d, he believ's it, and talk d to him of other 
Things; but the News of Mr. Heffermams continuing to be detain d, 
fo far increaſed his Diſquiet, that the firſt Time he was call'd for, 
he ſaid to the Sieur Bergouin (who ſince the Departure of Sir Robert 
Sutton, ſerv'd Mr. Montague in Quality of Steward) They ſend

mie; I would not die by the Hands of the Turks, but by my ob. And 
in the ſame Language was added, There is ſo much Money, &c. in ſuch a 
Place, which I defire thoſe who find it to give to my Family, 'which 1 
recommend to the Protection of the Engliſh Ear.

The 7urks were much ſurpriz d, as you may imagine, at this cruel 


Execution of the Doctor, on himſelf; they, among whom Self. 


murthers are as little heard of as Duels, not reckoning them within 
their Predeſtination. The Retkiap Caimacan was truly more concern d, 
than Mahometans uſed to be at their Friend's ordinary Death, think- 
ing perhaps, beſides his Love for him, that this Way of ſhortning 
one's Days, is diſturbing the Order of Providence (as to cry out 
deſperately, like the Greeks and other Chriſtians do) on the na-
